Sir, — The officers in charge of the Law Department re- 
spectfully submit the report of the department for the year 
ending January 31, 1899. 

The business of the department continues to increase in 
all its branches. Owing to its varied nature it is impossible 
to state it in detail, except as to the number and general 
character of the law-suits pending and disposed of, in which 
the city is interested or a party to the suit. 

August 9, 1898, Mr. Frederick E. Hurd resigned as assist- 
ant solicitor; September 15, 1898, Mr. Philip Nichols, and 
October 1, 1898, Mr. Thomas A. Mullen, were appointed 
Assistant Solicitors. 


CASES IN COURT. 


During the year 305 cases were disposed of and 465 new 
cases were brought.

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cases disposed of, and the number of new cases brought dur- 
ing the year (not including trustee processes.) The cases 
are classified with reference to the causes of action.

ANNUAL . REPORT 


OF THE 


LIBRARY DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR | 1898. 


To His Honor JostaAH QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


The Trustees of the Public Library present the following 
report of its condition for the year ending January 381, 1899, 
being the forty-seventh annual report. 

They include herewith, as a part of their report, that of 
the Librarian and its accompanying reports, including that 
of Mr. Worthington C. Ford, Chief of the Department of 
Documents and Statistics, together with the report of the 
Examining Committee. These reports contain details of 
which the Trustees in this report present only a partial 
summary. 

An exact account of the receipts and expenditures of the 
Trustees for the past year is found in the reports of the 
Librarian and of the Auditor, but these statements do not 
exhibit in a simple form the income and expenditures which 
may be said strictly to belong to the year.

was obtained from miscellaneous gifts, ete. 


This statement does not include balances of preceding 
years which were subject to charges for outstanding orders 
for books and similar appropriations incurred prior to the 
year covered by this report, but attempts to show in general 
the means at the command of the Trustees during the year 
for the maintenance of the Library, including the purchase 
of books. 

Two sources of income, viz., the rents of the old Library 
building and the proceeds of fines and of the sales of the 
publications of the Library, of which the Library had here- 
tofore received the benefit, were no longer available. By the 
requirements of the appropriation bill of 1898, sums re- 
ceived from these sources were paid into the City Treasury. 
In consequence, the means at the disposal of the Trustees 
for the general purposes of the Library were less by about 
$2,000 than in the preceding year, although the general 
appropriation by the city exceeded that of the preceding 
year by $10,000. 

The preparation of the publications of the Library involves 
a cost of over $4,000 annually, and this expense is paid 
from the general appropriation. The cost of collecting the 
fines due the Library amounts to about $1,500 annually, and 
this cost is also paid from ‘the general appropriation. It 
seems just to the Trustees that the proceeds of the sales and 
of the fines should both be allowed to the Library, or that the 
expenses incurred by them in these regards should be reim- 
bursed to them and not made a charge upon their general 
resources. 
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LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 5) 


It has been for some time obvious that it was desirable to 
make certain alterations and improvements in the Library 
Building as originally constructed, not so much by way of 
addition to it as for the purposes of better administration, 
especially with reference to the more rapid delivery of books, 
for better accommodation of readers, and for better ventila- 
tion and general sanitary arrangements. ‘There were no 
funds in the possession of the Trustees available for these 
purposes. Under the authority of an Act of the Legislature 
passed in the session of 1898 and the subsequent action of 
the City Council, a special appropriation of $100,000 was 
provided. This sum, together with portions of some small 
balances of the original appropriations for the construction 
and furnishing of the building, have been expended during 
the past year for the purposes described. ‘The details of the 
work are exhibited in the Librarian’s Report. It is substan- 
tially completed, and has greatly improved the convenience 
and healthfulness of the Library, both for the public and 
those employed in it, has added greatly to the efficiency of 
its administration, and to a degree in excess of the expense 
incurred. 

The use of the Library constantly increases. ‘This in- 
crease is shown in_ various ways. The number of card 
holders for 1897 was 64,973; for the year 1898 it was 
72,005, showing an increase of 17,032, or nearly 11 per 
cent. ‘The increase of the circulation of books and of 
visitors and readers, both at the Central Library and the 
branches, furnishes additional evidence of such increased 
use. 

This increased use involves additional expense of the ad- 
ministration of the Library and such additional expense the 
Trustees have been able to meet chiefly by diminishing the 
purchases of books. It is upon this item of expenditure 
that the pressure of economy immediately falls. Accord- 
ingly the increase of the Library in volumes purchased has 
been considerably less during the past year than in the pre- 
ceeding. In 1897, 33,131 volumes were added to the Library, 
but in 1898 only 25,470 — a number less by 7,661. 

The Trustees find it difficult, with the means at their com- 
mand, to supply the Library and its branches with the popu- 
lar publications of the day. It is only from the slender 
income of the Trust Funds that they can procure the rarer 
books needed to maintain the general character of the 
Library as one valuable not merely to supply entertainment, 
but also as one useful to the mechanic, the student and the 
scholar, The Library is greatly in need of means to 
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purchase the rare historical material occasionally offered for 
sale, and otherwise not easily to be obtained, especially that 
relating to the history of Boston and of New England, which 
the Trustees consider it their especial duty to collect. 

The general condition of the books in the Library is good, 
but prudent management calls for the expenditure of a much 
larger sum than the Trustees have at their command for the 
rebinding and repair of many volumes. At least $20,000 
could be wisely expended for these purposes and this sum is 
required by true economy. 

Requests are continually presented to the Trustees for the 
permanent improvement of certain branches, for the establish- 
ment of new delivery stations, and for similar expenditures. 
The means at their command have enabled them to comply 
with but a small portion of these requests. Four additional 
public schools and one branch post office have been made 
deposit stations, and one delivery station has been supplied 
with a deposit collection. ‘These additions represent the 
expansion of the Library system during the past year. 

With respect to the financial position of the Library the 
Trustees report that they have kept their expenditures 
strictly within their means. No expenditure or obligation is 
incurred beyond the limit of such means, and consequently 
there is no deficit at the close of the year. It is, of course, 
obvious that unless these means increase in proportion to the 
use of the Library and the growth of the city it will be im- 
possible to maintain its present rank and usefulness. 

The Trustees have added a new department this year to 
the Library, that of Documents and Statistics. In June, 
1898, the American Statistical Association presented to the 
Library its valuable collection of books and pamphlets 
numbering about 5,000 volumes. These, together with 
the Public Documents and other similar economic and 
sociological material already in the possession of the Library, 
constituted a valuable collection which the Trustees were 
satisfied could be made available for great service to the pub- 
lic. It furnishes the means for investigations tending to 
the improvement of laws, of social conditions and the expan- 
sion of trade. Accordingly, this department was created 
and Mr. Worthington C. Ford was appointed its Chief. Mr. 
Ford was formerly Chief of the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Treasury Department at Washington and brings to the ser- 
vice of the Library the benefit of his large experience. The 
Trustees ask attention to the reports of the Librarian and of 
Mr. Ford, which contain an extended description of the 
value and purposes of the department and an account of 
what it has thus far accomplished. 


LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. & 


There has been presented to the city of Boston and de- 
posited in the Library a copy in marble, made by John 
Hutchison, R.S.A., of the bust of Sir Walter Scott now 
placed in Westminster Abbey by the Committee on the Scott 
Memorial. 

Mrs. Robert Louis Stevenson has presented to the Library 
twenty-four wooden blocks engraved by Mr. Stevenson him- 
self, impressions of which were reproduced in the Bonus 
Volume of the Edinburgh Edition of his works. 

Other gifts of interest and value are enumerated in the 
Librarian’s report. While the Trustees are of the opinion 
that it is undesirable to make the Library in any sense a 
museum of curiosities, yet there are many objects of art and 
literature which find an appropriate place in it, and are both 
interesting and instructive. Such gifts they welcome. 

They again call attention to the great need of permanent 
endowments for the Library. It is chiefly from such sources 
that the permanent value of the Library can be secured. 

The large inner court of the Library Building possesses 
great architectural beauty, but it is incomplete, and affords 
room for much greater additional natural and artistic decora- 
tion. The open area offers a field for the display of shrubs 
and flowers; and sculpture and other works of art would 
find most appropriate positions. The Trustees hope that 
some generous giver may recognize here his opportunity.

A copy of their report is submitted herewith. 

A detailed account of the work of the Departments of 
Cataloguing, of Publications, and of Printing, is contained in 
the Librarian’s report. The Trustees believe that the publi- 
cations of the Library, especially the Bulletins and Special 
Bibliographical lists, contain much not merely of temporary, 
but of permanent value, and they believe also that the . 
mechanical execution of these publications is highly credit- 
able. The account of the work of the Catalogue Department 
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reports the progress of the department, and the Trustees 
ask attention to it, as well as to the special reports of the 
Chief of the Department. 

The Library has suffered by the deaths and resignations 
of some of those employed in its service. 

The most conspicuous loss was occasioned by the death 
of Mr. Arthur Mason Knapp, who was twenty-four years in 
its service, and for twenty years the custodian of Bates 
Hall. His experience, ability and fidelity were universally 
acknowledged, and possessed an added charm by reason of 
his agreeable personal traits. 

His successor is Mr. Oscar A. Bierstadt, who brings from 
the Astor Library in New York an experience which should 
well fit him for similar duties here. 

In conclusion, the Trustees report that they believe that, 
with the facilities furnished by the recent expenditures, the 
Library, as a building, meets as well as possible the public 
needs. ‘The graded system of service and appointment now 
for several years established secures fidelity, interest and a 
sense of permanence on the part of those employed. The 
Trustees believe that the Library not merely supplies a val- 
uable school of instruction to those resident within the limits 
of the city, but secures for Boston a wide reputation for a 
liberal and wise public expenditure, of which it may well be 
proud.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees: 


I have the honor to submit my report for the year ending 
January 31, 1899. 

The library system has been augmented during the year 
only by the establishment of one additional delivery station 
(Station U, established December 27, 1898). But a new 
department of work has been created at the Central Library 
(the Department of Documents and Statistics), and the 
scope of existing departments has, in certain cases, been 
enlarged. Four additional schools and one branch post 
office have been made deposit stations. To the only delivery 
station lacking a deposit collection at the beginning of the 
year this feature has now been added. So that the outlying 
system now comprises: 

Ten branches, with large permanent collections of books. 

Five reading-rooms, all of them also delivery and deposit 
stations, and one, Station P, having also an independent 
permanent collection of books. 

Thirteen delivery stations, all also deposit stations. 

Twenty-two engine-houses and one post office receiving 
books regularly on deposit. 

Four public schools (two high and two grammar) receiving 
deposits. 

One public school — a delivery station. 

Five public institutions receiving deposits. 

A total of sixty-one outlying agencies, as against fifty- 
seven on February 1, 1898. 

The recent alterations at the Central Library building were 
not designed to provide for additional departments of work 
so much as to enlarge the facilities of existing departments. 
They have, nevertheless, secured accommodations for the 
new department of Documents and Statistics ; and in freeing 
the Lecture Hall have reopened opportunity for a service to 
the public not hitherto fairly entered upon by the Library. 


FINANCE. 


In General. — The Auditor’s statement (Appendix I. of 
this report) shows in detail the receipts and expenditures of 
the Library during the year. Included, as heretofore, is a 
comparison of the expenditures from the general appropria- 
tion with those of preceding years. This table begins 
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naturally with the year 1895, for with that year, and the re- 
organization of the Library in the new building, a new scale 
of expenditures was entered upon, The comparison is item 
by item, except as certain items have been divided under a 
new classification adopted in consultation. with the City 
Auditor during the past year. 

The business of the Library increases progressively, though 
in irregular progression, from year to year. Tested by one 
statistic alone — the number of card holders (64,973, February 
42.1598; (T2000, February 1, 1899) — the increase during the 
past year has been 10 per cent. ; taking the departments as 
a whole, and including departments (such as the Statistical) 
newly created, an estimate of 10 per cent. as an average in- 
crease in volume of work done would not be excessive, 

The cost of service in 1898 exceeded that in 1897 by over 
$8,000 (an increase of 6 per cent.); that of cleaning increased 
2,000; and expenditure for repairs, and for furniture and 
fixtures (requisite in connection with alterations at the 
Central Library and Branches), exceeded that for 1897 by 
some $8,000. 

A reference to the Auditor’s statement will show that the 
total expenditure from the city appropriation in 1898 
($246,855.87) was nevertheless practically no greater than 
in 1897 ($246,541.79),

which amount represented estimated expenditure to be avoided 
if the department was to come through the year without a 
deficit. 

The expenditure was avoided, and the department has 
come through the year without a deficit. But it has done so 
only by reducing the purchase and rebinding of books below 
@ proper and economical level, and by omitting purchases of 
fuel, stock and supplies usually made toward the end of the 
fiscal year. The cost of these latter is to draw heavily upon 
the appropriation for 1899 at the very beginning of the new 


af 
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fiscal year. The estimates for 1899 have, therefore, sought to 
provide for arrearage of purchase in several directions, and 
in part for the great arrearage in binding (particularly ex- 
plained below), as well as for necessary increase of the pay- 
roll under the graded service system. 

The total amount requested for 1899 was $287,059. 

The amount appropriated, however, is but $255,000. 

It is to be observed that two sources of income available 
prior to 1898 were cut off at the beginning of that year. 
One was rentals from the Old Library building, the other 
was receipts from fines and sales of Library publications.

The appropriation bill of 1898 provided that all such rev- 
enue of the department should be turned in to the general 
income account of the city. It is no longer specially avail- 
able for this department. 

While, therefore, the general appropriation for 1898 ex- 
ceeded that for 1897 by $10,000, the actual income of the 
Library applicable to general purposes was in 1898 (exclud- 
ing balances) nearly $2,000 less than in 1897. 

The sale of the Old Library estate would in any event put 
an end to revenue fromrentals. The receipts from fines and 
from sales represent, however, a continuing contribution by 
the department to the general income of the city. It is to 
be remarked that the gross receipts which the Library 1s 
required to turn over make no deduction for expense in- 
eurred by the Library in collection (of fines) and cost of 
production (of material sold). The cost to the Library of 
collecting $4,800 of fines is over $1,500. The cost of pro- 
ducing the publications sold is far in excess of the gross 
receipts from sale. 

Prior to 1898 receipts from such petty income were used 
temporarily to meet petty current expenses and book bills 
less than $10, payable by the Library Auditor, an adjustment 
being made monthly. By an order approved March 3, 1898, 
the City Council authorized the transfer to the Library. of 
a lump sum of $1,500, to be used for such purposes, the 
amount being charged to the appropriation of the department, 
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and a final adjustment with the appropriation being had 
before the close of the fiscal year. 

The sum of $1,498.98, noted above, was transferred by the 
Mayor from the Reserve Fund to cover the expense for a_ 
Fraction of the year of the Statistical Department, established 
in July, 1898. Two thousand five hundred dollars was 
authorized, but only $1,498.98 proved to be necessary. 

With each year of its development the Library requires 
a larger sum for its maintenance. 

The increase in the aggregate only keeps pace with the 
growth of population of the city,! and with the increase in the 
volume of work which the department is called upon to do. 
In these respects the Public Library is on no different basis 
from the Public Schools. It also is not a single isolated 
institution within rigid limits, but is a system attempting 
to respond to the needs of a city fast growing in population 
and in needs. It also, by its own very growth, creates a new 
demand, and the needs to which it responds not merely grow 
in volume, but develop continually in character. It cannot 
remain stationary: if it does not advance and expand it 
must degenerate. 

Permanent Improvements. — A most important contribu- 
tion on the part of the City of Boston was the sum of 
$100,000, to be expended « upon the new Library building 
and the fittings thereof.” 

Of the total sum of $100,000, $13,654.85 was required 
for work already done and paid for by advance from the 
original building appropriation. This _ left $86,345.15 
available for the work undertaken since May, 1898. This 
work, when completed, will have exhausted the entire 
amount. 

Endowments. —One further endowment has recently be- 
come effective. This is a gift of a principal sum _ of 
$2,852.41, contributed by relatives and friends of the late 
Henry Sargent Codman, to form a memorial fund. The 
income will be used in the purchase of books upon land- 
Scape gardening — a designation most appropriate, as the gift 
is to the memory of a landscape architect of achievement 
and great promise. ; | 

With this fund the endowments of the Library aggregate 
but $270,000. Of this $50,000 is the Todd Newspaper 
Fund. The total of endowments the income of which is 
applicable to the purchase of books is but $220,000. The 


1 The increase as between 1894 and succeeding years is, of course, disproportionate, 
1295 being the first vear in the new building, and involving a different scale of activi- 
ties and expenditure, 
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income of this is but a little over $9,000 per year. Under 
necessary reinvestment at lower rates of interest this income 
is steadily diminishing. 

The appropriations granted by the city each year do not 
and can not cover more than the general maintenance expenses 
of the Library and the purchase of the more popular books. 
The reference departments of the Library, the departments 
that are to make it a great reference library for scholars, can 
be built up only by private gift. The sum of $9,000 per 
annum is painfully insufficient. At most it enables the 
Library to keep up with essential current publications. But 
when, from time to time, important special collections are 
thrown upon the market to be competed for, the Library is 
helpless. Its competitors have great emergency funds 
which they can apply at will to just such purposes. It has 
none. Each year it practically exhausts its income in ordi- 
nary expenditure. 

In consequence it has constantly the mortification of ab- 
staining wholly from competition or, if it venture a bid upon 
a few items peculiarly within its province, of being outbid by 
other institutions. 

There is a general impression among the citizens of Bos- 
ton that the general and even development of the Library 
is amply assured by endowment and appropriation. This is 
an error which ought by every means to be corrected. On 
its popular side the Library is developing normally. The 
scholarly side is not developing in proper proportion. On 
this side the Library is relatively losing rank. It will not, 
cannot, regain this rank until the citizens of Boston come 
to its aid with further endowment. 

For convenient reference I summarize here certain portions 
of the Auditor’s Exhibit, as (for 1897) on pp. 10-12 of my 
report of last year.

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BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT. 


CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


It seems well to insert here a brief summary of the altera- 
tions and improvements effected with the special appropria- 
tion granted in May last. 

The only additional space gained has been in the enclosure 
of the Boylston-street driveway. This secured an addition 
of some 33,000 cubic feet to the space available for practical 
active use. But in enabling the current newspapers to be 
removed from the Lecture Hall it freed over 143,000 cubic 
feet of space, which may be available for other uses. 

Adaptation of space to different uses has, however, altered 
considerably the location or boundaries of certain depart- 
ments. ‘The floor plans published in last year’s report are 
therefore reproduced in this year’s, with the alterations in- 
corporated. 

The work done prior to May, 1898, but chargeable to the 
special appropriation of $100,000, was chiefly upon the heat- 
ing and ventilating system: a third engine, additional radiat- 
ing surface, etc. In July was entered upon the scheme of 
improvement in the system recommended by Prof. S. H. 
Woodbridge, as the result of his examination and tests of the 
preceding winter. The work actually done has considerably 
exceeded the recommendations made by him at that time, 
new necessities developing as the work itself progressed. In 
brief, the more important features have been: the substitu- 
tion of a 10-foot for the 18-foot intake fan in the basement, 
and of an exhaust fan of different design and efficiency for 
that under the roof; the substitution of steam for hot-water 
coils, to raise the temperature of the air drawn in from the 
court-yard to be forced up through the ducts ; the installation 
of special ventilating fans in the engine-room Cneidentally , 
serving to dry out storage space under the platforms), in the 
public lavatories and elsewhere; more ample provision by 
new or unused ducts for the ventilation of rooms (as the 
periodical room), whose ventilation was clearly inadequate ; 
and, of course, such changes in and additions to the system 
as were necessitated by the recent structural alterations. 

With the additional or improved fans several additional 
electric motors were necessary, including a 20-horse power 
motor for the intake fan. The sanitation of the public lava-- 
tories required certain changes in the plumbing. 

Unusually high tides had developed leaks in the main 
ventilating duct under the engine-room. Water forced up 
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through these leaks formed stagnant pools from which 
offensive odors were carried up to the main reading-room, 
so that the duct vitiated the very atmosphere it was de- 
signed to purify. ‘The portion of the duct under the engine- 
room has been lifted out of reach of tide-water, secured by 
solid concrete against possible contact, and reconstructed 
throughout. 

The full result of these various alterations is not yet ap- 
parent, for some of the new apparatus (e.g., the intake fan 
itself) is not yet in operation. But that the essential im- 
provements sought will have been secured there can be no 
doubt. The new intake fan, smaller as it is, at high speed 
discharges through the ducts 60,000 to 75,000 cubic feet of 
air a minute, as against 30,000 to 45,000 cubic feet dis- 
charged by the old. This air is now sufficiently heated to 
contribute positively to the temperature of each room, as 
well as to its ventilation. ‘The ventilation of the public 
lavatories, which had been matter of great concern and 
much unsuccessful experiment, is now perfect. And the 
changes throughout appear certain to accomplish the ends 
sought. 

The cost of these (over $12,000) has been so great as to 
diminish materially the amount of the appropriation available 
for the miscellaneous work. The more significant of this 
may be summarized (I omit details and changes —as new 
doorways, etc. — merely incidental) as follows : 

Increase and rearrangement of space for readers and for 
administration, additional machinery and administrative 
equipment and furniture. 


ACCOMMODATIONS FOR’ READERS. 


I. Inner Periodical Room. 

The Boylston-street driveway has been enclosed to form 
with the adjacent room, an _ inner periodical room. 
The present periodical room, on the north-east corner, 
first floor, has been enlarged by the removal of a 
- partition, and has become the newspaper room. The 
use of the periodicals and newspapers, which: is allied, will 
thus be provided for in three large rooms conveniently en 
suite. ‘The room recently occupied by the newspapers has 
been released for other uses, and the newspapers are now 
in a room directly accessible from the main vestibule, not 
necessitating, as heretofore, the transit of a third of the 
building. 

The readers of periodicals, moreover, will be exempted 
from the jarring of the light and power engines. 
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II. Children’s Room — Patent Room. 

The present Children’s Room has been relieved of the 
registration desk, which has been removed to the Delivery 
Room. The children’s department has been augmented by 
the addition of the room adjacent to it, formerly the Patent 
Room. This is to be fitted up as a general reference reading- 
room, with a good reference library, including maps, photo- 
graphs, ete., useful to children in their school work. In the 
gallery of this room will be a kindergarten library for teach- 
ers, augmented from the present collection. 

The collection of drawings and specifications of patents 
has been removed to a room in the west wing, reached from 
the court-yard, and from the Special Libraries’ floor. This 
room has been enlarged and provided with galleries, and cor- 
responds to Stacks 4, 5 and 6. Besides the collection of 
patents it will provide in part for the work of the Statistical 
Department, recently established, being directly adjacent to 
the collection of documents on the Special Libraries’ floor. 
It has also been connected with the bound volume Newspaper 
Room, containing the most important of the files of newspapers. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


I. Delivery Room. 

On the Blagden-street side (south wing) the Librarian’s 
office, adjacent to the Abbey room, has been thrown into the 
old tube-room, so called, from which books are issued from 
the stacks. The space for the issue of books has thus been 
doubled. With it the delivery counter has been doubled and 
provides now distinct divisions for the return and for the issue 
of books. The registration desk, formerly in the Children’s 
Room, has also been provided for at this point: an essential, 
as its work is intimately connected with that of the Delivery 
Department, and its remoteness from that department hith- 
erto has forced the public to traverse the whole width of the 
building for needs that properly should be treated together. 
The old system of pneumatic tubes, involving fifty-six sta- 


tions in the building, has been overhauled, and new and. 


improved terminals substituted. The twenty-eight terminals 
in the Delivery Room, formerly stretching in a line, have 
been grouped in a circle for more convenient operation. In 
addition, an auxiliary system of improved tubes (operating by 
suction, instead of by pressure) has been installed, which 
not merely connects the Delivery Room with each one 
of the six stacks and with the Special Libraries’ floor, 
but connects every stack with every other stack, so 
that slips may be sent from stack to stack without 
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being returned to the Delivery Room. An apparatus 
has been installed in the Delivery Room, itself novel 
to library use. This is a “pick-up carrier,” so called. 
Its purpose is to transport the various slips between 
four points in the Delivery Room doing business with one 
another, —the issue and return desks, the record trays, 
and the pneumatic terminals. The “carrier” is a cable rail- 
way operated by electricity. At fixed points at intervals 
upon the cable are carriers, which, as they reach a station, 
pick up a batch of slips awaiting their arrival, carry them 
forward and deposit them at such succeeding station as may 
be their destination. The carrier in not a box, but is more 
in the nature of a hand, which clasps the batch of slips by 
closing of the thumb and middle finger,-and releases them 
automatically by the opening of these two. 

The automatic precision with which this work is carried on 
is remarkable. The convenience of the apparatus for such 
use is that it keeps the flow of application slips practically 
continuous, whereas, when transferred by hand, they can be 
transferred only in batches, at intervals, to the disadvantage 
of any slip that may be undermost. 

II. Executive and Other Rooms. 

A new set of rooms has been created for the Librarian 
and the Executive Department generally, consisting of an 
ante-room, main office, private office, and a room for records 
and files. This suite of rooms has been connected with the 
Trustees’ Room through a lobby formerly open to Blagden 
street, so that the whole series of rooms representing the gen- 
eral administration is now in proper relation en suite. This 
lobby will contain the Chamberlain Collection of autographs. 

The Librarian’s office is still, however, very conveniently 
accessible to the public, being reached directly from the 
Delivery Room by a corridor left open on the Blagden-street 
side. 

The new adminstrative offices occupy a part of Stack 5 on 
the Blagden-street side. Part of Stack 1 and of Stack 2 have 
also been equipped for administrative uses. In Stack 2, 
space has been fitted up for the work of the Branch Division, 
so called. This is the department at the Central Library 
having to do with the responsibility of the general adminis- 
tration of the outlying departments of the Library system, 
which includes the 28 Branches and Delivery Stations, and 
the work connected with the issue of books to 23 engine- 
houses, certain of the reformatory institutions, and various 
schools. This division also deals with the applications from 
these outlying departments for books at the Central Library, 
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and the delivery of these books. Within the past four years 
the circulation of books from the Central Library, through 
the outlying departments, has greatly increased. In addition 
to the circulation of books upon specific application, there are 
now also deposit collections to be provided for. The enlarge- 
ment of the old work, together with these new undertakings, 
has necessitated the organization of a considerable depart- 
ment, the head of which is the Supervisor of Branches. The 
space assigned to the work of the Branch Division, when the 
new building was opened, was but 216 sq. ft.; the space now 
provided for it in Stacks 1 and 2 is 1,766 sq. ft. In Stack 
1 is a shipping-room, where all the books enter, and from 
which they are despatched. It is reached from a window on 
the sidewalk directly accessible to the library wagons. In 
Stack 2 is the provision for the adminstrative and clerical 
work, with shelving for the collection of books drawn upon 
more specially for deposit use. 

The adaptation of portions of Stacks 2 and 5 for adminis- 
trative purposes has necessitated enlargement of the whole 
series of windows on the Blagden-street side, at these levels, 
from 2 ft. 8 in. to 4 ft. 10 in. in width. 

The stacks from the basement to the Special Libraries’ 
floor have been connected at the south-westerly corner by a 
staircase. Intercommunication between the stacks has also 
been secured by the auxiliary pneumatic tube system, above 
indicated, and by the electric book-lift, mentioned below. 

The Ordering Department.— ‘This room has been more 
than doubled in size by the addition to it of corridor and 
other space. It has also been greatly improved as to lght, 
and forms now a most admirable space for the business of 
securing and receiving books, and preparing them for the 
Catalogue and Shelf Departments. 

On this wing also have been arranged offices for the Chief 
Janitor (formerly in the main vestibule) and for the Custo- 
dian of Stock, so called, the official who has the responsibility 
of purchasing the two hundred odd articles, from pencils to 
towels, in current use, and the duty of distributing them to 
the several departments upon requisition provided by the 
Librarian; and who has also the custody and distribution of 
library forms and publications. 

Stock Eoom.— In the basement a large space has been 
fitted up as a stock room for the storage of these articles, 
and of library forms and publications. 

Duplicate Room.—— Adjacent to the Stock Room is space 
fitted up with shelving for the Duplicate Room, where dupli- 
cates not needed for Library use may be sorted and arranged 
for exchange, distribution and sale. Additional storage space 
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has been cleared, and is to be fitted up in the basement on the 
Blagden-street wing to the west of the service stairway. 

Two electric elevators have been installed in this wing, one 
a passenger and freight elevator for service use, witha capac- 
ity of 1,500 lbs., at 150 ft. a minute. This has been installed 
in the centre of the service staircase, which has been more or 
less remodelled for the purpose. The fact that this elevator 
has 12 landings within a lift of 59 ft., indicates the business 
that it will be called upon to do. The second lift is an elec- 
tric book-lift, traversing the stacks and reaching the Special 
Libraries’ floor, which carries only small lots of books, and is 
operated by the attendant despatching the load; that is to 
say, it carries no attendant, but may be called to any point 
and despatched from it by the pressure of a button. When 
being loaded at any point it is automatically exempt from 
call to any other point. , 

Editor's Room, Luncheon Rooms, ete. —In the Entresol 
(A), south side, have been provided an office for the Editor 
of Library Publications, an office for the use (jointly) of the 
Chief of the Issue and of the Chief of the Ordering Depart- 
ments, and luncheon and additional locker-rooms for em- 
ployees of both sexes. 

The alterations above described represent only the main 
features of the work on the building accomplished during the 
past eight months. Details incidental to the main work were, 
of course, many, and in a measure costly. As in the case 
of the heating and ventilating system, the total work actually 
done has exceeded by a hundred per cent. the work originally 
planned. Its total cost has nevertheless been kept within 
the fraction (470,000) of the appropriation available for it. 
This has been possible through the ingenuity, skill and 
exceeding watchfulness of the architects, and through the 
competence, care and exceeding integrity of the general con- 
tractors. For such work as was to be undertaken precise 
specifications were impossible. The architects recommended 
that a competent contractor be selected, without competition, 
and the work done by and under him, by the day, with a 
commission upon actual cost. The Mayor, under advice of 
his consulting architect, assented to this. As a result the 
work has not merely been careful, thorough and appropriate, 
but has, I believe, cost the city less by thousands of dollars 
than if carried on in any other way, and it has been done 
with the utmost consideration for the convenience of the 
public and of the administration. It was so arranged that it 
did not for a single day necessitate absolute cessation of the 
service in any department. 
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The very considerable amount of furniture and fixtures 
necessary to the equipment of the new or enlarged depart- 
ments has been provided for out of the balance of the Library 
Building Furnishing appropriation. 

Repairs incidental to the alterations, or convenient at the 
time, — including a great deal of painting (catalogue and 
periodical rooms, stacks, corridors, etc.),— have been paid 
for out of the general appropriation. Considerable repairs 
reported to be necessary upon the roof have been deferred 
until the coming summer. 

The cleaning of building and books during and since the 
alterations has involved a specially heavy expense, also met 
by the general appropriation. Every volume of the half- 
million odd in the Central building has, within the past two 
months, been taken down and dusted, and the shelf wiped 
off beneath it. 

The improvements above described do not, indeed, abso- 
lutely perfect the building for present uses. The issue of 
books from the stacks for reference readers, and the issue 
for borrowers, are still together dependent upon one set of 
attendants, one system of mechanism and one channel of 
issue. The books required from the stacks by the reference 
reader in Bates Hall must still be forwarded to him from 
the issue desk by hand, through a public room at times 
crowded with sightseers. And, ample as is the general space 
provided for readers, and sufficient (for a few years) as is 
the shelving, there is very great need of rooms set off for 
special collections for the use of classes and for specialized 
research. But most embarrassing difficulties have been over- 
come, and the most pressing needs of the moment have 
been met; and what has been done will add greatly to the 
comfort of the public, and greatly to convenience in admin- 
istration. 

I have treated these alterations at the Central Library 
building somewhat fully — to the necessary condensation of 
those portions of my report touching routine — for the very 
reason that they were out of the routine, and formed the 
most significant episode of the year. 


BRANCHES. 


No new structure has been erected for any of the outlying 
departments. For certain alterations effected — particularly 
at the Brighton Branch —I refer to the report to me of the Su- 
pervisor of Branches, an extract from which I append to mine. 

It is obvious that library facilities are distributed very 
unequally throughout the city, and that such as exist are 
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ill-proportioned to existing needs. One district has the bene- 
fit of a collection of books numbering 35,000 volumes, in an 
independent building, ample, well equipped and attractive ; 
another, with perhaps double the population to be served, 
and more remote from the main collection, has at its disposal 
but a third as many books (a third in number— hardly a 
fifth in efficiency), and for accommodations, meagre, ill- 
ventilated, inconvenient and uninviting rooms, in a building 
devoted mainly to other and inconsistent uses, in a neighbor- 
hood tending to demoralize its readers. Such contrasts exist. 
New departments may be established, deficient facilities be 
supplied, only by considerable expenditure and laborious 
effort applied in detail. The effort to improve the material 
facilities and the service in existing departments (as indi- 
cated in the Supervisor’s report) is now earnest, and will be 
persistent. But the present deficiencies cannot be supplied 
without a large direct expenditure upon new buildings (in cer- 
tain districts), and alterations, repairs, books and equipment 
in others. The outlying departments cannot be brought to 
reasonable equality or into reasonable relation with the 
Central Library without an expenditure on buildings and 
books of at least $500,000. 

A supreme advantage would be the application of such a 
sum all at once under a general scheme of improvement. 


WoRKS OF ART. 


Chantrey’s Scott.— A copy in marble (by John Hutchi- 
son, R.S.A.) of the bust of Sir Walter Scott, by Chantrey, 
has been received as a gift to the City of Boston from the 
Committee on the Scott Memorial in Westminster Abbey. 
The bust is a duplicate of that placed in Westminster as a 
result of contributions from both sides of the Atlantic. The 
correspondence with reference to it will be found in the 
appendix. It awaits formal presentation to the public before 
receiving a permanent location. 


Books. 


Appendices II.-V. give the extent of the Library by 
years, a summary of the contents of the Library on January 
31, 1899, the net increase of the several departments during 
the past ten years, and the classification of the material in 
the Central Library! on January 31, 1899. 

According to last year’s report, it appears that the number 
of volumes in the Central Library and branches on January 
31, 1898, was 698,888, of which 528,079 were in the Central 


1Owing to the reclassification of the branch libraries, recently begun, but not 
completed, classification of these collections has been omitted in this year’s report. 
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Library. By the tables appended to this report it appears 
that on January 31, 1899, the number in all departments is 
716,050, of which 550,822 are in the Central Library. The 
net increase is thus 17,162 volumes. The net gain to 
the Central Library is 22,743 volumes. The gain to the 
branches by accession is more than offset by considerable 
transfers to the Central Library of worn-out or unserviceable 
material, so that the year leaves outlying departments with 
5,081 volumes less than at its beginning. 

The total expenditure for books and periodicals during the 
past year was $34,935.10, as against $40,351.62 in 1897. 
This does not include $1,836.40 expended from the income 
of the Todd Fund for current hewspapers; nor $488.53 paid 
for books for Delivery P out of the Special appropriation ; 
nor $732.17 expended by the Fellowes Atheneum for books 
for the Roxbury Branch.

Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines. — A selected col- 
lection of works relating to the geography, languages and 
history of Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines, was pur- 
chased in Leipzig at a cost of 1,300 marks. 

Statistics and Economics.— From Amsterdam were ob- 
tained some rather notable files of statistical and economic 
serials, containing among them a complete set of the Dutch 
Economist — “ De Economist” -— 1852-1897 ; papers relating 
to economical reform, etc.: “Staatsblad der Vereenigde 
Nederlanden,” 1813-1897, a complete set of original editions 
of the Dutch state papers; “Staatsblad van N ederlandsch- 
Indie,” 1816-1897, the official edition of the state papers of 
the Dutch East Indies; and « Verzameling der Consulaire 
berichten en verslagen,” etc., 1865-1897, the Dutch Con- 
sular reports. 

Maps. —'The most important purchase of maps has been 
the collection “ Hydrographie frangaise,” containing the offi- 
cial sea-charts of the French N avy Department, and consisting 
of more than 1,400 maps brought together from 1845-58. 
There were also bought and mounted for the new map 
cabinet, two sets of Stanford’s maps of Europe, Asia, Africa, 
Australasia and North and South America, and an additional 
set of United States post-route maps for the same purpose. 
Another purchase bearing on the subject is: 

“Abel Janszoon Tasman’s Journal of his discovery of Van 
Dieman’s Land and New Zealand. in 1642. With photo- 
lithographic fac-similes of the original manuscript . . . and 
fac-similes of original maps. Amsterdam, 1898.” 

The geographical serials have been strengthened by the 
purchase of a set of the Italian periodical, Cosmos,” edited 
by G. Coro, and the “ Deutsche geographische Blatter.”

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Other purchases of interest bought with the Trust funds 
are: Thirty volumes of the Bampton lectures, including the 
first issued in 1780 (the set is now but six volumes short); 
the Index to the London Times, and some 700 unmounted 
Photographs which include a selection illustrating the French 
school of painting, and Northern Schools in French Galleries, 
Northern Schools in the National Gallery, and in Berlin, 
Munich and Vienna; late photographs of the Italian school, 
besides Sewall’s “Canterbury Pilgrims,” and a number of 
Copley prints. 

Reference Books for Children’s Room.— From the city 
appropriation has been bought a collection of reference books 
for the Children’s room, for which the sum of $1,500 was 
allowed. Besides the encyclopedias, dictionaries and atlases, 
the collection includes the large illustrated editions of 
Duruy’s History of Greece, and of Rome, Guizot’s History 
of England, and of France, Rambaud’s History of Russia, 
Green’s History of the English People, and Winsor’s 
Narrative and Critical History of America. The Riverside 
Natural History, Réclus’s Earth and Its Inhabitants, the 
whole series of the Story of the Nations, also Longfellow’s 
Poems of Places, Poole’s Index to Periodical Literature, 
together with the minor reference books, biography, etc., 
make a useful reference library, for which as far as possi- 
ble the books have been procured in strong and attractive 
bindings. 

English Prose Fiction. —-Sixteen hundred and thirteen 
volumes of current English prose fiction, representing 180 
titles, were bought and placed in the Central Library, 
Branches and Deposit, at a cost of $1,492. There were 
also bought 1,830 volumes to replace those worn out, and 
1,900 additional copies of books of which the supply was 
not in any way adequate to the demand. [Fifteen hundred 
of these were for Deposit use, and included 500 books for 
younger readers, making in all an aggregate of 5,450 volumes 
purchased at a cost of $5,000 (as against $9,650 in 1897--98). 

French and German Literature: Replacements. — The 
works of Dumas pére (literally worn out) have been re- 
placed by a complete set in 300 attractively bound volumes 
for circulation. There were also replaced some 400 volumes 
of the more popular French and German authors. 

Purchases under the last three heads, with the duplicate 
copies of books bought for use in connection with the 
schools, about 200 volumes, the necessary replacement of 
worn-out books, the books of the day (including a larger 
‘proportion than usual of those relating to economics and 
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statistics), have been made from the money which could be 
spared from the city appropriation — some $9,000 less than 
the amount spent last year. With lessened resources it 
has been necessary to defer some purchases of fiction, 
especially for the branches. The outlay for current fiction 
this year has been nearly $800 less than last year. While 
the sum total of expenditure for books and periodicals shows 
a difference of but $5,400 less than last year, the amount 
spent from the city appropriation shows a difference of over 
$9,000 less. The purchases from the Trust funds amount to 
#4,000 more than in 1897-98, and that this was possible is 
due to the fact that $1,500 was drawn from a fund so re- 
stricted as to be seldom available, and that a few thousand - 
dollars had accumulated over the annual income. 


GIFTS. 


As to Works of Art and Endowment, see supra. 

Gifts of Books. —The number of givers for 1898 is 
greater by some two hundred than in 1897, and greater by 
four hundred than in 1896. The full list of givers appears 
in Appendix XIII. Some of the more important of the gifts 
of books and manuscripts I note here. They are arranged 
alphabetically according to their donors. 


GiFts oF EspEcIAL IMpoRTANCE, 1898. 


From the American Statistical Association, through its 
Secretary, Davis R. Dewey, its library comprising about 5,000 
books and pamphlets. This collection is rich in the issues 
of the statistical departments of foreign governments, and 
of state and municipal administrations. A notable feature 
is also to be found in the many pamphlets on slavery, mis- 
sions, and local institutions of charities and corrections. 
(See letter of gift.) 

From the Boston Browning Society —for the Browning 
collection — 87 volumes consisting principally of editions of 
the Brownings’ Works, and three photographs. 

From Allen A. Brown, Esq., 264 volumes for the Music 
Collection, including fifty volumes of modern operas (French, 
German, Italian), and fifty volumes of choruses for male 
voices. 

From the Canadian government, at the instance of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, a full set of the official documents of Canada 
for the last two years, to be continued by the. current 
issues.

From Prof. Francis W. Chandler, Boston, two folio volumes 
of *« Municipal Architecture in Boston. From designs by 
Edmund M. Wheelwright.” 1898. 

From the Earl of Crawford and Balcarres, the ‘ Autotype 
fac-similes of three Mappemondes ” of the sixteenth century, 
from unique originals drawn at Dieppe in 1536, 1546 and 
1550; 48 sheets in an imperial portfolio witha quarto volume 
of accompanying text, by C. H. Coote. (Bibliotheca Lindes- 
iana. Collations and notes No. 4.) These celebrated maps 
(1) the Harleian, 1536; (2) Descellier’s, 1546; and (3) 
Descellier’s, 1550, are highly interesting in connection with 
Canada and the explorations of Cartier and Roberval; 100 
copies only have been privately printed. 

From the same source has also been received “A cata- 
logue of English broadsides in the library of the Earl of 
Crawford,’ in a quarto volume, in which are chronologically 
arranged 1,814 English Broadsides covering a period of nearly 
400 years — 1505-1897. 

From Messrs. Copeland and Day, eleven volumes — cur- 
rent books of the year published by them. 

From the various departments of the French government 
the Library has received important gifts. Among them are 
nine volumes of the French patents (Brevets d’invention), 
to be continued as issued, from the Minister of Commerce, 
and a set of the “Bulletin de géographie historique et 
descriptive du Comité des travaux historiques et scientifi- 
ques,” 1888-98, from the Minister of Public Instruction. 

From the family of the late William Lloyd Garrison, 
through Mr. Francis J. Garrison, the manuscript Letters, 
“yelating to the anti-slavery movement in the United States 
during the years 1839-42.” This collection continues an 
earlier file covering the years 1850-38, the gift of the Gar- 
rison family in 1894. 

From the German Patent Office, the continuation of the 
“* Patentschriften ” in 4,704 numbers. 

From the Committee on Education of the Privy Council, 
of Great Britian 65 volumes of their Reports, completing the 
Library file. 

From the Patent.Office of Great Britain, 131 volumes and 
45 numbers. 

From Col. Thomas Wentworth Higginson, 105 volumes 
for the Galatea Collection (established by Col. Higginson in 
1895) ; and in this connection 12 volumes from De Witt 
Miller, Esq., — all relating to the history of woman. 

From His Majesty the King of Italy, two volumes contin- 
uing the campaigns of Prince Eugene of Savoy (Campagne 
del Principe Eugenio di Savoia). 
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Through the generosity of Mrs. John A. Lewis, the follow- 
ing books were bought at the Deane Sale, and added to the 
John A. Lewis Collection:

From the estate of Kate Field, through her literary execu- 
tor Miss Lilian Whiting, a collection of between 700 and 
800 manuscript letters, — the correspondence ‘of Kate Field, 
covering a period of nearly forty years — together with a 
number of photographs, and manuscripts of some of her 
works. Miss Whiting has thoughtfully given a sum of 
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money, to be annually renewed, for the preservation and care 
of this material to be known as the “ Kate Field Collection.” 
The work is now in process of mounting and indexing the 
manuscripts, and they will eventually be bound in volumes 
similar to those in the Chamberlain Collection. 

From His Excellency Governor Wolcott, the “ Abstract of 
the log of the Cristobal Colon from April to July 3, 1898.” 

From the estate of Prof. Josiah D. Whitney, of Harvard 
College, fifty books and pamphlets relating to literature, etc., 
and including some early editions of the Latin classics. 

From the Wyclif Society, London, a full set in 21 bound 
volumes of. Wyclif’s Latin works.

I quote in detail these figures, because they are significant 
of the various unconventional service which a bindery may 
render if well equipped, conveniently at hand, and under 
direct control. As an auxiliary to the Printing Department 
the Library Bindery is indispensable. During the past year 
it has been crippled, as have other departments, by illness. 
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The aggregate volume of work done has, nevertheless, in- 
creased over that for 1897. The number of library publica- 
tions which it has handled (folded, stitched, trimmed, ete. 
58,424 in 1896, and 102,442 in 1897, rose to 133,304 in 
1898 

In January, 1899, a wire-stitching machine was purchased 
which will handle much of the pamphlet work at a saving of 
labor and expense. 

The outside contract work (binding in cheaper form of 
branch books and old Lower Hall books) has comprised the 
binding of 9,024 volumes as against 13,929 in 1897. The 
total cost was $2,460.28. This was greater per volume than 
in 1897, owing to the new specifications which call now for 
neater and more durable material, more thorough sewing and 
the lettering of titles. 

Repair. — The repair of books in the first stages of dilapi- 
dation is the work of special attendants in the Issue and 
Branch departments. It involves each year stitching or 
pasting, or both, of some 3,000 volumes. 

Arrearage. — The output of the Library Bindery, above 
detailed, represents no more than is necessary to cover (1) 
the binding of material received in paper covers, (2) the 
binding of the 1,500 odd current periodicals of the twelve- 
month as made up into quarterly, half-yearly, or yearly 
volumes, and (8) the rebinding of books worn in the current 
use of the year. If the allowance for this latter seem large, 
one need only consider the normal wear and tear incident to 
an aggregate ‘ circulation” and “reference use” of over two 
million bound volumes a year; and consider further that the 
stress of this use, so far from being distributed evenly, falls 
chiefly upon 150,000, perhaps, of the 700,000 volumes in 
the library system. An estimate of 15,000 of these volumes 
as annually needing rebinding is an allowance of but ten per 
cent. of the portion of the Library in most active use, but 
2% per cent. of the entire collection, and but qo of one per 
cent. upon the use. 

In addition to the current work there is, however, a very 
great number of books scattered through the main collection 
whose condition demands the attention of the binder. The 
meagreness of space in the Old Library Building during the 
later years of occupancy, and the meagreness of the appro- 
priations, caused postponement upon these. The handling 
incident to removal and relocation has by no means improved 
their condition, and now there is scarcely a shelf -——there is 
certainly not an alcove —in the new building which does 
not contain volumes with at least signatures or plates loose, 
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or backs broken. In the aggregate these must number thou- 
sands of volumes. They cannot be denied to the public, 
but their use in their present condition may (and does) result 
in their absolute destruction, or the loss of essential portions, 
necessitating the replacement of the entire volume. Some 
cannot be replaced; others could be replaced only at great 
cost; none could be replaced as cheaply as they could be 
rebound. To neglect them now because of the expense of 
rebinding is deliberately to project the far greater expense of 
repurchase. 

With its present force and equipment the Library Bindery 
is so little able to keep up with the current work assigned to 
it that no given volume can be depended upon to come 
through in less than three months (four weeks, rather, being 
a proper maximum). With its present appropriations the 
Library cannot afford to place out to be done by contract 
more than the books of the Branch and old Lower Hall col- 
lections, representing the current wear upon the more popular 
departments of literature. 

The great accumulation, therefore, representing the arrear- 
age of past years, can be provided for only by some extra 
provision; and the character of the work is such that the 
expedient provision would be to enlarge the force, equip- 
ment, and resources of the Library Bindery. 

This need was called to the attention of the city govern- 
ment in your message transmitting your estimates for the 
coming year, “a special expenditure of at least $30,000” 
being stated as necessary on this account alone. The esti- 
mates themselves assumed that of this amount at least 
$10,000 should be applied in 1899. 

The appropriation granted does not, of course, cover this 
item. : 

PRINTING. 


The output of the Printing Department still includes all 
the printed work of the Library except the Annual Report. 
The figures of output during 1898 of the leading items may 
be summarized as follows: | 

Cards for the Card Catalogues — Central Library: 18,114 
titles, as against about 15,000 in 1897. The number of 
cards may be judged from the fact that 120,903 have been 
inserted in the catalogues, as against 93,783 in 1897. 

Cards for the catalogues at the Branches, 544 titles. 

Stationery, Forms, etc.: currently consumed stocks of all 
kinds, 521,539 pieces (368,507 in 1897). 

Call slips (of six kinds), 2,222,514 pieces.

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Books and pamphlets to the number of 27, embracing 846 
pages, in editions aggregating 129,250 copies. (For a par- 
ticular list of these see under ‘‘ Publications,” infra.) 

Service.— The force of the department remains as last 
year. 

Plant. — “In the main the mechanical equipment of the 
department remains unchanged. During the summer the 
room was substantially floored with hard pine (upon concrete 
foundation) to protect the machinery from the injurious dust 
arising from the former cement floor. Upon the reérection 
of the plant, which was moved to permit of this, each machine 
not already so equipped was fitted with an independent elec- | 
tric motor. This change has proved beneficial in preventing 
the mutual interference of the different machines, which had 
before been experienced. The necessary gas and electric 
connections were laid below the new floor, and so arranged 
as to allow of addition to the plant of a third linotype. The 
room has been connected with the melting furnace in the 
basement by a hand-hoist. A similar hoist is needed to 
connect it with the stock-room in the staircase hall above.” 

The addition to the force of a second « feeder” and a 
third linotype operator and to the plant of a third linotype 
machine will deserve early consideration. One of the present 
machines having to be devoted to special work, the remain- 
ing one does not suffice for the card catalogue work; and the 
titles for the catalogue are delayed beyond the time when 
the new books should and may be ready for the public. 

In the meantime the estimates for 1899 provided for the 
addition to the present machines of certain recent devices 
which would increase their range, flexibility and output. 
But the appropriation granted may not admit of the purchase 
of these. 


CATALOGUING. 


I shall offer to be printed as a Supplement to this report 
two special reports compiled by the Chief of the Catalogue 
Department at request: one a memorandum concerning the 
genesis and scope of the general Card Catalogue of the 
Library, the other a memorandum concerning the prac- 
ticability of a catalogue in book form of the entire library. 
The latter was suggested by a passage in the report of the 
Examining Committee of last year urging the advantages of 
such a catalogue. As such a recommendation is apt to recur 
from time to time, a somewhat detailed Statement of the ele- 
ments involved in such an undertaking has been thought 
advisable. 
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I condense here the report of the chief cataloguing under-

In addition to the work on the card catalogues the time of: 
the department is, of course, occupied Jargely with the 
preparation of material for the Bulletins, and Special Biblio- 
graphical lists issued by the Library. Of such undertakings 
mentioned in last year’s report the following have been 
carried forward into 1898: The Select List of Books on 
Social Reform ; the Bibliography of the Geographical Anthro- 
pology of Europe; the List of Pictures and Plans of Library 
Buildings, and the List of Historical Fiction. The status of 
the latter list is as follows: America, and Europe (except- 
ing Rome, Italy and Greece) are in type (225 pages) in 
stereotype plates (having appeared in sections in the Quar- 
terly Bulletins). The titles for Rome, Italy, Greece, Asia, 
Africa, Australasia and the Hawaiian Islands are prepared 
and ready for final revision. (An author index for America, 
Great Britain and Spain, and a Subject Index for America 
and a part of England are prepared, in manuscript.) The re- 
mainder, which includes the Jews and the Bible, is partly 
finished. 

The list should be completed and (if the funds permit) 
printed, during the coming year. 

Besides the work to be inferred from the list of publica- 
tions below, the Catalogue Department has prepared or 
assisted in the preparation of: A new edition of the 
Selected List of Books for Younger Readers (« Y List”); a 
Bibliography of the Town of Boston (begun in the February, 
1898, Bulletin) ; List of Scandinavian Literature (Bulletin) ; 
List of Polish Literature (Bulletin) ; Memorandum (by Mr. 


. Murdoch) as to the Geographical Material in the Library 


(Bulletin) ; a brief list of books upon the Philippines, Cuba 
and the West Indies; reference lists to be used in connection 
with the Municipal Free Lecture Courses ( ‘* Imperialism,” 
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etc.), and others, with the lectures on art given by the 
Supervisor of Drawing in the Public Schools, these latter 
lists being printed by the Supervisor with the syllabus of the 
course. The department was utilized also in the prepara- 
tion of the catalogue of the Library of the Massachusetts 
Hospital Ship “ Bay State,” the contribution to which by the 
Public Library (irrespective of some contributions of money 
by individual employees) consisted in the selection and pur- 
chase of the books, their preparation for use, including shelf 
lists, and the preparation and printing of the catalogue. 

The Catalogue Department has continued its work upon 
the Maps and the Allen A. Brown Collection of Music, and 
the transcript of titles of scientific literature in adjacent 
libraries ; and has borne its share in the Co-operative Index 
of Current Scientific serials, mention of which was made on 
page 33 of my last report. , 

The Custodian of Bates Hall had, just prior to his death, 
nearly completed a revised edition, covering over 4,000 
titles, of the Genealogies and Town Histories in the Library.

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The character and scope of the publications of the year is 
perhaps sufficiently to-be inferred from their titles. So far 
as they indicate a present policy the policy may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

1. To place before the public a description sufficiently 
full for identification, not exhaustive to the point of tedious- 
ness, of the books newly added to the various departments of 
the Library. To do this at short intervals, in a form reducing 
cost toa minimum. (The Monthly Bulletins of accessions to 
the Central Library; the Finding Lists of accessions to the 
Branches. Free.) 

2. At intervals to regroup such information so as to com- 
pact the sources of information covering longer periods. 
(The Annual List — a consolidation, without recomposition, 
of the Monthly Bulletins of the preceding twelve-month. ) 

3. As occasion may suggest, to exhibit the resources of 
the Library in an entire department of literature, or at least 
its resources upon a particular topic; but with caution to 
avoid such elaboration as might delay the publication of the 
list beyond the useful occasion, or put its cost beyond the 
ordinary reach, or bury the titles of use to the general reader 
beneath those of interest only to the specialist. (Select List 
of Books upon Social Reform; Trees and Forestry; Philip- 
pines, Cuba and Porto Rico; Art Topics.) Such aids need 
not always consist of lists of books: they may often advan- 
tageously take the form of a statement suggesting lines or 
methods of research. (Memorandum upon Geographical 
Material.) 

4. (More rarely) to issue a real Bibliography, thorough 
and scholarly, of a subject peculiarly of interest to scholars. 
Especially to undertake such in case (1) the co-operation of 
some specialist may be secured in the “evaluation” of the 
material anc (2) the department of literature is one in 
which the Library is strong or takes this occasion to become 
so; the bibliography becoming thus a Subject catalogue. 
(Bibliography of the Geographical Anthropology of Europe — 
made up of material contributed by Prof. Wm. Z. Ripley, 
and reduced to bibliography form and specific application by 
the Library, and printed and to be published by it.) 

(5.) As opportunity may occur to publish the catalogue 
of some special collection which has recently come to the 
Library by gift. (The Galatea; the Codman Memorial Col- 
lection.) This may well be justified even if the collection 
be not integral as to subject. 

It is to be noticed that in the foregoing list one class of 
publishing enterprise not uncommon, nor untried in. this 
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Library in former years, fails to be represented; the repro- 
duction, in fac-simile or otherwise, of unique manuscript 
material of which the Library may have become the owner. 
Whether and how far it is the duty of the Library to aid 
scholarship by the publication of such, —how far its publi- 
cation at all is expedient,— whether the Library should 
itself undertake such publication or simply encourage out- 
siders to undertake it; these are questions of policy that may 
necessitate careful deliberation and comparison of experience. 


REGISTRATION. 


Statistics of registration form, as usual, Appendix VI. of 
this report. As last year, the tables show not merely the 
number of card holders in gross, but their classification by 
sex, occupation and district of residence, and an estimate of 
the percentage of card holders in each ward of the city to the 
total population of such ward. 

The interest of such statistics is as by comparison they 
may form an index to the existing relations of the public 
with the Library and to the influence upon these of certain 
forces. 

In the aggregate the number of card holders (64,973 on 
February 1, 1898, 72,005 on January 31, 1899) has in- 
creased during the year by 7,032, or 10.8, per cent. The 
proportion of existing card holders to the total population of 
the city (including minors below 12 years of age not entitled 
to cards) 13 per cent. on February 1, 1898, is now 14,45, 
per cent. « 

As will be seen by the tables, the increase has been dis- 
tributed pretty evenly over the city, except that it has been 
(proportionally) nearly three times as great in Ward 10 as 
in any other ward. 

The classification of the card holders shows a fairly even 
division by sex. This is usual in the United States, but not 
so abroad. At Birmingham in 1895—96 the number of cards 
issued to borrowers was in the proportion of 32 males to 12 
females; in 1896-97 as 28 to 12. 

The classification by occupation reveals only 702 card 
holders who have described themselves as “ laborers.” ‘This 
is somewhat curiously in contrast with the considerable 
known use by this class of the reading-rooms at the Central 
Library and Branches. It represents, however, what I fancy 
to be a common experience in public libraries, both here and 
abroad. At Liverpool in 1897, for instance, in a total of 
24,353 card holders in the Public Library, only 322 were 
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classified as “labourers.” The adult laborer is rendered shy 
by conscious clumsiness. He overcomes his diffidence so far 
as to frequent the reading-rooms of a public hbrary (if invit- 
ing and informal); but he shrinks from the formalities and 
betrayals incident to application for books for use at home. 
He reads many library books at home, however, or hears 
them read; for sometimes his wife holds a card, and com- 
monly his son or daughter does. The books that interest his 
children are apt to interest him —for though of unequal 
ages, the child and the father of the laboring classes in 
America are by no means necessarily far apart in their 
capacity of appreciation. In planning a children’s depart- 
ment of a public library one of the contingencies to be fore- 
seen is, therefore, that any particular book may reach beyond 
the child to an adult. 

An essential difficulty in the comparison of statistics of 
card holders in different libraries is caused by the difference 
in the registration period. Inquiry has shown that very few 
libraries can state with precision the number of ‘active 
cards outstanding.” 

The system now in operation here considers this statistic 
of essential importance. ‘The registration period is now to 
coincide with the period of life of a card. A new registra- 
tion will begin February 1, 1899; and at every second year 
thereafter either a new registration or a new numerical series. 


USE OF THE LIBRARY. 


I. — Reference Use. 


I propose to append as supplements to this report state- 
ments somewhat full of the work or of certain of the aspects 
of the work of three particular departments (the Special 
Libraries, the Children’s, and the newly organized Statistical 
Department). The reference work of the Library in general 
does not seem to have varied from that of last year suffi- 
ciently to require extensive mention. 

Special Libraries. —'The collections now grouped and 
administered under this title comprise now: ‘The Fine Arts, 
the Industrial Arts and Music, the Maps, the Adams, Artz, 
Barton, Bowditch, Codman, Galatea, Gilbert, Hunt, Lewis, 
Prince, with other early Americana, Thayer, Ticknor, 
Twentieth Regiment (military alcove), Whitman — in the 
agoregate about 69,000 volumes. ‘The public documents 
still hold place on this floor, but their custody has been 
transferred to the Statistical Department under Mr. Ford. 
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The activity of the Fine Arts Collection has continued in- 
cessant; and it is upon this division of the work of his 
department that I shall quote at length from the report of 
the custodian. 

Appended to his report is a list of the artists at present 
represented in the collection of photographs; a list of the 
books (146 volumes) containing elaborate plates whose con- 
tents have been indexed on cards, so as to become almost as 
accessible as the individual photographs; and the scheme 
adopted for the classification of the typical examples (in 
plates) of the fine arts, architectural detail and of the 
industrial arts which have been secured in part by the dis- 
section of certain serials. The main purpose of the collection 
last named is to offer to the actual worker in the arts and 
crafts practical suggestion from historical example. 

These appendices I omit here. They will be included 
with other material in a special publication which will form 
a hand-book to the Fine Arts Collection in the Library and 
an aid to its use. 

This is a library and not an art museum. ‘The illustra- 
tions which it may supply of the various arts do not pretend 
in themselves to be works of art. The most of the photo- 
_ graphs, for instance, are but small silver prints, not the large 
carbons which alone could meet the requirement of an art 
museum. Its purpose in its plates and photographs is more 
particularly to furnish an index to the arts — an index sug- 
gestive to the eye but not necessarily satisfying. It seeks 
to cover the largest possible field. For this reason, the indi- 
vidual item must cost little. It desires to offer the material 
to be handled freely and informally in connection with all 
sorts of inquiry from people not trained to care or dexterity 
in its use, and even to extend its use outside the Library 
building. For these reasons each specimen should be small 
in dimension, portable, and replaceable at small expense. 
For such service, therefore, not merely silver prints, but half- 
tone and other process reproductions may be and are utilized. 

As will be seen from the report of the Chief of the De- 
partment, these photographs and plates are being used to an 
increasing extent by classes and schools, and for display (in 
subject groups) in the outlying departments of the Library. 
The demand for such use is eager, At present it can be 
met only meagrely, because, although the collection is nomi- 
nally large, any one subject is perhaps found but once in it. 
With funds with which to multiply copies, portfolios of these 
photographs and prints (in subject groups) might be circu- 
lated throughout the city, in the Branch libraries, in public 
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institutions, in the schools, public and private, at the meet- 
ing places of study clubs, and at lecture halls, in connection 
with lectures having educational purpose. <A few hundreds 
of dollars would accomplish much; a few thousand would 
enable us to create a system, secondary only in volume to the 
work of the books, and auxiliary to it in service. 

Children’s Department. — The addition to the space at the 
Central Library hitherto available for this department, of the 
large adjacent room formerly occupied by the patent collec- 
tion, will furnish opportunity for a service as yet not satis- 
factorily accomplished — that in aid of the children’s work 
at the schools. For this reason, I have asked the chief of 
the department to incorporate in her report a somewhat full 
statement as to the relations existing between the Library 
and the work of the schools; and it is this section of her 
report which I select to quote as a supplement to mine. 

The Department of Documents and Statistics.— In June 
last the American Statistical Association turned over to us 
the collection of books, pamphlets and serials which it had 
accumulated by gift, purchase and exchange, and which 
formed its “library.” The collection as a whole numbered 
about 5,000 books and pamplets. Of these a large part 
duplicates material already here; but this will be available 
for exchange and thus finally represent an accession. Future 
acquisitions by the Association are likewise to be turned over 
to us, so that the collection will continue to have the benefit 
of the purchases of the Association and of its exchange list. 
As our custodian of the collection is corresponding secretary 
of the Association, and thus entitled to use its name and 
prestige in application for material, the future accessions are 
likely to be important. 

The material of statistics (vital, economic, political, social 
and industrial) is of course largely in documents. A statis- 
tical department, therefore, naturally includes the important 
public documents in the Library. But if it is to be set off 
as a department integral in itself, a department equipped for 
seminar work, for instance, it must include as well much 
sociological material of a miscellaneous character. 

Such a department had not existed in this Library, nor 
had the Library paralleled in the domain of economics the 
work for which it had gained reputation in history, general 
literature and the arts. Its collection of public documents, 
though uneven and with many deficiencies, is, nevertheless, 
a notable one, and with effort might be made a full one; 
the miscellaneous material which it possesses in the general 
domain of economies is sufficient to justify an expenditure 
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which will render it reasonably complete, and the acquisition 
of the library and of the future exchanges of the American 
Statistical Association offered a special opportunity and occa- 
sion. 

It was accordingly decided to organize this new depart- 
ment, which, although for brevity entitled the “Statistical,” 
has, in fact, the custody of the documents also, and is to 
bring into useful relation with this material the miscellaneous 
literature of economics and of political and social science. 
Its charge will be to endeavor, by correspondence and other- 
wise, to perfect the collections themselves; to classify the 
material with reference to the convenience of the particular 
constituency which is to use it (ignoring, if necessary, any 
and all schemes of arrangement, notation and cataloguing 
existing in other departments), and to administer it in the 
aid of inquiry. The department is not to compile statistics. 
Its function is to guide in the use of them. It must know 
the sources, and it must know them diseriminatingly. In 
perhaps no department of literature is the untrained inquirer 
more helpless. The facts are submerged in documents vast 
in dimension and forbidding in aspect. The practice of 
libraries seldom extends to an analysis in the catalogues of 
the main contents, and the indices are apt to be only to single 
volumes, and on no single scale of proportion. Such facts 
as he finds may after all be no more than incompetent infer- 
ences from insufficient data, or only partial, or later super- 
seded. 

In any reference department of a library a very small pro- 
portion of the inquiry is for a given book; the most of it is 
for the best material upon a given subject. Buta small pro- 
portion of the inquirers are experts in the subject; a smaller 
proportion still are experts in the use of the Library. If 
familiar with the language of the subject they are still un- 
familiar with the language of the catalogues and other biblio- 
graphic aids. Their demands must be translated; and thev 
may be translated adequately only by one who knows both 
languages, — who has been a practical expert in the subject 
and has become an expert in the mechanism of the library. 

If this is so in general, it must particularly be so in a de- 
partment such as statistics, where a given subject may be 
approached from so many different points of view, where pre- 
tence is easy and voluble and carries no ear marks to dis- 
tinguish it from real authority, and where the apparent 
absence of technicality in the vernacular is itself a peril. 

The foregoing considerations explain sufficiently the desire 
of the Library to place in charge of this department a practical 
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statistician ; and its gratification that there could be secured. 
for its organization and present conduct one of the first of 
living statisticians. Mr. Ford coming to the Library after 
his experience as Chief of the Bureau of Statistics at Wash- 
ington, brought also a useful knowledge of the most effective 
methods of obtaining the material itself, requiring familiarity 
with official usage and not merely patient, but dexterous 
application, supported by precedents. 

Mr. Ford entered the service of the Library on July 15th. 
His work has, therefore, covered less than seven months. I 
have, however, requested him to include in his report a brief 
statement as to the proper scope and functions of a depart- 
ment such as this. This report I append as a supplement to 
mine. 


IT.— Home Use. 


Appendix VII. gives the number of volumes circulated 
for home use during the past year from each department of 
the Library, and compares this with such circulation for the 
year 1897. 

The reduction in the number of new books (especially of 
lighter literature) purchased in 1898, the inconvenience of 
application at the Central Library during the several months 
of the alterations (when, though the issue continued it was 
much impeded and delays were excessive) would have 
tended to reduce the circulation. In certain departments it 
was actually, and in others relatively, smaller than in 1897. 
In the aggregate, however, it was greater than in 1897, but 
not by an increase proportional to that of 1897 over 1896.

The insertion of card pockets in the books circulated for 
home use was begun during the past season. It may lead 
ultimately to a change in the charging system to the advan- 
tage both of the borrower and of the record. 

The period during which the penalty on books over de- 
tained was allowed to run had been three months. An 
examination into the usage of other libraries showed that this

period was exceptional in length; the amount of the penalty 
appeared to operate unduly against the poorer class of readers 
and in being too great to be collected, to operate also to the 
disadvantage of the Library. On April 29th the period was 
reduced from three months to four weeks. The accumu- 
lated penalties (fines and messenger notices) at the end of 
the former period amounted on any given book to $3.33; at 
the end of the latter to $1.09; the cost of the book Cf not 
finally returned) being added in either case. 


BRANCHES AND STATIONS. 


Under present conditions and without special expenditure 
the development of the outlying departments of the Library 
can be but gradual and partial. There is none the less 
reason for applying effort at improvement in the many details 
that may be improved without great outlay. If, therefore, 
the report of the Supervisor is chiefly a recital of petty 
changes, — a bit of plumbing here, a new fixture there, —a 
few score more books on open shelves, — an additional attend- 
ant, an enlargement of hours — it is to be remembered that 
Sweeping changes not being at present possible, it is only 
upon these petty items that zeal for improvement may be 
expended. 

The regrading of the Custodians of the Branches effected 
at the close of the year implies a higher recognition of their 
present responsibilities and an additional requirement. 

I have felt obliged to omit the greater portion of the Super- 
visor’s report, and shall append only a condensation of the 
statistics and certain sections which deal with work of larger 
aspect. 

It will be noted that Mr. Hiller C. Wellman did not retire 
from the Supervisorship until May last; so that the responsi- 
bility of the present Supervisor, Mr. Ward, covers but a frac- 
tion of the Library year. 

The most significant of the undertakings of the year has 
been the reclassification of the books upon a single system, 
with relative (instead of fixed) location, and identical nota- 
tion; and the issue of a Finding List of recent accessions 
classified, located and numbered on this system, so that any 
copy of the list is equally a catalogue of these titles at any 
one of the ten branches. The work of reclassification is but 
begun. Hand in hand with it goes the work of weeding out 
the old or unserviceable books and of supplying fresh ones. 

Assume the branches to be completely reorganized in this 
way,— their collections reduced to lowest terms and then 
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rebuilt to a common standard, classified alike and catalogued 
“1 common: and the basis will have been laid for a future 
development which may be simple, uniform and economical. 


SERVICE. 


The Library has suffered serious loss by death. Most 
serious indeed was the loss of Arthur Mason Knapp, for 
twenty-four years in its service, and for the last twenty years 
its chief reference librarian as Custodian of Bates Hall. 
Mr. Knapp’s accumulated experience in the work of this 
position, to which he devoted himself with absolute concen- 
tration, stood for an asset of exceeding value. Rather than 
minute here too briefly the record of his career and service, I 
append to be printed the notice published in the Bulletin 
atter his death, and passages from the address of the Rev. 
Dr. James De Normandie (who as a member of the Library 
Board spoke with particular knowledge) at the funeral ser- 
vices. 

The war took from the Library two employees, of whom one 
is still in the field, the other — Michael Francis Leonard — 
died in the hospital on his return from Santiago. 

Among the resignations has been that of Hiller C. Well- 
man, Supervisor of Branches. Mr. Wellman came to this 
position from the Atheneum Library in December, 1896; he 
left it to take the office of Librarian of the Brookline Public 
Library in May, 1898. In the meantime he had devoted 
active, earnest and intelligent service to the reorganization of 
the outlying library system. 

The accessions to the service have brought notable capac- 
ity. Mr. Oscar A. Bierstadt,! who comes to take the place of 
Mr. Knapp as Custodian of Bates Hall, brings an experience 
of more than twenty years in the Astor Library, the latter 
part of which stood as an experience most nearly akin to that 
of Mr. Knapp, in a hbrary most nearly akin to the Boston 
Public Library (in this department). 

Mr. Langdon L. Ward, who succeeded Mr. Wellman as 
Supervisor of Branches, was not directly imported into that 
position, but was promoted to it because of work (in a sub- 
ordinate department of the Branch system) so excellent as, 
with other obvious qualifications, to promise success in ad- 
ministering larger interests. 

The acquisition of Mr. Worthington C. Ford for the organ- 
ization of the Statistical Department has already been com- 
mented upon. In addition to his special knowledge in the 


1Mr. Bierstadt does not begin his duties until February 1, 1899. 
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domain of statistics, finance and economic science generally, 
his knowledge of the sources of American history is of value 
to the Library in its purchases of Americana. 

In the ordinary service the usual number of changes has 
occurred. The Library has lost by death or resignation in 
all nineteen persons: it has acquired in all thirty-four.! The 
latter figure includes all persons who have entered the ser- 
vice whether or not continued permanently. Of these thirty 
were in office at the end of the year. 

Lxaminations.— Hive general and ten special examinations 
were held during the year. Of the general two were for 
Grade B, one for Grade C, and two for Grade E. Of the 
special, five were of employees qualifying for promotion (to 
Grade B special, one; Grade C special, two; Grade C, one; 
Grade E, one); the remaining five were of outside appli- 
cants (to fill vacancies for which the lists returned by the 
general examinations did not seem adequately to provide), 
Of these latter special examinations one was for Grade B ; 
three were for D special; one for E. 

In all 236 papers were received and considered — of 
which 67 were from male applicants, 169 from female. Of 
the thirty-four persons taken into the service twenty-three 
were male,"eleven female, and the assignment as follows:

It would be ungracious to make no mention of the volun- 
teer aid that is constantly offered to the Library and some- 
times accepted. The most of it desires to be anonymous, and 
a great deal of it is necessarily go. During the past three 
year’s one service in particular has been rendered by outsiders, 
which has been of very great usefulness, A committee 
numbering (at any one time) from fifteen to twenty persons 
(all residents of the city, and thus far all women) has under- 
taken to read every work of current fiction (in English), 
under consideration for purchase, and to report to the Libra- 
rian in writing certain information regarding it. The infor- 
mation requested is in chief: is the book suitable for child, or 
for adult? is it historical, or purely romantic? narrative, or

Every new work of fiction Gin English) is read and thus re- 
ported upon independently by two persons; if their reports 
disagree, by a third. The labors of the Committee may be 
appreciated from the fact that during the past year (a normal 
one) 548 books were read by it, and reported upon in writing. 

These reports are of the greatest service to the administra- 
tion of the Library, and have been made use of by other in- 
stitutions or boards having the responsibility of selecting from 
the mass of current publications, but unable to examine each 
book in detail. And the labors of the Committee would have 
received appreciative mention before this, but that its function 
is so liable to be misunderstood. 

It is not —an outside body, without official responsibility — 
substituted for the administration. It does not select books 
for the Library; it merely furnishes information by which the 
books may more efficiently be selected by the Librarian and 
Trustees. It indicates also an opinion whether, on the whole, 
the book is worthy. But this opinion does not finally con- 
trol. It is an element in the decision, but no more. And 
the final decision, for acceptance or rejection, frequently runs 
counter to it. 

The Committee is not a body of experts; it is composed of 
persons selected at large, sufficiently numerous to represent 
at any one time different points of view. Its personnel 
changes constantly, in order that the variety of view may be 
still greater, and that merely methodical and routine judg- 
ment may be avoided. The purpose (so far as it concerns 
the mere opinion desired) being to secure the average instinc- 
tive judgment of the general public, the committee is not 
furnished by the administration with any standards of criti- 
cism; indeed, its requests for such standards have regularly 
been denied. 

Of the 600 works of current English fiction received 
during the year, less than a third (with necessary duplica- 
tion of copies) could be purchased. That of the 180 pur- 
chased last year it may be said that not one was placed on 
the shelves without having been read and reported upon by 
at least two persons, indicates a service by the Committee 
sufficiently deserving of gratitude. That to the selection of 
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these 180 titles out of the 548 the Committee contributed in- 
formation of great usefulness, indicates a service of even 
larger measure. I feel that to the members of the Commit- 
tee, and especially to its permanent chairman, Miss Mary 
Morison, an appreciation on the part of the Library is due 
which ought not further to be suppressed. 

All the departments have been more or less embarrassed 
during the year by illness, and upon some has fallen the 
special strain incident to the structural alterations. This 
was, of course, heaviest upon the Issue Department, which 
was for a long period deprived of the full use of the pheu- 
matic tubes and other apparatus, and cut off from its ordinary 
passageway to the stacks, and was obliged to carry the ordi- 
nary burden of work in a space contracted, noisy, draughty 
and dusty, and confused with carpenters, masons and painters. 
But there is no department at the Central Library which was 
not in some way or measure inconvenienced. The Ordering 
Department, for instance, was for weeks deprived of its room 
entirely, and crowded into a small, ill-lighted space in the 
Entresol. Even the Catalogue and Shelf Departments, though 
remote from the centre of operations, suffered much embar- 
rassment during their course. The Shelf Department, for 
example, has had the special burden (in addition to its routine 
work) of moving and relocating (without the use of lifts) 
more than 300,000 volumes affected by the changes. 

The strain (especially upon the attendants in the Issue De- 
partment) has been exceedingly severe. ‘That they suffered 
from it I know. But so far as I know they did not (by a 
single peevish expression) let the public suffer from it. Not 
a single complaint came to me that the service was too ardu- 
ous ; not a suggestion that the work ought to be suspended 
even for asingle day. I am, however, so wonted to this spirit 
of unselfish earnestness among the employees of the Library, 
and their eagerness to do all in their power to secure the best 
results, that it is only by an effort that I can regard or men- 
tion this recent manifestation of it as significant.

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SUPPLEMENTS TO THE REPORT OF THE

MEMORANDUM AS TO THE GENERAL CARD. CATA— 
LOGUE. 


. To the Librarian : 

The Card Catalogue of the Boston Public Library was 
begun in 1871. At that time the titles of books under au- 
thors and subjects in the first Catalogue of Bates Hall (the 
Index, 1861) and its First Supplement (1866) and the Prince 
Catalogue were cut from those volumes, pasted on cards and 
made a part of the Public Card Catalogue. The Bulletins 
also, which contained the record of the additions to the Li- 
brary, from September 1, 1867, to 1871, were treated in the 
same manner. ‘The titles in the various Lists for the Lower 
Hall (now Stack 4) were made a part of the Public Card 
Catalogue for that collection. 

From 1871 on, the printed titles of all books received 
by the Library (including the Ticknor collection) have been 
added day by day to the Card Catalogues. An exception 
was made in the case of the Barton collection, for three rea- 
sons: 1. The collection was kept by itself at a distance 
from Bates Hall, ina room where no attendant was stationed. 
9. The works of great rarity and value in the collection it 
was thought best not to bring forward into prominence. 
Persons entitled to use them could find them through tne 
catalogue printed in a volume. 3. On the other hand, the 
works of less value, such as modern editions of Shakespeare, 
were largely duplicated in the general collection, more easily 
attainable, and preferably to be used to the saving of the 
rarer editions. 


THE OFFICERS’ CATALOGUE. 


The second Card Catalogue, kept in the Catalogue Room, 
from 1871 on, is in the main a duplicate of the one for the 
use of the public. Its basis was the collection of titles in 
manuscript for books received after the publication of the 
First Supplement to the Bates Hall Index, which titles it was 


} 
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intended to use as printers’ copy for a Second Supplement. 
These additions, so far as they covered newly-published 
books and others of especial interest, were printed in the 
Bulletins, and, as already stated, these selected printed titles 
were added to the Public Card Catalogue. 

The Index, the Supplement and the Prince Catalogue were 
hot cut and added to the Officers’ Catalogue, because at that 
time it was thought that any information needed by the 
Library staff could be found readily in the catalogues in 
printed volumes. 

It may be inferred that after the work mentioned on the 
Public Card Catalogue was finished, readers had at hand a 
fairly representative inventory of the books in this Library. 
This was the case so far as the titles of these books had been 
put into type. The Index and Supplement, however, did not 
contain the titles of all the books in the Library ; pamphlets, 
for example, being generally omitted, and subject entries not 
being given in all cases.! 

It was found on using this new conglomerate catalogue 
that the titles in small type, cut from the printed catalogues, 
when placed in drawers under a wire were read with diffi- 
culty; they also suffered from wear and tear. 

With the growth of the Library it was also found that the 
titles as hitherto printed were altogether too brief for useful- 
ness, and that it would be necessary to recatalogue and _ re- 
print all that represented books received by this Library 
during the first twenty years of its existence. 

It was decided also, for good reasons, to make the Public 
and Officers’ Catalogue exactly alike, each ultimately to 
contain a record of all the books added to the Library from 
the beginning. 

This work has gone on steadily for twenty-seven years, the 
cataloguing of former years being brought up to the greatly 
advanced present standard. 

Since moving to the new building a triplicate Card Cata- 
logue has been prepared for the books added to the collec- 
tions in the Special Libraries’ Department. From tests 
recently made, I think that only a comparatively small num- 
ber of books in the Library (outside of the Barton collection) 
will fail to be found in some form in the Bates Hall Card 
Catalogue.

CONSIDERATIONS AS TO A PRINTED CATALOGUE 
IN BOOK FORM. 


To the Librarian : 


When the Boston Public Library first occupied the new 
building on Boylston street two independent libraries were 
established there: 1. The collection of popular books in the 
Lower Hall. 2. The more scholarly books in the Bates Hall. 
For the popular department a Finding List was printed in 
1858, which has been followed by Class Lists, in many 
editions, down to a recent date. For the Bates Hall a List 
was published in 1861. The title in both was an “Index to 
the Catalogue,” etc., as consisting of brief entries which 
pointed to a card catalogue, or the books themselves, for 
fuller particulars. 

These Indexes, moreover, contained the titles of a selected 
portion only of the Library, but few pamphlets, for example, 
being included, unless written by Boston authors or relating 
to the affairs of Boston; while subject-entries were not given 
in many cases, particularly where a publication contained 
less than one hundred pages—a poor test, as was then 
allowed, of the value of any production, and particularly 
so in science. 

A First Supplement to this Index, on a like plan, was 
published in 1866, and it was purposed to follow these 
Indexes with supplementary ones, to be gathered together 
at some future time, it was hoped, under one alphabet. 

At this time the Library took a great stride forward, the 
annual additions, which for a few years had averaged 7,500 
volumes, increasing to some 25,000 volumes, including 
special libraries, such as the Prince and Ticknor collections, 
which were given with the understanding that critical and 
scholarly catalogues be published. 

Mr. Justin Winsor, soon after assuming the office of Superin- 
tendent, saw clearly that this great increase was “almost a 
portent of future unavailing efforts to keep up in print with 
the growth of the Library,” and that it had become “a 
question of prime importance, with the future so promising 
for continued growth, whether some change in the method 
of presenting the record of our accessions to the public will 
not be absolutely forced upon us.” ? 

In the meantime, as the nearest approach possible to the 
catalogue desired, a Bulletin of new accessions was begun 


1 Annual report, 1871. 
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in 1867, which publication, with changes of form, has con- 
tinued until the present time. To this, from time to time, 
have been added catalogues of special subjects in great 
number. 

It is understood that the material supplementary to these 
catalogues in printed volumes, which was being collected in 
card form, was intended only for the use of the officers of 
the Library in preparing a new Index volume. Readers were 
obliged to examine many catalogues and bulletins, which 
numbered, in 1871, in both libraries, nearly thirty —a state 
of things which was felt to be intolerable. 

At this time the foundations were laid of a Card Catalogue, 
intended, under author and subject, to give full entries for 
all the books in the Library. This involved not only the 
cataloguing of the new accessions to the Library, but also 
all the omitted material already alluded to, together with the 
re-cataloguing of some 175,000 volumes. This work of 
preparation and revision has gone on steadily since that 
time, its scope and methods broadening and ramifying with 
the growth and development of the Library. Since the estab- 
lishment of the Card Catalogue it may be roughly estimated 
that 400,000 volumes, pamphlets and parts of volumes, newly 
added to the Central Library, have been catalogued, and, on 
an average, 12,000 volumes a year of older material have 
been revised and recatalogued.! 


A PRINTED VOLUME. 


While this work has more than met the anticipations of its 
projectors and has proved in many respects an ideal catalogue, 
the question has been asked from time to time by those who 
have chafed under its requirements and limitations, whether 
it might not be possible to condense all this material into 
printed volumes, which could be consulted more readily and 
used outside the Library building. 

To this question the reply of the Trustees has been that 
owing to the expense involved and to other grave consider- 
ations, they were not prepared to enter upon an undertaking 
so vast and of so uncertain an issue. At least, until the 
Library should be housed in a new building and all of the 
necessary changes of shelf-position and shelf-numbers had 
been made, a printed catalogue, even if possible, would be an 
unwise project. 

Now that this transfer has been made and the changes men- 
tioned are under way how does the case stand? What will 
the proposed catalogue involve? 


1 From 1832-1897, 191,472 volumes were recatalogued in the work of revision. 
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I. In the first place the work of revision must be pushed 
with vigor to the end, the cataloguers being called off from 
all other special work to receive aid in this undertaking from 
an extra force to be engaged from outside. The cards for 
every book must be copied in abbreviated form, compared 
with each other, and, if not already done, with the cards in 
the Public Catalogue, with the shelf-lists, and with the book 
itself, while the subject headings must be submitted to a rigid 
test as to their correctness and their indication of relationship 
to the headings of cognate subjects. The catalogue of a great 
library is a constant development; to its latest and highest 
requirements all the work of preceding years must be brought. 
Only when the work is perfected can it be given to the printer. 
The time needed for this cannot be estimated, but only guessed 
at from the experience of other large libraries which have 
printed their catalogues. 

II. Supposing that this revision is finished and the card 
catalogue as it stands now is ready to print, what then? 

On June 25, 1898, the Card Catalogue measured 12,523 
inches, linear measurement through the thickness of the 
stock. Reckoning eighty cards to an inch these cards num- 
ber 1,001,840. Roughly estimated, from numerous tests 
made, nine-tenths of these cards contain one title each, and 
one-tenth two or more titles. It might be said that there are 
1,200,000 titles (author and subject) in the Public Card Cata- 
logues in the Bates Hall and Delivery Room. This leaves 
out of account many of the titles in the Ticknor and Barton 
Catalogues, which it would be desirable to include in con- 
densed form in a general catalogue of this Library. 

An estimate may be made in another way. ‘There were 
in the Central Library, exclusive of the Duplicate Room, on 
July 1, 1898, about 524,000 volumes, or, deducting special 
collections, say 500,000 volumes. Reckoning two and one- 
half entries for each book (an accepted estimate), the num- 
ber of titles to be printed would be 1,250,000.? 

III. The question now arises shall the proposed catalogue 
be kept up to date; that is, shall the titles of books received 
while the work is in progress be added, or shall it include 
only what was in the Library at the time of beginning the 
work ? 

For the past seven years the cards placed in the public 
catalogues _in Bates Hall and the Delivery Room have 


1 The Dictionary Catalogue of the Boston Athenwum for the period from 1872- 
1894 covers 80,000 bound volumes and 5,000 pamphlets, and is estimated to contain 
291,840 cards, or nearly three and one-half cards per title. 

2 In this estimate no account is taken of the number of duplicate copies on these 
cards, the number of volumes made up of many pamphlets, or the number of works 
in long sets. 
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averaged 44,857 a year, or about 150 a day. Since the prep- 
aration and printing of these titles in addition to those 
already in the Library would push forward the publication of 
the catalogue indefinitely, I will here make only estimates 
on the collection of books as it now stands. 


TIME. 


IV. Assuming that these 1,200,000 titles are ready for 
the printer, how much time will be needed to edit them 
through the press ? 

From an examination of numerous catalogues of this and 
other libraries, I judge that the number of titles to a page 
would average from forty to fifty, depending on the fulness 
of the titles given and the style of printing. Calling it the 
larger number, the catalogue would fill 24,000 pages; if the 
smaller, 30,000 pages. 

The Boston Atheneum catalogue was printed at the rate 
of 1+ pages a working day; the catalogue of the Library 
of the Peabody Institute at the rate of less than two pages 
a day; the Index-Catalogue of the Library of the Surgeon- 
General’s office, United States Army, at the rate of about 
three and one-third pages a day. Calling the rate of prog- 
ress for the proposed catalogue five pages a day, the time 
needed would be in the one case sixteen years, and in the 
other twenty years. 

The catalogue of the Boston Atheneum, work upon which 
was begun in 1856, was sent to the printer May, 1872. 
January of that year was taken as the limit beyond which 
no book should be added. On its completion, therefore, it 
did not contain the titles of books added to the library for 
the preceding ten years. ‘To the Index-Catalogue of the 
library of the Surgeon-General’s office, and to the catalogue 
of the Peabody Institute, the titles of books and articles 
received during the printing were added, except such as were 
included in the part of the alphabet already in type. 

On the completion of the Index Catalogue enough material 
had collected in the letter A to fill 828 pages, while in the 
main work this letter occupied only 718 pages. In the Pea- 
body Institute catalogue this letter occupies 236 pages in 
the supplement, and only 136 in the main work. ‘This dis- 
proportion would doubtless disappear in the later letters of 
the alphabet, yet it shows that the titles left over on the 
completion of a catalogue may be as numerous when the 
work is delayed to insert matter received during its progress 
through the press as when, receiving no additions, it is put 
through more rapidly. 
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USE. 


What will be the value and how great the use of a cata- 
logue which does not contain the titles of books added for 
ten to twenty years previous to its issue? 

On the completion of the Boston Atheneum catalogue I 
examined the books given to readers at the Boston Public 
Library for some days, and found that seven out of ten had 
been published less than ten years. Of course such a cata- 
logue would have less and less use from year to year. : 

By recent tests made by Mr. Chevalier, of the Catalogue 
Department, it appears that of books taken for Home Use on 
given days 24 per cent. were published before 1883, while 
19 per cent. bore date between 1883 and 1888, and 57 per 
cent. between 1888 and 1898; while of books taken for Hall 
Use, 37 per cent. were published before 1883, while 24 per 
cent. were issued between 1883 and 1888, and 39 per cent. 
between 1888 and 1898. On the completion of the proposed 
catalogue for this Library it probably would not contain one- 
fourth of the books called for by readers. 


EXTENT. 


An opinion as to the number of volumes required for a 
printed catalogue of this Library may be ventured, based on 
the experience of other libraries. Six years ago an estimate 
was made that the titles in the card catalogue of the Upper 
Hall of the old Library building would fill sixteen and one- 
half volumes of the size of the Barton catalogue (Miscel- 
laneous part). This estimate apparently took no account of 
the titles. which have long contents, or of the cases where 
more than one title is on a card, and in my opinion it falls 
far short of being correct. 

The Boston Atheneum catalogue of 92,000 volumes and 
about 36,000 pamphlets is in five volumes with 3,400 pages. 
In the five volumes of the Peabody Institute Library the 
5,000 pages catalogue a collection of perhaps 100,000 volumes. 
The Index-Catalogue at Washington in its sixteen volumes, 
or 16,000 pages, represents a collection somewhat larger, 
minutely analyzed. 

The British Museum catalogue, with author entries only, 
which approaches completion, thus far fills about 110,000 
columns (two to a page, folio size). These columns, if joined

to one another, would reach more than seventeen miles, — a 
vivid illustration of the proportions which the catalogue of 
our own Library will soon reach. 

With its half a million volumes and many thousand pamph- 
lets an estimate for the Boston Public Library of a catalogue 
in thirty volumes of a thousand pages each is probably a 
moderate one. 

Cost. 


It would be difficult to estimate the cost of preparing a 
catalogue of this Library for the press and printing it. In 
1881 the Examining Committee made a statement, based upon 
estimates furnished them, that the cost would be nearer 
$200,000 than $100,000. The Catalogue of the Boston 
Atheneum, in five volumes, is said to have cost nearly 
$100,000.1 Of the Index-Catalogue of the Library of the 
Surgeon-General’s office one volume has been issued yearly 
at a cost for the printing and binding alone, and not including 
the cost of preparation, of $12,000 a volume, or $216,000 
for the eighteen volumes (first and second series) so far 
issued, in an edition of 1,000 copies. For printing the 
Catalogue of the British Museum, which was begun J anuary, 
1881, an annual grant was assigned which has risen by 
gradual increments to £3,000 a year 


SALE. 


If a price be set upon the catalogue based upon its cost, 
or upon the charge for the catalogues of other libraries, but 
few copies would be sold. Even if a nominal price were 
named, judging from the experience of the Library, the sale 
would probably be quite limited. 


SPECIAL LISTS. 


As already stated, in place of a new general catalogue in 
a printed volume, the Bulletin was established, which gives 
ready access to the new additions to the Library. 

Moreover, as any subject has come forward into prominence 
or general interest it has been made the occasion for preparing 


'This estimate is only an approximate one. (See the reports of the Treasurer.) 
The Librarian has stated that the cost of printing, paper, binding, etc., was about 
$20,000, and that for many years there were from two to eight persons preparing the 
manuscript for the printer. The compilation of this catalogue was attended with 
peculiar difficulties (see the Preface), and its cost was greater than might be expected 
in similar undertakings. 


*For the British Museum catalogue the yearly subscription for the parts, which 
bepan to appear about 1881, is £3 10s. The selling price of the entire catalogue 
will be £84. The price of the five volumes of the Peabody Institute catalogue is 
$37, and $11.50 for volumes 1-3 of the second series. The Boston Atheneum cata- 
logue is sold for five dollars a volume, and to libraries at twenty dollars for the entire 
work. About 350 copies have been sold. The price for the catalogue of the Library 
of the Surgeon-General’s oflice is $3.50 a volume; for that of the Bibliothéque Nation- 
ale, fifteen francs a yolume. 


LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. — DO 


a special catalogue, in which, with the aid offered by special- 
ists, the titles of the most helpful and authoritative works 
have been gathered. As an example, there may be cited the 
list of books on social reform, published this year. Such 
lists as these, drawn from the general catalogue, when the 
interest of the public on any particular question or depart- 
ment of literature is ardent, are timely and of service, whereas 
such a topic in a general printed catalogue might at any 
given moment not have been reached or be a dozen years 
behind the time. 


SUPPLEMENTS. 


On the completion of this proposed catalogue a million 
cards will probably have accumulated, necessitating the prep- 
aration of the first of many supplements to follow. The- 
Library would then be confronted with the state of things 
which led its first Superintendent, Mr. Jewett, to affirm that 
« Nothing short of what a Card Catalogue is in plan can ever 
be regarded as entirely satisfactory for a great public library,’’? 
and his successor, Mr. Winsor, to agree with the view of 
European librarians that “printing in a large and rapidly 
growing library is impracticable.” * 


PRINTING. 


Nothing has been said in regard to the printer’s part in 
the proposed catalogue, for the reason that the other con- 
siderations adduced are the vital ones. With the addition 
of another press and linotype the proposed catalogue could 
be put in type to keep pace with the supply of matter fur- 
nished by the editors. 

With the coming of the linotype there was a suggestion 
that the way might be open for a catalogue of the entire 
Library in printed volumes, and moreover that by holding 
the solid lines or “slugs,” insertions might be made and the 
catalogue kept up to date. 

In this Library the linotype has been tested in catalogue 
work to the following extent: In addition to the printing of 
the titles of accessions for the card catalogue and the special 
catalogues a Monthly Bulletin has been issued, and at the 
end of twenty months about two-thirds of this matter has 
been reprinted, with some changes, from the same slugs, as

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an Annual List.1 Although this is an Author Catalogue, 
arranged simply by classes, and much less intricate than a 
Dictionary Catalogue of authors and subjects, many diffi- 
culties have been met with in its development. If the 
attempt should be made to unite the slugs for this Annual 
List with others for a two-year list or a five-year list, as has 
been proposed, these difficulties would multiply many fold. 
To mention one: to the labor of finding the slugs and re- 
arranging them there would be added the constantly increasin ey 
necessity for a new grouping. It would probably be more 
economical to set up the whole list anew. For it is a settled 
principle that work ought to be perfected before it is sent 
to the printer; all changes and new arrangements after that 
are disastrous. The same principle holds good with the lino- 
type. Editorial work must be done elsewhere than in the 
printer’s office, or the linotype room. 

With the linotype as up to this time developed, methods 
which hold good for printing such a publication as the 
Annual List would cease to be operative in the case of a 
larger and certainly of a much larger catalogue. The cost 
of arrangement and editing would be out of all proportion to 
the increase of titles. 

The case as it stands is as stated. Should the linotype 
ever through the progress of invention overcome its present 
limitations and effect that which now seems impossible, no 
one will rejoice more than the maker of catalogues. 


SUGGESTIONS. 


The Examining Committee for 1886, impressed with the 
requirements of the Catalogue Department, suggested “that 
$100,000 be secured by public grant, private subscription — 
or by all combined—the income of which should be ex- 
clusively devoted in perpetuity, to the Bates Hall Catalogue.” 

With this sum in hand, it would be worth while to con- 
sider whether, if it be impossible to make an elaborate author 
and subject catalogue, some quicker and _ less expensive 
substitute might not be found. 


AUTHOR CATALOGUE. 


I. An Author Catalogue, that is, one in which entries are 
given only under authors’ names, and not, as in a Dictionary 
Catalogue, under subjects also, could be prepared with less 
delay and cost. That of the British Museum has been 
mentioned. ‘The Bibliothéque Nationale has begun the pub- 
lication of such a catalogue, of which the first volume

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contains, in 565 pages, 11,067 titles, or about one-fourth of 
the titles of works of authors whose name begins with the 
letter A.} 

As to the value of an Author Catalogue it should be said 
that however the case may be in the Bibliothéque Nationale, 
or in a University Library, in the Boston Public Library an 
Author Catalogue would be of less value than one under 
subjects. 

One comes to a library to learn one of two things: 
1. Whether a certain book is there; or 2. What the library 
has on a given subject. The first point is settled by an 
Author Catalogue, and it is the only one settled except the 
question of the bibliographer, who wishes to learn the exact 
title of an out of the way book. An answer to the second 
question is found in a Subject Catalogue. 

The scholar, familiar with literature, will seek what he 
needs in an Author Catalogue. Even here he will obtain 
more satisfactory results from the Card Catalogue of the 
Library than from its abbreviated reproduction in book form. 
The general inquirer, however, as a tule does not know 
the particular book required, and asks what books are in 
the Library under a given subject. This question cannot 
be answered by an Author Catalogue whether in book form 
or on cards. 

The publication of an Author Catalogue for the benefit of 
all countries may perhaps be justified in the case of the 
British Museum and the Bibliothéque Nationale, as being 
national libraries and containing in the largest gatherings of 
books in the world an approach to a universal collection. 
The library on this side of the Atlantic most nearly approxi- 
mating such a collection ought ultimately to be our own 
National Library. ‘This institution receives copies of every 
book copyrighted in the United States. Even if it should 
not attempt to publish a complete catalogue of its collection 
it is conceivable that an Author Catalogue of at least this 
portion, representing a complete, authoritative description of 
all the issues of the American press, might be of sufficient 
service to bibliography to justify its expense.” It would have ~ 
the advantage, which Trade Catalogues do not possess, of 
being a full, precise and scholarly description. Such a work, 
however, needs to be issued under the authority of one insti- 
tution only. It does not need to be repeated by other 
libraries.

1The Introduction by M. Delisle is interesting, especially section 15. “ Raisons qui 
ont fait adopter l’ordre alphabétique pour le Catalogue.” 
2A Catalogue of Authors was begun by the Library of Congress in 1878, but it was 
continued only through the letter C. Its catalogue of the title entries of books and 
other articles entered in the office of the Register of Copyright is a publication in the 
direction indicated. 
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If each national library would at least undertake such a 
catalogue for the issues of the press of its country, the pub- 
lications of the world would be economically recorded. But 
however proper a work like this might be for a national 
library, with a collection of copyright material presumably 
complete, and with the resources of a nation behind it, the 
Boston Public Library stands in a very different position. It 
is to an extent a scholars’ library; it is also a popular brary. 
It does not contain, and does not wish to contain, more than 
a fraction of the books published in this country. The 
bibliographical value of its catalogue in print, therefore, 
would be limited accordingly, while the material published 
abroad which it contains, being for the most part duplicated 
in the British Museum and the Bibliothéque Nationale 
together, is adequately recorded at their expense in their 
catalogues. 

So much for the scholarly side, the bibliography pure and 
simple. For the popular service, the Monthly Bulletin and 
special lists, as they are issued from time to time, are ade- 
quate and more to the purpose. 


CLASSED LISTs. 


II. The titles under authors might be grouped under 
classes, as in our Monthly Bulletin and Annual List. Such 
a list of all the books of this Library, however, would need a 
classification so extensive and indexes so minute that the labor 
might quite equal that of finishing the preparation and the 
printing of our Dictionary Catalogue of authors and sub- 
jects. The Annual List is only a selection from the Monthly 
Bulletins, which are themselves only a partial record of the 
books currently received. From the labor expended on this 
list (which is without indexes) one can imagine the time 
needed for the preparation of an indexed list of all the books 
received by this Library for nearly fifty years. 


SELECTED SUBJECTS. 


III. Some years ago, in the Boylston street building, when 
the pressure for space for the Card Catalogue was a matter of 
concern, a plan was formed to take out certain sections and 
print them separately. While the work done in this direc- 
tion has great value, as approaching the subjects treated from 
a different point of view from our Dictionary Catalogue, and, 
while it also supplements that work, the Library has never 
seen the wisdom of substituting these lists for the fuller 
entries in the Card Catalogue, or breaking up the complete- 
ness and continuity of that great work. Still, some such 
plan may be forced upon us in the future. 
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CONCLUSION. 


I have presented the question of a catalogue in a printed 
volume for the Boston Public Library succinctly, and I trust. 
fairly, for consideration. 

I think that such an undertaking would be unwise. The 
decision of twenty-six years ago was based on reasons which 
have gathered strength with the passing of time.

POSTSCRIPT. 


The following statements in the “ Quarterly Review” 
for October, 1898, in regard to the Book Catalogue of the 
British Museum, supplement the information given in the 
preceding report. It is there stated that the complete cata- 
logue will consist of about six hundred volumes, containing on 
an average, 250 columns each. During its progress through 
the press the accessions to the library have exceeded half a 
million titles, only a fraction of which will appear in this 
catalogue. The number of copies available is about 250, 
but of these less than one-third has passed into circulation, 
and even of that number about one-half has been given gra- 
tuitously. A supplementary catalogue of accessions was 
printed, which a subscriber could obtain for £3 a year in 
addition to his. subscription of £3, 10s., for the principal 
catalogue. But this Accessions Catalogue found scarcely 
any subscribers, and the issue has now been contracted within 
the narrowest possible limits. The writer adds ‘“* The present 
situation may be summed up in the statement that the Cata- 
logue of the British Museum is almost unknown outside of 
the Reading Room; that its complete form is found in the 
Reading Room alone; and that the very few persons who 
have access to it beyond those precincts possess it in a form 
which is so incomplete as well-nigh to frustrate the chief 
reason of its existence.” ! 

In the magazine *“ Literature,” for January 10, 1899, it is 
stated that the officials of the Bibliothéque Nationale have 
been compelled to cease printing their catalogue by reason of 
the great expense involved. When the work was undertaken 
+4 was estimated that the catalogue would occupy some eighty 
volumes. The first volume cost £1,600, so that the cost of 
the entire work might be £130,000.

Photographs, ete., illustrating the lectures were supplied 
by the Library. The lecturer was secured in each case by the 
Unity Art Club. It is very desirable that the large Lecture 
Room be made available for these lectures, as neither the 
Barton Library nor the Fine Arts Room is adequate. 

The collection of photographs now numbers 9,870, of pro- 
cess reproductions, 3,509. Of the photographs, 1,696 have 
been added during the year at an expense of $739.63 for 
purchase, and $447.68 for mounting. The process pictures 
are classified and catalogued. The work is continuing on the 
photographs, less than 25 per cent. of which remain to be taken 
inhand. There is no doubt that this collection of photographs 
has not only increased the usefulness of the Fine Arts De- 
partment, but has stimulated the study of art among various 
classes in the community. E 

The collection of topical examples of objects of industrial 
art, formed after the pattern of collections in the numerous 
industrial museums in Europe, with the aid of the informa- 
tion and material gathered by Mr. 8. R. Kohler of the Museum 
of Fine Arts, has been placed in a suitable case, and the 
arrangement of the plates advances. The collection consists 
mainly of plates (each example on a single sheet) from 
periodicals, arranged broadly in classes, such as architectural 
detail, ornament, plastic arts, furniture, etc. As the collec- 
tion develops I intend to subdivide by countries, styles, and 
periods. 
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The use of the Allen A. Brown Library has noticeably 
increased since a beginning was made in the printing of the 
catalogue. Nearly 8,000 cards are now printed, and copy 1s 
ready for the printer which represents at least 60,000 more. 
These it is desirable to hasten, if possible. 

The catalogue of about 4,700 cards, covering analytical 
references to musical works, periodicals, etc., and biographies, 
has been added during the year. The collection consisting 
of magazine articles, newspaper clippings, etc., was made by 
Mr. Brown, and has been bound up in volumes, over fifty of 
which are now catalogued. By means of this catalogue, in 
which works of importance are indexed as they appear, 
current information may be found concerning modern music 
and musicians. Progress has been made as well in the col- 
lecting, arranging, and binding of the series of concert pro- 
grammes of the Handel and Haydn, Philharmonic, Mendelss- 
ohn Quintette Club, Musical Fund, Academy of Music, and 
other musical and choral organizations in Boston during the 
past seventy years. 

Through. the generosity of Mr. Brown the resources of 
this collection are enlarged systematically by the addition of 
new publications in music and musical literature. The col- 
lection of works for orchestra in full score has been largely 
increased. Worthy of mention among the more important 
additions of the year is a collection of part-songs and larger 
works for whole chorus, bound in fifty-two volumes, and com- 
prising more than 1,200 separate publications.

REPORT OF CHIEF OF DEPARTMENT OF DOCUMENTS 
AND STATISTICS. 


| LIBRARIAN’S NOTE, — As this department had been in existence only eight months, 
and, as its chief work had so far been an examination of the collections of the Library, 
the receipt and classification of material from the American Statistical Association, 
and the initiation of methods of exchange and solicitation, cataloguing, etc., it seemed 
best that the report submitted by the Chief should be a general statement of functions. 
The experience of the eight months had shown that his estimate of the character and 
robable large number of inquiries addressed to the department was likely to be 
justified in experience. | 


To the Librarian: 


I have the honor to submit a report from the Statistical 
Department of this Library. As it will cover an activity of 
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only six months, and applies to what is practically a new de- 
parture in library administration, the results of which are 
yet to be determined, it will necessarily be briet. 

The general plan of this department was to constitute a 
working laboratory on social topics, where the expert, the 
student and the general reader might find the material they 
desire, and, if necessary, advice and guidance in the use of 
this material. The scheme must, therefore, cover two im- 
portant divisions of each social question: the theory, as 
developed by the leading American and European writers ; 
and the application, as recorded in the investigations of 
government bureaus, corporations, associated charities or 
individuals. If the entire range of sociology as now under- 
stood is to be adequately treated, the department must have 
collections on political economy in its widest sense, on political 
science both in theory and in history, and on statistics, which 
records and generalizes both economics and history. 

The Public Library possesses large and valuable collections 
on economics and history, and an intelligent appreciation of 
this description of writings is clearly evidenced in the selec- 
tion. Indeed, it is in some respects one of the best collections 
of its kind in this country, and it would be difficult to dupli- 
cate it within any reasonable time. This great and _ solid 
foundation is now being rapidly added to by the purchase of 
current works, and by securing such as are out of print with 
every opportunity offered. 

As to the third division, statistics, which includes all forms 
of state activity, the principal subjects to be covered are: 


Vital statistics. 

Commercial statistics, which comprises the means or agen- 
cies of transportation. 

Labor statistics, which cannot overlook the statistics of 
production, whether agricultural or industrial. 

Financial statistics, and all questions of banking, currency 
and taxation. 

State and private penal and charitable institutions. 


It will be necessary to provide the material for a proper 
understanding of these subjects both in general and in detail. 
For the general, reference may be made to the condensed 
statements of economy issued by each of the leading countries 
in the form of handbooks or abstracts. I have received, in 
some cases, full sets of the statistical abstracts of the following 
countries: United States, United Kingdom, France, Germany, 
Italy, Belgium, Sweden, Finland, Switzerland, Netherlands, 
Japan and India. And even where a country is not named 
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in this hst the most essential statistics as to commerce, pop- 
ulation, railroads, telegraphs and finance, may be learned from 
some of the abstracts, like that for ‘foreign countries,” 
issued by the British government. | 

These abstracts are, however, too condensed to serve the 
purposes of the special student, and a vast and ever increas- 
ing number of official reports must be obtained for his needs. 
In the number and scope of these reports no two countries 
agree. It is safe to say that every leading bureau in a gov- 
ernmental department prepares and prints an annual report, 
which is supplemented by special reports, and by the labors 
of legislative commissions. It is often not enough to have 
the report alone; the debates of the House to which it is 
submitted are useful or essential. In fact, there is hardly 
any limit to the issues of this description, and only unremit- 
ting vigilance will enable the Library to keep abreast with 
them in a manner that will satisfy the demands of its readers. 

In planning to fulfil the high purposes you designed for 
this department I have laid down certain broad lines of 
action that may be briefly summarized : 

1. All census returns, whether of the United States or 
of Asiatic countries, have been sought. Vital statistics have 
been more fully developed than any other branch of statis- 
tical science, and are more frequently called for. 

2. In commerce the detailed annual returns of the four 
leading commercial and industrial nations of the world — 
the United States, the United Kingdom, France and Ger- 
many — hold the first place in importance. Almost as nec- 
essary are those of Russia, Japan, China and British India — 
covering the development of Asiatic trade, now so prominent 


among the world’s problems. Canada and South America. 


are of great interest commercially to the United States, and 
the trade of colonies and dependencies must prove suggestive 
in studying the future policy and growth in foreign trade of 
the United States. Even Africa, with its failures and suc- 
cesses in colonization, and its internal relations affecting the 
attitude of competing powers to one another, carries lessons 
that cannot be neglected. I have attempted to secure com- 
plete commercial returns of the principal nations, and am 
meeting with success. 

This particular branch will attract, and is attracting the 
attention of commercial and manufacturing bodies in this 
region. It is to be regretted that full replies cannot be given 
to every question, but this regret will become less as the col 
lection of commercial statistics increases. Much assistance 
towards completing the wants of the department could be 
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given by commercial bodies, were they to turn over to the 
Library any works on commerce received and not immedi- 
ately needed by their own members. ‘The process of collect- 
ing and completing this will necessarily be a slow one; but 
the commercial interests of the port are of such importance 
that no effort should be spared to keep the records of the 
world’s commerce to date and as full as circumstances will 
permit. 

3. The problems of labor have many phases, no one of 
which should be passed over lightly. I have recently segre- 
gated the reports of the State Bureaus of labor statistics, and 
of a total issue of more than 300 reports, this department 
possesses all but about thirty; and even these wants are 
being made good by way of gift and exchanges. In foreign 
countries labor is represented in nearly all administrations, 
and the reports of labor departments or bureaus in Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Italy and Austria are received in 
this Library. This promises to constitute one of the most 
valuable divisions of this department, because of the many 
questions of daily life or state relations discussed in these 
reports. 

To cover only the state reports on labor would be to pass 
over one of the most vital aspects of the labor problem, that 
which is usually described as socialism, but which takes so 
many forms that no one term will cover them. I am making 
a specialty of the proceedings of labor congresses, of socialist 
periodicals, and even of anarchist issues, believing that the 
statement of grievances and formulation of reforms by the 
workingmen themselves will be of future value in history 
and in economics. 

4. The next subject is that of finance, and its importance 
cannot be exaggerated. At a time when all governments are 
facing deficient revenues and rapidly increasing demands on 
their treasuries, the discussion of taxation has come to the 
front and is exercising national as well as local taxing 
powers. The budgets of each great nation, and the legisla- 
tive reports and debates on the budget propositions ; the great 
financial institutions, state and private, and the movements 
in the leading money markets of the world find a place in 
this department for future reference. No questioner has been 
~ turned away unsatisfied in this line of inquiry, and yet much 
remains to be done towards obtaining the material that is 
pertinent and timely. 

It will not be necessary to dwell upon the value of state 
and local reports on charities and correction. They record 
the results of an exercise of functions on the performance 
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of which the very existence of the state depends. ‘Too 
close attention cannot be given to this diseased aspect of 
society, and I have sought for the best products of treatment 
of socials ills at home and abroad. 

In pursuing these objects correspondence has en opened 
with experts and societies in the United States and in foreign 
countries, with a view to securing early notice of what’ is 
published on the various matters falling within this depart-- 
ment. The response has been gratifying, and is proving its 
utility daily. These connections have been facilitated by the 
deposit in the Public Library of the collections of the Ameri- 
can Statistical Association. 

The transfer of these collections was not completed until 
January of this year; but the books and pamphlets, number- 
ing about 5,000, have been arranged, listed, and will be incor- 
porated into the Library as rapidly as time will permit. 
While there will be some duplication, yet the two collections 
complement one another in a very satisfactory manner. The 
Public Library was strong on economic writings of a general 
character, but weak in the results of economics apphed in the 
administration of government; the Statistical Association 
was strong on this practical side, but almost wanting in theo- 
retical works. Its most remarkable feature was the series of 
issues of foreign governments, long since out of print and 
difficult to obtain. As an example of the disinterested zeal 
of one man -— Dr. Edward Jarvis — the collection is notable ; 
as a foundation on which to build for the future, it is a valu- 
able accession to the Public Library. 

Exchanges of duplicate material are now being made, and 
the Statistical Collection has been able thus to complete 
many of its deficiencies. 

In recognition of this widening interest in public ques- 
tions, and more especially in the foreign relations of the 
United States, the advantage of prompt service has been rec- 
ognized. ‘The best results will be attained by rather antici- 
pating than following public inquiry. With this in view 
arrangements have been perfected by which the important 
state papers of the leading governments of Europe are sent to 
the Library as soon as published, thus saving six weeks or 
more in the transmitting, by obviating the delay of formal 
orders from this side. German, French, Belgian and English 
bills, reports and debates have been brought under this sys- 
tem, which will be extended to other countries having direct 
or indirect relations with the policy, foreign intercourse or 
commerce of the United States. With the short trial already 
made of this system the results have justified the course 
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taken, and must be better appreciated as the facilities offered 
to the public become better known. I may mention that the Li- 
brary, through this means, received early copies of the Treaty 
(Spanish) papers, the British Blue Book and the French 
Yellow Book on the Fashoda incident, and the special Par- 
liamentary reports on water gas, petroleum and local taxa- 
tion, all of which were called for soon after receipt. And 
that the system must prove of advantage as the public be- 
comes more familiar with the facilities offered is shown by 
the fact of inquiries being made for documents of foreign 
governments, a knowledge of which was gained through cable 
press notices. It was extremely gratifying to be able to 
promise the document “in a few days,” a promise that was 
fulfilled through the careful attention of the foreign agents 
of the Library, acting under the general arrangement already 
described. 

In the same line is the method adopted of giving notice to 
the public of the receipt of important or timely documents. 
I have been enabled to publish notices in the Library bulletin 
within ten days after the document listed has reached the 
Library, without interfering with the regular process of the 
catalogue department. I believe that so prompt notice can- 
not but be useful to the public. 

This brings me to the relations such a department must 
bear to the general public. It is not to be denied that there 
has in late years been an increasing attention paid to eco- 
nomic and political studies. This attention has been made 
necessary by the ever increasing complexity of our social 
relations, as well among ourselves as with other peoples. 
The universities and high schools have special departments 
for teaching these questions, and the need of a special de- 
partment in this Library, to contain the works necessary for 
applying, encouraging and continuing these studies, has been 
impressed upon the Trustees and Librarian. I need hardly 
enumerate the subjects lately coming before this city gov- 
ernment for some settlement: the expenditures and revenues; 
the relations to the- city of corporations using the streets ; 
questions of public health and safety; and the proper statis- 
tical records of municipal activity. In the State, the problem 
of taxation is ever present, with its perplexing difficulties of 
assessments and valuation of real and personal property; 
while the many corporate and state institutions under its 
control, call for an intelligent regulation as well as a high 
degree of practical ability. In national affairs there are also 
matters of finance of extreme importance, and the increasing 
demands of government for power to enter upon new areas 
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of state action call for the highest exercise of the intelligence 
and practical faculties. ‘To undertake to deal with such 
problems in ignorance is to invite disaster; and it is only the 
highest ability that can hope to master their intricacies and 
point out the proper solution. 

To another rising study this department must give support 
and direction —I refer to the study of commercial geography. 
The mere boundaries of a country, the names of its capital 
and leading cities, rivers and mountains, convey no real 
meaning to the child’s mind, and much less can they satisfy 
the more matured student. ‘The climate and productions of 
the region, the mineral wealth and the products for home 
consumption or foreign trade, the manufacturing industries 
and the great commercial roads leading to or through it, the 
general habits of the people in food and clothing, and the 
form and supply of labor available — these are a few of the 
leading topics that present themselves in an attempt to gain 
even a superficial conception of what a country or a region 
implies. The prevailing feverish eagerness to penetrate into 
new and undescribed regions enforces such a study, and in 
the intense competition for colonial dependencies or protec- 
torates, it will be the people having the most intelligent mas- 
tery of needs and resources that will win the highest rewards. 
In Africa, in Asia, and in South America, commerce is being 
pushed as never before, and vast territories, thought a short 
time since to be doomed by climate and unattractiveness to 
lie waste for many generations, are being subdued by labor, 
made accessible by railroads, and subjected to organized ad- 
ministrations designed to develop their possibilities m sur- 
face culture or in mineral wealth. 

A special feature of the department will be the large 
number of collections designed to give what is known of 
these undeveloped regions of the earth, and what is being 
done to make them better known. ‘The proceedings of geo- 
graphical societies are valuable for general descriptions ; the 
accounts of travellers add to these more special information. 
The most valuable sources are, however, the reports of the 
consular service throughout the world, for they are governed 
by certain features that make them highly instructive. They 
are, aS arule, prepared by men trained in commerce; they 
are designed to picture the actual movements of trade, and 
compiled from year to year offer a consecutive record of the 
transactions at each port where a consular officer may be 
stationed; they reflect the spirit of the commercial ‘“ drum- 
mer,’’ who seeks to study the wants of the market, and 
examines them in the light of the home industries and their 
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ability to supply what is wanted, in competition with rivals 
for the trade. A consular report is thus a record of the 
actual, and a suggestion for the possible, and usually cast in 
such a form as to illuminate the habits, aptitudes and neces- 
sities of the people at or near the port of commerce. I have 
therefore sought to obtain, and promptly, what is being re- 
ported by the consular services of the respective countries, 
and there are on file the following: American, German, 
British, French, Austrian and Italian. 

To accomplish the best objects certain modifications must 
be introduced in the library arrangements. The classifica- 
tion adopted for the collections of this department is on the 
decimal plan (Dewey’s system), modified by such changes as 
the special nature of the books suggests. After much con- 
sideration this was deemed the best course to pursue, and its 
elasticity commends itself in use. In a general collection, 
where the reader knows what is wanted, the fixed position of 
the shelf, without regard or with little regard to subject 
matter, may have its advantages. But in a special collection, 
where the questions are often vague and usually general, the 
classification by subject becomes almost a necessity. The 
end to be attained is the grouping of the records ot one line 
of governmental experience, which may be found promptly, 
consulted easily, and offer facilities for comparing results of 
different peoples and countries. So faras it has been tested, 
the system has proved satisfactory. 

While such classification will be of great assistance to 
both reader and department, special lists will still further 
make the material known and available. Much of the best 
statistical work is published in government reports, or peri- 
odicals, and is easily overlooked in a general survey. Some 
accessible record is needed to refresh the memory or direct 
the attention of the investigator. I have undertaken to pre- 
pare a catalogue of the English Parliamentary Papers for 
recent years, and have in process a catalogue of the United 
States Congressional publications. I hope to carry the idea 
further into practice by noting any important article on a 
social topic in the leading reviews and financial journals, so 
that the inquirer may be provided with the latest and selected 
utterances or records by experts upon his specialty. _With- 
out undertaking to create original research, or to influence 
judgment, every effort will be made to encourage study. 
The highest function of the department must be to have 
ready at hand the material for all who may apply. I may 
add that the number of the inquirers is daily increasing, and 
their questions cover a wide range. 
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I cannot close without expressing my appreciation of the 
readiness you have shown to make this department useful, 
and of your courteous and hearty encouragement. Praise is 
also due to my assistant, Mr. Lane, for his untiring zeal and 
his organizing abilities, both of which were needed in intro- 
ducing order and arrangement in the collection of the Statis- 
tical Association. I have been much gratified by the willing 
co-operation of other departments of the Library, even when 
my plans traversed their methods.

EXTRACT FROM THE REPORT OF THE CHILDREN’S 
DEPARTMENT. 


CO-OPERATION WITH THE SCHOOLS. 


[LIBRARIAN’S NotE. — While this work is in the experimental stage 
seems the proper time to point out certain difficulties that have devel- 
oped in its operation. They are, perhaps, due to misunderstanding or 
but partial understanding. But as they are not insurmountable, an 
endeavor must be made to surmount them; and this must begin with a 
clear appreciation of their nature. 

At my request, therefore, the following report contents itself with 
a statement of the system instituted, omits expatiation upon success- 
ful results, and considers more especially some of the difficulties 
experienced. 

For a further description of existing work with the schools see the 
Report of the Supervisor of Branches, infra.] 


In May, 1895, an order was passed by the School Com- 
mittee directing the Board of Supervisors to consider plans. 
“ A conference was held on the 14th of June of that year, 
between the Trustees of the Public Library and the Board 
of Supervisors. The Librarian, Mr. Putnam, and the Super- 
intendent of Schools, Mr. Seaver, were appointed a commit- 
tee to draw up a report to be submitted on the one hand to 
the ‘Trustees of the Public Library, and on the other hand to 
the Board of Supervisors of the Public Schools.” This 
report is to be found inSchool Document No. 14, 1895. For 
the carrying out of the plans therein contained a special 
appropriation would be necessary, and thus far no such ap- 
propriation has been available. Certain recommendations 
have been adopted, however, by the Library,-and are included 
in the following brief account of the accommodations offered 
at the present time to teachers and pupils: 
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Teacher’s cards, so-called, have been provided, allowing the 
issue o six books for a period of four weeks. 

School children under twelve (the age limit below which 
a regular card is not issued) are allowed privileges. 

Four public schools as well as the Parental School, the 
Cottage Place and North Bennet Street Industrial Schools, 
have books on deposit. ‘The Hancock: School has a regular 
semi-weekly exchange of about 100 books. 

Books for topical reference are from time to time reserved 
in the branch libraries, either selected from the branch col- 
lections or sent from the Central Library. This is done 
either on requisition from the teachers or at the initiative of 
the branch custodians. 

A list of books for younger readers, including 1,116 titles, 
has been prepared, representing books for general reading 
which may be found on the same shelf number in the Central 
Library and all the branches. This was sent at the time of 
publication to the head masters of all the public schools, 
and is on sale at the nominal price of one cent per copy. 

In the Fine Arts Department much has been done in the 
way of circulating among the schools portfolios of photo- 
graphs, etc., and arranging for meetings, in the department, 
of classes in architecture, painting, ornamentation, and 
drawing. 

In other departments similar offers to reserve topical 
material have been made. On January 11, 1897, a circular 
was addressed by the Librarian to the teachers of the public 
schools, in which he urges them to possess and read the above 
School Document No. 14, 1895, and requests particularly 
that’ they will “inform the Library systematically of topics 
to be studied, that they will request books to be set aside 
touching such topics, that they will agree that while such 
topics are pending such books shall be reserved instead of 
being issued for home use.” The Custodian of the Fine 
Arts Department tells me that he does receive occasional 
requests in accordance with this circular. None such has 
been received in the Children’s Room. ores rere" 

Attention may also be called to the want of understanding 
among teachers of the necessary limitations in the use of 
teachers’ cards. With the circular above mentioned was 
sent a short letter describing this use, at the close of which 
it is expressly stated that teachers’ cards are not to be used to 
draw several copies of the same book; yet applications are 
frequently made for two, three, and even more copies of a 
given book, which if granted would deprive the Library of 
all its copies for other use. These cards are also frequently 
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presented for current fiction and other classes of books, in a 
way to indicate an intention to make a purely personal use 
of them. 

It may be asked now what action the schools have taken 
in response to the report of 1895. On page 7 of the report 
is the suggestion that the teacher shall “submit to the 
Librarian a provisional schedule of the topics to be assigned 
throughout the ensuing year, or such part of it as can be 
planned for at that time.” Such a suggestion (like the one 
below) is of course provisional, and perhaps we should not 
have expected any very general action in response to it; yet 
so far as I am aware, no single schedule of topics has been 
submitted. 

Again, after calling attention to the desirability of placing 
collections of books on temporary deposit in the schools 
themselves, the report continues: ‘ Were each topic studied 
contemporaneously in all the schools such a deposit would 
be impossible without a multiplication of copies of the books 
needed beyond what could reasonably be afforded, but as great 
latitude is allowed to the various schools as to the order in 
which assigned courses shall be pursued, it should be possible 
for the masters of the schools so to vary the order in which 
topics are taken up, that but a small number of classes shall 
at any one time be engaged upon any one topic.” But, 
putting aside the question whether such collections should 
be reserved in the schools themselves or in the Library, if 
personal observation may be trusted topics are commonly 
appointed to be investigated at the same time in all the 
schools, without regard to the possibility of providing books. 

This is observed where the topic concerns an anniversary 
such as Washington’s birthday, Patriots’ day, or the anniver- 
sary of the visit of Lafayette to Boston. There is one difficulty 
to be avoided, however, even here. We cannot render proper 
assistance if the request comes, as has happened, only the day 
before a theme is due. Last fall, at the time of the anniver- 
sary of Latayette’s visit, the call came on Tuesday for material 
on Lafayette for a theme due on the following day. The 
topic, I was told, had been assigned only the day previous. 
A second difficulty lies in the fact that topics are assigned 
which are beyond the comprehension of the pupils, which are 
abstract, and cannot be made matter of precise reference. In 
October, four children came to me who had been told to find 
all they could about “ Grasses” in the encyclopedias, a sub- 
ject one of the most difficult in botany, concerning which all 
the books are extremely technical. “The tariff,” “ Capital 
punishment,” “The woman question,” are some of the topics 
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which have been assigned for compositions or debates, topics 
so comprehensive that the pupil is wholly at sea and bewil- 
dered in his attempt to treat them. 

Furthermore, although the report directed attention to the 
value of the habit among pupils of coming with some regu- 
larity to the Library, and urged the teachers to accompany 
them on the first visit and especially to help them become 
familiar with the use of the collection of reference books in 
Bates Hall, I have been disappointed at the small number 
both of pupils and teachers who have been actively interested. 

In the spring of 1898 I visited eight grammar schools, some 
of them several times. I talked with the teachers, made notes 
of books desired, and examined those provided for the schools. 
In accordance with recommendations then made a second 
circular was addressed to the teachers of the Latin, High, and 
grammar schools. I quote from the circular: “ The facilities 
at the Central Library will be increased and improved. More 
space for the use of pupils and teachers is to be provided. 
The Kindergarten Library for the use of teachers is to be 
enlarged. A special reference library for the use of pupils is 
to be placed in the Children’s Room, and so far as possible a 
eveater number of books needed by the pupils for reference, 
collateral and supplementary reading is to be supplied. 

“What the books shall be should depend largely upon 
recommendation of the teachers themselves. 

“The Library invites each teacher to sendin a list of the 
books that will be of service to teacher and pupil in connec- 
tion with the work of the coming school year. . . . It 
may be practicable to prepare for the coming year a graded 
list of books for collateral and supplementary reading. Such 
a list for younger readers, as well as a list classified by sub- 
jects, is in contemplation. 

«In addition to the lists themselves teachers are invited to 
communicate in writing or otherwise, suggestions with 
reference to the conduct of this work either as to books or 
as to service. 

“Teachers need not abstain from these lists or from these 
suggestions simply because the school in which they teach is 
remote from the Central Library. What will be done at the 
Central Library may furnish a useful example of what may 
be attempted later with the Branches or perhaps through the 
schools themselves.” 

One thousand one hundred and fifty copies of this circular 
were sent to the Superintendent of Schools for distribution 
to all the teachers in the Latin, High and grammar schools. 
Replies were received from ten of the some one hundred and 
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eighty teachers in the Latin and High schools, from sixteen of 
the some eight hundred and ninety in the grammar schools, 
in all twenty-six replies. 

The lists were examined and compared with lists of text- 
books and of books for supplementary reading furnished 
the schools, to see what books might properly be supplied by 
the School Committee, and what came within the province 
of the Library to supply. ‘The lists were then compared with 
the Library catalogue to see how far the requests were made 
with a knowledge of the already existing resources of the 
Library. 

In many instances the lists showed ignorance of the Li- 
brary, in others a determined effort to multiply copies of a 
useful book. Long lists were made up almost entirely of 
books standing on the list for younger readers, and already 
liberally supphed by the Library. 

As a result, between forty and fifty titles were sent to the 
Librarian and approved by him. From two to six copies of 
each book were bought, some for circulation, some for the 
new children’s reference library. While certain of these 
titles were suggested by the teachers, many were the result 
of my personal observation; and to these as a basis, the 
Librarian has added some 200 more titles to form a children’s 
reference library in the second Children’s Room about to be 
opened. 

To-day the department, with increased space, a new refer- 
ence library, and with the experience thus far gained, is in a 
better position to assist teachers and pupils than ever before. 
A more active co-operation is all that is asked for. Many of 
the obstacles to effective work would be removed were a 
special appropriation available. But much may be accom- 
plished with the present funds if four things are observed, two 
by the School Committee and Supervisors, and two by the 
teachers : 

I. The School Committee to furnish a more adequate 
supply of the best text-books on the various subjects, so that. 
teachers need not apply to the Library for material properly 
to be supplied by the city to the schools themselves. 

II. The Supervisors not to appoint a special topic for 
the majority of schools at the same time. 

Ill. ‘Teachers to take advantage more generally of the 
Library’s ability and willingness to meet requests for re- 
served material, and to locate it temporarily in the branch 
libraries ; a notice to be given of such special requests far 
enough in advance to enable the Library to meet them con- 
veniently. 
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IV. ‘Teachers to inform themselves and their pupils more 
fully as to Library resources and Library methods.

EXTRACT FROM THE REPORT OF THE: BRANCH 
DEPARTMENT. 


SERVICE OF THE BRANCHES AND STATIONS From THE 
CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


The Daily Issue.— The delivery of books from the Cen- 
tral Library on cards and slips to the branches and stations 
has amounted for the year to 86,541 volumes, an increase 
of 30,007 volumes, or fifty-three per cent., over the number 
for the year ending January 31, 1898. The percentage of 
unsuccessful applications has fallen during the year from 
forty-nine per cent. to forty-one per cent. 

Active extension of the work of the daily issue is limited 
by the capacity of the Branch Division at the Central Library 
and of the library wagons to care for it. The work in the 
Branch Division is concentrated in point of time. Few 
people leave slips or call for books at the branches and sta- 
tions before 1 P.M. ‘The mail has lately been used to 
equalize this pressure at the Central Library. In addition to 
this difficulty of concentration of work, the public suffers 
from not getting its books on the same day they are applied 
for, since the slips left in the afternoon and evening cannot be 
filled by us till the next morning. The only remedy for the 
evil seems to be a second daily delivery at many of the 
branches and stations, and this would partially solve both 
problems. It would require, however, the employment of a 
messenger and of another wagon during part of the day, 
together with extra service in the Branch Division. I have 
already submitted to you a report on this subject. 

Deposit Work. —'There are now forty-eight places to which 
deposits are sent as against forty-two at the close of last 
year. The number of volumes sent out this year was 
18,378; last year, 12,519. The increase is forty-seven per 
cent. 

On January 31, 1898, there were 5,041 volumes in the 
deposit collection, 66 per cent. of them fiction. There have 
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been added during the year 2,947 volumes. Since seventy 
volumes have been condemned, withdrawn or transferred to 
the Central collection, the present total is 7,918 volumes, of 
which sixty-three per cent. are fiction and juveniles. 

The deposit collection is a very effective part of the Library 
equipment. The books are shifted constantly from one to 
another of the forty-eight places of deposit, and from less 
than 8,000 volumes, there is a circulation of more than 
150,000 per annum. The collection, however, should be 
larger. As a rule not more than twelve per cent. of the 
books are upon the Central Library shelves at one time, and 
many of these are unavailable because of having been the 
round of the stations. Precisely at this stage in the life of 
the collection many volumes are falling for the first time into 
this class of “dead books,” not to be sent to any station again 
till two years from their return from it. Fourteen stations 
out of eighteen now change fifty instead of twenty-five vol- 
umes per month, and this exhausts our resources more rapidly. 
It is, of course, not advisable to transfer books in block 
from one station to another, for the stations differ in their 
needs. ‘To give scope for judicious selection in making up 
the deposits, and to enlarge present deposits, several thousand 
volumes more seem needed. 

With regard to the quality of the books of the collection, 
the additions recommended are chiefly such as pass the test 
of permanent value or enduring interest. There is a propor- 
tion of books without much literary merit, which are useful 
as stepping-stones to better reading. If the collection fails at 
all it is most_likely to be in attractiveness to the ordinary 
reader, and with this in mind there has been a systematic 
endeavor to avoid respectable dulness. The collection 
receives general approval from the custodians, with the im- 
portant qualification that the demand is for more fiction. 

Work with Schools.— One hundred and two special de- 
posits, with a total of 755 volumes, have been sent to the 
branches and stations this year, chiefly for the use of schools 
and clubs. ‘To systematize this work we have had printed 
a form to be used by teachers in asking for deposits. Copies 
of this form are sent to the neighboring schools by the custo- 
dians, together with a circular letter to the masters. Of the 
number of books reserved at the branches for school use this 
year, no statistics are available. 

Work with schools without the intervention of the branch 
or station has begun to develop into a system. To four 
schools, the Brighton High School, Roxbury High School, 
Charles Sumner School (Grammar) and Rice Training School 
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(Grammar), deposits have been sent direct. A charging 
system, with the use of the regular library card, has been 
adopted, and monthly reports of circulation are sent to us. 
These schools, therefore, are for certain hmited uses stations 
of the Library. At the Brighton and the Roxbury High 
Schools, books are exchanged twice a month. The circula- 
tion at the Brighton High School, for a few months only, has 
amounted to 1,108 volumes (home and hall use), and we 
find that the presence at the school of books which may be 
drawn on the regular library card rather stimulates the use 
of the branch than otherwise. 

Since many books could not be spared from the Central 
Library, it became necessary to buy extra copies. Nearly 
300 volumes of these have already been ordered. ‘They form 
a part of the Central collection, but the special stamp “ de- 
posit duplicate” indicates that they are at the service of the 
Branch Division for the use of schools. They have been 
selected chiefly from lists of recommendations sent in by 
teachers. In connection with the examination of these lists 
a record has been made of several hundred volumes likely to 
be needed of which there is a copy at our disposal on the 
shelves. Several hundred more books need to be bought. 
The books for the Grammar Schools (ninth grade) can be sup- 
plied generally from the deposit collection. They are of the 
character of those found in the list! entitled ‘“ Books for sup- 
plementary reading” for the Boston public schools, though 
no books actually furnished to a school by the School Com- 
mittee are duplicated by us. The deposit duplicates are in- 
tended chiefly for high schools. In character they are books 
for topical reference. A few examples are given here: 
Rawlinson, Herodotus; Stubbs, Constitutional history of 
England; Fustel de Coulanges, the Ancient city; Dowden, 
Shakespeare, his mind and art; Gosse, Eighteenth Century 
literature ; Lang, Leafe and Myers, [lad of Homer; Darwin, 
Power of movement in plants; Liibke, History of art ; Clarke, 
Ten great religions. These are books which the scholars can 
use freely in no way so well as by having them sent to the 
school by the Library. 

The extension of this system meets various obstacles. 
There are limitations on our part in the matter of labor, of 
time and of expense. In order to make a few copies of a 
book do for many schools it would be necessary (1) that the 
Library should know what books are kept in permanence at 
each school; (2) that the schools should not all take up the 
same subject at the same time; (3) that they should give 
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due notice of subjects to be taken up. Further, if this direct 
work of the Library with the schools is to become general, a 
method of co-operation must be adopted, as was recommended 
in the report on the co-operation of the Library with the 
schools made by the Librarian and the Superintendent of 
Schools to the conference of the Trustees of the Public 
Library and the Board of Supervisors (1899). 

Unity of administration of a portion of the books used by 
the schools seems to be desirable. A partial inquiry shows 
that with regard to size, character and use, the collections of 
books held by the schools are diverse: If an agreement for 
co-operation were made and funds were provided, in addition 
‘to furnishing deposits of books for topical reference and 
general reading, the Library might well administer the col- 
lections now at the schools, outside of the following classes : 
1. Text-books. 2. Books for analysis in the class-room. 3. 
Permanent reference books. 4. Collateral reading of a 
systematically didactic character. This plan would secure 
uniform methods in the use of books, and records of their 
use. It would define the functions of the Library and make 
its work more effective. Such a general extension would 
involve considerable expense in transportation, additional 
service and additional copies of books. 

If no general plan of co-operation is now practicable, a 
limited agreement of the same nature by which in certain 
schools the Library should administer the books described 
above, in addition to those it might furnish, would be a step 
in advance. There is a waste of effort necessarily involved 
in present conditions. 


BRANCHES. 


Reclassification. —The most important change of the year 
has been the reclassification and recataloguing of the branches. 
The collections of books varied in size from 4,000 to 34,000 
volumes, and they varied widely in character. ‘The diversity 
in this latter respect was so great that an examination in one 
department of American history showed almost no books 
that were in all the branches. As a step toward uniformity, 
therefore, we began last June to reclassify the collections 
according to one system. This involved (1) transferring 
unserviceable books to the Central Library ; (2) renumber- 
ing books according to the simple system of the West End 
Branch; (3) revising the card catalogues, or in some Cases 
making new card catalogues. The revision of the catalogues 
has gone on contemporaneously with the reclassification, and 
the result will be complete card catalogues at all the branches, 
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and an accurate union catalogue and shelf list at the Central 
Library. | 

The report of what has been actually accomplished, given 
elsewhere, shows that one branch is practically completed, 
that in two more we can see the end not far distant, and that 
at the others good progress has been made. 

Branch Finding List. — Since June 1, 1897, the accessions 
common to all the branches have been classified according to 
the West End system and in April, 1898, a finding list of these 
books was issued, covering accessions up to Aprill. This 
was the first printed finding list or bulletin of all the branches. 
It will be followed by others, and eventually, it is hoped, by 
a comprehensive union finding list. 

Open Shelves. — At Brighton all the shelves have been 
thrown open as far as the reclassification has gone. This 
has involved the remodelling of the interior of the branch, 
which was completed in September last. By the new arrange- 
ment, after passing the issue desk access is free to all parts 
of the floor. As the progress of the reclassification allowed, 
the alcoves have been thrown open till only one, containing 
a part of the fiction, remains closed. Placards designating 
the classes have been posted, and a notice announcing that 
the shelves are open to all card-holders over sixteen years of 
age. School children under the age of sixteen are admitted 
to certain shelves on application. 

At the Dorchester, Jamaica Plain, South Boston and South 
End branches, where the arrangement of the shelves made it 
possible, the books in history, or history and biography, have 
been removed to a position near the gate, and the alcove 
thrown open to the public. For the branches where this is 
not practicable at present, placards have been prepared an- 
nouncing that card-holders over sixteen years of age will be 
admitted to the shelves for special purposes on application to 
the attendants. 

Sunday Opening. — An experiment this year has been the 
issue of books on Sunday at Charlestown, East Boston and 
South Boston. Last year these branches were open for ref- 
erence and reading only. The Sunday opening began on 
November 6, and was advertised by placards and by items in 
the daily papers and local weeklies. ‘The daily averages up to 
February 1 are here given, in comparison with those for the 
same months of last year:

East Boston, 78 8% 270 20% 33 


South Boston, 248 36% 253 45%, 26 
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The largest issue of books at Charlestown was 90, at East 
Boston, 62, at South Boston, 46. 

The attendance and the percentage of adults have there- 
fore been good, but the issue of books small. There has 
been, however, a steady gain in this particular at Charlestown 
and East Boston, the average for January being 66 at 
the former and 389 at the latter. But in any case the 
experiment must be tried longer. I note in this connection 
that the West End Branch and Station P continue to have 
a good circulation on Sunday. As to expense, it costs no 
more to issue a moderate number of books than to furnish 
suitable service on Sunday without this feature, since it has 
been found that two attendants at each branch are desirable 
merely to assist the readers and to preserve order. The 
cost has been $7.60 or less at each branch, $2 of which is 
paid for heating the rooms. 

Service. — At the weekly meetings of the custodians a 
wide range of topics is discussed, as is shown by the min- 
utes which have been kept. About once a month a meet- 
ing of a special character has been held, as at Brighton to 
inspect the open shelves, or at the Juvenile Room to examine 
the methods. We sometimes have a paper on an appointed 
subject followed by a discussion. 

Books. — Four thousand two hundred and twenty-two vol- 
umes of new books have been bought for the branches, as 
against 4,657 last year. Very few of these are permanent 
reference books, or books for younger .readers. Since last 
June no new books have been bought for Charlestown on 
account of the crowded condition of the shelves. 

Periodicals. — An approximate uniformity seems desirable 
in the periodicals furnished to the branches as well as in the 
books. The lists were until recently very diverse in size 
and character. Avoiding sweeping changes, other lists have 
been prepared which are less unequal, and a radical revision 
is proposed after a year of observation. Periodicals of 
narrow scope like the ‘China Decorator” and the *“* Phonetic 
Review,” and others of small literary merit, have been dropped, 
and such magazines as the “ Review of Reviews B have been 
put on all the lists. 

Circulation. — By the table of circulation it appears that 
the total for the branches is 660,171 as against 659,099 for 
the year ending January 31, 1898, a gain of less than one 
per cent. There are special conditions which affect the 
circulation at some branches, as at Jamaica Plain which the 
existence of the Boylston Station no doubt injures, or at 
East Boston where the centre of the reading population 
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moves steadily away from the branch. At Charlestown, lack 
of new books must be taken into account. The fact that 
this has been a transition year both as regards the adminis- 
tration of the department and the re-classification is fairly to 
be noted, and perhaps also the general character of the year, 
which has been more favorable to the reading of newspapers 
than of books. 


DELIVERY STATIONS AND OTHER AGENCIES. 


Enlargement and Improvement. — One new delivery station 
has been added this year, Station U, on Union Park street 
in Ward 9. It was opened on December 27, with a deposit 
of 400 books. The circulation for January was 1,490 
volumes, 825 of which were drawn from the Central Library. 
This shows that the station meets a need. In fact there is 
no other library agency actually within the limits of Ward 9, 
and the district is densely populated. The establishment of 
the station, was, however, made possible only by the offer 
of rooms by the Archbishop and the clergy of the Cathedral 
of the Holy Cross. In type it is therefore like Station S. 

On April 28, a deposit was sent to Station E at Neponset, 
so that all our stations have now the deposit feature. 

Portfolios of pictures have been sent for the first time this 
year to the three reading-rooms, A, D, and L, and to Station S. 
There is unfortunately no room to display pictures at the 
reading-rooms F and P. 

Seven of the eighteen stations are now in charge of Library 
employees, and meetings of these custodians have been 
begun, with the intention of furnishing an opportunity for 
the discussion of the problems and interests connected with 
their work. 

Sunday Opening.— Two of the stations have been open 
on Sunday since October 1, Station P (Broadway Extension 
Reading-Room), and Station 5 (Roxbury Crossing), the latter 
for the first time. At both, books have been issued for home 
use. ‘The statistics show that the Broadway Extension Station 
is literally crowded with Sunday readers. Another attendant 
has been added for the evening. The average number of 
books issued has been 54. At Station S there has been a 
steady but smaller attendance and issue. The collection of 
books, however, is not so attractive as at the former station, 
and only one-quarter as large. 

Circulation. — ‘The circulation this year directly from the 
stations has been 175,552 volumes as against 163,938 last 
year, a gain of seven per cent.; but the total circulation of ‘the 
stations, including the institutions, engine-houses and schools, 
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964,672 volumes, shows a gain of 23.7 per cent. over that 
‘of last year. 

Types of Stations. — There are now three types of stations, 
‘all having the delivery and deposit features: 1. Reading- 
xooms, with a library employee in charge, and with periodicals 
and reference books. 2. Stations in charge of a library 
employee, but having no periodicals or reference books. 
8. Stations in shops where the proprietor furnishes space, 
light, heat and service. Stations of the second kind may for 
convenience be called service stations, those of the third 
kind, shop stations. Stations S and U are service stations, 
though Station S has two characteristics of a reading-room, 
space for reading tables, and a few periodicals. Eleven of 
our stations are shop stations. 

The ideal would seem to be the reading-100m, and next to 
it the service station. The latter tends constantly to develop 
into the former. Station P was not originally a reading- 
room, but has become one, while at Stations S and U the 
recent small donations of books mark a change, as do also 
the enlargement at Station S and the addition of periodicals 
mentioned above. Considerations of expense are the obstacles 
to this natural development. | 

But the common characteristic of the reading-room and 
the service station is that each is in charge of a library em- 
ployee, and this is the important feature. It gives both the 
Library and the public the advantage of more intelligent 
service. There is hardly any station where advice and in- 
formation about books is not asked for or where school 
children do not come with questions. It is desirable, there- 
fore, to have in charge a custodian who is imbued with the 
library spirit and is capable of given help to inquirers; while, 
further, if a station is to become one of the intellectual 
centres of its district, a trained custodian is absolutely neces- 
sary. 

The cost of maintenance of this type of station may be 
estimated at about $1,000 per annum if enough is allowed 
for rent to provide a room of moderate size. In the more 
distant suburbs $850 might be sufficient. As against this, 
the cost of a shop station with a circulation of over 21,000 
volumes is approximately $643 at the present rate of com- 
pensation. The difference is important in a consideration of 
ways and means, but it does not offset in my opinion the 
additional advantages of a service station. The extra ex- 
pense must, no doubt, prevent action that might otherwise 
be taken; but service stations might be established as easily 
as shop stations if the rent, light and heat were furnished by 
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private individuals or institutions, with a reasonable guarantee 
for continuance. Under such an arrangement for sharing 
the burden of expenses, Stations $ and U are carried on. 

Other Agencies. — At the Hancock School, in the North 
End, where there is a delivery of books from the Central 
Library on cards, the circulation for this year has been 6,831 
volumes as against 3,937 for the last year. To the Fleet-street 
Free Reading Room for Men have been sent deposits of books 
every two weeks, from the West End Branch. We have 
sent, as heretofore, monthly deposits to twenty-two engine- 
houses and ladder companies. No more can be served at 
present by the Library wagons. ‘The House of Reformation 
on Rainsford Island, and the Cottage-place and North Ben- 
net-street Industrial Schools have received regular deposits, 
but those to the Marcella-street Home ceased in October 
because of the removal of that institution. In September last 
we began sending large deposits from the Central Library to 
the Parental School for Boys at West Roxbury, in place of 
thirty volumes per month from the West Roxbury Branch, 
the resources of which were insufficient for the needs of the 
school. 

From all the institutions, records of the use of books are 
sent to us each month. The North Bennet-street School 
has sent us the first number of an interesting little magazine 
in manuscript prepared by the pupils. It is called Book Re- 
views, and contains original accounts of some of the books 
furnished by the Library. In January a deposit of books 
was sent to the Back Bay post-office station for the use of the 
letter-carriers. 


BRANCH DIVISION. — CENTRAL LIBRARY, 


Inter-Library Loans. — The number of volumes lent to 
other libraries this year was 224 as against 185 last year. 
Twenty-seven applications were denied. Nineteen books 
were borrowed from other libraries. 

Distribution of Periodicals. —A new function of the 
Branch Division is the distribution of periodicals to the 
penal institutions, the pauper institutions, and the insane 
hospitals of the city. The periodicals are those not 
required for binding at the Central Library or the branches. 
The work has been systematized, but statistics must be post- 
poned to another year.

MEMORIAL OF THE DEATH OF ARTHUR MASON 
KNAPP, 1839-1898. 


On Tuesday, December 27, 1898, died Arthur Mason 
Knapp, Custodian of Bates Hall in the Boston Public 
Library. 

He was born at St. Johnsbury, Vermont, August 3, 1839, 
the son of Hiram Knapp and Sophronia Brown. During his 
boyhood the family removed to Boston, where he fitted for 
college at the Boston Latin School. He was graduated as 
the first scholar in his class, and entered Harvard College as 
a member of the class of 1863. He held from Harvard the 
degree of A.M. as well as that of A.B. 

After teaching for some years in Phillips Academy, 
Andover, in the Boston Latin School, and in the Brookline 
High School, he entered the service of the Library January 
23, 1875. His first appomtment was to the charge of the 
special collections of the Library; from 1878 until his death 
he held the position of Custodian of Bates Hall. 

His knowledge of Shakespeariana and of Elizabethan litera- 
ture was of great value in the preparation of the catalogue 
of the Barton collection. In his position in charge of the 
main reference department of the Library, his special knowl- 
edge of the subject of genealogy and local history, as well as 
a thorough general knowledge of the resources of the Library 
on all subjects, was of the greatest service to an immense 
constituency of readers. ‘To the value of this service, ren- 
dered with exact conscientiousness and singleness of purpose 
in its relation to his colleagues, and with assiduity and _ per- 
sonal interest towards the readers and students who came to 
him for assistance, the warm appreciation of all those with 
whom he came in contact bears witness. 


Passages from the address of the Rev. Dr. James De Nor- 
mandie at the funeral services, December 30, 1898 : 


The public is most exacting of its servants, and feels that 
all their time and strength and acquisitions belong to it with- 
out a moment’s delay, without any manifestation of impa- 
tience or weariness. ‘To have been for nearly a quarter of a 
century in such a service is itself a great testimony to one’s 
worth, and to have been for twenty years the trusted head of 
one of the leading departments of the Public Library is a 
proof of merit to which words can add very little. 
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The accumulated and well-arranged learning of our friend, 
as if it were all in a multitude of familiar drawers, was freely 
given to any inquirer. Many came every day to ask not only 
for books, but to know what books or what essays had been 
written upon every subject recent or ancient, plain or ab- 
struse, that the fertile mind of man has ever thought of — 
and here was one who seemed to remember all; whose good 
taste and good judgment were ever ready to suggest not only 
books, which is a very little matter, but the best books, which 
is a very important matter touching the higher question of 
life — so that his daily work was to give to hundreds better 
ideals of human actions, and human character; making his 
mission one with all those who in every form of teaching, in 
journalism, in schools, and in the church, are helping this to 
be a better world. 

What knowledge, what graciousness, what a ready and 
unfailing sympathy, what a sense of humor which so lightens 
the annoyances of public station, what a spirit of self-deny- 
ing, what faithfulness marked his daily life. When St. Paul 
would express the highest merit of a steward, he says “it 1s 
required that a man be found faithful,” and when Jesus Christ 
would set a seal of divine favor and divine joy upon a 
man’s work he told the beautiful story of one who was faith- 
ful to his talents, his gifts. Servants and stewards of the 
Most High, all of us, our best reward is that we be found faith- 
ful. Only faithful! In the midst of so much that is unfaith- 
ful, in the midst of so many noisy activities which count for 
nothing and end in nothing, God grant that when our work 
like his is done, there may be written upon it the promise of 
Jesus, “thou hast been faithful over a few things, I will make 
thee ruler over many things, enter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord.”

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The Sub-Committee on Books reports as follows: 

As Chairman of the Sub-Committee on Books I have the 
honor to submit the following report: 

Your committee recalls the recommendations of the pre- 
vious committee and agrees with them. 

They were, substantially, that the three great libraries of 
Metropolitan Boston should not, in either their collections or 
their aims, unnecessarily duplicate one another, and, that the 
Boston Public Library should be particularly strong in books 
upon every subject related to the city of Boston itself. 

Your committee would emphasize particularly the latter of 
the above two recommendations, and would again call atten- 
tion to the fact that there are not sufficient reference books 
in the various rooms; that the collection of maps and atlases 
is by no means to be compared in completeness with the files 
on most other subjects ; and that the Library is particularly 
weak in guide books of modern years. Your committee 
recommends that these departments be strengthened. 

The Sub-Committee on Catalogues, Bulletins and Finding 
Lists reports as follows: 

There are now in the Library the following catalogues : 

1. The Lower Hall card catalogue in the Delivery-room, 
relating chiefly to recent fiction. 

2. The catalogue of the Barton Library in the bound 
volume of catalogues near the Bates Hall catalogue. 

This is a special library, chiefly relating to dramatic works, 
and containing many Shakespearian editions. 

3. The card catalogue of articles in scientific periodicals 
not only in this hbrary, but in a number of associate libraries. 
This has been recently started, and is kept near the Bates 
Hall catalogue. 

4. The Bates Hall card catalogue which covers the books 
and bound periodicals not in the preceding catalogues, and 
many of the books that are also in the Lower Hall catalogue 
and the Barton catalogue. 

5. Special card catalogues in different rooms, devoted to 
the special class of books kept in that room. 

6. Printed catalogues, in bound volumes, on special sub- 
jects or branches, issued from time to time by the Trustees. 

7. Lists of books on special subjects, which have come 
out in connection with different numbers of the Bulletin. 

8. The Annual List of all books received during the year, 
arranged by subject. 

At first sight it seems as if there must be an unnecessary 
multiplication of catalogues, but to a large extent it will be 
found that they serve different purposes. 
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The first five classes of catalogues are intended to enable 
people searching for a book to find it, and also to enable them 
to discover what books are in the Library on any subject. In 
all of these the book will be found, as a rule, under the 
name of the author, under the subject, and often also under 
the title. 

The last three classes of catalogues are intended primarily 
to inform the public what books are to be found in the 
Library, to bring its contents to their notice, thus fostering 
an interest in good reading. 

The Bulletins are distributed ae 

The Annual List of the important books received is sold 
for five cents, and the books are classified by subject, so that 
a, person interested in any branch can ascertain quickly what 
new books he ought to read. We cannot too highly commend 
the institution of catalogues of this character. 

The question of extending the Bates Hall catalogue, so as 
to include all the books of the Lower Hall catalogue and of 
the Barton catalogue and special periodical catalogue, so as 
to make the Bates Hall catalogue a complete lst of the entire 
Library, has, we understand, been carefully considered by the 
Trustees. While there is much to be gained by this course, 
there are advantages on the other side, and we do not feel 
that the investigation that we have been able to make, neces- 
sarily brief, warrants us In recommending any change in this 
respect. 

We recommend, however, that there be posted conspicu- 
ously in the Delivery Room and the Bates Hall catalogue 
room, in the Reading Room, and perhaps in other conspicuous 
places, a summarized list of all the catalogues open to the 
public, with the class of books contained in each, and the 
place where the catalogues may be consulted; and, incident- 
ally, we think that the sign over the Lower Hall card cata- 
logue in the reading-room should be changed so as to indicate 
that the Bates Hall catalogue is the principal one in the 
Library. 

These changes, we think, will save time in finding books. 

It is becoming more and more important and necessary 
that everything shall be done to improve and complete sub- 
ject catalogues, and we especially commend the course of the 
Trustees in obtaining the assistance of persons specially con- 
versant with the subject in the preparation of some of the 
more recent special lists and bulletins. This course should 
be followed in future wherever possible. A special catalogue, 
made up only by the employees of the Library from the 
Bates Hall catalogue, is much less helpful than one made by 
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a person who has made a study of the subject, and is familiar 
not only with its bibliography, but with the relative value 
of the different books. It is liable, also, not to display in 
proper relative importance the full resources of the Library. 

We again recommend for the consideration of the Trustees 
the suggestion made last year—that the card catalogues 
used in making these special catalogues be kept up to date, 
and that duplicates be placed in the Bates Hall catalogue. 
We also suggest that where a subject in the Bates Hall card 
catalogue comprises many titles and is much subdivided, a 
table showing briefly the arrangement of the divisions be 
placed on the first card. 

In many of the larger subjects treated by the card cata- 
logues, the subdivisions are indicated by larger cards of a 
brown color, which are easily distinguished in glancing along 
the top of a drawer full of cards. This is excellent as far 
as it goes, but we recommend that the system be greatly 
extended, and that all the drawers be subdivided, and, as it 
were, indexed in this way. The saving of time which can 
thus be effected will be very material. 

The special catalogue of articles in scientific periodicals is 
one of the most hopeful signs of the times, for it is an ex- 
periment in co-operative work among a number of large 
libraries. The catalogue itself was intended to cover peri- 
odicals not included in Poole’s and other indices; at least it 
was intended to do so in certain branches of study. Such 
an experiment is necessarily incomplete at first, and it is to 
be hoped that before long the list will be extended so as to 
include all the good periodicals in any branch of learning 
that is covered at all. This is very far from being the case 
now, and the gaps are numerous and striking. 

In making these suggestions the committee is thoroughly 
sensible of the fact that the Boston Public Library has 
carried the art of cataloguing to a higher point than any 
other library of the size in the world. But this does not 
exclude the possibility of improvement in details. 

The Sub-Committee on Branches and New Modes of Dis- 
tribution reports as follows : 

The report of the Committee on Finance canvasses so 
thoroughly the necessity of suitable buildings for most of the 
Branches, and the impossibility of obtaining appropriations 
for any such improvements, that your committee forbears to 
do more than emphasize the suggestions of that report. 

The rooms occupied by the East Boston Branch are 
entirely inadequate and unsuitable, and almost any change 
would be an improvement. 
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The furniture and apphances are of the cheapest kind; 
the reading-room which is practically a part of the stack 
room, has no means of ventilation, and is improperly heated 
and lighted. 

The surroundings are such that young people who are 
expected to resort to the Library are subjected to sights and 
influences which can only prove baneful. 

The Charlestown Branch is the largest branch, and now 
contains over 32,000 volumes, while it has room for only 
25,000 volumes, notwithstanding no new books have been — 
added since May 1, 1898. This overcrowded condition 
could be temporarily relieved by the removal to the Central 
Library of some 4,000 volumes comprising the ‘“ Harris Col- 
lection,” which are seldom, if ever, used, and each year 
become more valuable, as the collection must always be com- 
posed of books published prior to 1850. 

The income of the Harris Fund has accumulated to about 
$4,000, and opportunities to increase the collection are fre- 
quently lost, by reason of lack of space above referred to. 
This would be obviated by the removal of this collection to 
the Central Library, where it would be not only protected 
against loss, but be of actual service to many now debarred 
from its use. Such removal has been heretofore earnestly 
opposed, but we have yet to learn of any ground for such 
opposition, except a vague sentiment, not shared by those 
who have the only right to urge it. 

The whole library is exposed to the danger of fire from 
the adjoining buildings, which are used for stables. This 
risk can be greatly reduced by placing iron or tin shutters 
upon the rear windows at a small expense. 

There should be some means of separating the adult read- 
ing room from that of the juveniles. 

The chairs should be provided with rubber tips to prevent 
the noise which cannot be avoided otherwise. : 

There should be periodical racks for the tables, thus avoid- 
ing disorder and preserving the magazines for binding. 

Most of these suggestions are applicable to each of the 
branches, and as the expense to be incurred is small, and the 
benefits to be derived are large, it seems wise economy to 
adopt and complete these improvements at once. 

The West End Branch is the best equipped of all, probably 
because it is the most recent. The marked success in re- 
modelling this old church for library purposes, suggests the 
propriety of the city securing one of the churches in Charles- 
town for a like experiment. The church on Monument 
square is the most centrally and conveniently located, is now 
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vacant, and probably could be purchased at a very reasonable 
price, and could at small expense be converted into a light, 
airy and convenient library building. 

An increased use of the branches and consequent relief to 
the Central Library will, we think, be found to follow an 
increase of reading matter and better accommodations for 
their readers; and if the appropriation at the disposal of the 
Trustees will admit of larger expenditure for these purposes, 
a larger circulation and a larger attendance in branch reading 
rooms would doubtless result. What seemed the ample 
space of the West End Branch is often crowded and among 
the items of increased expense to be first considered should 
be the moderate cost of furnishing a section of its gallery for 
a juvenile department — giving to adults the exclusive use 
of the main floor. An opportunity exists to greatly increase 
the efficiency of the West Roxbury Branch at a small ex- 
pense by adding an unoccupied and now useless room to its 
contracted quarters. In both these cases the need is so ob- 
vious and the first cost so moderate, that nothing but inad- 
equate appropriations that will not admit of adding to the 
cost of administration the compensation of the increase of the 
working force that would be required to manage the larger 
area in use, should postpone the improvements. 

The uniform numbering of the books of all the branches 
which we found in progress is a decided advance over former 
methods. When finished, and every book in any branch 
bears the duplicate number of the same work in any other 
branch, it will be possible to publish a branch library cata- 
logue of works common to all branches, to be supplemented 
by printed cards for the card catalogues of the larger 
collections. 

The delivery stations of the several branches in the out- 
lying districts are widely scattered, their collection of books 
for home reading must of necessity be limited, and it often 
happens that a resident of a district where a station is sit- 
uated who desires a work from the Central Library comes 
from a considerable distance to apply for it, and comes again 
the succeeding day only to find that it has not been received 
at the station. The expenditure of time and energy may 
have been material, but when the object of both visits has 
been accomplished, such expenditure is but the fair share of 
sacrifice and exertion of the student or reader. A house to 
house delivery of books called for, by the teams or messengers 
of the city, would be too expensive to be seriously considered. 
But when time is expended and distance travelled, only to 
ascertain that the book applied for could not be obtained and 
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that another trial must be made, more than the fair share of 
work is put upon the applicant if a method can be devised 
that will save the waste of what may be valuable time. It 
seems to the committee that, without expense to the depart- 
ment and with but little trouble to the custodians of branches 
or stations, a very simple method will meet the requirements 
of a case where the delivery of a book applied for must for 
any cause be delayed. Postal cards printed in proper form 
for the filling of blanks could be furnished those in charge of 
library work; these could be paid for and properly addressed 
by any persons desiring their use, who, when the desired 
volume reached the station, would receive by mail notice of 
the fact of its arrival and that the book applied for awaited 
their call. 

The Committee on Finance reports as follows: 

The committee finds that the system of auditing and pay- 
ment of bills is agood one, and that the salaries and expenses 
for the past year have been satisfactory. 

A system of checks has been introduced into the printing 
and binding department that allows instant detection of any 
loss or waste of material, and points to where such loss has 
occurred. 

The committee recognizes that, in the not distant future, 
the Central Library will have to be enlarged. Although the 
Central Library has been in use but five years the demand 
made upon it has exceeded anticipation, and in some respects 
the building is already inadequate in space. 

The stack room is rapidly being filled. Its total present 
capacity is 500,000 volumes. It contained on January 31, 
1898, 410,007 volumes. ‘The increase by accession the past 
three years was 47,341 volumes. The increase for the year 
1897-98 was 16,344 volumes. With the present ratio of in- 
crease the stack limit will be reached in little more than four 
years. It would seem wise to be prepared to meet the demand 
in advance. 

There are two pieces of property, probably available, in the 
rear of the library, either of which would be ample and each 
has merit. 

The one, facing on Blagdon street, consists of a block of 
six houses, giving an area of 13,250 sq. ft., which is 
assessed with buildings, for $153,000. This property is on 
the side with the present stack room. 

The other is the property facing Boylston street at the 
corner of Exeter street, owned by Harvard University. It 
contains an area of 38,000 sq. ft., and is assessed with 
building, for $264,000. This latter property already contains 
a building that could be used with advantage by the Library 
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for its more popular side, and thus much relieve the present 
building. 3 

While this need is not an absolute necessity the present 
year, the committee would recommend its early serious con- 
sideration. 

As to the branches, the Finance Committee confined itself 
to four. While the other branches are well taken care of in 
the matter of buildings, these four, in great contrast to the 
others, are sadly in need of new library buildings. 

First, and by far the most needed in the way of new build- 
ings, is a new branch library building in East Boston. We 
coincide with the report of the Examining Committee for the 
past two years when it says that “this branch is unfortunate 
(a) in its room, which is dull and dingy by day, poorly lighted 
by night and unattractive and ill-ventilated all the time; 
(b) in its material equipment, both of books and furniture; 
(c) in its surroundings, being over a municipal court-room 
and opposite a police station; and (d) in its location with 
reference to the centre of the population it is meant to 
serve.” 

East Boston, by its isolated geographical position, is entitled 
to a well-equipped library, yet it has at present the poorest 
library accommodations of any locality of its size in the State. 

The Charlestown Branch is inadequately provided for in 
unsuitable rooms over a police-station. 

The South Boston Branch is in rooms whose rent is $2,500 
per annum, the equivalent of 3% on a principal of $88,000. 
The city should own its own library building here. 

The South End Branch is in the High School building, 
and must soon vacate to make room for the needs of the 
school. This branch should be located nearer Washington 
street. 

In view of the obvious need in these four districts for new 
buildings, we would recommend that the city government be 
petitioned for an appropriation of $400,000 for the purpose 
of building and equipping these four new buildings. -A simi- 
lar appropriation of $500,000 has been recently granted to the 
School Committee for the erection of four new high schools, 
and its wisdom has been approved. It would seem that these 
much-needed educators and adjuncts to the schools, the libra- 
ries, Should be similarly favorably considered. 

While the Central Library building has been generously 
considered in the very recent past, the branches have not 
received any consideration beyond their routine expenses for 
many years. It would seem that before any large amount is 
again spent on the central building, the much-needed new 
branches should be provided for. 
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_ The various branches present opportunities for generously 
disposed persons who wish to benefit their fellow-citizens, 
and at the same time leave a memorial to their efforts, to 
establish a modern library building, in whole or in part, this 
building or part of building, to be named for the donor, as 1s 
Bates Hall or the Ticknor or Barton libraries among the 
various book collections. 

We recommend such disposition to those whose means and 
desires allow such action as an excellent method of benefit- 
ing, for many years to come, their fellow-citizens in the 
locality in whose midst they reside; and to such others who, 
although they may not live in one of these districts, may 
desire to furnish a much-needed benefit to a chosen locality. 
An excellent example has recently been set along the line of 
public benefaction by Mrs. Ahl, of the Back Bay District, 
who bought, furnished and presented to the city of Boston a 
gymnasium in East Boston. 

While it has been a custom among public-spirited citizens 
of means to endow schools and colleges, these very necessary 
adjuncts to education, the libraries, have seldom been remem- 
bered in Boston to the extent of a new building or part of a 
building. : 3 

The Sub-Committee on Administration reports as fol- 

lows : 
The investigations of the committee have confirmed its 
belief in the capacity and faithfulness of the Trustees— and 
that the money expended on the Boston Public Library has 
been wisely used. Among scholars it has a world-wide repu- 
tation. To strangers, aside from our historic places, it is the 
ehief attraction of our city. In the value of its books it far 
exceeds the Library of Congress —and by reason of wise pur- 
chases that value is constantly increasing. The internal 
arrangements of the Library building are far from ideal, but 
the recent changes, not yet completed, at least mitigate obvi- 
ous defects and add to its efficiency. The calls for books 
will be more quickly answered. The time of the reader will 
be saved. 

The Children’s Department has been greatly improved. 
Their rights have been secured without serious detriment to 
their elders. 

The ventilation of the building has been made better. 

The courtesy of the employees is worthy of commendation. 

The condition of the Library is one of progressive improve- 
ment. 

So long as perfection is unattainable there is always room 
for criticism. But the sentiment which found expression in 
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the founding of the Library is still strong, and the faith of 
the people in its future is unfaltering. «No entertainment is 
so cheap as reading, nor any pleasure so lasting,” says Lady 
Montague. 

“ Books,” says Cicero, “are the food of youth, the delight 
of old age, the ornament of prosperity, the refuge and com- 
fort of adversity.” | 

“If the riches of both Indies,” says Fénelon, “if the crowns 
of the kingdoms of Europe were laid at my feet, in exchange 
for my love of reading, I would spurn them all.” These 
seem extravagant words. They exhaust the language of 
eulogy. But riches and crowns are but adventitious and inci- 
dental possessions. They are only the frame of the picture. 
He who loves to read has a shield against calamity. The 
inequalities of life are hard to bear. But the Public Library 
tolerates no inequality. It dispenses its benefits with an even 
hand. Within its walls all are noble; there is no peasantry. 
It is a republic and all are sovereigns — there are no subjects. 
To this temple its worshippers should come with clean hands 
and pure thoughts. Books are no longer chained. Emerson 
said that the colleges, while they provide us with libraries, 
furnish no professors of books, and no chair is so much needed. 

The Boston Public Library is open to no such criticism. 
The Librarian is not a mere custodian. To that office belongs 
the higher duty of assisting readers in their use. 

The more a book is read the more valuable it becomes. Of 
all useless things the most useless is an unread book. 

In the time of Queen Anne, Macaulay tells us thata shop- 
keeper or a farmer who found any pleasure in literature was 
a rarity. To-day a taste for reading is well-nigh universal. 
Over 2,000,000 persons enter the various departments of the 
Library during the year. So universal is this taste that we 
are apt to forget that it needs direction. Omnivorous read- 
ing is not wise reading. A cultivated is better than an omnivy- 
orous taste. Desultory reading is mental dissipation. It 
does not promote mental growth. We cannot commend too 
highly the courtesy and intelligence of the Librarian and his 
assistants in their wise endeavor to render all possible aid to 
readers of all capacities who come to the Library for “light 
and leading.” 

The reports of the respective sub-committees were ac- 
cepted and adopted by the Committee.

TICKNOR BEQUEST. — By the will of the late Grorar Ticknor of 
Boston he gave to the City of Boston, on the death of his wife, all his 
books and manuscripts in the Spanish and Portuguese languages, about 
four thousand volumes, and also the sum of four thousand dollars. 
After the receipt of said sum, the city is required to spend not less 
than one thousand dollars in every five years during the twenty-five 
years next succeeding (7.e., the income of four thousand dollars, at the 
rate of five per cent. per annum), in the purchase of books in the 
Spanish and Portuguese languages and literature. At the end of twenty- 
five years the income of the said sum is to be expended annually in the 
purchase of books of permanent value, either in the Spanish or Portu- 
guese language, or in such other languages as may be deemed expedient 
by those having charge of the library. These books, bequeathed or 
purchased, are always to be freely accessible for reference or study, 
but are not to be loaned for use outside of the library building. If 
these bequests are not accepted by the city, and the trust and condi- 
tions faithfully executed, the books, manuscripts and money are to be 
given to the President and Fellows of Harvard College. 

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this 
contribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her right 
to retain during her life the books and manuscripts, and placed them 
under the control of the city, the City Council having previously 
accepted the bequests, in accordance with the terms and conditions of 
said will, and the Trustees of the Public Library received said bequests 
on behalf of the city, and made suitable arrangements for the care and 
custody of the books and manuscripts.

FRANKLIN CLuB Funpb. — This is a donation madein June, 1863, by a 
literary association of young men in Boston, who, at the dissolution of 
the association, authorized its trustees, Thomas Minns, John J. French 
and J. Franklin Reed, to dispose of the funds on hand in such a man- 
ner as to them should seem judicious. They elected to bestow it on 
the Public Library, attaching to it the following conditions: ‘‘ In trust 
that the income, but the income only, shall, year by year, be expended 
in the purchase of books of permanent value for the use of the free 
Public Library of the city, and as far as practicable, of such a character 
as to be of special interest to young men.’’ The Trustees expressed a 
preference for books relative to Government and Political Economy.

TREADWELL FuNpD. — By the will of the late DANIEL TREADWELL,

TRUSTEES FOR FORTY-SEVEN YEARS. 


The Hon. Edward Everett was President of the Board from 
1852 to 1864; the late George Ticknor in 1865; William W. 
Greenough, Esq., from 1866 to April, 1888; from May 7, 1888, 
to May 12, 1888, Prof. Henry W. Haynes; Samuel A. B. 
Abbott, Esq., May 12, 1888, to April 30, 1895; Hon. F. O. 
Prince since October 8, 1895. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization; that for 
1853 made what is called the first annual report. At first it con- 
sisted of one alderman and one common councilman and five citi- 
zens at large till 1867, when a revised ordinance made it to 
consist of one alderman, two common councilmen and six citizens 
at large, two of whom retired, unless reélected, each year, while 
the members from the City Council were elected yearly. In 1878 
the organization of the Board was changed to include one alder- 
man, one councilman and five citizens at large, as before 1867; 
andin 1885, by the provisions of the amended city charter, the 
representation of the city government upon the Board, by an 
alderman and a councilman, was abolished, leaving the Board as 
at present, consisting of five citizens at large appointed by the 
Mayor.

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APPENDIX XI. 


SYSTEM OF SERVICE. 
As In Force Marcu 31, 1899. 


The system of graded service with provision for examinations 
as set forth in Article VI. of the By-laws quoted below was 
adopted by the Trustees in April, 1895. Employees then in the 
service were graded thereunder. The application of the system 
to such employees was, however, made with this proviso: that it 
should not of itself entitle any employee to an increase of salary 
nor subject him to a decrease. In some cases, therefore, the 
salaries of present employees do not yet accord precisely with the 
salaries of the grades under which they are classed. But increases 
of salary that may be recommended on the ground that the ser- 
vice rendered is entitled to higher pay will be made only in 
accordance with the system. And all promotions, as well as new 
appointments, will be made in accordance with the system. 


Extracts From By-Laws. 


ARTICLE VI., Secrion 1.— Hxaminations. Semi-annually, 
or oftener if expedient, examinations shall be held under the 
direction of the Librarian, for admission, by promotion or other- 
wise, to all grades of employment in the Public Library, except 
the positions of Librarian, Assistant Librarian, Librarian’s 
Secretary, Auditor, Chief Cataloguer, Chief of Shelf Department, 
Custodian of Bates Hall, Chief of Ordering Department, Chief of 
Issue Department, Supervisor of Branches and Stations, Chief 
Engineer, Chief of Printing Department and Chief of Bindery. 

From the list of those persons who have successfully passed the 
examinations of the grade in which they seek employment, ap- 
pointments shall be made by the Trustees upon nomination by the 
Librarian in consultation with the head of the department in which 
the appointment is to be made. 


ARTICLE V., Section 2.— Vacations and other Absences. 
All persons regularly ‘employed in the Library, except persons 
employed in the Engineer’s or Janitor’s departments, or in the 
Bindery, shall be entitled to a vacation at the rate of twenty-four 
days for each year in the service, exclusive of legal holidays, and 
of the weekly half-holiday allowed by the city ordinance, to be 
arranged by the Librarian. No allowance shall be made for 
absence from duty except as above provided. 
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Section 3. The President or Librarian shall have power to 
suspend, with loss of pay, any person in the Library service until 
the first succeeding meeting of the corporation. 


The following notice and application blank are furnished to 
applicants for employment in the Library service : 


Novice to APPLICANTS FOR EMPLOYMENT. 


Applications must be made upon the printed blanks furnished 
by the Library. Examinations for applicants will be held from 
time to time as the needs of the service may require. Each 
applicant will be notified: of the examination to be held next 
after the filing of his application. 

The examinations are not strictly competitive. Other capaci- 
ties being equal, preference will be given to persons attaining the 
highest mark; but in making selections from among those who 
have taken the examination, other elements of fitness for the par- 
ticular positions to be filled will be taken into account. 

The purpose of the examination being not to test the intelli- 
gence of the applicants by an absolute standard, but rather to 
range the applicants according to the relative intelligence dis- 
played by them, no absolute pass-mark is fixed; nor is any cer- 
tificate or diploma given, but candidates will, if they desire, be 
informed of their relative rank among those who have taken 
examinations for the same grade. 

The examination, moreover, is regarded as a preliminary test, 
merely. It must be followed by a test of capacity in actual ser- 
vice during a probationary period. And all appointments to the 
service, even where carrying pay, are provisional and conditioned 
upon proof of capacity for the particular positions to be filled as 
shown in actual service. 

The entire Library service (excepting the Engineer, Janitor, 
and Printing Departments and the Bindlery, and the Sunday and 
Evening service which is paid by the hour) is divided into grades. 
Each grade begins with a minimum salary and progresses, by an 
annual increase, toa maximum. No such increase, however, will 
be paid unless the work of the employee has proyed satisfactory 
to the Trustees. The maximum reached, no further increase is 
possible, except by promotion to a higher grade. Such promotion 
also is based upon an examination, combined, however, with cer- 
tificate of capacity from the head of the department in which the 
employee has served. 

The ordinary grades are supposed to provide for positions 
where academic knowledge is necessary; the special grades for 
those positions where special capacities (as knowledge of type- 
writing, executive ability, etc.) are more particularly required. 

Applicants for positions in the higher grades must satisfy the 
examiners of their ability to pass the examinations for all the 
grades below that for which they make application. 
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To the above general qualifications must be added in each case 
such special qualifications as may be requisite for the particular 
positions to be filled. ,

GentLeMeN, — The American Statistical Association, of which 
General Walker was President for so many years, until the time 
of his death, and of which Colonel Wright is now President, has 
a valuable library of statistical works, especially rich in public 
documents of foreign countries. . . . At the last meeting of 
the Association, held in April of this year, the Library Commit- 
tee of the Association was given power to transfer the library to 
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the ‘Trustees of the Boston Public Library if they were willing to 
accept the gift, the only condition being that the purely statisti- 
cal portion of the library should be kept together, and that mem- 
bers of the Association should have free access to the shelves of 
this collection.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Str, — In conformity to chapter 3, section 22, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the annual report of 
the Department of Markets for the year ending January 381, 
1899. 

The portion of the buildings used for market purposes are 
generally in good condition, and will need only the ordinary 
repairs that the city is required to make, with the exception 
of that portion in the basement which is used for sanitary 
purposes. The closets and appurtenances connected with 
this part of the building are in very bad condition, and should 
be replaced with new and modern conveniences. Those how 
in use have been there for several years and are constantly 
out of repair, causing considerable expense and requiring 
them to be closed, sometimes for one or two days. As there 
are from twelve to fifteen hundred occupants of the market who 
have the privilege of using the apartments, any repairs which 
are required are the cause of great inconvenience to a large 
number of people. They are intended only for the use of the 
occupants of the Market, but it is found impossible to confine

them to this use. Should such changes as ought to be made be 
consummated, a proper person should be placed in charge, to 
keep them in a clean and neat condition, and would answer 
all the purpose of a public sanitary in this section, and be a 
saving in the expense which would be incurred by establish- 
ing a new place for the same purpose. 

The work of reconstructiag Faneuil Hall is progressing 
slowly, owing to delay in obtaining some of the material re- 
quired. While the work has occasioned considerable annoy- 
ance to the lessees they have been enabled to continue their 
business without much interruption, and feel that when the 
work shall be completed they will be relieved from many 
annoyances they have experienced in the past, and feel more 
secure in their holdings. The outside vestibule doors lead- 
ing to the market in this building should be made new, to be 
in keeping with the rest of the building when completed. 

In addition to the repairs and changes in the stalls and 
cellars which are made by the lessees at their own expense, 
they have also had placed on the roof of the buildings snow- 
ouards as a protection from slides, which have been a great 
annoyance to pedestrians as well as considerable expense to 
the city. ‘The expense for this work amounting to about 
five hundred (500) dollars, was paid by the lessees, with the 
exception of one hundred and twenty-three (123) dollars 
which the Market Department assumed as a part of the ex- 
pense to be paid by the city. The iron frame awnings which 
were erected around Faneuil Hall Market about a year ago 
have given perfect satisfaction, and have been a great improve- 
ment to the appearance of the building, as well as a benefit to 
the lessees and the public generally. When new awnings 
are placed around the Faneuil Hall building I would suggest 
that the same principle be carried out, as by so doing, the 
unsightly appearance of dirty and ragged awnings is removed, 
and better light is provided for those doing business inside 
the market house. 

The streets surrounding the market houses are in very 
bad condition on account of the constant digging up which 
has taken place for several years in repairs and renewing of 
gas, water, electric and cold storage pipes, as well as new 
sewers which have been laid in North and South Market 
streets. These improvements have been made in such a 
thorough manner that the streets ought not to be disturbed 
for several years, and a new and improved pavement such as 
was laid on Commercial street a few months since would be 
of great benefit to the immense amount of teaming traffic 


which occurs in this part of the city. 
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During the year the police detailed for duty at the market 
have made eighty-six arrests as follows: Larceny, twenty- 
three ; drunkenness, thirty-eight ; obstructing the streets, two; 
cruelty to animals, five; assault and battery, eleven ; driving 
glandered horses, two ; embezzlement, using obscene language, 
obtaining money under false pretences, and creating a dis- 
turbance in the market, one each, five; making in all eighty- 
six arrests. 

During the year I have condemned and ordered to be 
destroyed as. unfit to be used for food, 783 pounds poultry ; 
232 pounds veal; one barrel and two carcasses of venison ; 
283 pounds fish; ten barrels cucumbers, besides large 
quantities of fruit and vegetables which have been sent to the 
dumping scow. 

I would suggest that some arrangement might be made 
whereby when larger quantities of this refuse matter accumu- 
lates than the Sanitary Department feel justified in removing 
at the expense of the city that dealers be permitted to deliver 
it at the dumping scow free of expense. They are now re- 
quired to pay for the carting, and also a fee for depositing in 
the scow.

FOR THE YEAR 1898-99. 


DEPARTMENT OF MusICc, 
OFFICE OF THE COMMISSIONERS, May 1, 1899. 


Hon. JostAn QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sr1r,—In accordance with chapter 8, Section 22, of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Board of Music Commissioners 
respectfully presents its first annual report. 

This Board was created by a city ordinance passed April 
23, 1898. The ordinance is as follows: 

“ Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
A Department of Public Music is hereby established, to be 
in charge of a board of five members, who shall be appointed 
by the Mayor, and shall serve without pay. The members 
of said Board may be appointed by the Mayor at any time 
after the date of the passage of this ordinance, subject to 
confirmation by the Board of Aldermen, to serve until 
the first day of May next. On or before said first day 
of May, eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, the Mayor 
shall appoint, subject to confirmation by the Board of Al- 
dermen, one member to serve for the term of five years, 
one for the termof four years, one for the term of three 
years, one for the term of two years and one for the term 
of one year; each term beginning with the first day of 
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May; and annually after the current year, one such mem- 
ber shall be appointed as aforesaid for the term of five 
years, beginning with the first day of May in the year 
of appointment. Said Board shall have the charge and con- 
trol of the selection of the public music to be given either 
indoors or in the open air, for parades, concerts, public cele- 
prations and other purposes, under authority of the City 
Council, except entertainments for children on the Fourth of 
July; shall determine the parties to furnish the same, and 
shall make all contracts and expend all moneys to be paid 
from the City Treasury for such music.” 


APPOINTMENTS. 


The present members of the Board were appointed May 
9, 1898, to serve respectively as follows: Carl Zerrahn, five 
years; John A. O'Shea, four years ; J. Thomas Baldwin, 
three years; James M. McLaughlin, two years; Alfred P. 
DeVoto, one year. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The Board organized May 21, 1898, and the following 
officers were chosen: Carl Zerrahn, Chairman ; John A. 
O’Shea, Vice-Chairman; J. Thomas Baldwin, Secretary. 


OpsEcT OF THE Music DEPARTMENT. 


The chief object of the Commission is to present to the 
public a high standard of popular music, thus developing 
among the people a taste for the better forms of classical 
music, and eventually to place music under the patronage 
of the city government on an equal footing with what this 
city has done for the people in the sister arts of painting, 
sculpture, architecture and literature, as shown in the main- 
tenance of our Public Library, with its immense manifold 
advantages for the growth of popular education and refine- 
ment. 

«The French,” says Fetis, “owe the superiority of their 
lyrical dramas and orchestra to the excellence of their na- 
tional schools, and not to any natural capacity to excel in the 
musical art. 

«The Italians have easy access to operas, and live in the 
midst of song. The Germans have had for three centuries 
the advantages of musical education, in cities, towns and 
villages ; hence the number of eminent composers and per- 
formers produced in that country, and its just claim to the 
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distinction it enjoys of being the most musical nation in 
Europe.” 

John Ella, founder and director of the Musical Union, 
London, in 1866, communicated to the English people among 
other things this sentiment: 

‘The artistic and esthetic experiences derived from fre- 
quent travels on the Continent, compel me to admit that so 
long as my country is without that governmental support 
which furnishes an economic basis for cheap classical per- 
formances, such as I have alluded to in Vienna, under the 
direction of learned and experienced kapellmeisters, music 
in England will ever remain as it is now, a trade. In 
France it is an art, in Italy a necessity, and’in Germany 
a religion.” 

The governmental support given in Germany, Italy and 
France, is the chief reason why these countries lead the 
world in music. 

The creation of the Music Department of the city of Bos- 
ton, therefore, has given a foothold in_ this country to that 
principle of governmental support which must be recognized 
as a prime factor, if this country is to take a place in the 
front ranks in matters musical. 


BAND CONCERTS. 


Recognizing how important a factor a good band is in es- 
tablishing a taste for the best music, and deploring the fact 
that poorly rehearsed bands of meagre size were becoming 
the rule, the Commissioners naturally first turned their at- 
tention to the formation of a band, which would consist of 
the best available talent, well drilled, and complete as to in- 
struments. Accordingly the Municipal Band, consisting of 
thirty-seven pieces, under the directorship of Mr. E. A. Cat- 
lin, was organized on May 21,1898. Fourteen band concerts 
Were given on successive Sunday afternoons, beginning June 
19, 1898, on Boston Common; eleven concerts were given 
at Marine Park, South Boston, on successive Sunday even- 
ings, beginning June 19, 1898; eight concerts were given at 
various times in the following sections of the city: North 
End, East Boston, Charlestown, Brighton, Dorchester and 
Jamaica Plain. 

All of these concerts were attended by unprecedented 
crowds, the attendance increasing as the season progressed. 
By the provision of some 6,000 seats on the Common for the 
accommodation of those attending the concerts there, and also 
by the distribution of programs, and supplying drinking

water through the services of messenger boys, the material 
comfort of the audiences was greatly increased over former 
years, and helped to make the city concerts of 1898 more 
popular and enjoyable. Musically, the Commissioners feel 
justified in saying that the performances of the band, both in 
the music selected and the manner of its rendition, were 
superior to any given under city auspices in previous years. 
The experiment of adding vocal solos, and occasionally a 
mixed chorus, at the concerts on the Common, was a feature 
entirely new, and one which, with adequate resources, might 
be developed with much more satisfactory results. 

A serenade band, consisting of twelve performers on brass 
instruments, gave a series of concerts on Boston Common, 
and at Franklin and Wood Island Parks. It showed the 
musical possibilities of a small band when formed of com- 
petent men playing well-arranged selections. It also proved 
that a band of: this size might be utilized to draw the atten- 
tion of the people to places in the city’s beautiful park 
system, whose attractions have not as-yet become well 
enough known to the people at large. 


SrrRInG QUARTET CONCERTS. 


String quartet concerts were deemed by the Commission 
to be one of the best ways of educating the people to the 
higher forms of music. In accordance with this view the 
Municipal String Quartet was formed in November, 1898, 
consisting of well-trained musicians, and by them a series of 
twenty-two chamber concerts was given in various sections 
of the city. Beginning with a concert on November 15, 
in Lyceum Hall, East Boston, the quartet, assisted by a 
vocalist and pianist, were heard weekly in a program selected 
from the works of the masters in the following sections 
of the city: Two concerts in East Boston, Charlestown, 
South Boston, Roxbury, Old Publie Library, Jamaica Plain, 
North End and Brighton, and one concert in Dorchester, 
Mt. Pleasant, South End ward-room, Warren-street dis- 
trict, Neponset and Boylston Station. 

In December, 1898, at your request, the School Board 
kindly voted to allow the use of the school halls for these 
concerts. This was a great help to the Commission, finan 
cially, as it removed the necessity of paying rent for halls, 
also enabled the musicians to give their concerts in places 
well adapted to this style of concert. It was also of advan- 
tage in other respects, the central location of the school halls 
‘n all the districts affording the people an opportunity to 
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hear this music in their immediate neighborhood. Fully 
15,000 people availed themselves of the privilege afforded 
by these concerts during the winter, and the attention with 
which the carefully selected music was followed and the 
appreciation it received was most gratifying. 


MrcHANIcs HALL ORGAN. 


The large three-manual organ of the Charitable Mechanics 
Institute Building on Huntington avenue being offered for 
sale at a great sacrifice, it was voted at the meeting held June 
29, 1898, to purchase the same. The Commissioners hoped 
to encourage and popularize organ music by means of this 
instrument, by giving in Mechanics Hall a series of organ 
concerts during the winter season; but they regret that as 
yet their appropriation is not ample enough to put this plan 
into effect. In this connection it is well to note that in Kng- 
land nearly all the larger cities own organs (generally the 
best instruments), and free organ concerts are given to the 
people during the year. The Commissioners feel that it 
would be very desirable if the city of Boston could be on 
a par with other cities in this respect. 


ORCHESTRAL CONCERTS. 


Realizing the value to the people of popular orchestral con- 
certs of the lighter classics, the Commissioners wished to 
give aseries of such concerts during the winter season, 
charging a nominal fee for admission. Consulting the Cor- 
poration Counsel, it was found impossible to give these con- 
certs under the auspices of the Commissioners as city 
officials, because of the admission fee charged. They how- 
ever found it possible to do so, as individuals, by the per- 
sonal guarantee of Your Honor, and by the generous contri- 
bution of $500 towards the expenses of the series by Mr. 
B. F. Keith of this city. The prices of admission ranged 
from 10 to 25 cents, and twelve concerts were given by an 
orchester of thirty-five members, conducted by Mr. John C. 
Mullaly and Mr. Emil Mollenhauer, each of whom conducted 
six concerts. These concerts, from an artistic standpoint, 
were a most gratifying success. ‘They marked an epoch in 
the history of music in our city, and if they could become a 
permanent feature of our winter season they could be made 
an important factor in the musical development of our 
people. Their inception, even’ under the disadvantages 
spoken of, was a step in the right direction, and an eftort 
should be made to have legislation passed, whereby the 
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Commissioners, as the Music Trustees of the city, could 
have the legal power to give concerts where a nominal fee 
might be charged, especially since the object of these con- 
certs is solely for the good of the public, the net pro- 
ceeds, if any, to be donated to one or the other of our city 
charities. 


SECRETARY. 


The success of the work of the Commission involving a 
considerable amount of detail work, it was found necessary 
to engage the services of a secretary to attend to the clerical 
work and act as the executive officer of the department. 
Consequently, at a meeting held September 30, 1898, Mr. M. 
J. Dwyer was by vote appointed secretary of the department, 
at a salary of $1,600 per annum, his term beginning October 
15, 1898. 


ITINERANT PLAYERS ON MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS. 


For the purpose of exercising a censorship on the music 
played on the streets of the city by licensed players on street 
instruments, an arrangement was made with the Board of 
Police, whereby all street players on musical instruments 
would be required to pass an examination before the Board 
of Commissioners twice a year. The essential qualification 
fixed by the Board for a license was that such instruments as 
hand organs, street pianos and the like, should be kept by the 
owners in perfect tune ; and in the case of stringed instruments 
and others the performers should be required to play fairly 
well, and possess a good instrument. The district where 
restrictions existed on the performance of any street music 
was extended, and it having been found that the instruments 
known as “ Organettes” were largely used as an accompani- 
ment to street begging, these instruments were debarred alto- 
gether from obtaining license. An officer was delegated by 
the Board of Police to see that the new rules of the Commis- 
sioners were strictly carried out, and the good results of this 
departure are already apparent in the class of instruments 
and kind of music now heard on the city streets.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


In reviewing the year’s work, the Commissioners feel that 
a decided advancement has been made towards creating a 
musical atmosphere, which is needed in Boston not only as a 
means of encouraging among the masses of the people a taste 
for the best class of music, but also as a help to the develop- 
ment of their natural aptitude for creative, as well as executive, 
ability in the art of music. To make it possible to hear good 
music, well performed, commonly and often, constitutes the 
first and most important requisite for the creation of a musi- 
cal atmosphere. This the Commissioners have tried to do 
with the small amount of funds at their disposal, by giving 
the best music, well performed, and by taking it to the very 
doors, almost, of the people. With a more generous appro- 
priation for the purposes they have in mind, it would be 
possible to do far more than has been done’ in the direction 
of making our city take the lead in giving to the people the 
opportunity to enjoy throughout the year, under the patron- 
age of the city, the presentation of the best forms of music. 
Good music in America has been too long kept away from 
all but a select few. Our Symphony concerts, operas and 
chamber concerts, are practically barred from the people at 
large on account of the high charge for admission to them. 
The work of the Commission is well adapted to bring to the 
masses of the people much of the enjoyment hitherto re- 
stricted to people of means; and if for no other purpose than 
to combat the depraved artistic taste which is being rapidly 
developed among the people by the influence of trashy music 
and the so-called popular song, the Commission would be of 
value. Aided by the generous and cordial support of the 
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city government in the provision of an adequate amount of 
money to carry out their ideas, the Commission could do a 
great and desirable public work in our city in influencing for 
good the music heard in our various places of entertainment, 
and also that which is played and sung in our homes.

Of 
these, 358 families resided in other cities and towns, but had 
retained their settlement in this city; and we received pay- 
ment for aid rendered to 239 families residing in Boston, 
whose legal settlement was elsewhere.

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Nine hundred and eighty women have passed through 
the Home this year. They are the same mixed group of way- 
farers : women beaten and pushed hither and thither by force 
of circumstances or by temptations too hard to resist. 

Among the women there are always some younger and less 
confirmed in their habits, for whom much can be done, and to 
help whom is the great problem at which we are constantly 
working. To be just and discriminating and to give every 
one a fair chance is therefore the aim we keep before us. 

We give work in the Home to all who are able to perform 
it, increasing it for those who ought to find itelsewhere. We 
improve every opportunity to obtain work outside, through 
applications made at the Home, through the Industrial Aid 
Society, and through various private sources. We make 
every effort to provide for the children, and for those: for 
whom any hopeful work can be done by co-operating with 
many societies and agencies, thus continuing the policy of 
last year as indicated by report for 1898. 

The total number of individuals received into the Home 
has gradually decreased since 1893. This year shows eighty- 
five less than last. | 

We wish to point out also as a satisfactory gain, that the 
number of women who use the Home as a temporary shelter 
has increased, while the number of “ Repeaters” has de- 
creased. 

The following cases will indicate the kind of work that has 
been done by the Matron of our Home during the past year: 

A girl of eighteen, left alone and penniless on the Common 
at night by an uncle who went to take a drink, was brought 
to the Home by the policeman to whom she appealed in a 
terrible frightened condition. The uncle was found in the 
police court next day. At the end of a few days they went 
home together. 

A runaway girl of eighteen from out of town had been in 
bad company for several days. After much effort friends 
were found who took her home. 

Three sisters, twenty-one, seventeen and fourteen years, 
came for help. Excellent girls, father and mother dead, 
home broken up, had wandered over the city half the night. 
Placed the two younger in families and found situation for 
elder. 

A young woman who was suffering from an attack of 
delirium tremens when brought to the Home, was afterwards 
returned to her family, who are rich, and who had been 
searching for her. 
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A young Russian girl, well dressed, brought from the 
Union Station late in the evening in great terror and distress 
and unable to make herself understood in English. Rela- 
tives were seen and Dr. Jelly consulted. She was placed in 
a hospital for mental trouble. 


EXPENSES OF DEPARTMENT. 


We are happy to record the fact that the amount of our 
drafts upon the City Treasury was less by $1,856.26 than 
last year, and that the net cost of our department to the city 
was $1,899.57 less. The amount collected by us for the 
care of State and town paupers in the City Hospital, and 
by us turned over to the Trustees of the City Hospital was 
$78,667.69, as against the sum of $43,428.46 collected and 
turned over to the City Hospital Trustees in the preceding 
year. ‘This increase was partly due to the collection of many 
overdue bills. 


WIDOWS WITH CHILDREN. 


An effort was made during the winter to do special work 
in behalf of the numerous cases of widows with children 
applying to us for aid. A special committee was appointed, 
and a woman engaged for a short time to make investigation 
into such families, and endeavor to keep them from becoming 
permanent pauper cases. ‘The experiment bade fair to be 
successful, but the illness of the temporary agent put a stop 
to the work as far as her individual efforts were concerned. 
The committee is still in existence, however, and is endeavor- 
ing to achieve the desired ends through the regular visitors. 
All new cases of widows with children are referred to this 
committee in the first instance, in the hope that they can give 
them more time and attention than it is possible for the 
larger committee to devote to such cases. 


CHARLESTOWN’S SICK Poor. 


A change in the care of the sick poor in Charlestown was 
instituted last fall. The salary of Dr. Sprague, who has 
faithfully served the Board for many years as its physician 
in that district, was discontinued. The arrangement now in 
force provides for the calling in a physician (preferably Dr. 
Sprague) to attend the wants of any sick under our charge, 
by the overseer or visitor in the district, after due investiga- 
tion. 

This new departure has worked well the past winter, and 
will, we think, greatly reduce the expenses of the medical 
department of our work, and ultimately tend to decrease the 
number of paupers in our charge. 
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The Board felt that the abolishing of the office of city 
physician would result in a diminution in the number of ap- 
plicants for sick relief, and such would seem to be the case. 
At the same time it was felt that all suffering cases would be 
amply cared for by the overseer and the visitor upon applica- 
tion made to them. The general hospitals and dispensaries 
take care of many of the needy cases, often giving better 
care than they could possibly obtain intheir homes. A longer 
trial of the new system will enable us to speak more con- 
fidently of its merits. 


THE SPANISH WAR. 


At a conference in May last, held with the Mayor and rep- 
resentatives of the various departments having charge of the 
in-door poor and criminals, we made arrangements to receive 
a large number of the paupers from Long Island in our 
Temporary Home and Wayfarers’ Lodge, in case of their 
removal on account of threatened bombardment by the 
Spanish. We were to have taken the women and children, 
and to have discontinued the regular work of the Lodge for 
the time being for that purpose. 


INCOME OF THE MASON FUND. 


A special committee considered the disposition of the in- 
come of the fund left to us by Jonathan Mason in 1798, 
interest to be paid annually, “to the standing chaplain of the 
almshouse and workhouse, or by whatever other name called.” 
The following vote was passed by the Board: 

“ Voted, That the income of the Mason fund be divided 
into four equal parts, one of said parts to be paid over to Rev. 
William B. Toulmin in his capacity as Chaplain of the 
Almshouse, and one of said parts to be paid to said Rev. 
William B. Toulmin as Chaplain of the House of Correction 
at Deer Island, formerly the workhouse. Also that one of 
said parts be paid to Rev. P. H. Brennan in his capacity as 
Chaplain of the Almshouse, and one of said parts be paid to 
Rev. P. H. Brennan as Chaplain of the House of Correction 
at Deer Island.” 


DEATH OF TREASURER LINCOLN. 

Hon. Frederic W. Lincoln, ex-Mayor of Boston, who was 
Chairman of this Board from June, 1867, to April, 1878, 
died on the thirteenth day of September, 1898, after more than 
twenty years’ service as our Treasurer. He was elected 


\ 
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Treasurer soon after resigning from the Board, and was in 
active performance of his duties at the time of his death. 

The Board met in special session and voted to attend his 
funeral in a body, and also passed appropriate resolutions to 
his memory, extolling his worth and long services, and ex- 
pressing their sympathy with his family. 


ELECTION OF TREASURER. 


In November, 1898, the Board selected as its Treasurer 
*Mr. Richard C. Humphreys, a member of the Board from 
May, 1890, to September, 1898. During his connection 
with us he served on many important committees, and the 
Board were glad to be able to resume official relations with 
him. 

DEATH OF ENGINEER. 


Mr. Martin J. Connolly, who had for more than thirteen 
years been the engineer in charge of the steam-heating for 
the Charity Building and the Temporary Home, died of con- 
sumption November 24, 1898. He was a faithful, conscien- 
tious man, and leaves behind him a record of long and 
honorable service. 


PROMOTION OF ANATOMICAL SCIENCE. 


The Legislature of 1898 passed a law for the above-named 
purpose, a copy of which is printed in the appendix of this 
report By its provisions our Board and other similar boards 
and trustees are obliged to allow medical schools to take the 
dead bodies of certain persons in our charge to be used by 
such schools for the purposes of dissection. We have spent 
much time with the representatives of the medical schools, 
arranging details, and feel that we have provided in every 
possible way for respecting the wishes of any friends of the 
deceased in regard to the interment of bodies placed in our 
charge for burial. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE PAUPER LAWS. 


Chapter 425 of the Acts of 1898, a copy of which will be 
found in the appendix to this report, makes important changes 
in the pauper laws of the State. The main provisions are: 

Settlements not fully gained since May 1, 1860, are by this 
act defeated and lost, except where an existing settlement 
prevented the acquisition of a subsequent one. 

Absence from the State for ten years defeats a settlement 
previously acquired. 
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Mothers are made legally liable for the support of their 
children. 

Trust FuNpDSs. 

The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as a cor- 
poration is now $720,061.56. 

The number of pensioners now aided from the Pemberton, 
the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, the Moses 
Hunt, and the Goodnow funds, is 281, ten less than on 
February 1,1898. During the year, nineteen have died, one 
has gone to the Old Ladies’ Home, four have become self 
supporting, one has gone to the almshouse, one has left the 
State, one has become settled elsewhere, two have been trans- 
ferred to State Aid Department, and five have been trans- 
ferred to the city list. Twenty-four new names have been 
added. 

We have paid during the year from the Boylston Educa- 
tion Fund $5,558.61, for the board of children, conformably 
to the terms of that trust. 

For details of the various funds held by us, and receipts 
and expenditures since February 1, 1898, see the tabulated 
statement herewith submitted. Extracts from the wills 
establishing these trusts will also be found at the end of 
this report. 


DECREASED INCOME FROM TRUST FUNDS. 


Owing to the fact that the larger portion of our trust 
funds are invested in city of Boston notes, and to the lower 
rate of interest now paid by the city, the income from our 
trust funds is constantly diminishing. We have been obliged 
to reduce the number of our pensioners on this account; and 
as time goes on, and our outstanding notes fall due, and are 
renewed at constantly diminishing rates, it will be necessary 
for us to still further lessen the number of our beneficiaries. 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 

Reports of the secretary and treasurer are herewith sub- 
mitted. They show all receipts and expenditures during the 
last twelve months, so arranged that the expenses of the 
several branches of our work can be readily ascertained. A 
schedule of the personal property in our hands February 1, 
1899, is also annexed. .

TRUST FUNDS IN’ THE HANDS OF THE OVER- 
SEERS OF THE POOR. 


Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the city of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, 
Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin 
Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William 
Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, 
«¢ A Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. 
Hunt, George Higginson, Walter E. Hawes, and William 
B. Spooner. The most important, however, of the bequests 
was from Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been given 
to the fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at 
the discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to 
the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds. — These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12,1795. One por- 
tion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “poor and de- 
cayed householders of the town of Boston not under fifty 
years of age; persons of good character, and reduced by the 
acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other 
vice.” The other portion to be applied to the “ nurture and 
instruction of poor orphans and deserted children of the 
town of Boston until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually * to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, or by 
whatever other name called ;” interest to be added until one 
is appointed. The interest is now paid semi-annually 
towards the salary of the chaplain of the House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund. — A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, “for supplying with firewood or coal 
such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not supported in 
the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers 
of the Poor.” 

Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: ‘ Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and 
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sugar, for the refreshment of those persons who, in the 
providence of God, are or shall be reduced and obliged to 
take shelter in the almshouse, after having lived reputably ; 
the Overseers of the Poor to be the judges as to the persons, 
but always giving the preference to the pious poor.” 

Lucy Buliman Charity consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the possession 
of the city of Boston, in accordance with the will of Lucy 
Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 
9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death of 
certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the 
city of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the 
poor. By a vote of the City Council, approved by the 
Mayor, January 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of 
the Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life and render the condition 
of the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861: Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty. 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: “ Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and distribu- 
ting provisions among poor and indigent Protestant families 
in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving or other holidays, 
or just previous to such holidays, to the end that such poor 
Protestant families may have the means, in some degree, of 
enjoying such holidays in common with their fellow-citizens ; 
and I specially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor or needy shall 
receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other articles 
of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem to be the 
most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that lone 
class of citizens.” 
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Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: “Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity or 
circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals on Thanksgiving day 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brighton.” 
Unexpended income to be added to the principal. 

Stoughton Poor Fund. — A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Will 
iam Stoughton, who died July 7,1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed to 
the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the city of Boston 
and its assigns, “to be invested and the income applied for- 
ever to and for the relief, assistance and support of the poor, 
sick and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in 
its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the gov- 
ernment or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but 
without reference to the religious faith or belief of those who 
may apply for or need the assistance of this fund.” Five 
thousand dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of a 
person named in the will) “for the support and maintenance 
of poor, worthy Protestant single women of Boston, who 
have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sum of one 
hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the mar- 
riage of any beneficiary under this will no further payment 
of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment of 
income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy 
of help under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute. —“'The income to be 
devoted to the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute 
residents of that part of said Boston which was Charles- 
town.” Ten thousand dollars, received March T, 1889, has 
been invested in a City of Boston note.

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APPENDIX. 


[Cuap. 425, Acts oF 1898. ] 
AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE PAUPER LAWS OF THE COMMONWEALTH. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. Clause fifth of section one of chapter eighty-three 
of the Public Statutes is hereby amended by inserting after the word 
‘cand ’? —in the second line, the words : — within that time —so 
that the clause as amended shall read as follows: — Fifth— Any per- 
son of the age of twenty-one years, who resides in any place within 
this state for five years together, and within that time pays all state, 
county, city or town taxes, duly assessed on his poll or estate, for 
any three years within that time, shall thereby gain a settlement in 
such place. 

SEcT. 2. Section six of said chapter is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the whole of said section and inserting 1n place thereof the 
following :— Section6. Allsettlements not fully acquired subsequent 
to the first day of May in the year eighteen hundred and sixty, are 
hereby defeated and declared to be lost, except where the existence 
of such settlement prevented a subsequent acquisition ef settlement 
in the same place: provided, that whenever a settlement acquired 
by marriage has been thus defeated, the former settlement of the 
wife, if not defeated by the same provision, shall be thereby revived. 
All persons absent from the Commonweath of Massachusetts for 
ten years in succession shall lose their settlement. 

SEcr. 3. Section six of chapter eighty-four of the Public Stat- 
utes is hereby amended by adding at the end thereof the words :— 
and hereafter the same legal obligation to support her pauper children 
shall rest upon the mother as now by law rests upon the father : 
provided, however, that the mother shall not be liable to criminal 
prosecution for the enforcement of such legal obligations,—vso as 
to read as follows : — Section 6. The kindred of such poor persons, 
in the line or degree of father or grandfather, mother or grand- 
mother, children or grandchildren, by consanguinity, living in this 
state and of sufficient ability, shall be bound to support such pau- 
pers, in proportion to their respective ability, and hereafter the 
same legal obligation to support her pauper children shall rest upon 
the mother as now by law rests upon the father: provided, how- 
ever, that the mother shall not be liable to criminal prosecution for 
the enforcement of such legal obligation. 
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Sect. 4. Section seven of said chapter eighty-four is hereby 
amended by striking out the whole of said section and inserting in 
place thereof the following: — Section 7. Any justice of the supe- 
rior court sitting in equity in the county where any one of such 
kindred to be charged resides, upon complaint of any city, town or 


kindred who has been at expense for the relief and support of such 


pauper, may, on due hearing, assess and proportion thereto such sum 


as he shall deem reasonable fur or toward the support of the pauper 


to the time of such assessment, and may enforce payment thereof by 


execution in common form: provided, that such assessment shall 
not extend to any expense for relief afforded more than two years 
previous to the filing of the complaint. 

Sect. 5. Section eighteen of said chapter eighty-four, as amended 


by section one of chapter ninety of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 


dred and ninety-one, is hereby amended by striking out the whole of 
said section and inserting in place thereof the following: — Section 
18. A city or town may furnish aid to poor persons found therein, 
having no Jawful settlement within the state, if the overseers of the 
poor deem it for the public interest; but, except in cases of sickness, 
not for a greater amount than two dollars a week for each family 
during the months of May to September, inclusive, or three dollars 
a week for the months of October to April, inclusive, and the over- 
seers shall in every such case give immediate notice by mail to the 
state board of lunacy and charity, which board shall examine the 
case, and should they direct discontinuance, shall remove such per- 
sons to the state almshouse, or to any state or place where they 
belong, when the necessities of such persons or the public interest 
require such removal, and the superintendent of said almshouse 
shall receive the persons so removed thereto the same as though 
sent in accordance with the provisions of section twenty-one of 
chapter eighty-six of the Public Statutes, as amended by chapter 
eighty-four of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one, 
and a detailed statement of expenses so incurred shall be rendered, 
and, after approval by the state board of lunacy and charity, such 
expenses shall be paid from the state treasury. 

SEcT. 6. Section forty-eight of chapter three hundred and seven- 
teen of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-four is 
hereby amended by striking out the whole of said section and insert- 
ing in place thereof the following: — Section 48. The treasurer of 
any such corporation shall, upon a written request signed by an 
overseer of the poor ofa city or town, or an officer of the state 
board of lunacy and charity, inform him of the amount, if any, 
deposited in the corporation to the credit of any person named in 
such request, who is a charge upon the Commonwealth or upon 
a city or town therein as a pauper, and a treasurer who unreasonably 
refuses to give such information, or wilfully renders false informa- 
tion, shall forfeit fifty dollars for every such offence to the use of 
the city or town upon which such pauper is a charge, or to the Com- 
monwealth if the pauper is a charge upon the Commonwealth, and 
the treasurers of benefit associations, insurance companies and 
safety deposit companies shall in like manner and subject to the 
same conditions give information to the overseers of the poor and 
state board of lunacy and charity. 

SEcT. 7. This act shall take effect upon the first day of July in 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight. [Approved May 138, 
1898.]

fCuap. 479, Acts or 1898. } 
AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE PROMOTION OF ANATOMICAL SCIENCE, 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


-SEcrIon 1. Upon the written application of the dean or other 
ofticer of any medical school established by law in this Common- 
wealth, the overseers of the poor of a city or town, the trustees for 
children of the city of Boston, the pauper institution trustees of said 
city, the insane hospital trustees of said city, the penal institution 
commissioner of said city, the trustees and superintendent of the 
state almshouse, state farm, or other public institution supported in 
whole or in part at the public expense, except the soldiers’ home in 
Chelsea, shall, in accordance with the provisions of this act, give such 
dean or other officer permission to take the bodies of such persons 
dying in such town, city, city institution, state almshouse, state 
farm or public institution, as are required to be buried at the public 
expense, within three days of their death, to be used within the 
state for the advancement of anatomical science ; provided, that 
such permission shall not be given to take the body of any soldier 
or sailor, known to be such, who has served in the war of the rebel- 
lion or in the war between the United States and Spain. In giving 
such permission, regard shall be had to preserving, as far as practi- 
cable, a fair proportion between the number of students in attendance 
at. such institutions and the number of such bodies delivered to them 
respectively. | 
~Srcr. 2. Such dean or other officer, before receiving any such 
dead body, shall give to the board or officer surrendering the same 
to him a sufficient bond, that such body thus received by him shall 
be used only for the promotion of anatomical science within this 
Commonwealth, and in such manner as in no event to outrage the 
public feeling, and that, after having been so used, the remains 
shall be decently buried, and further that it shall not be so used 
until the expiration of fourteen days from the date of the death of 
such deceased person, and further that such body shall, during said’ 
fourteen days, be kept in such condition and in such a place that it 
may be viewed by any person, at all reasonable times, for the pur- 
pose of identification. 

Srecr. 3. If the deceased person during his last sickness, of his 
own accord, requests to be buried, or requests that his body be de- 
livered up to any friend; or, 1f within fourteen days after the death 
of such deceased person, any person claiming to be, and satisfying 
the authorities that he is a friend or is of kindred to the deceased, 
asks to have the body buried or surrendered to himself, or if such 
deceased person was a stranger or traveller who suddenly died, the 
body shall not be given up as aforesaid to such dean or other officer, 
but shall in conformity with such request be either buried or deliv- 
ered to such friend or kindred. 

Secr. 4. So much of chapter eighty-one of the Public Statutes, 
chapter three hundred and ten of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-seven, and chapter one hundred and eighty-five of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one, as is incon- 
sistent with this act, is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved 
May 27, 1898.]

PARK DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1898. 


COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Hon. JOSIAH QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The Board has the honor herewith to submit to 
you its report for the financial year of 1898-99. 

Last winter the original plans for park construction were 
carefully revised, and by the omission of expensive buildings 
and other features which were not essential to the harmonious 
completion of the park system, and its enjoyment by this 
generation, the amount we finally considered necessary to 
complete the parks was cut down one-half, that is to say, 
from about $3,000,000 to about $1,500,000. Of this sum we 
have obtained $500,000, and shall now be compelled to ask 
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for the remaining million, after the expenditure of which, we 
believe that the period of park construction will be ended, and 
we confidently expect to show to the people of Boston some- 
thing seldom seen, certainly in this country, a completed 
park system. 

We may summarize the work of the year by saying that it 
has consisted principally in building boundary walls and 
planting boundary trees, and in planting trees along the 
parkways and in other parts of the parks where they have been 
much needed, notably in Wood Island Park, and in pruning 
and otherwise taking care of the old trees and shrubs much 
neglected during the many years of road building and other 
construction, thus giving freedom for new life and vigor to 
the trees and shrubs, and letting in the sunlight to the en- 
couragement of the undergrowth and of the song birds who 
make it their home; in building roads in somewhat delayed 
performance of our contract with Harvard College, on Peters’ 
Hill, and the new Francis Parkman road by Jamaica pond, in 
both localities opening delightful views to the public; in 
Franklin Park, substituting a grassy glade for the expensive 
Greeting or concourse; in much loaming where no loam has 
been before, or where it has been put in insufficient quan- 
tities ; covering over the old gravel pits, taking down the 
Galvin house and the sheep barn, and otherwise removing 
artificial blemishes from this beautiful park. In all our 
work we have endeavored, so far as consistent with proper 
park construction, to put things in such condition that the 
city will in the future be called upon for the least annual 
expense for maintenance. 

The loss of Castle Island this year has been most severely 
felt, but we have the assurance of the War Department that 
it will be restored to us in the near future. Charlesbank, 
as usual, has afforded enjoyment and athletic training to 
thousands of persons, and multitudes, as in former winters, 
have frequented our various skating grounds. 

The act of the Legislature, authorizing this Board, with 
the approval of the Mayor, to purchase playgrounds in differ- 
ent parts of the city, and appropriating $500,000 therefor, 
not more than $200,000 to be spent in any one year, was net 
approved by the City Council till December 31,1898. There- 
fore no action under this statute has yet been taken. The 
crying need of the children in the densely populated parts of 
the city for something better than the streets to play in is 
manifest to all our citizens, and in view of the high value 
placed upon Boston real estate, $500,000 seems all too small. 

We believe that the city can wisely expend a much larger 
sum for this purpose. 
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We again call attention to the fact that our benevolent 
citizens can in no other way confer greater benefit on the 
community, or erect more enduring monuments of their public 
spirit, than by endowing the city with playgrounds. 

All our available playgrounds are crowded in good weather, 
but to put some of them in condition for further and better 
use we need further appropriations from the. city. 

The details of the year’s work are clearly and fully set 
forth in the reports of our Superintendent and of our Engi- 
neer, and the details of our expenditures in the financial 
statements which accompany our report.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To CHARLES E, STRATTON, LABAN PRATT, 


Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, —I herewith submit a report of the work per- 
formed, under the direction of your Board, in this depart- 
ment, during the year 1898: 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


In carrying out the design of your Board to preserve and 
accentuate the New England woodland character of Franklin 
Park, it became necessary to remove quantities of exotic 
trees and shrubbery which did not blend harmoniously with 
the native plants ; such old friends as the commonand Thun- 
berg’s barbery, the common privet and a few others have 
been retained; although not indigenous, these seem, by long 
association and fitness, to belong to New England’s wood- 
lands. 

The thinning out of overcrowding trees was completed 
early last spring. The beneficial result of this work of the 
past three winters is now quite evident in the great improve- 
ment in the health and growth of the remaining trees; 
the increase of underwood, encouraged by the admission of 
light, has heightened the natural effect, relieving the woods, 
in a great measure, from the monotonous appearance where 
trees are allowed to grow thickly together to their mutual 
destruction ; to the destruction, also, of the undergrowth, the 
varied forms of which add so much that is charming in 
woodland scenery. 

The improvement of the Glade has been nearly completed. 
Drainage has been provided for its marshy hollows by cut- 
ting through the rock for a connection with the Nazingdale 
meadow drain. The Glade and the woods on either side, 
which were very deficient in soil covering, have been given a 
six to ten-inch dressing of good loam and seeded with grass. 
This treatment will invigorate the trees that have suffered 
from exposure of roots and want of nourishment. These 
woods are set apart for picnic purposes and are subjected to 
hard usage, so that undergrowth cannot exist except in a 
torn and dilapitated state. Several knolls and pieces of high 
ground that were needed for planting to emphasize the glade- 
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like character of the surroundings, were liberally covered with 
loam, the ground being first plowed with a subsoil plow ; this 
treatment cannot fail to produce vigorous growth in the 
plantations. The result of the work is very satisfactory, 
transforming an unkempt tract of ground covered with piles 
of stone, loam and other material, into a pleasing turf-covered 
Glade. A pathway on one side, meandering within the shade 
of the bordering woodland, gives easy access from Blue Hill 
avenue to the children’s playground, while the Glade, con- 
veniently near the shade of the picnic woods, serves as a play- 
ground for picnic parties. 

Among the important operations of the past season has 
been the laying out of bordering plantations, important in the, 
necessity for producing as soon as possible a screening belt 
of woodland on the borders of the park. This bank of 
foliage serves to give seclusion as well as to form a back- 
ground for views within the park, which contains in its 
centre a magnificent meadow; across its rolling contour are 
to be found the most delightful landscape effects, which are 
now marred in places by the intrusion of street life with its 
accompaniment of trolley cars, telegraph poles and other 
features destructive of quiet retirement. 

It is not desirable nor necessary to omit the planting of 
any part of the borders of Franklin Park in the fear of shut- | 
ting out views of interest lying beyond the park ;.there are 
many elevated points on the drives and walks where exten- 
sive outlooks can be obtained, a notable one being that from 
Hagborn Hill, where a view to the Blue Hills—six and a 
half miles away — is one of seemingly unbroken forest. - For 
these reasons the work of planting the borders has been vigor- 
ously prosecuted during the past year. 

Plantations have also been made at the old Williams house 
site and on the hillside bordering the Glade; much has also 
been done on the borders of plantations and old woodlands 
in the way of planting witch and common hazels, red-buds, 
dogwoods, June-berries and thorns, in the effort to extend 
the foliage line nearer to the ground. 

Two gangs of four men each were kept steadily at work 
pruning trees, from June of the past year until the fall of the 
leaves. In the work of cutting out dead, diseased, or inter- 
fering limbs, the men are becoming expert; they begin to 
comprehend its importance, and to understand the art of 
pruning to correct defects in form or constitution. 

The old gravel pits on the line of Scarboro’ Pond have been 
filled and graded to an undulating slope, reaching from the 
winding of the road near the top of Searboro’ Hill down to 
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the tennis grounds, thereby opening a very pleasing view of 
the meadow below. Projecting knolls and bluffs have been 
prepared, or are in preparation for planting at the proper 
season, which will add materially to the woodland effect of 
Searboro’ Hill on the north. 

A marked improvement has been made on the west and 
south slopes of the Hill, by the removal of the sheep barn 
and the Galvin house. The service roads to the house, the 
exotic trees and shrubs have also been removed in the en- 
deavor to restore this beautiful piece of woodland to a natural 
condition. The site of the greenhouses and barn including 
the slopes have been graded and loamed, and are now ready 
for the planting of forest trees. 

The nurseries have been enlarged to accommodate the in- 
creasing stock of trees and shrubs added by purchase or 
propagation; the stock is large and in fine condition. 
Further extensions are necessary to receive the thousands of 
seedlings of native trees and shrubs now ready to be trans- 
ferred from the seed beds to nursery rows. 

We have continued the transplanting of large trees during 
the past year. While this practice cannot generally be de- 
fended on account of its costly character and danger of loss, 
yet the circumstances seemed to warrant it in ourcase. The 
trees are fine ones, ranging from hemlocks and white pines, 
six to ten feet high, to oaks, hard maples, ash and linden, 
four to eight inches in diameter. Planted in groups, eight 
or ten years ago, they were injuring each other by over- 
crowding, and it seemed wasteful to apply the axe, in spite 
of the extra cost. Those transplanted one year ago are in 
fine condition, and well repay the cost. The method em- 
ployed is the removal of the tree with a large frozen ball of 
earth, and thinning out the branches sufficiently to compen- 
sate for root cutting. There will be little further need of 
transplanting large trees ; an abundance of fine stock of con- 
venient size can be had from the thinning out of young 
plantations which have been set out during the past two 
years. 

The foundation of Seaver street boundary wall has been 
laid, and a contract made for the erection of the superstruct- 
ure. The Forest Hills traffic road has been partially 
completed and opened for use, which relieves the Arborway 
crossing at Forest Hills street from funeral processions. 

Abbotswood, having been very popular as a resort for picnic 
parties, for many years past, shows the effect of wear; the 
loam, from want of undergrowth to hold it in place, has 
washed down the slopes, exposing the roots of the trees to 
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their injury and, eventually, to their destruction. ‘To correct 
this the surface has been partly dressed with loam to a depth 
of six or seven inches, which when completed, will be seeded 
in grass, and picnic parties will be excluded during the com- 
ing season at least. 

. To provide a site for an administration yard to contain 
stable, shops, sheds, etc., an excavation was made during the 
past season in the hill at the nursery, the material excavated 
being used to fill up the swamp on the Morton street bound- 
ary nearby. The yard location is very convenient and easily 
screened from view. 

A brick stable 74 by 38 feet containing twenty-seven stalls is 
nearly completed. The retaining wall of the bank surround- 
ing two sides of the yard is now under construction, loose 
rocks from the grounds being used for the purpose. When 
completed this will serve for a back wall for sheds and shops, 
plans for which are now in preparation in our Engineering 
Department for the consideration of your Board. 


THE ARBORETUM. 


The construction of the road around Peters’ Hill was com- 
pleted during the past season, excepting the connection 
across the new line of Bussey street, which required a deep 
fill; this was reserved for winter work. The construction of 
this roadway adds 1.2 miles to the total length of drives, and 
is remarkable for its commanding position; from no other 
location can such magnificent views of the charming scenery 
around Boston be obtained. The grading of the road slopes 
has been nearly completed in readiness for planting and the 
walks will be constructed at the opening of the season. 

The Arboretum, or Bussey ledge, produced a very fine 
quality of macadam, during the past season, and the work of 
production was handled with skill and economy. 


West RoxBpury PARKWAY. 


This tract extends from the Walter street entrance of the 
Arboretum to the Stony Brook Reservation ; it is of varying 
width, and contains much fine timber. The purpose of its 
development is to provide a parkway connection between the 
Boston Park System at the Arboretum, and the Metropolitan 
System at Stony Brook Reservation, a distance of 2.4 miles, 
A roadway is now being staked out, and studies of its drain- 
age and construction are being made, awaiting the funds 
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necessafy for building the road. During the past winter the 
woodlands throughout this parkway have been cleared of 
dead and overcrowding trees. 


JAMAICA PARK. 


The completion of the construction of the Francis Park- 
man road on the west bank of Jamaica Pond, and the im- 
provement of Perkins street, during the past summer, have 
opened a new road connection of great beauty between the 
Brookline road, and the Arborway at Pond street. A 
footpath has also been made along the bank above the edge of 
the pond within the timber line; the slopes have been graded 
and planted with pines, hemlocks, beeches and birches, and a 
variety of native shrubs. A large quantity of loam was used 
where the soil seemed to be thin or poor. 

A carriage shed of five stalls has been built for service at 
the Headquarters Building at Pine Bank, and the old Per- 
kins barn taken down. The removal of the neck on which 
the barn formerly stood — a work that has been ordered by the 
Board — will lengthen a pleasing ravine effect extending 
back from the water to the northward. 

When the Perkins street, and Prince street boundary 
walls — now under contract — are completed, the heavy con- 
struction work of Jamaica Park may be said to be finished, 
with the exception of the area at Pine Bank, on which work 
will be commenced at the opening of spring. 


LEVERETT PARK. 


Little has been done at Leverett Park. The improve- 
ments planned had only been commenced, when cold weather 
set in and stopped the work. The old pumping-station was 
taken down, in itself a marked improvement, removing as it 
did the suggestion of a factory within the park. Some work 
was done towards filling up the small ponds. The greater 
part of the boulders, scattered about, was removed and used 
for the wall foundations at Jamaica Park. The rearrange- 
ment of the old plantations was continued during the year; 
and additional plantations were made, notably the one in 
the open space north of Willow Pond road. A plantation of 
kalmias was introduced on the east bank of Spring Pool, 
while a continuation of the same bank running northward is 
in preparation for rhododendrons, next to which a colony of 
azaleas is to be planted. Ina few years, this bank, with such 
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treatment, can hardly fail to be very interesting and attract- 
ive when viewed from the walk on the opposite side of the 
chain of pools. 


CHARLESBANK. 


This popular playground and gymnasium maintained its 
reputation as a resort for young people. The afternoon 
classes commenced at four o’clock, in order to accommodate 
school boys, who attended in large numbers and carried on 
the work with enthusiasm. Every effort was made to induce 
the pupils to engage in class work, which is designed to assist 
in the physical development of the human body by a system- — 
atic exercise of all its parts. The intent and purpose of the 
work of the gymnasium at Charlesbank is body building, not 
the training of athletes in any special lines, although ad- 
vanced or well-developed pupils are permitted to indulge in 
athletic work, under the direction of the instructor. The 
evening classes commenced at eight in the evening, and were 
designed to accommodate young men after business hours. 
These classes were well attended and were productive of 
much good, benefiting the young men both from a moral and 
a physical point of view. <A public exhibition of the work 
of the pupils was held on July 30, at Charlesbank, before a 
large and appreciative audience. The work performed both 
in classes and athletic specialties was very good, and reflected 
great credit on Mr. J. W. Bowler, the instructor, under whose 
skilful direction such results had been attained. 

The baths in connection with the gymnasium, being free 
to all, are a great boon to the residents of the populous 
neighborhood. During winter the gymnasium grounds were 
flooded for skating and used by thousands. 

By order ‘of your Board, the turf and _ tree-covered 
mounds were thrown open to women, and to children under 
fourteen years of age. Thousands of them enjoyed the 
privilege during the past hot summer, without doing serious 
harm to the trees or grass. A few shrubs were damaged, a 
matter of small consequence as compared with the pleasure 
and comfort of the little folk who enjoyed Charlesbank as 
never before. Saeee, 

A neat iron picket fence, five and one-half feet high, was 
erected on the east and west ends of the park and returned 
along the Charles-street front to the end of each gymnasium.

NortH ENp BEACH. 


Conforming to a change of plan, these grounds were, early 
last spring, graded and covered with finely screened cinders 
in order to form a simple playground or open space; a trench 
filled with loam was prepared along the street border for the 
planting of trees, and an iron picket fence was erected on the 
north line. It was deemed best by your Board to adopt this 


method of treatment in preference to one entailing an elabo-. 


rate system of walks and planted borders, the requirements of 
the locality being open spaces for the recreation of its dense 
population. 

The piers undoubtedly have been a great blessing to the 
neighborhood; extending over the water as they do, coolness 
is added to the shade found beneath their roofs. During the 
hot season the benches, constructed last spring, were always 
occupied. 

During the summer the bathing-houses and beach were 
turned over to the care of the Bath Commission; your 
Superintendent received the charge again at the close of the 


bathing season, when an embankment or dam was thrown up 


along the head of the beach and the grounds behind flooded, 
to provide for skating. 


Copr’s Hitt TERRACES. 


The slopes of the terraces were planted in the spring, but 
the shrubbery suffered severely from the gambols of the 
children living in the district, who swarmed over walls, cop- 
ings and planted grounds, making it necessary for the de- 
partment to contract for iron picket fences on walls and 
copings in order to confine the children to the broad, grano- 
lithic spaces intended for their gatherings. These fences are 
now under construction, and it is hoped they will sufficiently 
protect the newly planted trees from injury. Designs are 
now being made for two rows of fixed iron-framed benches, 
one row to be placed on each terrace, for the use of mothers 
with small children, with whom the place is very popular. 


Woop ISLAND PARK. 


The construction of walks was continued at this park 
and completed with the exception of a section or two, 
which cannot be made until other work is done with which 
they connect. Loaming was also nearly completed and a 
large quantity of trees were planted last spring, and, in spite 
of the fact that they were almost denuded of foliage, and the 
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bark lacerated by a hail storm in July, they have made a fine 
growth and bid fair to prove that the islands of the harbor 
can be again covered with timber, their conditions of exposure 
being nearly similar to those existing at Wood Island. 

An iron foot-bridge has been erected across the Revere 
Beach and Lynn Railroad, from the foot of Prescott street, 
landing on the high ground within the park. This will re- 
move all excuse for crossing the railroad at grade, which 
dangerous practice has been common at the most used en- 
trance to the park. 

To meet the demand for bathing, the bathing-house on the 
beach was enlarged, and ninety bathing-closets built, the 
beach being cleared of stones and boulders, and covered with a 
layer of sand. ‘The control of the establishment was then 
placed in the hands of the Bath Commission for the season. 

The planting to be done in the spring will complete that 
work in this park; the ground is ready and the stock is in 
the nursery. The trees have been planted very thickly so as 
to enable them to protect each other while young; they also 
comprise many species, which will afford a larger variety 
from which to select, at thinning time, the most suitable in 
point of hardiness for permanent trees. 

The gymnasium, under the direction of the instructor, Mr. 
James R. Walsh, has been well attended, two afternoons in 
the week being set apart for women’s and girls’ classes. 
Class work here, as at Charlesbank, has been encouraged and 
maintained as the legitimate work of the gymnasium. The 
gymnasium and ball grounds were flooded as usual during 
the winter, and a good season of skating was enjoyed by 
large crowds, numbering some days as high as 5,000. 

By the completion of the walks, Wood Island was, last 
season, much more available and was more generally appre- 
ciated by the public, the playgrounds were in great demand 
for games of baseball, cricket, tennis and football, while the 
walks and beach were patronized by large numbers. When 
the trees are grown sufficiently to give shade to the grassy 
slopes, from which fine views are obtained of the island-dotted 
harbor, the full benefit to East Boston of this charming 
breathing space will be still more appreciated. 


CHARLESTOWN HEIGHTS. 


The most important work here during the past season was 
the construction of a sand-covered bathing beach, which, 
when completed, was turned over to be operated by the Bath 
Commission. 
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MARINE PARK. 


On the grounds surrounding the natural history pools a 
liberal covering of loam was spread, amounting to about 
18,000 cubic yards. Trees and shrubbery will be planted 
in the coming spring, and walks will be laid out. On the 
largest pool miniature yacht sailing will be encouraged, and 
a beach walk made around its shore for the accommodation 
of those with toy boats. 

A bordering strip along Q street was loamed and planted 
with hardy trees and shrubs, to provide seclusion for the 
lawn within. 

The unsightly board walk leading from Q street to the 
Head House was taken up, and one of cinders laid in its 
place. 

For the gratification of the large number of people visiting 
Marine Park the fences were taken down and the lawns 
thrown open, thus giving the public an opportunity to sit on 
the grass and enjoy the music of the Municipal Band. No 
permanent damage even to young trees resulted. The turf 
often appeared worn, and the shrubs a little broken, but 
before another season the shrubs can be removed, and the 
spot given up to those loving simple grassy shade. 

The capacity of the bathing-house was taxed on several 
occasions last summer, and an extension of its accommoda- 
tions may be necessary the coming season, plans for which 
are now in preparation by the department. 

The sgraffito work ornamenting the Head House became 
badly damaged by weather exposure, necessitating the re- 
newal of many of the panels. This was done; the joints in 
the front of the building were calked and puttied, and the 
woodwork oiled. 

The storm in November did considerable damage to the 
railings, seats and floor of the bridge to Castle Island. 
With the exception of replacing the fixed seats this damage 
has been repaired. 

Castle Island was closed to the public last season, being 
used by the United States Government for defensive pur- 
poses during the war with Spain. 


DORCHESTER PARK. 


No work of improvement was done on this park last sea- 
son, other than that of thinning out overcrowding and dead 
trees. Being a beautiful piece of natural, rocky, undulating 
woodland, intersected by winding trails, it is a favorite resort 
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for family picnic parties. A water-pipe was laid to the picnic 
shelter last spring, and a section of the boundary wall has 
been ordered by your Board to be built next spring. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 


FRANKLIN FIELD. 


The portions of the boundary which were loamed and pre- 
pared in 1897, were last spring planted with trees. The 
large farm barn at the south-west corner of the Field was 
thoroughly overhauled and fitted up for a sheep-fold, where 
comfortable accommodations were provided for 350 sheep. A 
stock pasture was fenced, as were also the boundaries on the 
west and south sides. The farm-house was repaired and 
painted for the use of the shepherd, the whole forming a 
compact and convenient farmstead, located where it can be 
screened from the Field by appropriate planting. ‘The trans- 
fer of the sheep-fold from Franklin Park to Franklin Field 
has removed a disfiguring blot from the slopes of Scarboro’ 
Hill. 

Five diamonds were laid out on the playground, and back- 
stops erected at each. The grounds were flooded and _pre- 
pared for skating the past winter, the ice being lighted by 
electric lights, and a fairly successful season was enjoyed by 
a large number of people. The popularity of the playground 
increases with each season, its forty acres of available surface, 
level as a table, offering fine facilities for tennis, cricket, 
baseball and football, as well as for other games of like char- 
acter. 

CHRISTOPHER GIBSON PLAYGROUND. 


(Area 6 acres.) 

The old ** Dorchester Town Field,” used for baseball and 
football games. The low-lying portion was flooded the 
past winter for skating. The requirements are fillmg and 
fencing, sanitary and shelter buildings. 


NEPONSET PLAYGROUND. 


(Area 18 acres.) 

This playground is a salt marsh. A _ portion of it was 
underdrained last season, the old water-course winding 
through its centre was abandoned and partly filled up, a 
new ditch being excavated on one side of the playground to 
receive the drainage of the district. A large quantity of 
filling was received and spread on the drained portion, a dam 
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was thrown up and the surface flooded and used for skating 
during the winter. The development of this ground requires 
drainage and filling. 


BILLINGS FIELD. 
(Area 11 acres.) 


La Grange street, West Roxbury. About 20,000 cubic 
yards of filling were received at this playground during the 
year. Probably 3,000 cubic yards more will be needed to 
complete the filling of the bog land, when, after being tile 
drained, it may serve for ball games. The low grounds 
were flooded last season and used for skating. 


NORTH BRIGHTON PLAYGROUND. 
(Area 14 acres.) 


Western avenue and North Harvard street. Eleven acres 
of this playground is salt meadow. ‘Three acres adjoining 
Western avenue have been graded, and are used as a play- 
ground. Plans are under consideration for a salt water 
swimming pool, on the meadow, to be supplied from the 
Charles river. Sanitary and shelter buildings are needed. 


CHARLESTOWN PLAYGROUND. 
(Area 14 acres.) 


Corner Main and Alford streets. About ten acres of this 
playground has been filled to grade, a large portion of which 
has been levelled off and is in use as a ball ground. A part 
of these grounds was flooded and used for skating the past 
winter. 


MYSTIC PLAYGROUND. 
(Area 2 1-4 acres.) 


Chelsea street and Mystic River, Charlestown. ‘This 
playground has a simple cinder-covered surface. Fences, 
sanitary building and shelter are among the improvements 
needed. 

FIRST-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
(Area 5 acres.) 

A six-lap running track is laid off at this playground, 
which last summer was equipped with electric lights for 
night work. Accommodations are provided for two base 
ball diamonds, and by flooding the grounds good skating was 
had during the winter. The requirements are sanitary and 
shelter buildings, and enclosure by fencing. 
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FELLOWS-—-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
(Area 3-4 acres.) 


During the past season this playground was graded level 
and covered with fine cinders, and loam borders were made 
for a row of trees, which will be planted next spring. A 
fence is much needed for the protection of children, and to 
prevent the ground from being used as a convenient cut-off. 
The fence, too, would serve to protect the newly planted 
trees. Other improvements contemplated comprise a row of 
fixed benches and a few pieces of simple apparatus for 
children. A sanitary building and a shelter also are among 
the requirements. 


NORTH END PLAYGROUND. 
(Area 1-4 acre.) 

Prince and North Bennet streets. This new playground 
was created by tearing down crowded tenement buildings. 
Last spring it was graded and covered with finely screened 
cinders. It adjoins Paul Revere School, and is simply 
treated as an open space to permit of the free romping of the 
children, who crowd it frequently beyond its capacity. 


THE PARKWAYS. 


Between the Public Garden and Franklin Park there are 
26.2 miles of driveway, over a large portion of which the traffic 
is heavy, and the wear and tear necessarily great. The 
method employed to keep these road surfaces smooth, is to first 
soak the roadway by continued heavy watering, and with 
steam rollers of seventeen tons weight, to roll the face until 
all projecting pieces of macadam are driven in flush with the 
surface. A slight sprinkling of coarse stone screenings is 
then applied, where needed, to fill up interstices in the mac- 
adam, and the rolling continued untila smooth, firm surface 
is obtained. This treatment is given from four to six times 
during the season, according to the individual necessities of 
each portion of the road. With close attention of this 
character, it is seldom that ruts or holes have a chance to 
develop, and the maintenance of a smoothly or well kept road 
is much less costly in proportion, than that of one roughly 
maintained, apart from the advantage of the much longer life 
of a smooth road over one that is rough or ill-kept. The 
absence of a cushion of loose material, too, is an advantage 
in point of more freedom from dust or mud. 
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The stunted appearance of the line trees, planted along 
the parkways, induced an examination of their conditions, 
when it was found that they were planted in a shallow strip 
of loam, surrounded by coarse, gravelly sand. The trees 
were starving for want of nutriment and moisture, and were 
practically worthless in their various stages of decrepitude. 
It was decided to renew the whole plantation throughout the 
Fens. First, the planting space was excavated and made 
much larger and deeper, then filled with good loam, and 
planted with Norway maples, as being a more suitable tree 
for the existing conditions, than the kinds they displaced. 
About 10,000 cubic yards of loam was used in this work. 
The border for trees between the Fens and Perkins street 
requires similar treatment, as regards the enlargement of the 
loam space. When this is done the work of reinforcing the 
line borders with loam will be finished. 

Red oaks have been planted on the borders of the park- 
ways between Franklin Park and Huntington avenue. 
Many of them are small, but they are the best that could be 
procured. 

Solid plantations of shrubbery were made in the loam 
spaces on the Arborway, between Pond and Centre streets, 
and between Franklin Park and South street.

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APPENDIX. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE MASSACHU- 
SETTS EMERGENCY AND HYGIENE ASSOCIATION 
IN CHARGE OF THE WOMEN’S AND CHILDREN’S 
DIVISION AT CHARLESBANK. 


Boston, January 18, 1899. 
To the Board of Park Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN, — In submitting to you our report for the eighth 
year of our superintendence at Charlesbank, we first note the 
falling off in general attendance from that of last year; secondly, 
the growing regularity in the attendance of those who frequent 
the place, especially among the older ones. This latter fact is 
full of encouragement, as it shows that the need of systematic, 
gymnastic practice in relation to health is being more and more 
appreciated, especially when pursued out of doors. The total 
week-day attendance for the season of 1898 was 144,787, ora 
daily average of 999; total Sunday attendance, 18,214, or a 
Sunday average of 759; attendance in gymnasium, 57,499, or 
14,143 less than in the season of 1897, though the general 
attendance of 1898 was 73,785 less, and the Sunday attendance 
2,501 less. 

We ascribe this diminution in numbers to the opening of so 
many other parks to the public, the East Boston, Charlestown 
and North End Parks and gymnasia especially have attracted 
many to their advantages, who formerly had only Charlesbank 
for their summer resort. 

There have been regular morning, afternoon and evening 
(6.45 to 7.45) classes for women, each class meeting twice a 
week, and two classes for girls (beginners and advanced pupils) 
twice a week. These classes were instructed by Misses Cutler, 
Mahoney and Wessel, and the work done has been of a stronger 
character than ever before. 

The bath-house, directly opposite the lodge, with its free, 
public facilities for swimming, has not had the effect of greatly 
lessening the number of spray baths taken in connection with our 
gymnasium. Though for hygienic reasons it was deemed best 
not to have the tub-bath used this year, the total number of spray 
baths, 2,704, is but 560 less than the spray and tub baths of 
1897, for after all it is convenient and saves time to take a spray 
bath in the same enclosure with the gymnasium. 

The Kindergarten, this year as before, has been for those who 
were too young for the gymnasium and too old for the sand pens, 
its oldest girls being appointed volunteer teachers out on the 
green and enjoying their small responsibilities. The babies of 
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seven or eight years ago, who practically have spent their sum- 
mers at Charlesbank, are now its agile little girls, while those 
who are to-day its puny babies will in their turn grow as strong as 
their predecessors, if they are left to the sunshine, the sand-pens 
and the grassy kindergarten of Charlesbank. 

The winter evening classes, held from November to April, have 
grown so large that this season (1897 and 1898) they are held four 
times a week under the instruction of Miss Cutler on Mondays 
and Thursdays, and of Miss Mahoney on Tuesdays and Fridays, 
two or three of Dr. Sargent’s pupils giving their assistance as 
desired. 

In June, Miss Elizabeth C. McMartin, who had been Superin- 
tendent since the opening of this Division, resigned to accept a 
position offered her in New York. We were loth to part with 
her, for her tact and firmness had prevented friction, her patience 
and skill had developed the gymnastic work, and her personal 
qualities had won her friends of all who were associated with her. 
We were fortunate, however, in securing the services of Miss 
Harriet S. Cutler, of the Allen Gymnasium, as her successor, and 
under her excellent guidance and the constant supervision of the 
committee the division has prospered.

STATUTES OF THE COMMONWEALTH RELATING TO 
PUBLIC PARKS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


[Stat. 1898.— Chap. 141.] 


An ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE SALE OF CERTAIN LAND TAKEN FOR 
PUBLIC PARK PURPOSES IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Section 1. The board of park commissioners of the city of 
Boston is hereby authorized, with the approval of the mayor of 
said city, to sell a parcel of land containing nine hundred twenty- 
one and eight tenths square feet, situated on the northwesterly 
side of the Back Bay Fens, at the Junction of Audubon road and 
Peterborough street, in said city, and to apply the proceeds of 
the sale to the payment of other lands taken by said city for park 
purposes. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO ENABLE THE CITY OF BOSTON TO FINISH THE CONSTRUC- 
TION OF ITS PUBLIC PARKS. 


Section 1. The city of Boston shall continue the construction 
of the public parks of said city, other than playgrounds, and 
to pay the expenses to be incurred therefor, including 
payments for land, the city treasurer shall from time to time, on 
the request of the mayor, issue to the total amount of five hundred 
thousand dollars, notes, bonds or scrip of said city, payable thirty 
years from the date thereof, and bearing interest payable at such 
times and at such rate, not exceeding four per cent. per 
annum, as shall be fixed by said treasurer: provided, however, 
that the total amount of such bonds, notes or scrip shall not ex- 
ceed five hundred thousand dollars, and the indebtedness so 
incurred shall not be taken into account in determining the debt 
limit of said city; and provided, further, that no part of the 
amount hereby authorized shall be used for the payment of any 
land not already taken or purchased. Any loan authorized by 
the city council of said city for the purposes aforesaid, between the 
first day of January in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight 
and the date of the passage of this act, shall not be taken into 
account in determining the debt limit of said city, but the loan 
above authorized shall be reduced by such amount. 

Secr. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An Act TO PROVIDE FOR A COMPREHENSIVE SYSTEM OF BVA 
GROUNDS FOR THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Srcrion 1. The board of park commissioners of the city of 
Boston, for the purpose of establishing a comprehensive system 
of playgrounds to meet the wants of the different sections of said 
city, is hereby authorized to purchase, with the approval of the 
mayor of said city, land for playgrounds in such different loca- 
tions, not. exceeding twenty in number, as they may deem best 
adapted for such purpose : provided, however, that not more than 
two hundred thousand dollars shall be expended in any one year 
for said purposes. 

Secor. 2. To meet the expenses incurred under this act the 
city treasurer of said city shall from time to time, at the request 
of the mayor, issue, to the total amount of five hundred thousand 
dollars, notes, bonds or scrip of said city, payable at such time, 
not exceeding thirty years from their date, and bearing interest 
at such rates not exceeding four per cent. per annum, and such 
interest being payable at such times, as shall be fixed by said 
treasurer; and such notes, bonds or scrip shall be within the 
limit of indebtedness of said city. 

Spor. 3. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance by 
the city council of the city of Boston.

An Act RELATIVE TO THE HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS ON AND NEAR 
COPLEY SQUARE IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Spotion 1. Any building now being built or hereafter to be 
built, rebuilt or altered in the city of Boston, upon any land 
abutting on St. James avenue, between Clarendon street and 
Dartmouth street, or upon land at the corner of Dartmouth street 
and Huntington avenue, now occupied by the Pierce building, 
so-called, or upon land abutting on Dartmouth street, now occu- 
pied by the Boston Public Library building, or upon land at the 
corner of Dartmouth street and Boylston street, now occupied by 
the New Old South Church building, may be completed, built, 
yebuilt or altered to the height of ninety feet, and no more ; and 
upon any land or lands abutting on Boylston street, between 
Dartmouth street and Clarendon street, may be completed, built, 
rebuilt or altered to the height of one hundred feet, and no more: 
provided, however, that there may be erected on any such build- 
ing, above the limits hereinbefore prescribed, such steeples, 
towers, domes, sculptured ornaments and chimneys as the board 
of park commissioners of said city may approve. 

Secor. 2. The provisions of chapter three hundred and thir- 
teen of the acts ot the year eighteen hundred and ninety-six, and 
of chapter three hundred and seyenty-nine of the acts of the year 
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eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, so far as they limit the height 
of buildings, shall not be construed to apply to the territory 
specified and restricted in section one of this act. 

Sect. 3. The owner of or any person having an interest in 
any building upon any land described in section one of this act, 
the construction whereof was begun but not completed before the 
fourteenth day of January in the current year, who suffers 
damage under the provisions of this act by reason or in conse- 
quence of having planned and begun such construction, or made 
contracts therefor, for a height exceeding that limited by section 
one of this act for the locality where said construction has been 
begun, may recover damages from the city of Boston for material 
bought or actually contracted for, and the use of which is pre- 
vented by the provisions of this act, for the excess of cost of 
material bought or actually contracted for over that which would 
be necessary for such building if not exceeding in height the 
limit prescribed for that locality by section one of this act, less . 
the value of such materials as are not required on account of the 
limitations resulting from the provisions of this act, and the 
actual cost or expense of any re-arrangement of the design or 
construction of such building made necessary by this act, by pro- 
ceedings begun within two years of the passage of this act, and 
in the manner prescribed by law for obtaining payment for dam- 
ages sustained by any person whose land is taken in the laying 
out of a highway in said city. 

Secor. 4. Any person sustaining damage or loss in his 
property by reason of the limit of the height of buildings pro- 
vided for in this act, may recover such damage or loss from the 
city of Boston, by proceedings begun within three years of the 
passage of this act, and in the manner prescribed by law for 
obtaining payment for damages sustained by any person whose 
land is taken in the laying out of a highway in said city. 

Secr. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT RELATIVE TO STREETS AND LANDS IN THE NEIGHBORHOOD

The board of park commissioners of the city of 
Boston may authorize connections to be made of public ways with 
any boundary road of any public park or with any parkway or bou- 
levard now or hereafter placed under the charge of said board, ac- 
cording to such directions, widths and grades, and with such 
curb and other surface construction for the parts of such ways 
situated within the distance of five hundred feet from a park, 
parkway or boulevard as they shall prescribe, whether any such 
directions, widths and grades are shown on any plan, or whether 
any such way has been laid out or constructed under the pro- 
visions of chapter three hundred and twenty-three of the acts of 
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the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one and acts in amendment 
thereof or in addition thereto, or otherwise. 74 
Sect. 2. Said board of park commissioners shall have power 
to plant trees, place seats, standpipes, drinking fountains, and 
works of art on said parts of ways, and may establish reasonable 
rules and regulations relating to the displaying of advertisements 
and to the height and the character of fences placed upon said 
parts of ways, as they shall deem the public interests require. 
 .Secr. 3. Any person violating any such rules or regulations 
shall for each day that such violation continues forfeit and pay a 
fine not exceeding twenty dollars.

Sir, — The Pauper Institutions Trustees herewith present 
their report for the financial year ending January 31, 1899: 

Organization. —- This department remained constituted as 
Stated in the first annual report until May 1, 1898, when 
the term of Walter Hunnewell having expired, he was re- 
appointed for the term of five years. At the same time 
the department was organized according to law for the year 
1898-99 by the choice of William T. Sedgwick as Chairman 
and Alice N. Lincoln as Secretary. During the absence of 
the Chairman in the summer, Mr. William L. Rutan served 
as Acting Chairman. 

Powers and Duties of the Pauper Institutions Trustees. — 
Chapter 895 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 1897, 
as amended by Chapter 451 of said Acts, provides that the 
Pauper Institutions Trustees “shall have, exercise and per- 
form all the powers and duties relating to poor and indigent 
persons, or to any institution or place in which they are con- 
fined, or detained, or cared for now, conferred by the statutes 
of this Commonwealth upon the Institutions Commissioner 
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of the said city of Boston.” Poor and indigent children, the 
poor and indigent insane, and those receiving out-door relief 
are, however, otherwise specifically provided for, so that the 
Pauper Institutions Trustees have in their charge only those 
poor and indigent adults not insane who receive in-door relief. 

During the year 1898 these persons have been cared for, 
with a few exceptions to be noted hereafter, in two separate 
institutions, one of which is located on Long Island in 
Boston Harbor and the other near the northern-most extremity 
of the city of Boston in the Charlestown district. The 
former is by far the larger, having had during the year an 
average total population of 706, while the average total 
population of the latter has been 107. 

The Boston Almshouse in Charlestown for Women and 
Aged Couples.—Some differentiation between the institu- 
tions at Charlestown and Long Island had been made by pre- 
vious administrations, the Charlestown Almshouse having 
been considered a more quiet and retired home for the 
worthy poor, and especially a place for aged couples; but 
such differentiation or classification had been incomplete, and 
during the first year of the administration of the present 
Trustees it had become evident that a more marked differ- 
entiation would be in the interests of a wise classification. 
Accordingly on June 8, 1898, it was voted that the institu- 
tion at Charlestown should be regarded on and after July 
15, 1898, as an Almshouse for Women and Aged Couples, 
and in furtherance of this policy it was decided to install as 
its head a woman superintendent. ‘The Board was fortunate 
in securing for this position Miss Sarah Greenleaf Weeden, 
who had had previous experience in charitable and philan- 
thropic work in connection especially with the Young 
Women’s Christian Association, and who brought to our ser- 
vice not only a considerable experience, but a strong and 
attractive personality and a high enthusiasm. Miss Weeden 
has already proved herself to be a competent, wise and 
humane superintendent, and the Charlestown Almshouse, 
though old in construction, and, therefore, difficult to 
lift to the level of a modern building constructed with 
special reference to the needs of a pauper institution, is clean, 
comfortable, well kept and economically administered. By 
changes gradually brought about most of the men who were 
formerly there have been transferred to Long Island, while 
certain women and aged couples have been removed to 
Charlestown from the Almshouse on Long Island. Of aged 
couples there are at present in the Charlestown Almshouse 
nine, beside sixty-one single women and widows. 
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The changes in the Charlestown Almshouse just described 
necessarily led to the retirement of Mr. Chandler Eastman, 
who for many years had been its superintendent, and whose 
management had been characterized by sagacity and economy. 

The Boston Almshouse and Hospital on Long Island. — 
The principal almshouse of the city of Boston is known as the 
Boston Almshouse and Hospital on Long Island. The 
Trustees control the whole of this island, excepting a portion 
at the northerly end (the extremity of which is known as 
Long Island Head) belonging to the United States govern- 
ment, and occupied by important harbor fortifications and a 
lighthouse. Belonging to the almshouse and hospital are 
two wharves and six principal buildings as follows: (1) 
An old-fashioned brick building formerly known as the 
‘institution,’ but now occupied exclusively by men, and, 
therefore, properly designated as the “ Men’s Building.” In 
this building, in addition to the inmates’ quarters, are the 
Superintendent’s office, the office of the book-keeper, stenog- — 
rapher and typewriter, and various rooms for officers. (2) 
A large building of wood and plaster construction, often 
spoken of as the “ dormitory,” but because occupied, with the 
exception of the bakery, exclusively by women better de- 
scribed as the “ Women’s Building.’ (8) A large hos- 
pital of two hundred and fifty beds having the general 
shape of the letter E, ¢.e., with a principal front or facade, 
from which extend parallel to one another and at right angles 
to the facade three wings. (4) A plain, but handsome 
chapel built of wood, spacious and well lighted. In this 
chapel religious services are held at different times by Prot- 
estant and Catholic chaplains, respectively. (5) A house 
for the superintendent. (6) A barn large enough for the 
nine horses and thirty or more cows which belong to the 
institution. A piggery located at some distance to the south 
of the main group of buildings, and containing one hundred 
or more pigs; a carpenter’s shop; a morgue, and other small 
out-buildings complete the lst. This group of buildings 
occupies what may be roughly described as the central 
portion of the island. At the northern extremity are 
the fortifications already referred to; at the southern are 
located the playgrounds used by children brought on picnic 
excursions by the Randidge Fund, and also the Municipal 
Camp for Boys inaugurated and maintained for the first time 
during the past summer. ‘The use of grounds on Long 
Island for these purposes was granted for the season of 1898 
by the Pauper Institutions Trustees, on request of the Mayor. 
They are referred to more at length in a later paragraph. 
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No new buildings have been erected during the year, but 
the expenditure of a very considerable sum for repairs was 
found necessary, and various alterations and improvements 
have been made as comfort required or experience demanded. 
For example, a new milk-room for the sanitary protection and 
storage of the milk supply has been built in the basement of 
the hospital. Partitions sub-dividing certain wards in the 
hospital have been removed, with a great gain in capacity, 
lighting and ventilation; and four new rooms for officers 
have been built and furnished in what was formerly the 
sitting-room of the officers in the men’s building. Portions 
of the external walls of the women’s building which had 
fallen into disrepair or suffered damage by storms — to which 
this building is from its situation particularly exposed — 
have been reconstructed ata considerable cost, and numerous 
changes in plumbing, piping and the lke have been made. 
The limited appropriation granted for the year compelled the 
strictest economy in every direction, and no appropriation 
whatever having been made for improvements, little work 
could be accomplished on the material side in the way of 
betterment of the institution as a whole. All that could be 
done was, as far as possible, to prevent deterioration and to 
carry out minor changes. 

The Men’s Building. —'The men’s building while well con- 
structed remains, as it has long been, the least satisfactory of 
all the buildings on Long Island. It still awaits an adequate 
system of ventilation such as has been recommended by 
several successive administrations. In the absence of any 
such system the crude method of opening windows is the 
usual resource, and this, especially in the infirmary wards con- 
taining the older and feebler men, is often impracticable, 
because such persons not only require somewhat higher tem- 
peratures than those in active middle life, but are also 
extremely sensitive to drafts of cool air such as usually 
follow the opening of windows. Over and again the opening 
of windows in one of these wards has been followed by their 
immediate closing at the hands of the inmates. If the latter, 
in the interests of decent ventilation, are forbidden to close 
the windows they complain bitterly. As a result the air in 
this building is frequently close and sometimes foul. 

One of the most important improvements of the year in the 
men’s building has been the establishment of a convenient 
and well-lighted storeroom and new refrigerator in one end 
of the old recreation hall, the latter having been transferred 
to the basement of the southern extremity of the building. 
It has repeatedly been urged by the superintendent that a 
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modern cold-storage plant would be a valuable adjunct to this 
department, an opinion in which the Trustees heartily agree, 
and only a lack of funds has prevented them from establish- 
ing such a plant. The storeroom is in charge at present of 
Mr. A. W. Davidson, whose service has now extended over 
several years. The receiving room is in charge of Mr. 
Simeon Adams, Receiving Officer, and here the bathing 
arrangements are primitive, and much in need of renovation. 
Shower baths, in particular, should be introduced. This 
while perhaps seemingly of minor importance is really a 
matter of much consequence, especially to the old and feeble, 
as bathing must be attended to with regularity and efficiency 
if the best results are to be obtained. 

The laundry is also primitive in arrangements, and deficient 
in lighting and in space. Much of the laundry machinery is 
old and should be replaced by newer and more modern 
apparatus. One large mangle and one metal washing machine 
have been added to the outfit during the year with a distinct 
gain in efficiency. The kitchen is also old-fashioned in loca- 
tion and fittings and ought to be renovated. 

The last portion of the men’s building to which reference 
need be made is the power-room. The engines, pumps, 
dynamos and boilers are located in the rear of the men’s 
building, underneath the laundry, and are in an absolutely 
unsatisfactory condition both as regards themselves and their 
location. During the past year on one occasion the breaking 
of a belt and the practical destruction of the switch-board 
compelled a relocation of the latter, under the auspices of 
the Electrical Construction Division, at a heavy cost. The 
whole electrical apparatus has been repeatedly condemned. 
It is altogether inadequate in amount, imperfect in construc- 
tion and antiquated in design. We are informed by Mr. 
Howard of the Engineering Department that it will be difficult, 
expensive and wholly opposed to economical management to 
patch up the plant for another year, and it is even doubtful 
if it could be done at all so as to maintain decent service. 
An urgent appeal has therefore been made to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment for an appropriation for a new 
power-house in a better location and large enough to con- 
tain boilers, electrical appliances, pumps, laundry, ete., with 
advantage and economy. 

The Hospital Building. — This building is in fairly good 
repair, and has required during the year comparatively little 
outlay. It is not anticipated that any considerable sum need 
be spent upon it during the ensuing year, except for repairs of 
plumbing and minor alterations. The need of new isolating 
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rooms, and of special new and additional wards for tuber- 
culous and specific diseases, is, however, very great. New 
quarters for the accommodation of nurses are also impera- 
tively demanded. 

The Women’s Building. — The violent storm of November 
97, 1898, did considerable damage not only to the trees upon 
the island (unfortunately already only too few in number), 
eight of which were uprooted and practically destroyed, but 
also to the women’s building. The heavy caps of some of 
the ventilators were lifted bodily from their fastenings and 
carried away, heavy stones were blown from the chimney 
tops upon the roofs, and other damage was done of a less 
serious character. The total cost of the repairs made neces- 
sary to this building alone was $607.18. 

The need is very great of a considerable enlargement of 
the dining-room in this building. At present the inmates 
can be served only in two or three shifts —a most undesira- 
ble state of affairs. Better kitchen facilities are also needed, 
and a special dining-room for the matrons and other officers - 
should be provided. 

One of the greatest defects in the whole almshouse is the 
necessity which compels the Trustees to maintain the gen- 
eral bakery in the basement of the women’s building. ‘This 
makes impossible that absolute separation of the sexes which 
is so imperative in an institution of this character, and the 
Trustees have strongly urged upon the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment that some provision be made for a modern 
bakery in connection with a re-establishment of the boilers 
and power-house. The baker has, however, in the face of 
many difficulties, succeeded in furnishing an abundant sup- 
ply of good bread, and credit is due to him for his successful 
management of the bakery under unsatisfactory conditions. 
The introduction of a smaller loaf has resulted in a material 
saving of waste in this department. 

The Wharves. —The November storm damaged the front 
wharf to such an extent that repairs to the planking and wood- 
work had to be made ata cost of $198.22, while the causeway 
of earth and masonry leading to the wooden part was so far 
weakened that it has been necessary to contract for its repair 
at a cost of $1,240. 

New Piggery. — A new piggery has been built in a desira- 
ble location to the south of the main group of buildings, and 
at a small cost More than 100 pigs are now on hand.

All the buildings just described are, however, only various 
and indispensable means to a principal end ; namely, the proper 
care and treatment of the adult, sane, in-door, pauper popula- 
tion of a great city. This population is generally spoken 
of collectively as “the inmates,” although in addition to the 
inmates themselves there are in all about seventy-five 
officers and employees living on Long Island. Certain 
facts in regard to the inmates are worthy of note.  Inas- 
much as minors are not sent to Long Island (excepting in 
the comparatively few cases of young men and women under 
twenty-one in need of hospital care; and infants too young 
to be separated from pauper mothers, and who, therefore, 
come with them), the average age of the inmates, exclusive 
of infants, is somewhat advanced, having been forty-eight 
among those admitted during the year under consideration. 
Any one visiting the island at most seasons of the year must 
be struck with the fact that the aged and infirm predominate; 
and this is as it should be, for we have a right to expect that 
only in cases of age or infirmity shall the necessity of a con- 
fession of pauperism, or incapacity for self-support, bring 
about resort to support at the public charge. On the other 
hand, we regret to say that a considerable number of persons, 
not physically infirm or aged, do, as a matter of fact, profess 
pauperism, and resort to the island, especially in the winter 
season. ‘The curve of population of the Long Island and 
Charlestown Almshouses, respectively, has been plotted by 
the Institutions Registration Department, and by its kind 
permission is reproduced on the following page. 

From this curve it appears that the amount of pau- 
perism in the city varies inversely as the temperature. 
The fact appears to be that upon a large mas, _ con- 
stituting the permanent population of our almshouses, 
there rises with the fall of the mereury in the winter 
season a great wave of increase, which subsides with the rise 
of temperature in the spring. ‘This winter increment consti- 
tutes one of the most serious problems with which we have 
to deal. In part, it is undoubtedly composed of worthy 
poor, who, barely able to maintain themselves during the 
summer, find it impossible to do so under the added burdens 
imposed by the inclemency of winter; in part, apparently, it 
is due to a less worthy, but equally unfortunate, number who 
are victims of the drink habit. Some such, in spite of this 
habit, are able to maintain themselves during the summer 
without much suffering from exposure or other sources, such 
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as overtakes them in winter. For sheer bodily comfort these 
appear to surrender to the seemingly inevitable, and retreat 
during the inclement season to a place of protection, and 
one where they cannot obtain liquor. After both these 
deductions have been made, however, there still remains a 
more considerable number of comparatively young and able- 
bodied persons, who, from lack of courage or incentive, 
weakly yield to the temptation of real or professed incapacity 
for self-support, and surrender their active responsibility in 
order that they may be cared for at the public cost during 
the inclement season. Some of these are what are technically 
known as “recidivists ”’ or “ rounders.” 

The “ Rounder”? Problem. — By a “rounder” is generally 
understood a person who has made the rounds of various 
public institutions perhaps many times. For example, such 
a person in Boston may have served several terms at Deer 
Island; he may have spent several winters on Long Island; 
he may perhaps have been in the State Almshouse at Tewks- 
bury; he may have committed petty crimes and “done time” 
in jail; he has very likely been an inmate of some hospital ; 
and, in rarer instances, he may have spent some time in one 
of the many insane asylums of the city or the State. In ad- 
dition, he may also have been an inmate of similar public 
institutions in other States or cities. It would appear that 
any one having had an experience of this kind might in any 
right sense of the word be accurately described as a vagrant, 
z.e., a wanderer, for if vagrants of this kind are not wan- 
derers upon the face of the earth then surely no one is. It 
is the opinion of this Board that vagrants of this type are 
wholly out of place in pauper institutions designed for the 
care of the worthy poor, and it is our intention to study more 
closely than has been done hitherto in Boston various aspects 
of the “rounder” problem in the hope of correcting, if pos- 
sible, or at least of restricting to some extent, so obvious and 
so serious a disease of the social organism. 

Some phases of the problem are indicated in the following 
paragraphs from a special report on the admissions of the 
year, among whom are many vagrants of this type who are 
constantly passing in and out of public institutions: 

A Study of Admissions to the Pauper Institutions of 
Boston during the Year ’9S~99.— In considering the alms- 
house population we want first to see who come into the 
almshouse; secondly, who out of all who come in should be 
roused and stirred to go out again; and, thirdly, who should 
be persuaded to stay under the protection of the almshouse. 

The basis for the following discussion is the total number 
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of persons admitted to the Boston Almshouses at Long Island 
and Charlestown during the year February 1, 1898, to Janu- 
ary 31, 1899. 

Deducting readmissions from the total number of admis- 


sions, 1,079, we have 917 individuals admitted, of whom 27 
are children, leaving a working basis of 890 adults.

One hundred and eighty-four men out of 543 (or 338.8 
per cent.) were admitted for the first time. 

One hundred and eighty-five women out of 347 (or 53.3 
per cent.) were admitted for the first time.

It will be seen (see table No. 1) that 514 individuals (362 
men and 152 women) or 57.8 per cent. of the whole number 
admitted, were under 50 years of age; but while 195 women, 
or 56.6 per cent. of the women admitted were over 50 years 
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of age, only 189 men, or 33.8 per cent. of the men admitted 
were over 50 years of age. 

Two hundred and fifty single men under 50 years of age 
have been admitted during the year, or 84 per cent. of the 
whole number of men, while only 52 single women under 50, 
or 15 per cent. out of a total number of 847 women have 
been admitted. 

There are evident reasons why more than half the persons 
admitted into the almshouse are between twenty-five and 
fifty years of age. Many people and many societies are in- 
terested to help young men or women under twenty-five, 
even if they have made a poor start in life, — every one 
wants to see them do better, and is still hopeful of their 
future. For old people special homes are open. They may 
have children who will support them if poor, and protect 
them if weak; advancing years make them less likely to 
ramble off and drink, if that be their temptation, and so they 
are less likely to bring trouble into the household of a son-in- 
law or daughter-in-law. Of the married and widowed old 
men and women in the almshouse, a large number are child- 
less, or have lost knowledge of their children’s whereabouts, 
if their own stories are to be believed. 

But between twenty-five and fifty lie the years when the 
inefficient or intemperate man or woman is most trouble- 
some and least appealing. 

There is also an obvious reason why only a small number 
of widowed women between the ages of twenty-five and fifty 
are taken into the almshouse, widowhood being frequently 
the immediate cause of dependence. The Overseers of the 
Poor and private charity carry along temporarily many young 
widows with growing children, and this large group of per- 
sons who must be helped is thus withdrawn from possible 
entrance into the almshouse. Broadly speaking, one can 
safely assume that no widow who has young children comes 
into the almshouse, unless she is known to be a drinking 
woman or to be otherwise unfit to make a home for them. 

Seventy-nine per cent. of men admitted and 36.6 per cent. 
of women are recorded as intemperate,* 62.8 per cent. of 
whole number of persons admitted. Forty-six and seven- 
tenths per cent. of the men admitted have been in penal 
institutions, 22.8 per cent. of the women admitted, 36.7 
per cent. of whole number of persons admitted.

Forty-four per cent. of all the men and women admitted 
went at once into the hospital; 56 per cent. into the two 
dormitories. Of those entering the hospital, some were 
probably soon discharged into the dormitories, but, to set 
against that, others first admitted into the dormitories went 
within a few days into the hospital. Only 26.5 per cent. 
of the whole number entering are certified as able to work; 
with 11.2 per cent. certified as able to do light work, this 
gives us 37.7 per cent. of our entering population physically 
able to work. Supposing this 37.7 per cent. “able to do 
some work” to be dwellers in the two dormitory buildings, 
into which went 54 per cent. of admissions of the year, we 
should have 16.5 per cent. of infirm and weak old people 
admitted to the dormitories too feeble to work, though not 
needing hospital care.

Thirty-six per cent. of those admitted are incapacitated for 
steady work by chronic illness or old age; 12 per cent. are 
in some way disabled (deformed, lame, partially blind or deaf, 
etc.): 13 per cent. suffer from some form of mental disa- 
bility. Under the general heading Chronic Illness, in Table 
6, are included 112 persons suffering from consumption, 62 
cases of specific disease, and 45 persons paralyzed or bed- 
ridden. These different categories of disability overlap each 
other and cannot be added into totals ; a man may be disquali- 
fied for active work by old age, being also deat and lame, or a 
woman may be feeble-minded and consumptive.

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The comparison (Table No. 6) of the general percentages of 
the 890 adults admitted to the almhouse during 1898, with the 
special percentages of those 369 adults (included in the 890) 
who were for the first time admitted during 1898, indicates 
that through the Institutions Registration Department, who 
at present act as our agents for admission, we are now receiy- 
ing into the almshouse those persons who most stand in need 
of indoor relief; the old, the sick and the disabled; while the 
small number of recidivists, among those first admitted in 1898, 
may mean that we are admitting but few of the men and 
women who tend to form the “in and out” class, although 
twelve months is too short a time from which to draw safe 
conclusions. (Compare Table No. 2.) 

Of the 521 persons who have been admitted to the alms- 
house during the year, but not for the first time, many first 
entered in the years prior to 1892, when the Settlement Clerk 
was given no facilities for investigation in the home, and 
when his decision whether to admit or refuse an application 
was necessarily made on the applicant’s own story and 
appearance, supplemented in some cases by the records of 
the Overseers of the Poor. It is clear that greater discrimi- 
nation is now exercised than was possible in former years, 
and this is also indicated by comparison of certain figures in 
the report of the Mayor’s Special Committee (1892) with 
the corresponding figures during 1898. (See Table No. 7.)

it is clear that we cannot simply say to such a population, 
“Stop drinking; stand on your feet and work.” Obviously, 
only a small number are capable of responding to the appeal, 
whether put crudely or with all the tact in the world. A 
man may be maimed, or may be* suffering from chronic ill- 
ness, and yet if he be of resolute will and good character he 
can make his work valuable, and it will have a recognized 
market price; or, on the other hand, he may be of drinking 
habit, yet if he be strong and healthy his work will still be 
wanted and will have its market price; but the chances of 
work are few for the maimed or sick man or woman of in- 
temperate or degraded habit. (See note.) 

We have spoken of men and women as ‘ intemperate,” 
and enumerated their commitments to penal institutions 
without regard to their early associations and hereditary 
weaknesses or inclinations. No moral judgment is attempted, 
only the statement of certain facts, and by no means all the

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determining facts ;* nor is the attempt made in this brief 
report to discriminate between the principal and contributory 
causes of dependence. The number of individuals is small, 
and the data imperfect, especially about those who first en- 
tered the almshouse in the years before 1892. 

Here, then, is the picture of our almshouse population, or 
at least of such facts of their lives as have got themselves 
recorded — happily, in many dwellers in the almshouse exist 
capacities for usefulness under guidance, and qualities of 
friendliness, unselfishness, patience and devotion which are 
unrecorded. 

Those who should Jeave the almshouse as soon as possible 
are, as a rule, though not invariably, drawn from the group 
whose almshouse history is shortest. This group includes: 


(a.) Those men and women who have come for hospital 
care during temporary illness, and who should, as soon as 
possible, get into active work; their chance of this lessens 
with each week of almshouse life after recovery. Among 
these are the women of ordinary mental capacity, coming 
for confinement, for some of whom places at service with 
their babies, can be found. 

(b.) Those who might be cared for by relatives. 

(c.) Those among the “incapables” or disabled who can 
piece out their incapacity by faithfulness, and who are at 
times able to work, though only under patient employers. 

(d.) Those who may be counted as able-bodied, intem- 
perate, irregular workers, who should not be allowed to use 
the almshouse as a free home, in which to recover from 
debauch. 

Among those who should be persuaded to stay are: 

(a.) The mentally weak (especially the young women) 
who are not so markedly feeble-minded as to be fit subjects 
for the Custodial Department of the Massachusetts School 
for the Feeble-Minded at Waverly. 

(b.) The helpless drinkers who cannot protect themselves 
from temptation, and whose life outside the almshouse is an 
alternation of drinking, arrests and commitments. 

(c.) Elderly infirm people without responsible relations. 


One cannot look into the antecedents of an almshouse 
population without coming across some of the tangled and 


*“ A statistical analysis of a concrete mass of poverty or pauperism will probably 
give more light concerning the subjective causes of poverty than the objective causes.

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interwoven threads of pauper and semi-criminal and defective 
relationships. Three such instances are given in the tables 
on the following pages, one of which leads back to a home in 
the old Crystal Palace building on Lincoln street. It is 
only in retrospect that we get full sight of the ramifications 
from such centres of degenerate life; although they should 
not be accepted as representing frequent conditions, it is 
worth while to study them with care, so that if possible in 
the case of persons of similar tendencies now coming into 
and going out of the almshouse, through the full co-opera- 
tion of all municipal, educational and philanthropic organiza- 
tions which touch these lives at any point, we may set some 
check to the contagion. There is already a natural check 
to it, if we can trust the general evidence of our records, as 
an examination of the cases of pauperism in the second gen- 
eration shows a tendency to elimination by infertility and 
early death.

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Occupation. — We must accept the fact that for a part of 
our population their only prospect is life in the almshouse. 
For them occupation there under decent and orderly conditions 
should be provided even when they are incapable of produc- 
tive work. Great credit should be given to those officers of 
the almshouse who have, with unobtrusive patience and in- 
genuity taught some of these men and women to do well 
work requiring some skill, while in their lives outside no 
one had had the perseverance to teach them to do anything. 

Many men and women leave the almshouse the better physi- 
cally for their stay in the hospital — we should unceasingly 
try to do as well by those whose weakness is mental or moral.* 
Unless our efforts towards this end: are unremitting, we are 
open to the charge often made against almshouses ; namely, 
that they send forth again into the community men and women 
rested and recuperated after a period of drinking or dissipa- 
tion, more able than before to be an injury to society, because 
no moral gain has accompanied the physical improvement. 

That portion of our population who may look forward to 
active life outside the almshouse we ought to send out the 
better for their stay inside; the weak wills strengthened, the 
bad habits checked and possibly corrected, and at least some 
good habits of cleanliness and order and industry established. 
But to break up a bad habit is perhaps the greatest conquest 
we can make in life. We cannot expect to make this con- 
quest for others by repression for a time, and good counsel. 
Unless we can capture the interest — make something else ap- 
pear more attractive, more to be desired —so that whatever will 
a man or woman has works with us instead of against us, ad- 
vice and appeal are as likely to do harm as good. An out- 
ward respect will be paid with an inward reservation, and this 
process is a hardening one. 

We must “empty by filling” and by interesting a man in 
some sort of progressive industrial work make it less at- 
tractive to him to sit idle and to smoke and play cards.

* The care shown by buildings and grounds should be simply an indication of the 

resence of that which is infinitely more important — a prompt, never-ceasing and 
intelligent application of every resource afforded by medicine, hygiene, nursing and 
personal attention to the particular needs of each patient, from the moment of his 
admission until his discharge. In short, from the highest oflicial to the lowest there 
should be a recognition of the individuality of each patient, and an honest pride in 
standing as the representative of a great city in the execution of its purpose to relieve 
the needs of its humblest citizens.”— Report of Standing Committee on unicipal and 
County Charities, 25th National Conference of Charities and Correction, New York, 
si Erk 1898.

+The Final Report of the Special Committee (a pointed by the Mayor to inspect 
Public Institutions of Boston in 1892) speaks of ‘The great extravagance of sending 
criminal and vicious persons backward and forward recruiting them a ea and again 
in hospitals, and subjecting the public to the terrible risks of moral and physical con 
tagion which they carry with them.’’ 
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many of our men and women, it will need deliberate teach- 
ing of a high order to help our people, and re-enforce weak 
characters instead of simply retaining them for a while and 
discharging them unhelped. We need this teaching not 
only for those who may be pricked into some effort to leave 
an institution which is no longer a place for idleness, 
smoking and card-playing, but also to render brighter and 
happier the lives of those who will probably never again 
support themselves or be supported outside the almshouse. 

We need, in both Men’s Building and Women’s Building, 
a teacher whose business it should be to set every unemployed 
person at work, even at the cost of labor, time and ingenuity. 
The very presence of so many feeble unoccupied persons is 
one cause of the low standard of work in an almshouse. It 
creates an atmosphere of idleness against which it would be 
difficult for the most energetic person to struggle. It is like 
close air, and is as poisonous in its effects. 

We cannot blame our feeble people for not doing the 
housework or farmwork of which they are incapable, but we 
are much to blame if we do not keep them occupied. In 
the small amount of teaching done in the two buildings this 
year we have seen instances of the advantages of ingenuity 
thus bestowed. 

A little demented woman, hitherto unoccupied, and often 
unhappy, has been proud of tying knots in carpet worsted to 
be knit into a rug; a young blind woman has wound all the 
worsted knit by the others. Another blind woman has done 
a great deal of knitting, evenly and well and with infinite 
patience, while a friend of hers has often sat by and helped 
her to make sure that no stitches were dropped. 

This is only carrying further such work as some of our 
officers have already done from, their interest in the people 
under their charge, but to fully develop it, it should be the 
special work of well-qualified persons. It would mean so 
much for the moral and industrial atmosphere of the alms- 
house that in our opinion it would justify the added expense 
of salary and maintenance of a teacher in each of the two dor- 
mitories. This teacher should be qualified to carry on also 
an evening school, on certain evenings of the week, and to 
teach singing. 

Support by Relatives and After-care. — In a number of in- 
stances relatives have been seen or written to in the hope 
that they would give support to inmates. The only success 
met with has been when such appeal has been made before 
the admission of the dependent person; after admission, a 
relative is not likely, from outside suggestion,’ to assume 
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support willingly, though many cases occur where relatives 
voluntarily ask the discharge of inmates, and in one in- 
stance our agent and superintendent, by tact and careful 
management, brought about a family reconciliation, so that 
an old man who had recently come into the almshouse saying 
that he would have nothing to do with his daughter, went 
happily home with her. 

In most of the cases where relatives were seen 1t was ap- 
parent that they had no wish to shirk the material support 
of a father or mother, but that it was the disgrace for wife 
and children or for husband and children which was keenly 
felt. Some elderly women in the almshouse have sons who 
are children of a first marriage. According to their own 
story these sons had been pushed off and neglected; they 
had had to “do for themselves” from the time they were 
twelve years old, and the feeling of affection and duty toward 
the mother had been much weakened. 

In several instances a man who showed grief and mortifica- 
tion at having a mother in the almshouse has yet felt that he 
could not have his wife made miserable nor his children put 
to shame by his mother’s drinking habits. 

In some instances where one might have expected relatives 
to be interested to help, their unreadiness has appeared to 
arise from lack of means to provide special care for the old 
man or woman. Where each member of the family who can 
work must work for the week’s income, no one can be spared 
to watch over the old grandfather or grandmother; and if he 
or she is unsound in mind, or has a disabling illness, or 
craves something to drink, the difficulty is increased, and 
there is actual danger of fire or accident in the little home. 
Inability to provide a separate room, or even a separate 
half of a room, makes it harder to welcome into one’s house- 
hold an old and sick relative. This is not said to excuse 
unfilial conduct, but is only offered as a statement of diffictlt 
conditions. 

The attempts at after-care have been very humble. In 
only a small proportion of cases can such attempts be made, 
as many men and women are unwilling to keep in com- 
munication with us, and at any time the slender thread of 
communication can be snapped at will. From time to time 
we have greatly wished that we could promptly follow up 
a person who has left us while the impulse to do his best 
is still strong upon him and can be laid hold of to help him 
into work. 

We have received the constant and helpful co-operation of 
the related departments, and valuable help has been given by 
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the Associated Charities, the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, 
the Industrial Aid Society, the Working Girls’ Home 
(Grey Nuns), St. Luke’s Convalescent Home, the House of 
Mercy, the Hospital of the Holy Ghost, and other organiza- 
tions and individuals. It has been only necessary to say 
that in this or that way help can be given to the city to 
receive most generous and prompt assistance. 

Even with all this ready co-operation, we cannot secure 
adequate after-care without additional assistance in the 
Boston office. } 

Commitment for Vagrancy.— A very large proportion of 
men and women in our almshouse are habitual drinkers. If 
they are outside of institution restraint or the restraint ex- 
ercised by a temperate and resolute wife or husband, they are 
sure to drink. Such a person, unless he has been stirred to 
efficient exercise of his own will by religious conviction, or 
can be upheld by a friend who stands close by him in daily 
life and work, is helpless before the slightest temptation. 

It is better for the community and for himself that such a 
person should remain under control, but it is difficult to 
secure a permanent stay. From time to time he becomes 
restless and asks and receives discharge, as there is no power 
of legal detention in the almshouse. Within ten days, 
sometimes within. twenty-four hours, he asks readmission. 
Often he comes, in a pitiful condition from the effects of 
drink, saying that he is sick and obviously temporarily un- 
fitted for work. For the individual as well as for the com- 
munity, it would be well if, in the cases where there is a long 
record of commitments to the House of Correction and of | 
admissions to the almshouse, the individual could be arrested 
as a vagrant and sent to the State Farm on an indeterminate 
sentence, or on a long sentence to the House of Correction. 

The standard of daily work at the State Farm and the House 
of Correction is, of course, higher than it can be in any alms- 
house where there is a constant depression of the standard 
through the low physical condition of the greater proportion 
of inmates. - There are many men between twenty-five and 
forty whose chance of recovery would surely be greater 
under the more exacting discipline of a penal institution 
than under the almshouse conditions terminable at will. 

We believe that vigorous enforcement of the laws against 
vagrancy would be more efficacious in ridding the almshouse 
of able-bodied loafers than the establishment of a workhouse. 
The law already gives us the power to ask for arrest and 
commitment of an inmate who refuses to work after being 
certified by a physician as able to work. 
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Classification. — In the way of classification, to protect the 
younger persons who come into the almshouse from the 
‘nfluence of those who have sunk into apathy and degenera- 
tion, and whose past histories have been in every way 
unfortunate, it is clear that we ought to accomplish more 
separation than is at present the case, but the difficulties to 
overcome are great. A general classification on the basis of 
age is difficult to arrange on account of the differing physical 
conditions. The classification on the basis of past record is 
sometimes complicated by the great difference in working 
capacity and willingness to work. 

Not infrequently the man or woman whose life outside the 
snstitution has been bad is a ready and willing worker, espe- 
cially if he or she has been under prison discipline, and the 
chances are only too many that in getting the necessary work 
of the almshouse done, all who are ready to work, whether 
young and inexperienced or the reverse, are thrown together. 
Officers naturally like a willing worker, and the work, will- 
ingly done, makes a change for the time being in the worker. 
The regular life, the sense that one is contributing to the 
orderly administration of a large institution and that the 
efficiency of one’s work is recognized and valued, will some- 
times so soften and refine the expression of a face, that it is 
hard to recognize in the institution the person you have seen 
under different circumstances outside. The respectable man 
or woman on the other hand is in many cases crotchety or ill- 
tempered and difficult to get on with. Often this has been 
the determining cause of dependence. 

The two dormitories have been built on the congregate 
plan, with large wards. To provide any efficient classifica- 
tion, we should by some readjustment secure two or three 
employment-rooms, and every effort of Superintendent and 
officers toward breaking up almshouse stagnation should be 
supported. 

Perhaps the best basis for classification would be the num- 
ber of admissions to the almshouse. 

If a man enters the almshouse for the first time even at 
thirty or forty instead of twenty, we should make more effort 
to get him at once on a healthy footing of energetic work 
than for the young man of twenty-eight who has already 
been twenty times in the almshouse; who began a delinquent 
life at fourteen, and who since then has been frequently 
committed to penal institutions. 

Do what we will, we cannot ensure individual care and 
effort for every inmate; we must do as surgeons on a 
battlefield would do — put forth our best strength for the 
“helpable”’ cases, and then do what we can for the others. 
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THE WAR WITH SPAIN. — ANTICIPATED RETREAT TO 
THE MAIN. LAND. 


When it became evident that war with Spain was im- 
minent, and the possibility of the appearance of a Spanish 
squadron off Boston Harbor was recognized, it was perceived 
that owing to the exposed position of the Pauper Institutions 
on Long Island and their proximity to the United States 
fortifications on Long Island Head, it might become necessary 
to remove the inmates to the main land. Accordingly, active 
inquiries were instituted among various institutions, public 
and private, in Boston and vicinity, which elicited most 
gratifying hospitality on the part of a number of such insti- 
tutions. The State Board of Charity; the various Boards 
of Overseers of the Poor of Boston and vicinity, including 
Cambridge, Malden, Brockton, Woburn, Milton and others ; 
the City Hospital and the hospitals in Newton and Waltham; 
the Trustees for Children, who offered to put at our disposal 
the Marcella-street Home; the Free Home for Consumptives, 
and various other authorities and institutions kindly tendered 
their aid. The Pauper Institutions Trustees desire to make 
grateful acknowledgment to all who thus offered assistance. 
Although it did not prove to be necessary to accept their aid, 
their readiness to co-operate was highly appreciated. 

The Hospital. — United States Soldiers. — The year at 
the Long Island Hospital has been an eventful one. As 
soon as it became evident to the United States authorities 
that it would be desirable to remove to well-established 
hospitals on the eastern coast of the United States sick or 
wounded soldiers from Cuba and Porto Rico, provision was 
made for the reception of as many as possible in the Hospital 
on Long Island. Owing to the fact that the number of 
inmates in the hospital in summer is somewhat less than at 
other seasons, it was possible, by making certain changes, to 
set apart for the use of United States soldiers one entire 
wing of the hospital, and on the 13th day of September last 
a detail of sixty-one United States soldiers, almost all of 
them members of the regular army, was sent to Long Island 
for care and treatment, notice having previously been given 
that they might be expected. 

It was decided that the best place in which to care for the 
soldiers was in the middle wing, where they could be more 
isolated from the other inmates of the Hospital, and could 
also receive better care. 

The wards were thoroughly renovated and made ready for 
the soldiers, a large supply of additional garments and linen 
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being provided by the Volunteer Aid Association. It is 
evatifying to know that although many of the soldiers were 
seriously ill at the time they were sent to Long Island 
(thirteeen of them having typhoid fever and many others 
suffering from malarial fever) not a single death occurred. 
To the untiring devotion of the visiting staff, and the faith- 
ful care of the resident physicians and nurses this desirable 
and fortunate result is largely due, and the Trustees grate- 
fully acknowledge their services. The soldiers expressed 
themselves as highly gratified with the treatment they 
received. 

Nursery. — After the departure of the soldiers it was 
decided to remove the nursery for children from the lower 
wing of the hospital to the middle wing, as the children 
could thus be entirely isolated. 

The change in the appearance of the nursery shows the 
wisdom of this experiment. The children have a large, airy 
ward entirely to themselves, and there is no occasion for 
any one to cross it, as was the case in the ward which they 
previously occupied. The healthy and well-nourished con- 
dition of the children is apparent, and they would compare 
favorably with children outside of an institution. 

Training School for Nurses. — There is one marked step 
of progress which has been made in the Hospital Depart- 
ment; this is in the grade of young women who come to 
the hospital for training. Among the pupils and those who 
have already graduated, there are many who reflect credit on 
the profession to which they belong, and nothing will so 
greatly tend to raise the character of the hospital as to have 
a fine class of nurses who are willing to be trained, and who 
may afterwards become head nurses in this institution. 

Library and Reading-room.— During the year the library 
and reading-room have received important additions, and 
have been largely used both by officers and inmates. The 
Trustees are especially indebted to Mr E. W. Forbes for his 
devoted and intelligent aid in its arrangement and super- 
vision, and for his gifts in books, both of which were freely 
given without cost to the city. Many sets of some of the 
best magazines and periodicals were presented by Mr. E. C. 
Marshall, Penal Institutions Commissioner, who has also 
completed from duplicate copies in the Penal Institutions 
Department some of our sets in which there were gaps. In 
addition, the Trustees desire gratefully to acknowledge the 
assistance of the Penal Institutions Department in the bind- 
ing of several hundred volumes at a nominal cost. 
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The number of men who borrowed hooks from May 15, 
1898, to April 1, 1899, was 213. The number of books 
loaned was 2,074.

This does not include books loaned to women or officers, 
which would make the total number about 2,500. 

The Farm and Dairy.—Fresh milk in abundance is a 
great desideratum in an establishment like that on Long 
Island, and especially for use in the hospital. During the 
last two seasons a considerable loss has taken place from the 
spoiling of milk on the way to the island or almost immedi- 
ately after its arrival. The experience of the last two years 
having shown that it is impracticable to have on Long 
Island a model farm of large size on account of the scarcity 
of effective labor in the summer season, it has been decided 
to restrict somewhat the areas under cultivation and to 
direct the efforts of the Farm Department to the growing of 
fresh vegetables, celery, lettuce, onions and the like, and to 
hay and pasturage for a considerable dairy, rather than to 
undertake, as heretofore, a larger area under cultivation for 
crops such as corn and potatoes. In pursuance of the policy 
of making the farm essentially a dairy farm, an application 
has been made to the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
for funds for an enlargement of the barn. 

Randidge Pienie Excursions for Children. —On the 
request of His Honor the Mayor, the use of a portion of 
Long island was again granted by the Trustees for picnic 
excursions for poor children, provided under the Randidge 
Fund. These excursions were conducted under the manage- 
ment of the Penal Institutions Commissioner, the children 
being taken to the rear wharf and restricted to a portion of 
the island remote from the Pauper Institutions buildings. 
Better provision was made this year than in the previous 
year for games and bathing and, by the construction of 
suitable shelters, against rain and for places for refreshment. 
In his annual address to the City Council, delivered on 
January 2, 1899, the Mayor refers to these excursions as 
follows : 


‘* During the last summer season 13,540 children were given a 
day’s outing on Long Island, including a luncheon and facilities 
for bathing, at an aggregate expense of about $2,600 — $2,000 
of this amount being the income of the Randidge Fund for last 
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year, and the remainder an unexpended balance from the income 
of the fund for the previous year. These excursions, carried 
without an accident and at an average expense of only fourteen 
cents for each child, afford a striking example of the widespread 
beneficence which can be accomplished, under proper manage- 
ment, by the use of the facilities which the city is able to supply. 
Such a record could not, I believe, be duplicated, or even 
approached, by any private charitable organization, and I have 
taken some pride in demonstrating, partly as an encouragement 
to others to follow his example, the wisdom of the donor in 
placing this somewhat unique bequest in the hands of the city. 
Last year the children were in nearly all cases furnished also 
with free transportation by special electric cars from the imme- 
diate vicinity of their homes, through the liberality of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, which contributed as many free 
tickets as were required for this purpose. The various churches 
of the city were invited to organize excursions, and to furnish 
volunteer committees to take charge of the children, and nearly 
all of them were carried out in this manner. If these excursions 
are to continue to go to Long Island, it is very desirable that a 
pier should be constructed adjacent to the picnic ground so that 
the children may be landed at a point much nearer to their desti- 


nation than is now possible.’’ 
a 


Municipal Camp for Boys. — A Municipal Camp for Boys 
was also established during the summer upon the higher land 
of Long Island Head still further away from the Pauper 
Institutions than the playgrounds used by the Randidge 
Picnic Excursions for Poor Children. Permission to estab- 
lish this camp upon Long Island was cheerfully granted for 
the season by the Trustees on the request of His Honor the 
Mayor, and the experiment proved to be an unqualified 
success. In his annual address the Mayor has referred to it 
as follows: 


‘‘In the month of July of last year, an appropriation of $2,500 
having been made for the purpose by the City Council upon my 
recommendation, the city initiated the unique experience of open- 
ing a camp for boys who would not otherwise be able to secure a 
vacation outside of the city limits. A committee of four persons 
was given the general supervision and charge of the camp, and 
its executive direction was put in the hands of Mr. E. C. 
Marshall, Penal Institutions Commissioner. The cost for the 
equipment of the camp, to accommodate 100 boys, was a little 
under $1,000, and other expenses amounted to about $1,500. 
The camp remained open for seven weeks, and 851 boys were 
received in all, so that the weekly per capita cost of maintenance 
was $1.83. The boys received were between the ages of ten and 
sixteen years, and upon the whole the results achieved were quite 
satisfactory and afford distinct encouragement for the consider- 
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able extension of this plan next summer. I believe that this is a 
profitable line of educational and social work, and that training 
of some value can be given even during the short period of one 
week, besides affording to the boys most needing it an oppor- 
tunity for a change of scene and for out-of-door life, with 
boating and bathing, which has so much recreative value and 
quickening influence. I have already expressed my belief that 
an expenditure of $10,000 to give 5,000 boys a week’s outing 
each of this character would. be fully warranted in the value of 
the results from an educational standpoint alone, if we take a 
broad view of what education consists of and do not make the 
mistake of confining it to what can be learned from books in the 
school-room.’’ 


Fire Protection. — The buildings on Long Island and at 
Charlestown are still without adequate fire protection, but 
arrangements are under way for providing a salt-water ser- 
vice for the Long Island Almshouse and Hospital. An ap- 
propriation of $11,000 for this purpose was granted during 
the year, and a system of protection would have been estab- 
lished immediately had it not been deemed best to defer 
operations for a little in the hope that arrangements for a 
new power-house might make such steps easier and more 
secure. It is the hope of the Trustees that during the 

coming year both institutions may be adequately protected. 

_  Boat-Service for Long Island. — Owing to the fact that all 
communication between Long Island and the main land is by 
water, the Trustees have come to the conclusion that in the 
near future one boat at least should be provided for their 
exclusive use. At present the boat service consists of the 
steamers “ J. Putnam Bradlee” and “ John Howard,” both in 
charge of the Penal Institutions Commissioner, Mr. Marshall. 
The Pauper Institutions Trustees are much indebted to Mr. 
Marshall for many courtesies, but they believe that while 
continuing the service of the “ Bradlee” it would undoubt- 
edly be for the best interests of the Long Island Institutions, 
and especially of the hospital, if the “John Howard” or 
some similar boat should be put at their exclusive disposal. 
(See page 46.) 

Finances. — Detailed statements of the financial income 
and outgo of the year will be found in tabular form beyond. 
It is the constant aim of the Trustees to reduce as far as 
possible the number of inmates, in the belief that it is their 
duty to diminish as far as possible the mass of pauperism 
pertaining to the body politic. To this end, generally speak- 
ing, they discourage by every means in their power, resort 
to and continuance in the almshouses of the city. 
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In particular, during the year passed and since the total 
abandonment of prison labor on Long Island, more and more 
labor has been expected and required of inmates. ‘This 
policy has had the tendency to diminish in the working 
season the total number of inmates, a result which the Trus- 
tees regard as wholly satisfactory. It cannot be denied, how- 
ever, that one result has been and is likely to be a somewhat 
increased per capita expense. This is in part due for the 
present year to the hospitality extended to United States 
soldiers, the extra cost of whose care was a considerable 
sum, but who are not included in the regular population of 
inmates. It is also due in part to the higher prices of most 
supplies during the Spanish War period of 1898. Extensive 
repairs have also been found necessary during the year, 
especially at Charlestown, and these also are included in the 
per capita expense. 

Changes in the Staff of Officers on Long Island. — Mr. 
A. H. Hopkins, Deputy Superintendent, resigned his office 
on February 28, to take effect on March 15, 1898, and 
Mr. A. T. Hopkins, as special assistant, filled his place 
during the months of March and April. Mr. Thomas J. 
Condon became Deputy Superintendent on May first, a 
position which he still holds. On October 15, the office of 
Clerk of the Boston Almshouse and Hospital was abolished 
in order to effect certain changes in the work, and this 
change necessitated the retirement of Mr. J. J. Monroe, 
Clerk. On November 21, it was voted to establish the 
office of Book-keeper, Stenographer and Typewriter, and 
somewhat later Miss Annie M. Peaslee was appointed to 
fill this position. On October 17, Dr. Lowell F. Went- 
worth resigned his office of Superintendent of the Bos- 
ton Almshouse and Hospital, which he had held for about 
two and one-half years, and his resignation was accepted by 
the Board, to take effect on January 15. The Trustees are 
glad to put on record their appreciation of Dr. Wentworth’s 
interest in, and devotion to, the work, and his humane treat- 
ment of the inmates. At the expiration of Dr. Wentworth’s 
term of office the Deputy Superintendent, Mr. Condon, be- 
came Acting Superintendent. 

Executive Agent. —The Trustees, at the cost of much 
time and labor, having carried on the work of the de- 
partment with the aid of the superintendents only, for 
nearly a year and a half, determined that it would be 
expedient to secure the assistance of an Executive Agent. 
Accordingly, in October, Mr. Parker B. Field was ap- 
pointed to this office, and entered on its duties on November 1. 
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Mr. Field brought to the work an experience of twelve 
years in business, and a training in philanthropic and chari- 
table work which included one year in connection with the 
Boston Children’s Aid Society, two years as Superintendent 
of the Barnard Memorial, and the same time as Principal 
of one of the public evening schools of the city, besides prac- 
tical familiarity with the methods of the Associated Chari- 
ties, the Boston Provident Association and the Industrial 
Aid Society.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF LONG 
ISLAND. 


Lone Istanp, Boston HARBOR, January 15, 1899. 
To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


Complying with the courteous invitation of your Board, I 
respectfully submit the report of this institution due February 
1 of this year. 

The year that has passed covers an eventful epoch in the 
history of the institution. Early in the year there came 
the declaration of war between this country and Spain, caus- 
ing active operation on the part of the United States Govern- 
ment in completing the fortification at Long Island Head and 
bringing a large force of men to the island. On account of 
the situation of our buildings, the exposure to danger from 
an invading force would have been very great, and prepara- 
tions were made for speedy removal of the inmates should 
immediate danger arise. No actual removals were made 
except to return to the towns of their proper residence such 
inmates as were boarding here. Occasion was also taken to 
commit to lunatic hospitals such inmates as were mentally 
deranged. 

Numerous changes in the official force have occurred. 
Mr. A. H. Hopkins retired from the deputy superintendency 
in March, and, after an interim of a couple of months, during 
which Mr. Arthur T. Hopkins acted in the capacity of Deputy, 
the place was filled by the appointment of Mr. Thomas J. 
Condon. By action of your Board the office of Clerk was 
abolished November 15, and the vacancy made by the re- 
moval of Mr. J. J. Monroe, which was thereby effected, was 
filled by the appointment of Miss Annie M. Peaslee as book- 
keeper and stenographer. About the usual number of changes 
in the rank and file of officers and employees, other than those 
mentioned, have occurred from unavoidable causes. To 
secure greater permanency in the official positions, larger 
salaries must be paid and more frequent boat service estab- 
lished to bring the officers into contact with the social life 
which to a larger degree seems to be quite indispensable. 
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IMPROVEMENTS IN BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT. 


There has been in all departments of the institution a 
general activity and constant effort to improve existing con- 
ditions, which I believe has not been without its good result, 
and I have no hesitation in inviting an inspection of the 
institution in comparison with conditions which existed a 
year ago. We have not been at a standstill, and I believe 
the measure of improvement has been sufficient to satisfy any 
reasonable demand. 

In the main building of the institution radical changes 
have been made. The old partitions and refrigerator have 
been removed from the basement beneath the culinary depart- 
ment and the whole space has been devoted to the use of the 
engineer. The sanitary conditions which had existed at this 
point were extremely unsatisfactory and the change which 
has been made has added greatly to the healthfulness of the 
institution. 

The room beneath the inmates’ dining-room, which was 
formerly used as a smokers’ hall, has been thoroughly reno- 
vated and a model store-room fitted up therein. A meat 
room has been partitioned off and an ample modern refriger- 
ator has been put in place. This change brings the stores 
of the institution into convenient compactness, where the 
work of receiving and distributing can be efficiently super- 
vised by the storekeeper, and the cutting of a doorway 
through into the areaway between the stairs gives convenient 
access to this department from the office. The partitions 
have been removed from the site of the old store and the 
whole space having been thrown together is used as a smok- 
ing-room. This arrangement we found much more con- 
venient than the former one, and, being in proximity to the 
toilets, would seem to be the more rational assignment of this 
room. 

A very comfortable library and reading-room has been 
fitted up in the room over the inmates’ dining-room formerly 
used as a chapel and school-room. Oak tables and comfort- 
able chairs have been provided and, within specified hours, 
the men are privileged to use this room, and, I believe, with 
universal satisfaction. Further furnishings can be supplied 
to advantage, and I hope this suggestion will receive your 
considerate attention. 

Immediately in the rear of the room last mentioned four 
comfortable rooms for officers have been partitioned off and 
furnished. 

The laundry has had its capacity for doing work increased 
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by the addition of a new metallic washer, and an eighty-inch 
mangle was also recently added. 

During the year all of the external woodwork of the men’s 
building was repainted and the window sashes newly puttied. 
There has also been a general repainting of the interior of 
this building. 

At the women’s dormitory the interior has been thoroughly 
renovated and repainted and is now in a very cleanly and 
excellent condition, but we have felt here the effects of stormy 
and severe weather, as in former seasons, and extensive re- 
pairs will frequently be necessary on the exterior of this 
structure. During the severe storm of November 27, 1898, 
considerable damage was done to the ventilating stacks, 
necessitating extensive repairs. The embankment in the 
rear of this building will continue to require serious atten- 
tion, as in the storm previously referred to from two to three 
feet of the already narrow embankment was washed away. 

Important improvements have been made in the hospital. 
The diet kitchens in the wings at both extremes have been 
enlarged by the removal of the partitions which formerly 
subdivided the space into dark passageways, and light, airy, 
spacious rooms have been thus secured. A new storeroom 
with an ample refrigerator has also been provided in connec- 
tion with the hospital kitchen. In the wards, the partitions 
in the middle and centre wings, and a portion of those in the 
lower wing have been removed, greatly increasing the cheer- 
fulness of the wards, and improving the distribution of light 
and air. The wards have also received a general renewal of 
paint. One hundred and thirty-four new iron hospital beds 
have been supplied and the nursery has been equipped with 
modern iron cribs. Further extensions of direct steam heat- 
ing of the hospital wards have been made, and all of the 
middle and lower wings, as well as the centre building can 
now be made comfortable in the most extreme weather. In 
last year’s report your attention was called to our need of a 
better morgue. As no money was obtainable for this pur- 
pose, an effort was made to improve the existing morgue, 
and the preserving chamber was protected from the heat of 
the sun by a wooden jacket, thus securing an additional dead 
air space, which has proven to be a satisfactory insulator. 
The ice box was also remodeled and enlarged, and so far as 
preservation of bodies went, we had nothing of which to 
complain during the summer. Under its proper heading I 
shall make a further recommendation regarding the morgue. 

Very important changes have been made in the Farm De- 
partment. At the barn there have been extensive improve- 
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ments : a new grain room and a tool room have been built ; 
new stalls have been provided for twenty head of cattle, and 
the cow tie-ups have been further improved by cutting in 
new windows along the east side. The new stalls which 
are ranged along the easterly side of the barn have been 
made with impervious floors and iron gutters to secure 
proper disposal of drainage, and new swinging stanchions 
have been used. Thorough whitewashing has been kept up, 
and the whole scheme of changes has been in line with the 
suggestion recently made by the Cattle Commissioners. The 
portion of the barn used for horses has been equipped with 
three new stalls and the old stalls have been rebuilt. The 
rearrangement in this portion increases the light and ventila- 
tion, and the sanitary conditions about this department are 
very satisfactory. I am glad to be able to state that the site 
of the old piggery has been abandoned, and by a partial 
removal of the old buildings and the construction of other 
new portions we have secured a piggery which accommodates 
one hundred and seventy-five hogs, with a slaughter and 
cooking-house attached. While not architecturally preten- 
tious, this building is thoroughly sanitary and good go far as 
it goes. The floors throughout are of Portland cement, and 
the paved yards permit the stock to live in a cleanly state. 
A great amount of labor has heretofore been necessarily ex- 
pended in supplying our swine with water, but the new 
structure has a water supply from a four-inch extension made 
from the water main, which will also furnish water for flood- 
ing the new ice pond on which work has been commenced. 

New rooms have been provided for the farmer in the lower 
story of the larger cottage, thus removing him and his family 
from the institution proper and giving him much more com- 
fortable and satisfactory quarters. 

The grounds have been improved by setting out some four 
hundred trees, and it is to be hoped that tree planting will 
be encouraged and industriously followed in succeeding 
seasons. It is greatly to be regretted that we should have 
lost eight large trees during the storms of the past year. 
Several of these were noble specimens, more than three feet 
in diameter. 


HOSPITAL. 


The work of the hospital during the year has been very 
largely increased by reason of the war. With the coming of 
troops to the Post at Long Island Head in March, a request 
was made by the commanding officer for such medical aid for 
his men as might be required, and, although the garrison was 
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later increased to two hundred men, the medical service was 
supplied by our hospital staff either by visits of the men to 
the hospital out-patients’ department or by the visit each 
morning of a medical officer to the Post. 

In response to the call that was made for the accommo- 
dation of sick soldiers in the public hospitals of the city, the 
wards of our hospital were thrown open to returned sick 
soldiers, and on the 13th of September we received sixty-one 
men from the hospital ship “ Relief.”” These men were landed 
at the wharf in Boston and were transferred to the Institu- 
tion by the steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee.” The middle 
wing of the hospital had been vacated and put in readiness 
for their reception, and from that time until December Ist 
this section of the hospital was set apart for the care of sick 
soldiers. Additional nursing force was provided, and all of 
the working force was increased with a view to securing 
adequate care. I wish especially to acknowledge the service 
of Dr. James J. Minot of the visiting medical staff for his 
untiring devotion to these men, and we note with pride and 
great satisfaction that of the men previously mentioned with 
the additional cases sent us by the Massachusetts Volunteer 
Aid Association, making a total of ninety-eight soldiers 
treated altogether, not a single case was lost but excellent 
recoveries in all were secured. These men were generally 
very sick on reaching the hospital. The most conservative 
treatment was instituted at once, .and no men were allowed 
to leave their beds until correct diagnoses had been made 
and safety assured. Although we thus had brought to us 
some thirteen cases of typhoid fever, the disease was not 
communicated to any of our ordinary population. 

The training school has continued to do good work, and 
through its influence the nursing in the hospital has been 
decidedly improved. The number of pupil nurses has been 
increased to thirty. 

There have been several changes in the personnel of the 
resident medical force. Dr. C. M. Hutchinson resigned-and 
entered private practice in March, and Dr. A. A. Taft was 
promoted to succeed him. Dr. Howard Gallagher, who had 
finished his term as senior house-officer, was appointed to 
the vacancy made by Dr. Taft’s promotion. Dr. David J. 
Johnson, upon the termination of his term as house-officer, 
received an appointment to the military post at Fort Warren. 
The positions of senior and junior house-officers are now 
respectively filled by Drs. B. F. Worthing and J. E. 
Ingoldsby. 

The hospital has done good work, and conspicuous in the 
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expansion of the work should be mentioned the increase in 
pathological research. The visits of the medical staff have 
been regularly made throughout the year, and their valuable 
services are again most cordially acknowledged. 


INMATES. 


An analysis of the statistical tables will indicate a marked 
change in the character of the population of the past year. 
I am able to say that the number of able-bodied young men 
resident here has been smaller than during the period covered 
by the last report. This result is partially due to the closer 
restriction placed upon admissions at the registration office, 
and has also been largely contributed to by the policy within 
the institution of exacting labor from able-bodied inmates. 
It has not always been easy to pursue this policy. The aver- 
age able-bodied, chronic pauper is as averse to work as it is 
possible for a human being to be, and it has required the 
exercise of persistency to counteract his inertia. It has 
occasionally been necessary to resort to solitary confinement 
for inmates who refused to perform the tasks assigned them, 
but the full extent of the law has not been necessary in any 
case. The following notice has been posted throughout the 
institution, and it has not been without its effect : 


The attention of inmates is called to the following extract 
from the Laws and Resolves of the Legislature of Massachusetts : 


ACTS OF 1895. (Cwap. 445.) 


An ACT RELATIVE TO PeERsons ReEcErvinc Pupiic Arp. 


Be it enacted, etc., as Jollows : 


Section 2. Every person receiving aid in an almshouse or 
workhouse of a city or town may be required by the officer in 
charge thereof to perform such labor as the official physician shall 
certify to be suited to the age, strength and capacity of such 
person. 

Sect. 3. Whoever refuses or neglects to perform any labor 
required of him as aforesaid, or while performing such labor wil- 
fully damages any property of the city or town requiring the 
performance of such labor, shall, on conviction thereof by any 
court or magistrate having jurisdiction of the offence, be punished 
by imprisonment not exceeding one year in the House of Correc- 
tion or at the State Farm; or, in the County of Suffolk, in the 
House of Correction or House of Industry. 

The above provision of law will be enforced in this Institution.

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The transfer of the men formerly at the Charlestown Alms- 
house to this institution has increased our number of men by 
about twenty-five. The female population is much more 
stable than the male, and there are but few young women 
admitted except such as may require hospital treatment. It 
has been my policy to restrict the leaves-of-absence of inmates 
to much smaller proportions than has been previously the 
custom, and unless there has been some good reason for giv- 
ing passes to able-bodied inmates, the use of them has been 
restricted to the invalids and aged. This practice has also 
been of assistance in keeping young men out of the institu- 
tion, but it has increased our showing of admissions and 
discharges, for the rule governing discharges has been more 
frequently taken advantage of, and inmates have gone out 
on discharges who have been unable to obtain the pass which 
they desired. In many instances these individuals have been 
readmitted within a day or two after leaving the institution. 
There would be a decided advantage in applying special 
restrictions to this class of applicants for permits to re-enter 
the almshouse. 

The following recommendations are made : 


1. The hospital wing with its equipment, recommended 
in last year’s report is again urged upon your attention. 

9. We are still in need of the wards for contagious dis- 
eases, and I hope an appropriation for the same will be avail- 
able this year. 

8. New sanitary furnishings in the hospital are still 
needed, and in the men’s wing the toilets and bath-rooms 
need a thorough renovating and a new supply of fixtures. 

I wish to call your attention to the desirability of supply- 
ing shower baths in this portion of the hospital. There are 
but three tubs for bathing eighty-five men. For the purpose 
of saving time and economizing in heat and water, I recom- 
mend the establishment of several shower baths in this wing. 
I also recommend the removal of the tubs in the inmates’ 
bath-room at the men’s institiition, and the substitution there- 
for of a shower-bath system. 

4. Again calling your attention to the morgue, I recom- 
mend the building of a frame addition, 12 feet by 18 feet, to 
be lighted principally from above, and equipped with such 
fittings as may be necessary to make it convenient for the 
work of the pathologists. This addition can be made at 
small expense, and with the present capacity of the morgue 
for the preservation of bodies, the needs of the institution in 
this respect will be provided for for years to come. 
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5. Further improvements in the hospital kitchen are very 
much needed. I should advise the removal of the partition 
between the kitchen and the room on the westerly side, with 
the remodeling of the stairs and the introduction of a freight 
elevator. Additional steam cooking apparatus should be 
provided for all the kitchens. 

6. Your attention is again called to the great need of a 
new laundry building. This, at present a very weak point 
in the institution, is the key to an important situation. If a 
new laundry building were provided, the present laundry site 
could be used in connection with the kitchen, and would 
also give room for a bakery. For two years the baking of 
this institution, sometimes having a population of nearly one 
thousand, has been done in an oven measuring 6 feet by 7 
feet. It is impossible to drive at this gait perpetually, and 
immediate steps ought to be taken to relieve the two impor- 
tant departments referred to. The welfare of the institution 
is largely dependent upon the bakery and laundry, and this 
matter is worthy your serious and early attention. 

7. The ventilation of the men’s building has been so 
many times advocated that it seems almost useless to refer 
to it again, but the plans which have been made for this im- 
provement ought to be carried into execution at the earliest 
possible day. 

8. The steam heating and electrical plants are inade- 
quate for the institution. During the past year, plans have 
been partially made for the relocation and rebuilding of the 
power plant, and it is earnestly desired that the needs of the 
institution in this respect may be provided for at an early 
day. In connection with the relocation, there should be 
workshops for the engineer and carpenter, with an equip- 
ment of machinery, so that needed repairs may be promptly 
made. Much valuable time is now consumed in securing 
simple repairs from the city. 


The usual statistical tables are appended for your con- 
sideration. 

Religious services have been held each Sunday during the 
year, and early in the autumn a change in the service was 
made whereby both Protestants and Catholics were given 
an opportunity to worship each Sunday instead of alternat- 
ing as they have heretofore done. The chaplains, Rev. W. 
B. Toulmin and Rey. P. H. Brennan, have been constant in 
their attendance on such as wished their services. 

I wish to extend my thanks to the heads of departments 
and the employees of the institution in general for their 
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careful attention to duty, and the faithfulness of their sup- 
port. I am also under many obligations to the captains of 
the boats in the institution’s service for many courtesies. 

Having finished my work in connection with your depart- 
ment I will take my departure, assuring you of my continued 
interest in the welfare of the institution which I have en- 
deavored to serve.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF OF 
THE LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


During the past year improvement in the general condi- 
tion of the hospital has been uninterrupted. We feel that 
this is due to the interest shown in its development by the 
late Superintendent of the institution, the resident physicians, 
and by the highly conscientious work of the Superintendent 
of Nurses and her staff. The wards are now clean and 
orderly, equal to those in our best city hospitals. The atti- 
tude of the patients is respectful to authority, and the air 
of discipline increases in proportion to the care bestowed 
upon them. 

No one thing has conduced more to orderliness than the 
commitment to proper hospitals of noisy and troublesome 
insane patients. The policy has been to transfer those per- 
sons who, through their disordered mental state, have inter- 
fered with the welfare of non-insane patients, thereby 
relieving the hospital of patients for whom it is not intended 
and also assisting toward a proper classification of the 
dependent poor. 

A distinct advance in treatment has been made in the 
introduction of adequate methods of infant feeding. 
Through this means the deaths due to digestive disturbances 
have been reduced to one-quarter of what they were. A 
well-equipped and sunny nursery has been established, which 
will also do its share in diminishing infant mortality. 

During the past summer the Board of Trustees opened 
the middle wing of the hospital for soldiers returning from 
Cuba. This was made possible by the transfer of the 
patients there to other wards and when possible to the dor- 
mitories. One hundred and twelve soldiers, including 
out-patients from fortifications on Long Island Head, were 
treated, with no deaths. During the period of the soldiers’ 
residence on the island a daily boat service was instituted, 
in so far temporarily converting the hospital to the basis of 
one on the main land. The visiting staff wishes to express 
its appreciation of the willingness with which the house staff 
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and nurses accepted the extra work imposed upon them, and 
also of the valuable services of Mr. F. R. Jouett, medical 
student, who served as volunteer house officer during the 
stay of the soldiers. 

We would respectfully call attention again to certain recom- 
mendations made to you in the last report. These were: The 
relief from overcrowding of the male wards; the separa- 
tion of tuberculous patients from others, and the desirability 
of an increase in the number of small rooms; the necessity 
of proper facilities for the care of cases of contagious disease ; 
the better arrangement of the out-patient department ; the 
enlargement of the morgue. We desire to lay special stress 
upon the last recommendation. The present building is 
altogether inadequate, and we are convinced that no im- 
provement would conduce so much to the development of 
the hospital department as a more commodious and prop- 
erly equipped structure. 

We would finally urge the desirability of an improved 
boat service. Could the service be a daily one, or could the 
boat be subject to call at other times than as at present 
arranged, twice weekly, we are confident that the medical 
efficiency of the hospital could be very materially increased. 

During the past year Dr. E. A. Crockett, visiting aurist, 
has resigned from the staff, through stress of other profes- 
sional work. Dr. E. M. Plummer has been appointed to 
fill his place. Dr. George B. Magrath has been appointed 
visiting assistant pathologist to the hospital. 

In conclusion, we beg leave to state that in our opinion 
one of the most pressing medical needs of the city is a 
properly appointed hospital to which those suffering from 
incurable disease may be sent. This need the Long Island 
Hospital should supply more completely than is at present 
the case. To this end we hope that in time persons may be 
admitted to the hospital for temporary or permanent treat- 
ment, without the stigma which attaches to the name of 
pauper. Could this be accomplished, we feel sure that the 
range of usefulness of the hospital would be materially 
extended.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF NURSES 
OF THE TRAINING SCHOOL OF THE LONG 
ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


At present there are in the Training School thirty-one 
pupil nurses, two assistants, and two head nurses. We 
have six pupil nurses taking the place of head nurses in the 
wards, and in that way saving the expense of graduate 
nurses. The pupil nurses are very superior to the nurses 
of the old school. They are a brighter and better educated 
class of women, most of them having a high school educa- 
tion or its equivalent. 

There are now three classes in the school. The senior 
class is in charge of the Superintendent of Nurses; the mid- 
dle class in charge of her assistant; and the junior class in 
the charge of the Superintendent of Night Nurses. All the 
written work is under my supervision. Each class has a 
lesson every week and a lecture given by one of the staff 
physicians. What we call “bedside” lectures, are also given 
to the different classes of nurses. The nurses attend the 
operations in turn, and each nurse has a month in the operat- 
ing room. We have also lessons in cooking and massage. 

The nurses now take full charge of the wards, both the 
household part and the care of the patients. The beds are 
clean; the patients are clean, which is accomplished only by 
eternal vigilance, as it is very hard to keep out-patients clean, 
both on account of their old age, and, also, because of the 
loathsome diseases from which many of them suffer. The 
patients in Wards L and B require constant care, it being 
almost impossible to keep them clean. The work and care 
of the nurses in these wards for their patients would seem 
almost incredible, if one did not see it every day. Yet, not- 
withstanding the odds against us, we take satisfaction in 
saying that there is not one bed-sore in the entire hospital. 
The rules for bathing patients are most rigid, and to that is 
due largely the comfort and well-being of the old people. 
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My constant care has been to place the Training School on 
a basis as nearly equal as is possible under our conditions to 
that of the training schools in the city proper, and to have 
our hospital take rank with the fully equipped hospitals in 
the city. This has been a hard struggle, but the improve- 
ment in the appearance of the hospital, in the nurses, and, 
most important of all, in the poor old people more than com- 
pensates for the great effort.

RULES FOR ADMISSION TO THE HOSPITAL AT 
LONG ISLAND. 


Persons eligible to care in the hospital at Long Island, 
Boston Harbor are: 

1. Any person who has a legal settlement in the city of 
Boston and stands in need of relief and is ill. 

2. Any such person who, if well, could be supported at 
his home, but who, being ill, needs special medical or surgi- 
cal care which he cannot afford to provide. 

3. Persons standing in need of relief, having no settle- 
ment in Boston, but who are too ill to be removed to the city 
or town of their settlement, or to a State institution if they 
are without a settlement. 

The question of settlement will be determined by the Insti- 
tutions Registration Department, 28 Court square; office 
hours, 9 to 5 o’clock; on Saturdays, 9 to 2 o’clock. Any 
person able to walk should apply at that office. An ambu- 
lance and carriage are at the disposal of that office, and would 
be sent for persons unable to walk, to carry them to boat or 
train. 

Cases of contagious illness, such as scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, etc., are not received at Long Island, but should be 
referred to the City Hospital. 

In the case of a person who does not speak English, it is 
desirable that he should be accompanied by a friend who 
could interpret when he makes his application at 28 Court 
square. 
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Kes It is very desirable that application should be made the 
day before it is desired that the person should go to the hos- 
pital, or, if an emergency case, before 12 o’clock, to admit of 
the settlement being looked up and the ambulance or carriage 
sent, if necessary. Ifa person applies at this office too late 
for admission on the same day, he would be sent from this 
office to the Wayfarers’ Lodge (men), or to the City Tem- 
porary Home (women). 

%ex> It is earnestly requested that if a person is advised to 
apply for admission to the hospital at Long Island, he should 
be made to clearly understand that it is the Hospital Depart- 
ment of the Boston Almshouse, as much distress has often 
been occasioned by ignorance of this fact at the time of going 
to the hospital. 


The executive force of the Hospital at Long Island con- 
sists of the First Medical Officer, with three assistants, who 
have immediate charge under the direction of the Visiting 
Medical Staff. There is a training-school for nurses, with 
a superintendent of nurses and two assistants, four head 
nurses, and thirty probationers or pupil nurses. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
BOSTON ALMSHOUSE IN CHARLESTOWN 
FOR WOMEN AND AGED COUPLES. 


CHARLESTOWN District, April 4, 1899. 
To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 

The annual report of this institution for the year ending 
January 31, 1899, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

The change made by your Board in July last, in accord- 
ance with your plan of making the institution a home for 
women and aged couples, seems to be abundantly justified by 
the results. Each improvement you have suggested has 
worked satisfactorily, and the inmates seem to enjoy in har- 
mony the new régumé. 

As heretofore, religious services have regularly been held, 
open to all who desire to attend. Rev. George Maxwell of 
Charlestown has greatly endeared himself to the inmates by 
his ministrations, and the choir boys of his church, with their 
fine voices, have added much to the interest of the services. 
I also take pleasure in testifying to the kind interest shown 
in the welfare of the inmates by the clergy of St. Francis de 
Sales Church. Mass is occasionally said at the almshouse 
for those unable to attend the services at the church on 
Bunker Hill street. 

On several of the holidays of the past year entertainments 
were given, which most pleasantly broke the monotony of 
life among the inmates. The sun-room on each occasion was 
decorated with flowers, evergreens or flags; music was fur- 
nished by artists, who seemed to enjoy the enthusiasm with 
which their efforts were received. Among those who have 
offered their services for these occasions are Miss Harriett 
Shaw, the eminent harpist; the Gabrielson children of Rox- 
bury, Mr. James O’Brien, Mr. Goodwin, the Cecilia Orches- 
tra and others. 

The health standard has been high, and has been so kept 
by the skilful advice and care of our physician, Dr. Sprague, 
and the untiring efforts of the several matrons. 
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Much has been done in perfecting the steam and hot-water 
apparatus, including valuable improvements in the laundry ; 
also in laying new floors and in painting; the cleaning and 
Sweetening of every room from the basement to the attic has 
been in progress for several months, largely by the help of 
the inmates, and little additional in this line now needs 
to be done. 

The garden in front of the house has supplied the table of 
the officers and inmates with fresh vegetables during the 
summer, and for the winter from the same source have been 
obtained most of the squashes, beets and onions needed. 

I would respectfully request that during the ensuing year 
the very much needed renovation of the plumbing through- 
out the institution may be accomplished, also that suitable 
lavatories for both men and women should be provided. 

I wish to extend to the Board an expression of my appre- 
ciation of their support and kind co-operation during the 
time I have been in charge of the almshouse.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN OF THE 
BOSTON ALMSHOUSE IN CHARLESTOWN, 
FOR WOMEN AND AGED COUPLES. 


To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 

I have the honor to submit the following report as visiting 
physician of this institution for the year ending January 
31, 1899: 

During the past year, particularly the fall and winter 
months, the health of the inmates has been unprecedentedly 
good, and at times weeks have elapsed with scarcely a patient 
sick enough to be confined to bed. 

This perfect immunity from acute ailments, is, In my 
opinion, due to the zeal of the superintendent and her intel- 
ligent enforcement of the laws of hygiene regarding diet, 
cleanliness, ventilation and the heating of the building. The 
usual chronic cases incidental to advanced age principally 
called for treatment. 

With the advent of a paid matron to care for the sick, a 
long-felt want has been supplied, much to the solace and 
comfort of those needing such service. 

There were five deaths during the year; of these three 
were females and two males, from the following causes: 
senility, three; valvular heart disease, one; paralysis, one ; 
total, five. Average age of decedents, seventy-four. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my thanks to Miss Weeden 
for her unfailing courtesy In all our official relations, and 
also to the matrons and under help for their thoughtfulness 
and consideration in all the little details connected with my 
daily visits.

Chapter 395 of the Acts of 1597, as Amended by Chapter 451 
of the Acts of 1897. 


An Aor TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, INSANE PER— 
SONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The children’s institutions department, the pauper 
institutions department, the insane hospital department and the 
institutions registration department, of the city of Boston, are 
hereby created as departments of said city, and shall be under 
the charge of the officers herein designated therefor. Said offi- 
cers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and shall be 
appointed by the mayor of said city without confirmation by the 
board of aldermen. ‘The provisions of chapter two hundred and 
sixty-six of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five, 
and of all other acts relating to the departments of the city of 
Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, except as otherwise 
herein provided, shall be applicable to said departments and the 
officers and employees thereof. 

Secr. 2. Each of said departments, except the institutions 
registration department, shall be under the charge of a board of 
seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women ; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said de- 
partments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two for 
the term of four years, one for the term of three years, two for 
the term of two years and one for the term of one year, begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any term or 
terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed for the 
term of five years, beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said trus- 
tees shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid for 
the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve without com- 
pensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by them in the 
performance of their duty shall be paid by said city if approved 
by a recorded vote of the board of which the trustee incurring 
such expense is a member, They shall organize on the first 
Monday of May in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, by 
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the choice of a chairman who shall be one of their number, and of 
a secretary who may or may not, at their discretion, be one of 
their number. No such trustee, nor any person in the employ 
of any of said trustees or departments shall be interested in a 
private capacity, directly or indirectly, in any contract or agree- 
ment for labor or for articles furnished for any of said depart- 
ments. 

Sect. 3. The board of trustees for the children’s institutions 
department shall be known, as the trustees for children, and shall 
have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relating to 
children, or to any institution or place in which they are confined 
or detained or cared for, including the house of reformation, now 
conferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institu- 
tions commissioner of the city of Boston, except as to children 
lawfully committed to or detained in institutions established for 
the care and custody of the adult insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the pauper institutions 
department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties re- 
lating to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now conferred 
by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the city of Boston. 

Sect. 5. ‘The board of trustees for the insane hospital depart- 
ment shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, and shall 
have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic hospital 
established by the city of Boston under the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and thirty-one of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that said city has 
established, or may hereafter establish, for the care or treatment 
of the insane, and the same shall hereafter be known as the Bos- 
ton insane hospital; and said trustees shall have all the powers 
relating to the insane and to the institutions in which they are 
confined, conferred by the statutes of the Commonwealth upon 
the institutions commissioner of the city of Boston. 

Sect. 6. The institutions department of the city of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the penal institutions department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions Commissioner, and he shall continue to have, exer- 
cise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the city of Boston not conferred by this act upon 
any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institutions 
commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, appoint 
one assistant. 

Sect. 7. The institutions registrations department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investigate 
all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the com- 
mitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged prisoners, 
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or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected therewith, and 
report thereon to the department interested therein ; and shall per- 
form such services relating to the accounts and to the collection, 
registration and tabulation of statistics relating to said depart- 
ments, or any of them, as may be required of him by said mayor 
or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of said departments, 
with the approval of said mayor. Said registrar shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand dollars, or such other salary as 
may be fixed by ordinance. 

Sect. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and at 
such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which may 
be present said penal institutions commissioner, said institutions 
registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of trus- 
tees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two members 
of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said de- 
partments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co-ordina- 
tion of such work, and at said conferences said mayor shall 
preside. 

Sect. 9. The city of Boston may take and hold any real 
or personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed 
or devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or more 
of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor 
thereof, by the officers in charge of such department or depart- 
ments. 

Srcr. 10. Any officers or employees of the institutions de- 
partment of the city of Boston, whose tenure of office or position 
may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, may be 
appointed to similar positions in said city at any time within six 
months of the passage of this act, without civil service examina- 
tion or enrolment. 

Srecr. 11. No veteran holding an office in the institutions 
department of the city of Boston shall be removed or suspended, 
or shall, without his consent, be transferred from such office or 
employment, except after a full hearing before the mayor, and at 
such hearing the veteran shall have the right to be present and to 
be represented by counsel. Such removal, suspension or transfer 
shall be made only upon the written order of the mayor. — [ Ap- 
proved May 13, 1897.

Sir, — It is with pleasure and gratification that I report that 
the institutions of this department are in excellent condition 
and that, while it may not be said that they are satisfactory 
in every respect, yet they are beyond reasonable criticism and 
are making progress in conservative ways towards the best 
results in prison administration. 


REFORM IN PRISONS. 


It is not to be expected that reform in every respect can 
be accomplished in a year or two years. Durable and perma- 
nent reforms can be realized only by their introduction in 
slow, sure, and correct manner. Evolution rather than revo- 
lution is what produces permanent improvement. A radical 
change of thought regarding the treatment of misdemeanants 
and convicts has occurred in the world in fifty years, a 
recent time, and it is hard for those familiar with the older- 
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time thought to enter into sympathy with the newer, nobler 
ideas regarding the treatment of those confined in our 
prisons. 

The wise thought of prison reformers requires that all 
prisoners should be treated with a view to their reformation, 
that their restriction of liberty should bear hardly upon them 
but not harshly, that they should feel their imprisonment 
just so much as would operate to make them fear the repeti- 
tion of the punishment, but not that they should be treated 
unkindly or cruelly. This middle ground is one that is difh- 
cult to tread, and it demands wisdom, intelligence, firmness, 
and discretion in order to meet the sentimentalist reformer on 
the one hand and the practical, rigid person on the other, — 
the one who shrieks with horror if sheets are not on the bed 
of every prisoner, and cares not if the honest poor have fires 
to warm them; and the other who says, when observing some 
amelioration of hard conditions, “‘ You are treating them too 
well.” Between these extremes is the middle ground of 
hard discipline without cruelty, of kindness without weakness, 
of helpfulness without mawkish sentimentality. It is upon 
this middle ground that I have tried to step in the administra- 
tion of the affairs of this department, and I firmly believe 
that it is the only path by which intelligent, rational, and 
enduring reform can be effected, and the penal institutions 
of this county and city be made to occupy the place they 
should attain, and to which it is my desire they should reach, 
__to be the models of prison administration, to which should 
come the citizens of other cities and countries to study our 
methods. In comparison with the world we are not behind 
in prison methods in our institutions, but we are not where 
we might be, and where we will be with proper effort along 
the lines indicated. 

One of the difficulties in the proper administration of our 
prisons is the survival in them of the old-time thought and 
feeling towards prisoners, the mistaken idea that harshness 
is discipline and that a prisoner has lost the rights of a man 
by being confined. This feeling is disappearing from our 
prisons, and although habits and customs are hard to change, 
we are making progress steady and sure towards its total 
abolishment from them. 


DISCIPLINE. 


In my report for last year I spoke of the improvement in 
discipline in the Houses of Correction, which was shown by 
the comparative statement of the punishments during the 
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year previous with the current year, noticing their decrease. 
I call your attention also this year to a still further decrease 
in the number of punishments from last year. The number 
of inmates at the Deer Island House of Correction that were 
punished last year was 606, and the number of days spent 
in solitary, 1,786; the number of prisoners punished this 
year was 477, and the number of days spent in solitary, 
1,303. At the South Boston House of Correction last year 
the number of inmates punished was 354, and the number 
of days spent in solitary, 846; the number of prisoners 
punished this year was 311, and the number of days spent 
in solitary, 465. 

One of the means adopted to bring about a better condi- 
tion of discipline has been the frequent conferences of the 
Commissioner with the officers of the institutions, which 
occur very nearly monthly. These meetings have been 
fruitful of so much good that they are now established as a 
permanent feature of the department work. 


RULES. 


The rules that were adopted last year for the government 
of the institutions of the department have been found to 
work excellently well in practice, and, with a few additions 
and changes which were made during the year, are produc- 
ing beneficial results. During the year it has been necessary 
to call the attention of the officers in but one or two 
instances to any violation of the rules. On the whole they 
have been cheerfully and thoroughly obeyed. 


LABOR. 


On the first day of January, 1898, the new laws relating 
to labor went into effect, which resulted, during the estab- 
lishment of the new system, in a complete lapse of work at 
both institutions ; but at the present time the men are fairly 
well employed, and, with the additions that are contem- 
plated, they will soon have sufficient employment. I regret 
that the labor is such as it is in the prisons, and wish that 
the men might be employed in more severe tasks. | have 
given the matter some attention during the past year, but 
have been unable as yet to recommend to the General Super- 
intendent of Prisons any change in the work of the institu- 
tions; but it would be a matter very gratifying to me if some 
work might be suggested by which the men would be taken 
from the sewing machines and given employment more suited 
to their physique. 
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PENSIONS. 


It is my desire to establish a system of pensions in this 
department, in order to provide for the retirement of some of 
the faithful servants of the county that have arrived at an age 
where it is no longer proper that they should be retained in 
charge of the class of people that we have in our institutions. 
It is improper that they should be discharged, after years of 
faithful service, without some provision being made by the 
county for taking care of them in their old age. In the 
snstitutions of this department there are a number of such 
instances where it would be desirable, not only for the depart- 
ment but for the individual, that they should be retired 
in the same manner that members of the police and fire 
departments are, and I would respectfully suggest that the 


Legislature be petitioned to extend the same privileges to” 


this department that prevail in those departments. 


POPULATION. 


There has been a gratifying decrease in the population at 
the Deer Island House of Correction, the number there at 
present being the lowest since 1893. The population on 
January 31 of the years since 1892 is as follows: 
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Causes for Decrease. 


The causes of this decrease in population are difficult to 
establish. ‘There has been no change in the law that would 
account for it, such as occurred in 1891, the effect of 
which is after stated. I am inclined to attribute the decrease 
to many of the changes in method and administration that 
have been made within the last two years rather than to any 
one particular cause. The helpful, cordial relations existing 
between the honorable justices of the courts of the county 
and this office have assisted us In many ways to not only 
relieve the institution of a large population, but to assist 
these unfortunates to a better course of life. The active 
co-operation of the Probation Officer, Mr. Keefe, with the 
agents of this department has also assisted in this way, and 
I desire to speak here highly of the probation system of this 
county as administered by him and his subordinates. 
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Pledges. 


The requirement that those released on probation shall 
pledge themselves to abstain from the use of intoxicating 
liquors for one year, which pledge is taken before the clergy- 
man of the denomination to which the man belongs, is also 
responsible for a portion of the decrease I am assured. In 
this work I wish to acknowledge the earnest co-operation of 
the Rev. P. H. Brennan and Rey. William H. Toulmin. 
The former in particular has made this requirement an 
earnest religious observance, and in that manner has added 
much to its value as a check upon those whose appetite for 
intoxicants requires an aid stronger than their own weak 
wills. I also credit a large portion of the decrease to the in- 
fluence of the Mission for Catholic inmates, which has been 
held at this institution. 


Employment for Discharged Prisoners. 


The work of this office in procuring employment for dis- 
charged prisoners, and in the returning of them to the in- 
fluences of their homes and friends, has without doubt 
operated to produce a considerable portion of this decrease. 
Of this mention is made later. 


Tobaceo. 


I credit a portion of the decrease to our non-issue of 
tobacco to the inmates of the institution, for the men, forced 
to abstain from one vice, are strengthened in their abstinence 
from the liquor habit. Iam much gratified with the discon- 
tinuance of its issue in our institutions. Under the former 
system it was a regular issue, as food was issued, and many 
who had never used tobacco for chewing acquired that habit 
during their confinement. The results of its non-issue are 
apparent in the cleanliness of the institutions and the appear- 
ance of the inmates, and the beneficial results of the same 
are not to be measured solely by the saving to the county of 
#3,000 a year, which was about the cost under the old 
System. 


Spanish War. 


Another reason, @ small one, however, has been the late 
war, which undoubtedly had effect in taking into the army 
some of those who otherwise, without employment, would 
have become inmates of our institutions. 
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Loafers’ Hall. 


To the abolishment of Loafers’ Hall at this institution 
should be credited a part of the loss in population. This at- 
tractive place for loafers, where talk, telling stories, and lazy 
fellowship prevailed, having been abolished, and the men 
being locked in their cells when not employed, has given 
them, in place of opportunity of acquiring more viciousness, 
more tolerance of vice, more sympathy with it, an oppor- 
tunity for serious reflection, and thus perhaps led many to 
doubt the wisdom of their longer persistence in their former 
courses of life. JI am led to attribute much to this change, 
for it is from the recidivist class that our falling-off im num- 
bers has largely come. 


Tnbrary. 


The regular issue of library books to the inmates has as- 
sisted, by broadening the minds of the men, to lift them out 
of their sodden condition, and should be given credit for a 
certain amount of the decrease. 

Whichever of these causes is most to be attributed with 
the decrease it is impossible to state, but it is decidedly to be 
desired that the decrease may continue. 


TEMPERATURE, INFLUENCE OF. 


One of the most prevalent ideas is that there. are more 
people sentenced to our institutions in the winter than in the 
summer. Why such a thought should be established so 
firmly in the minds of the community it is impossible to say, 
but it is certainly widespread among the people in our city, 
who suppose themselves familiar with our institutions. ‘The 
contrary is true. A review of the figures for the past five 
years shows that the population in the Houses of Correction 
of the county is larger in the months of June, July, and 
August than in the months of December, January, and 
February. The figures are as follows:

This state of things is not singular with us; it prevails 
also in England. In 1896 the number of prisoners re- 
ceived in the three winter months at all the prisons of that 
country was 38,175, and in the three months of summer, 
44,216. These figures lead naturally to the question, Does 
the rise in temperature operate to produce more offenders 
against the law? An investigation of this question seems to 
demonstrate that it does. One reason for this is that there 
is more money distributed among the people in summer, and 
therefore there is more to spend in drink and other forms of 
dissipation ; also, people are more in public view, where they 
come under the eye of the police, than in the winter 
months ; but, leaving aside these reasons for the increase of 
the population of our prisons in summer, there seems to be 
reason to believe that the warmer season has a direct influence 
upon the nervous organization of the individuals of a com- 
munity, which influence leads to aberrations of conduct and 
to sudden and violent excesses. If we take those removed 
from the causes mentioned, increase of money and social 
movement, we find more unrest with them and more infractions

of discipline in warm weather than in cold. Among the 
‘nmates of our institutions we observe the same effect pro- 
duced by temperature, as shown by the number of punish- 
ments in those periods quoted. In the South Boston House 
of Correction, with a stable population of about 500 at 
all times, the number of punishments in the winter months 
+s much less than in the same period in the summer. The 
following table shows this :

In one of the principal London prisons the daily average of 
punishments was 9+ per thousand in June, July, and August, 
and 7+ in December, January, and February. 
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These figures indicate that cosmical changes affect society 
in a way that brings about an increase in misdemeanors and 
that in prisons, at least, if not in the courts, the offender 
should be judged more leniently in the times when the tem- 
perature is abnormally high. 


TREATMENT OF DRUNKENNESS. 


In my report for last year I spoke of the expense of the 
maintenance of those convicted for drtinkenness, and, during 
the past year, I have given the matter more than usual atten- 
tion. Iam of the opinion that we are not at the present time 
doing the best we can for this class of misdemeanants or for 
the community, but I do not think there should be radical 
changes made in our laws. It appears to me that simple 
changes will, without changing our practice of years, produce 
better results to both interests—the community and the 
offender. Onesimple change that I would recommend would 
be the establishment of a more equitable scale for terms of 
imprisonment for non-payment of fine. Now a man fined 
five dollars, if the fine is not paid, serves the same length of 
time as the man who is fined ten or fifteen dollars. This 
seems to me unjust, and I would advocate such a change as 
would require that a man should serve one day for each dol- 
lar he was fined; if fined five dollars, he should serve five 
days; if eight dollars, eight days; if ten dollars, ten days; 
and soon. I would also suggest other changes, as follows : 

1. A person guilty of drunkenness by the voluntary use 
of intoxicating liquors, if not then and there proven to have 
been convicted of a like offence once before within the next 
preceding twelve months may be released by the court or 
trial justice. 

2. <A person convicted of a like offence once before within 
the next preceding twelve months, but not within six months 
of his present conviction, shall be punished by a fine of one 
dollar or imprisonment for two days in the House of Correc- 
tion or goal; if within six months, a fine of five dollars shall 
be imposed or five days’ imprisonment. 

3. If proven guilty of a like offence twice before within 
a year, and not within six months, he shall be fined ten dol- 
lars or ten days’ imprisonment at the House of Correction 
or goal; if within six months, fifteen dollars or fifteen days’ 
imprisonment. 

4. If proven guilty of a like offence three times within a 
year and not within three months, fifteen dollars or fifteen 
days’ imprisonment; if within three months, he may be 
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committed to the House of Correction or gaol for a term not 
exceeding six months. 

In lieu of being released or sentenced as above, the Court 
may, in its discretion, place the person upon probation for a 
term not exceeding five weeks, at the expiration of which 
time, if the person comes into court and the report of the 
probation officer is favorable, the complaint shall be placed 
on file. Ifthe report is not favorable, or if the person is 
surrendered into court by.the probation officer before the 
expiration of the probation term, the Court shall impose the 
fine as herein named for a second offence. 


CLASSIFICATION OF PRISONERS. 


I have given much study to the different systems of clas- 
sification proposed by persons generally without experience 
and expressed with much vagueness of detail, for none of 
them but are accompanied by the statement that all cannot 
be explained, but much must be left to be worked out; but 
I have been unable to approve any system of herding pris- 
oners according to these different plans, and I am decidedly 
of the opinion that classification is simply individualization. 
The difficulties of classifying in any other way are insur- 
mountable, and the absurdity of any other system amounts 
to childishness, and is only born of ignorance of prisoners and 
prisons. Shall we classify according to offences? If we 
attempt to do this we will soon find that among venial 
offenders of one grade are many who have been previously 
convicted of more serious offences. If we classify according 
to number of convictions, we will soon find differences of 
education, disposition towards reform, and receptivity of 
reformatory measures, and oftentimes we will find among the 
less serious offenders one who will do much to corrupt his 
fellows and injure discipline. 

Shall we classify according to age? Such classification 
would be manifestly improper for age is not at all a guide 
for viciousness. The sole classification that will be of ser- 
vice can be made only by the study of the individual charac- 
ter of each inmate. The man must be studied and the 
questions asked regarding each, Is he a probable subject for 
reformation? to what influences will he yield? is his environ- 
ment in life such as will assist him to become a better man ? 
how can he be helped to a better life? 

In other words, classification is individualization, and only 
by such individual study of men can any scheme of reform 
be made possible. And such study of men should be made 
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by every prison management — not to make convicts into 
classes and allow them to work out their own reformation 
and think that its duty is done, for it is as bad management 
to jumble convicts into a class and allow them to look out 
for themselves as it would be to place them altogether and 
allow them to make their own classification. A classification 
that is not good it would be inadvisable to adopt, and I have 
yet in my experience to have presented to me, nor have I 
found in my studies, any classification except that based upon 
behavior in prison that accomplishes anything in the way of 
reform; and that classification can be made in any prison, and 
is made to more or less extent in the prisons of every 
civilized community. 

Classification can be made in those physically sick, such as 
the separation of syphilitics from those afflicted with other 
diseases, the sane from the insane, but only by individual 
study. And so with those mentally sick, the disease must be 
individually diagnosed. To say that a man who committed 
larceny to save his family from starving should be classed 
with the thief who steals to gratify his lust or the desire of 
a mistress is a classification that is unjust, immoral and dan- 
gerous to society. Even the classification of those physically 
sick has its dangers, for among those afflicted by syphilis may 
be the extremes of the bad and the good, the vicious and the 
innocent; then how difficult to classify those who are men- 
tally sick ? 

‘Who can minister to a mind diseased?” Certainly no 
one without an infinity, of study and close attention to every 
detail. The mental processes that bring a man into our 
prisons are as different as there are persons in them. There 
are certain moving causes, large in themselves — Avarice, 
Lust, Revenge, and Drunkenness — tat are prime factors, 
but a classification on this basis would be most difficult to 
arrange and adjust. 

Ferri says: “ All classifications that have been set forth 
amount to a recognition of four types, the born, the insane, 
the occasional criminals, and the criminals of passion,” and 
then says, “I must frankly decline to accept the authority 
of those who put forward classification more or less sym- 
metrical without having made a study of criminals.” 

Classifications all differ; if not in major particulars, in 
minor ones. Some are purely anthropological, others based 
on the organic or psychological characteristics of criminals, 
such as those of Lacassagne, some on the influence of pun- 
ishment, and some like those of Ferri, which are based upon 
the natural causes of crime, individual, physical, and social. 
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But all classifications must be based upon individual study, 
and to bring about a classification, meaning a segregation of 
those unlike inclined, would require as many sub-divisions of 
a prison as there are inmates. And this it appears to me the 
wise way of classification, — to henceforth construct our 
prisons upon the separate system and to classify our prison- 
ers upon the individual line; then, by placing in charge 
those in sympathy with the reform of prisoners, to work out 
the best in the modern views of the treatment of criminals. 
But the best form of government will fail in incompetent, 
weak, or corrupt hands; so our ideal system of prison re- 
form must be intrusted to those only in sympathy with its 
ideas or it will fail entirely. It is not the system so much as 
‘+ ig those who administer it that makes its success or failure. 

It is easy for the amateur and those not informed in prison 
management to prate of classification, as though it were 
simple and easily attained ; but a little thought will demon- 
strate that it means a close study of the offender, a study 
more complex than that to diagnose a physical disease, and 
this study can be only made by segregation of prisoners from 
each other and by those familiar with them and the environ- 
ments from which they come. 

W. Douglas Morrison says, regarding this matter: ‘As to 
the best method of dealing with the actual criminal, the first 
thing to be done is to find out what sort of a person you are 
dealing with. He must be studied at first hand.” 

The statement of the Rev. John Clay in his Life also con- 
firms my thought in this matter: “I believe it to be beyond 
human power safely to classify prisoners. I dare not trust 
even six or eight prisoners in any class or association which 
leaves conversation free.” 


TREATMENT OF PRISONERS. 


There are two principal views regarding the treatment of 
inmates of our prisons; viz.: 1. That they are responsible, 
and are imprisoned for punishment. 2. That they are ir- 
responsible, and, if imprisoned at all, should be confined as a 
protection to society. 

The first view is well represented by the following article 
by Thomas Walker, M.A., a police magistrate of London. 
Judge Walker was graduated as B.A. from Trinity College, 
Cambridge, in 1808, and as M.A. in 1811. The following 
article was written in 1835, when Mr. Walker was fifty-one 
years old and after he had been a magistrate for six years. 
It is valuable as showing the old-time feeling regarding 
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prisoners, held by an educated person who had been brought 
into close connection with them: 


Prison discipline, like many other subjects which occupy public 
attention, is not worth the time and expense which is bestowed upon 
it. After the repeated experiments that have been made to reform 
criminals in prisons, and the signal want of success, I should think 
the hope must by this time be given up even by the most Sanguine. I[ 
believe that after the immense expense that has been lavished upon the 
attempt, the instances of reform really attributable to the system, do 
not amount to one in five hundred; and if it is calculated how many 
might have been saved from a prison at all by the application of the 
same means to the purposes of good government, it must be con- 
cluded that prison discipline with a view to reform is a great deal 
worse than useless. But itis bad in another point of view. The 
sole end of imprisonment ought to be punishment, in order to deter 
from crime, and punishment by a separation from the world and all 
its advantages; and the greater the contrast the greater will be the 
punishment. Now, in the reform system, however strict the disci- 
pline is professed to be, there is necessarily a degree of attention and 
indulgence which much mitigates the pains of imprisonment, and 
causes the criminal to quit his confinement with any feeling but of 
that dread which ought to operate as a lesson to himself and a warn- 
ing to others. To the neglected wretches, who form the bulk of 
prisoners, a reform prison offers no terrors. They do not like con- 
finement and regularity, but then they find so many sets-off in the 
attentions they meet with, and the comforts provided for them — 
that is, comforts compared with their frequent privations —and 
their physical state becomes so much improved, that when they come 
again into the world, their retrospect is far from one of unmixed re- 
pugnance to a prison life; and if they return, as they generally do,. 
to their vicious courses, the sufferings they bring upon themselves 
must make them frequently almost sigh after a renewal of restraint. 
It often occurs to me, when I am committing disorderlies to prison 
for short periods, that to many of them the prospect of control is not 
altogether disagreeable; and if we reflect what sufferings they must 
entail upon themselves by their gross irregularities, it is not to be 
wondered that it should be so. I consider, then, all attempts at re- 
form within the walls of a prison as misplaced, and as contrary to 
and as defeating the true end of imprisonment, which should present 
a striking contrast to a state of liberty and its enjoyments. 


The second view is shown very clearly by the statement of 
Lombroso, who represents the advanced thought of to-day in 
this statement from an article in “ Za Espana Moderna” where 
he says: “The old Penal Codes can no longer be based on 
the supposition of man’s responsibility, which is no longer 
accepted by any one, not even by the most orthodox or the 
most sturdy and stanch believers in everything of the past ;” 
and by that of Garafalo, who, in his work on Criminality, 
says that crime is either the result of an inborn instinct to 
commit crimes, existing in some human creatures, or of a 
defective instinct of pity or of honor, which is wanting in 
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their organization. He believes in doing away with personal 
confinement of any kind, but that the community should lay 
down laws requiring misdemeanants to give compensation 
for their misdeed not only to the person they have injured 
but also to the State for the cost and trouble occasioned by 
this misdeed; and by that of Lévy-Brithl, who maintains 
that the surroundings and parentage exert the most potent 
influence in forming a malefactor or an honest man, and that 
the seeds for a murderer or thief are laid even before his 
birth, and says: “These unfortunate creatures deserve rather 
our pity than aught else. Let us rather remove the causes 
that produce these evils; let us rather pass laws for the 
improvement in the condition of the poor and destitute, so 
that the evil seeds are allowed no chance of finding a soil.” 

For myself I am free to say that while not accepting the 
extreme views of those who hold the second view, and 
believing that the prime object of the separation of the 
criminal from society is its protection, I agree more with the 
second view than with the first, and believe that every prison 
should be a reformatory. It should be penal in character 
only so far as punishment 1s conducive to reformation. The 
punishment of the criminal alone is revengeful, and that 1s 
not compatible with the dignity of a State. I understand the 
term House of Correction to mean one where the habits of 
men are to be corrected, and not that it is a house for the . 
administration of correction in the sense of punishment ; and 
this thought is supported by the report of the commission 
that recommended the first of the Houses of Correction for 
England in 1778. In the report of that commission, which 
was composed of Sir William Blackstone, Lord Auckland, 
and John Howard, occurs this language: 


It is hoped by sobriety, cleanliness and medical assistance, by a 
regular series of labor, by solitary confinement during intervals of 
work, and by due religious instruction, to preserve and amend the 
health of the unhappy offenders, to inure them to habits of 
industry, to guard them from pernicious company, to accustom them 
to serious reflection, and to teach them both the principles and prac- 
tice of every Christian and moral duty. 


A prison conducted upon these lines could not help but be 
a reformatory in every sense. ‘To think because you change 
the names of places of imprisonment from Houses of Cor- 
rection to Reformatories that you have changed their character 
is absurd; as well to think you will change the nature of a 
man by changing his name. Reformatory methods should 
have place in every prison, and these influences should exist 
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not only as a living force constantly at work in it, but it 
should continue in the assistance of the prisoner to make 
his footing in society secure when he leaves the prison. It 
should be exercised in the prison by a discipline strong yet 
kind, firm but humane; prisoners should not. be abused by 
word or deed. In every way the prisoner should be made to 
understand that while he is confined for the good of the com- 
munity, yet all is not lost, and that he is still a person that 
society desires will become again a self-respecting and 
respected member of it. To that end I insist. that every 
inmate shall be treated with all the respect due to him, that 
he shall not be abused. It is an erroneous idea that all in 
the prisons are of the criminal habit or are criminals in the 
sense that they are separated from the non-criminal people of 
the community. In every sense the inmates of a prison are 
like the rest of the people, and to deprive them of their self- 
respect is as much of an injury to them as it is to the person 
outside, and it is an injury to the community also for it pre- 
vents reformation, and tends to make recidivists of those who 
have lost the backbone of all reformation, their self-respect. 
No man can reform without his manhood is respected. The 
thought to be inculcated in their minds is that they are men, 
erring men if you please, but men to whom the world is open 
for a better and a wiser life. With this thought for a cardinal 
principle, that all men are brothers as children of One Great 
Father, I believe the theory of the true management looking 
to the reform of prisoners is found. 

Warden Nicholson, of Detroit, well Says: “There is no 
secret how to properly care for convicts. We have reached 
that condition of rational development where reason must 
take the place of effusive exhibitions of sentiment, and 
practical methods, suited to the exigencies of the case, super- 
sede the fanciful schemes pushed forward as reform measures, 
The Gospel unadorned will dictate to an unwarped conscience 
all that is needful in any case.” 


RESULT OF PRESENT SysrEm. 


In thus stating that our prisons should be reformatories, 
and that in them there should be a spirit of reform, an 
uplifting influence to bring the inmates into a better course 
of living, I would not be understood it is my opinion that 
they may be made to produce ideal results and that the 
course we are now pursuing in the treatment of our criminals 
is one that is capable of producing even good effects, for I 
believe, from the study of the matter and from observation 
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of statistics, that our whole system of the treatment of 
criminals is unproductive of an amount of good that justifies 
‘ts continuance on the present lines. That the system does 
not operate to prevent crime is certainly shown by a study 
of its statistics. In no country in the world where reliable 
statistics are gathered can a lessening of crime be shown. 
The returns are discouraging to the penologists of every 
nation. In Great Britain, although thoughtless people, 
deceived by the lessened number.of inmates of prisons, 
speak of the wonderful diminution of crime there, reliable 
statistics show that crime and misdemeanors have really 
snereased to the amazing amount of 101 per cent. in the last 
forty years,! and that the lessened number of inmates in their 
risons is caused by the changes in the laws, which changes 
substituted fines for imprisonments and sent juveniles to 
other institutions than prisons. A similar change in our 
laws against drunkenness in 1891 reduced the number of 
commitments for that offence to Deer Island from 6,933 to 
9.562 in a single year, and by another change in the law 
the next year increased the number to 4,430. It is not 
fair either to take the number of convictions in court as a 
basis to work on, for a probation system may operate to 
cause aberrance in our returns; nor can we take the num- 
ber of arrests, for under some police systems they would be 
more than with others. For instance, policemen might at 
one time be instructed to clear the streets of beggars, va- 
grants, drunkards, and prostitutes, and at another time the 
regulations regarding them might be enforced with laxity 
or negligence.” 

With all these difficulties in the way of making an exact 
and unimpeachable estimate of the increase or decrease of 
criminal. offenders, it is strongly asserted and believed by 
those best competent to know that the number of offenders 
against the law is continually and alarmingly increasing. 

Professor Von Liszt, of Germany, says our existing penal 
systems are powerless against crime. Dr. W. D. Morrison, 
of H. M. Prison Wandsworth, asks: “ Why are our penal 
methods so helpless and discomfited in the face of the crim- 
inal population? Why do the combined efforts of legislators, 


1 In the period between 1857 and 1861, 482,590 persons were tried at the Assizes and 
Quarter Sessions of England and Wales, while in the period between 1892 and 1896, 
873,647 persons were tried at the same courts.

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judges, police and prisons produce so few practical results ?” 
And so it is all over the world. The general feeling among 
those who make a study of our prisons is that our penological 
system is a failure in that it does not produce the result for 
which it is instituted, the protection of society. 

It may be said that we are doing all we can, that it is an 
incurable disease, an ineradicable defect in society, and, that 
like the poor, we are always to have the criminal with us ; 
but I earnestly believe that some System can be devised by 
which we can limit and restrict the increasing inmates of 
the prisons of the country. That they are increasing is 
shown by the following table from the U_ §. Census:

GOVERNMENT, RESPONSIBILITY OF. 


It may be that the fault lies not in our treatment of the 
criminal after he has committed the offence, but in a defective 
_ organization of society, a fault in government, that makes 
gaols and prisons a place of refuge for the despairing and 
helpless as well as a place of confinement for the vicious and 
indolent. Mr. Justice Walker, in the same article from 
which I have quoted, places the blame for the mass of crimi- 
nals upon the government in the following words : 


The second object of prison discipline, and that which certainly is 
now occupying public attention is to render prisons as effective 
places of punishment as possible ; but this under efficient govern- 
ment out of doors, would be a very simple process indeed. My ob- 
jection to the course pursued is, that it is turning attention in the 
wrong direction, and causing neglect where attention is most of all 
wanted. If I were asked what I thought would be the best mode 
of prison discipline for diminishing the present mass of crime, I 
should answer that there ought to be no such mass, and that the 
question is not a question of prison discipline but of government. 
Prison discipline is no cure for Systematic crime to the present extent 
existing, but the cure is to be found in government discipline inde- 
pendent of prisons. Isolated crime only is that which cannot be 
altogether prevented by good sovernment, and it is the proper object 
for punishment and prevention by imprisonment. Supposing system- 
atic cLime to be done away with by good government, then, and not 
till then, comes the question of prison discipline in its true and 
very narrow limits. I have remarked before that imprisonment 
should present a striking contrast to liberty and its enjoyments. 
There a:e two ways of effecting this : One, which is the way at 
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present being pursued, is to make imprisonment very severe, and 
the other, which is the way that ought to be pursued, is by im- 
provement in government to render liberty and its enjoyments as 
sweet as possible, so that a simple separation from them, within 
four walls, may be sufficient punishment without any refinements 
and contrivances of severity. A necessity for severe punishment 
is a scandal to a government. When the inside of a prison is 
made the subject of great attention, it proves that what is on the 
outside is the subject of great neglect. Govern men well, and crime 
will be infrequent, and simple confinement sufficient punishment. 
Individuals above the neglected mass are not deterred from the 
commission of crime by any consideration of degrees of severity of 
confinement, but by confinement itself, and if there were no 
neglected mass there would be no necessity for what is called 
prison discipline ; it would not be werth a thought. If an agricul- 
turist were asked how to clear a marsh from weeds, he would answer, 
‘¢ Drain it, and what springs up after will be easily subdued.” So, 
to clear the country from crime, govern well, and the individual 
cases which arise, will be disposed of without difficulty. Great as is 
the quantity of crime at present existing, it is to me quite astonishing, 
considering the quantity of neglect, that there is not an immense 
deal more, and thence I infer that, with adequate attention in the 
proper direction, there would be an immense diminution. The prin- 
cipal means of accomplishing this is by moral influence to be derived 
from improved parochial government, carried on by the most worthy 
part of the community, most of whom now take no part in public 
affairs, or employ their efforts on expedients for government, 
instead of in government. This is the only system for a free and 
Christian country, and to this we must come. 


Commander Booth, in “Darkest England,” says, “ the 
gaol is our specific for despair. . . - When all else fails, 
Society agrees to care for a man if he will commit crime.” 

If the fault lies with the government, that way back of our 
prison system he the causes which make our criminals, then 
as penologists we have nothing to do except to make the 
best of our conditions as we find them ‘and endeavor to 
handle this mass of crime as well as we can. It does seem 
to me to be demonstrated that much of the increase of popu- 
lation in our prisons is caused by forced indolence, and that 
if Society could so arrange matters that all could be em- 
ployed, that much would be done to relieve our institutions 
of their population. 

I believe that one of the rights of a man is that he should 
have employment at a living wage ; that for every pair of 
hands there should be work. It is unjust to punish a man 
for having ‘no visible means of support,” when the Society, 
which punishes him, does not furnish him opportunity to 
acquire the means of support. To say to a man who has 
become shoeless and haggard and careworn in the search for 
employment, “ Why do you not work?” is cruel and absurd ; 
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and well may such a man, in perplexity at the conditions 
surrounding him, give up and take to liquor as a means of 
securing employment and a comfortable home under sentence 
rather than to longer seek for means of securing bread and 
be given a stone. It is not a proper punishment for a lazy, 
heedless, careless individual to give him a home and care 
Superior to his own as a punishment for his heedlessness, 
nor is it such for a man who desires work and cannot get it. 

In a newly-formed community, where work is to be had 
for all, there are few vagrants or drunkards; but as Society 
becomes more organized, and when it should be easier to 
arrange for all to be employed, then comes the time when 
men walk the streets and return to their starving families 
with no money or bread. 

I am assured that the cure for drunkenness and vagrancy 
is work, and that fifty per .cent. of those confined for those 
offences would be good citizens, a support to the body politic, 
if they could secure employment permanent and at a remu- 
nerative wage. I am aware that efforts of Society to furnish 
work for the unemployed have not attained any measure of 
success, — notably the government workshops of France, 
under the Provisional Government of 1848, which were insti- 
tuted at the suggestion of Louis Blane, —and I have no 
positive ideas upon the subject at the present time to urge 
upon the public mind; but it seems to me that as all treat- 
ment of drunkenness has heretofore failed to accomplish the 
results to be desired, that we should attempt to ascertain 
what we can do towards its prevention by way of furnishing 
work to those who may fall into the habit if they are left 
with idle hands. 

Mr. John Graham Brooks, in the “ Annals of the American 
Academy,” made four Suggestions as to the problem of the 
unemployed that it seems to me are practical and that 
would be efficient in providing for this class : 


1. Employment bureaus distributed over country and city districts 
with investigation so organized that it can do its work before it is 
too late to manage the applicants. 

2. Adequate graded work tests that shall convince the public that 
the applicant has been taken fairly at his word and offered what he 
claims to be seeking — work. Such work tests Separate the beat in 
every variety from those for whom something may be done, because 
of the will to do something. 

3. Trade Schools (agriculture included) to which those can be 
sent who have accepted the tests and proved their willingnes: but 
lack of skill and capacity. 

4. Places of discipline und training (farm colonies and workshops), 
to which those who are able, but deliberately refuse to work, can be 
sent as to a prison, where they shall be kept until they prove their 
willingness and ability to earn an honest livelihood. 
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The work of the first recommendation is done by this 
department with much success, in the aid of the discharged 
convict; but how much better if it were done before the man 
became an inmate of one of our institutions, and he made 
self-supporting, and the city in many cases saved the support 
of his family. 


ArpIne DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 


One particularly gratifying work of the department, and 
one that I believe is doing a greater amount of good for the 
money expended than almost any other form of public ex- 
penditure, is that of aiding discharged prisoners to re-establish 
themselves in the world on their release from prison. With- 
out such aid as we furnish them many of them would be 
unable to maintain themselves and would be obliged to beg 
or steal and, thus violating the law, would probably be 
returned again to our institutions, and, becoming hardened to 
prison life and by the treatment of the world in refusing 
work diligently sought for, would sullenly accept their fate and. 
become of the ranks of the recidivists, to populate our insti- 
tutions for an indefinite time. I desire to say that for the 
suecess of this work I am much indebted for the able, pains- 
taking, and sympathetic work of the agents in charge, Miss 
Katherine Berran and Mr. James F. English. Their reports 
will be found in the appendix, and will show the details of 
their work. 


House OF CorRECTION, DEER ISLAND. 


This institution has maintained, in the same manner as 
for years past, its excellent standing in comparison with 
other prisons. 

During the year, Ward A, which was destroyed by fire a 
year ago, has been occupied. The wooden ducts, which were 
a menance to the safety of the hospital, have been replaced 
by those of galvanized iron. 

The library has been constantly increased during the 
previous year, and I believe it now stands well with any 
library in a similar institution in this State. 

The Assembly Room is very much appreciated, furnishing 
an opportunity for the officers to meet for purposes of 
social imtercourse. 

The main building and the other buildings with the ex- 
ception of the Women’s Prison are in excellent condition. 

During the year the Cemetery Resthaven has been com- 


leted, and a granite curbing put around it. and aS soon as 
oy] oD | 
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the spring opens it will be laid out in approved form as a 
complete cemetery. 

The division of the prisoners into classes, according to 
number of sentences served, has been continued, and, while 
its results have not been as marked as I expected when the 
system was introduced, yet I feel sure that imperfect as it 1S, 
it is doing good and preventing close association of first 
offenders with those more hardened. 

During the year the United States Government has, at my 
request, established Deer Island as a sub-station of the Bos- 
ton Post Office, denominating it Station 47 and paying a 
salary of two hundred dollars per year to the clerk in charge. 
In order to carry on the business of the office in a proper 
manner | have constructed there a permanent and well- 
equipped post-office. 


House oF Correction, SourH Boston. 


The institution at South Boston remains in the same 
excellent condition so far as discipline and cleanliness are 
concerned and in the same undesirable condition, with regard 
to the housing of the convicts, that I reported upon last year. 
The cells are too small, and there should be some change 
made in regard to this institution. Either it should be 
entirely removed from that location, which I very much 
approve, or better buildings should be erected there for the 
housing of the convicts. 

It is my desire to make changes in the bathing facilities of 
both the institutions, but it seems to me unwise to make 
these changes here, in view of the agitation for the removal 
of this institution. 

The calisthenic exercise has demonstrated the value of its 
introduction, and in no better manner can its results be 
judged than by a comparison of the number of cases of sick- 
ness during the past year with the sick lists of previous years 
when such a system was not in operation. 

The school is doing excellent work, and is justifying its 
establishment fully. It is more necessary now than formerly 
on account of the many commitments of those who are 
ignorant of our language, either written or spoken. The 
work done by the instructor is excellent, and is producing of 
good results. His report in detail may be found appended. 


Boats. 


The J. Putnam Bradlee is in excellent condition and will 
need only the routine repairs this spring. The John Howard 
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is to be given a thorough overhauling, and I shall place a 
new boiler in her hull at the expiration of her license in 
October. 

The conduct of the boats has been most praiseworthy, and, 
notwithstanding the extra work entailed by the summer 
excursions upon both boats, the service rendered by them 
-was eminently satisfactory to all concerned. 


In concluding my report I wish to gratefully speak of the 
cordial relations existing between the head of the department 
and his subordinates. While it is to be expected that differ- 
ences of opinion will arise regarding matters of management 
and discipline —and not only are they expected, but it 1s 
desirable that they should occur for the best development of 
any institution or department — yet I have nothing but the 
kindest thought and regard for all employed in the depart- 
ment, and, I am confident that this feeling is mutually 
enjoyed. 

While it is impossible that the Commissioner should be 
omniscient and all-wise, yet I cannot but trust that all in the 
department must feel that he has endeavored to raise the 
standard of the institutions and to make their service as 
agreeable and pleasant as 1s possible, and I desire to thank 
them for their cordial co-operation in carrying out the desires 
of the Department Chief.

Dear Sir, — The annual report of the Agent for Dis- 
charged Female Prisoners of this department, for the year 
ending February 1, 1899, is respectfully submitted : 

In this noble work my aim is to instil into the minds of 
the unfortunate women a desire for a better and more use- 
ful life. 

L visit Deer Island weekly, and have special conferences 
with any female inmate who wishes to talk with me regard- 
ing herself or her family. In most cases I have employment 
secured for them when they leave Deer Island, but many 
who promise to take positions refuse to accept them after 
receiving their liberty. 

Fourteen hundred and forty-two women have been 
advised and assisted during the last year. Employment has 
been found by me for seventy-three women. I give no 
employment fees to applicants, but accompany each individ- 
ual to the employment office and pay for them when they are 
provided with work. In many cases I have obtained posi- 
tions without payment of any fee. 

Most of the women, whom I have placed in positions, 
correspond with me, and letters are often received from the 
‘parties by whom they are employed, expressing satisfaction 
with their services; So that I feel encouraged and feel that 
they appreciate what has been done for them and are trying 
to do the best they can. 

Many and varied are the experiences of these poor unfor- 
tunates who are willing and make good resolutions, but are 
too weak to sustain them. 

I received a letter from a lady in Hanover, Conn., where 
I placed one of the women who has been at Deer Island 
many times, stating she was one of the most desirable 
servants she bas ever had ; and like expressions are received 
from a number of the ladies by whom these unfortunate 


women are employed. 
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Through your kindness in allowing me the privilege to 
redeem their furniture which has been in storage, and giving 
them means to re-establish their homes, much good has come 
as in many cases great financial loss to them has been 
averted, and homes re-established in which reformatory in- 
fluences could work for good. 

Acting under your suggestions, I have been able to secure 
forty-one pardons, all of which have been deserving cases, 
and most of these women report to me once in two weeks 
until their sentence terminates. 

I have placed a girl, who had been in evil courses for two 
years, in her home in Buffalo, N. Y., whose father and mother 
have both written me telling me what comfort and happi- 
ness I have brought to that home. I also placed two girls 
in the Lying-in Hospital, two in the House of Good Shep- 
herd, and have sent several women to other cities and States. 

I desire to mention the courteous treatment shown me by 
the agents of the different railroad stations, who have 
forwarded the trunks and parcels belonging to these women 
free of charge. 

Feeling that the pawn system has been abused, by careful 
management I have reduced the amount spent in former 
years to about one-third of what it formerly has been. 
During the last year, I have redeemed thirty-four articles of 
clothing out of pawnshops.

Duar Srr,—I respectfully submit herewith my annual 
report as Agent for Discharged Prisoners, for the term from 
February 1, 1898, to February 1, 1899. 

In the course of the past twelve months I have visited 
each of the institutions once a week and during the above 
period have interviewed about 8,000 prisoners. In the 
course of such interviews I have found quite a large 
percentage of them to be residents of outlying districts, who 
had spent their money and were arrested for drunkenness 
and other crimes, here in the city, and on the expiration of 
their sentences they were without friends or any material 
resources, and in such cases I have written numerous letters 
to clergymen in their respective homes. While not re- 
ceiving many replies to such letters I have been able to place 
most of them in positions where they could earn an honest 
living and they thus became self-supporting and law-abiding 
citizens, as far as my observation went. 

I am pleased to inform you that during the past year I 
have met with much kindness and encouragement from many 
of the prominent and reputable business firms in Boston. 
The firms I called upon and asked for employment have in- 
variably done all in their power to aid me in giving employ- 
ment to the discharged prisoners whom I have recommended 
to them, and I am also pleased to inform you that prisoners 


so placed by me have worked faithfully, and proven them- 


selves worthy of aid and encouragement. 
In relation to transportation furnished discharged prisoners 
I beg to say I have found on interviewing some of the 


io 
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prisoners that quite a large number of them belong in dif- 
ferent cities and towns of the Commonwealth and some of 
them belong in other States and foreign countries. 

Most of the prisoners upon their release find themselves 
with no money to reach their respective homes, and in all 
such cases I have seen that they were safely started for home, 
supplying them with the necessary tickets, ete. These tick- 
ets I have always given to the conductors, thereby prevent- 
ing any misuse of tickets or imposition on our kindness. 
For the prisoners so sent home I can say that 90 per cent. 
of them trouble us no more. This statement of course I base 
upon my observations of the past twelve months. 

In regard to supplying tools, ete., I would further say that 
quite a number of the prisoners have made personal applica- 
tion to me for tools in order that they might resume their 
former occupations and trades and thereby again become 
self-supporting and respectable members of the community. 
I have found upon careful investigation that most of the 
prisoners were fully worthy of aid and encouragement to se- 
cure these tools and they have been furnished with them, 
and the results of such aid to mechanics and artisans who 
were discharged from our institutions have been entirely 
satisfactory and fully warranted such aid as has been given 
them. 

With regard to supplying board and lodgings for a few 
days to discharged prisoners for a short time after their re- 
lease, I would say that I have never refused to supply such 
accommodations when asked of me by a discharged prisoner, 
and in a great number of such cases, in the space of three 
or four days, the prisoners found employment or had returned 
to their friends and thereby ceased to be in any way a burden 
on our charity. I have in this way assisted in the neighbor- 
hood of 491 men with 2,240 meals and 895 lodgings. 


PETITIONS FOR PARDONS. 


Referring to this part of my work I would report that in 
going through the institutions and in a course of observations 
and interviews with quite a number of the prisoners, I found 
many of them fathers of large families and in such cases, 
where the offence was of a simple case of drunkenness, ete., 
I have never hesitated where it was the prisoners first com- 
mitment to the institution to recommend them to your 
notice for pardon. I invariably, all other things considered, 
gave my recommendation for pardon after a certain term of 
the sentence had been served, believing that the prisoner was 
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disposed to change his mode of life and gave every promise 
of reformation, and had signed the temperance pledge, and 
feeling that the manhood in the prisoner would rise and 
assert itself; and I am glad to say to the credit of human 
nature that in 80 per cent. of such cases of such pardons the 
majority of prisoners have done all they promised. 

I have, in connection with my duties the past year, suc- 
ceeded in recovering for the ‘benefit of sundry prisoners, 
back pay (due them previous to their arrest and incarcera- 
tion), clothing, jewelry, etc., left at various places and in 
pawn, to the value of $250 to $300. 

In concluding this my first annual report as Agent for Dis- 
charged Prisoners, I am pleased to say, in speaking to Mr. 
Keefe, the Chief Probation Officer of the Central Court, 
that he informs me that 60 percent. of the cases we have 
had from his court have not returned, and [ am of the im- 
pression that this number is too small and that we can safely 
claim 80 per cent. from the courts of the county ; and 
these figures show the extent of our reform work among 
those who have been former inmates of our institutions. 

In the future as I become more familiar with the work and 
as my knowledge and acquaintance of the people will in- 
crease year by year, any of them showing contrition and 
signs of reformation will be aided in gaining the right path 
and made law-abiding citizens of the communities where 
they belong.

Duar Str,—I herewith submit my annual report for the 
year ending January 31, 1899. 

There have been no changes in the general management of 
the institution. We have been running comparatively 
smoothly the past year. Some improvements have been 
made about the grounds, but none other than general repairs 
in the buildings. I would recommend more electric lights, 
a new prison for the women, and new wharves at both the 
steamboat landing and Shirley Gut. The storm of last 
December carried away most of the piling and all of the wharf 
at the last-named place. It also ruined the government 
wall extending around the island. There should be a stone 
embankment wall built from the old piggery, or straw-shed, 
to the boat-house at Shirley Gut. The government should 
expend some money in that direction before the beach ex- 
tends itself to the new cell-house. 

The farm stock is in good condition, though the crops 
have not been as abundant as in past seasons. We have 
raised the following:

The law relative to prison labor went into effect January 
1, 1898. February 1, 1898, our prisoners had scarcely any 
employment, other than such as could be found for them in 
the care and improvement of the institution and themselves. 
Later, in an experimental way, on county account, we have 
manufactured overalls, jumpers, etc. Broom industry was 
also introduced for the manufacture of brooms to supply 
State and county institutions. 

With work as above, yard exercise, and calisthenic drill, 
our prisoners have kept in good physical condition. We 


hope that other industries may be introduced to the end that 


all may be employed at least eight hours a day. 

The religious services on Sundays are conducted as form- 
erly. Mass at eight o’clock A.M., and Protestant service at 
one o’clock P.M. The Rev. Robert J. Johnson, rector of 
the Gate of Heaven parish, was appointed chaplain (Catholic) 
July 1,1898. The services, however, are conducted by Rev. 
Mathew J. Flaherty. Chaplain Rev. S. Stanley Searing’s 
report is annexed. 

The usual amount of garden truck and fruit was raised, 
and supplied to officers and prisoners. There was slaugh- 
tered 12,704 pounds of pork. 

The school of illiterates, established last year, is doing a 
good work. (See Teacher’s Report appended. ) 
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Many repairs are required, as the buildings and equip- 
ments are mostly of long standing. While new buildings 
in the near future are being considered, the present must be 
kept in safe and working condition. . The gale and unusnal 
high tide of November 27 demolished most of the high 
wooden fence on the water front. When possible, the me- 
chanical and all other labor is performed by prisoners. 

Report of our physician, Dr. Bancroft, is appended.

In addition to the above we have received from the 
Catholic World Company of New York one year’s subscrip- 
tion of the magazine of same name; and from the Hospital 
Newspaper Society (by Mrs. 8. E. Guild) three barrels of 
books and magazines which have not yet been bound in 
volumes and put into circulation, as they have been so 
recently received. 

We feel especially grateful that we have been so gener- 
ously supplied with religious literature (prayer-books, cate- 
chisms, testaments, etc.), believing that all these things are 
silent agencies for good whose value cannot be overestimated. 

During the past year we have been able to add very mate- 
rially to the separate libraries in the men’s and women’s 
hospitals ; and we feel more than ever convinced that proper 
reading in prison has a great deal to do in the work of 
reformation of character which we are trying to carry on in 
this institution. | 

Two years ago we published a catalogue and inaugurated 
our present library system. Now we have just prepared a 
supplement to the catalogue which is in the hands of the 
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printer and will, we hope, soon be issued and put into the 
hands of the inmates so that they may have the perusal of 
about 500 additional volumes. 

The chaplain feels particularly grateful for all the kind 
offices he has received from the Commissioner, Assistant 
Commissioner, Master and Deputy Master in aiding in every 
possible way his efforts to establish and maintain the library 
and make the distribution system a successful one. 


CHAPEL SERVICES. 


Sunday services have been held as in past years, and have 
been well attended by the inmates. We have had quite a 
number of speakers, clergymen and laymen, including the 
Bishop of Massachusetts, the Right Reverend William Law- 
rence, D.D., LL.D., who have by encouraging words and 
helpful manners dune much to aid us in the performance of 
our religious work, The organist (Mr. Whittier) and the 
chorus choir have added materially to the brightness of our 
services, and the hearty congregational singing of the men 
and women have been an inspiration to the preacher. 

The chaplain has interviewed prisoners before their dis- 
charge, and has seen privately many who have come to him 
for counsel and advice as well as for comfort and consolation 
in times of discouragement and affliction. The burial service 
has been read once over the unclaimed body of a deceased 
inmate, and the Sacraments have been administered as often 
as required. 

The chaplain wishes to express to the officers and matron 
his hearty appreciation of their support during the past year, 
and to assure them of his personal thankfulness for all the 
courtesies they have extended to him in the prosecution of 
his labors.

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TEACHER’S REPORT. 


Soutu Boston, January 31, 1899. 
Cont. JoHN C. WHITON, 


Master of the House of Correction : 


Str,—I herewith respectfully submit to you the second 
annual report of the school. : 

At the date of the last report the school had only just 
been fairly started; it was as yet a sort of novelty, and con- 
sequently what might be said of it by the inmates could 
hardly be relied upon. 

During the past year, however, I have observed and noted 
the aspect of the men toward the school. The pupils in 
their letters to outsiders, and in the numerous short compo- 
sitions which they were required to write in the course of 
the year, have given many unmistakable expressions of their 
appreciation of the fact that they have been given an oppor- 
tunity to go to school. 

One of the scholars writing to a friend says, “I began to 
go to school on the first of February, and am sorry I did not 
start sooner. I think the school is a very good thing for 
those who wish to improve themselves.” An Italian, in the 
fervor of his first experience of school life, writes, «I will try 
to learn all I can while Iam here. J am very anxious to 
learn. I thank our government for giving us this chance.” 
Another writes, “I am thankful I got this opportunity to 
go to school, for I was badly off in spelling.” One who 
was about to leave the institution writes, “I hope that this 
school will be continued, for it has done much good since it 
has been started.” 

Now a quotation or two to show what the pupils have to 
say of their progress. D , “I have learned a great deal 
since I came to school, and by the time I go out I will be 
all right.” G , ‘We attend school two hours a day, 
and they are very pleasant hours I assure you.” M ¢ 
«¢] am more than satisfied, for I did not think I could learn 
so much. I shall have a good common school education 
before get my liberty.” B , “In arithmetic I am 
getting I along slowly, but well; if I do not succeed, it will 
be my own fault.” C-——, “I have learned a great deal in 
geography, and find the study very interesting.” L ; 
«« When I first came to school I thought I would never learn 
fractions, but I have learnt them.” 
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These and various other expressions of approval were 
received on every side. A young Italian boy about sixteen 
years of age has this to say in his first letter, “I shall now 
be able to read the newspapers and know when any one 
wants to hire a boy.” 

The whole of the following letter will be of interest: 


SoutH Boston, June 30, 1898. 
G. T. C——_., Esq.: ; 


DEAR Srr,— Pray forgive me for taking the liberty to address you 
these few lines to try to sincerely express you my feelings of grati- 
tude for your kindness and the zeal with which you devote yourself 
ior our education. 

I came to school first two months ago, and then I had only a few 
notions of your language, that is to say, just what I learned by my- 
self in the streets. Well, in spite of the rules of the House, forbid- 
ding to speak to one another, I am sometimes surprised and delighted 
to see how easily I make myself understood. You must have 
noticed too, that in your dictations I make only a few mistakes in 
the hardest words. All that renders me very happy, believe me 
sir. 

I shall leave school at Christmas, and I hope to be able,when, I go, 
to speak English fluently, and write it the same way. It being so, I 
am certain to find easy a situation when I go back to France for the 
next exhibition. And have a good remembrance of my sojourn in 
Boston, where, in spite of my misadventure, I will have learned, in 
so short a time, a language of which I am so fond. 

I don’t speak so much about the other sciences because it is for 
the language that I care most, but you know something about my im- 
provement in Arithmetic. It is a blessing and a consolation for 
illiterate people, and above all strangers to have, an opportunity to 
learn in their misfortune a thing so necessary: to speak. It is at 
least, my humble opinion. 

And I pray you dear Sir, to welcome my thanks and my humble 
respects.

HOBERT) HAs: 


A description of the class of men that attend the school 
would not be an easy matter. They are from almost every 
clime. They are from Europe and from America. Some of 
them are from Canada; some from different parts of the 
United States; some from the various South American Re- 
publics. Russia, Italy, France, Germany, Norway, Sweden, 
all have representatives. Even the little kingdom of far-off 
Greece is represented. Considering their number, it is hard 
to find a more cosmopolitan body. With regard to the ages 
of the men there is the same wide diversity. Their ages 
range all the way from sixteen to fifty-seven years. The 
young boy and the old gray-haired man sit side by side. 
Very few, however, are under twenty or over thirty years of 
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age. The average age is about twenty-eight years; so that 
youth, and strength, and hope, and a bright future are with 
these men, if they could be brought to realize it. 

But questions of far greater importance for the proper con- 
duct of the schools than age or nationality are: What has 
been the previous education of these men? How long will 
they be able to go to school? ‘The majority of the men are 
able to go to school from six to nine months. A few have 
only two or three months for schooling. 

A much smaller number have two or three years. In the 
latter case there is ample time. Now when you come to ask, 
‘¢ What has been the previous education of the men?” the 
teacher becomes perplexed and knows not what to say. They 
are neither here nor there. ‘They are from every school and 
from no school. They belong to every grade, and yet are a 
poor type of any grade. One-half of the men have never 
been to any school. <A part of the remaining half have had 
a very short and a very irregular school term. About one- 
fourth of the men have had a fair primary-school education, 
but they have forgotten most of what they knew. Before 
closing this point it may be well to remark that, though the 
education of these has been neglected, they are not at all 
wanting in ability to grasp and understand an idea when it 
is presented. It is very rare that a scholar is found to be 
hopelessly deficient in talents. 

Despite the fact that only illiterates are granted permis- 
sion to enter the school, from the first of last February, 1898, 
to the date of the present report, 160 men have been under 
instruction for longer or shorter periods. The school began 
its second term on the first of last February, 1898, with seventy- 
five pupils. Between the first of February, 1898, and the 
thirty-first of January of the present year, eighty-four 
new pupils have been admitted. Now, there are eighty pu- 
pils in regular attendance at the school. The average at- 
tendance for the year was about seventy-five pupils. From 
the above figures, it can easily be seen that there is a con- 
tinual change going on in the school, a constant coming and 


going.

The school is in session four hours a day, two hours in the 
morning, and two hours in the afternoon. The morning 
hours are from 9 to 11 o’clock; the afternoon hours are 
from 2 to 4 o’clock. School is held six days of the week. 

Enough has been said of the school to show what has been 
and what under present conditions must continue to be its 
scope andaim. Where the men, in whose interest the school 
has been organized, all belong to the Primary grades, where 
the men of these grades only are granted admission (it has 
not as yet been deemed expedient to extend the usefulness 
of the school to others), where the men have necessarily a short 
school term, the teacher must keep strictly to the work of the 
elementary grades. Reading, writing and arithmetic become 
the all important and essential branches. Any multiplication 
of branches of study would tend only to distract and divert 
the attention from what should be first and foremost. 
There may be several sections in reading and writing 
and arithmetic. These sections might even be required 
either to meet the different needs of the pupils who 
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are entering or to make it possible to advance a pupil with- 
out loss of time, assoon as his progress demands it. How- 
ever this may be, the work must be kept within the prescribed 
lines. ‘The teacher, in this instance, realizing the conditions 
under which he labored, has carefully observed these princi- 
_ ples, but not always too rigidly. He has realized that if he 
is to be successful in teaching the elements of reading, 
writing and arithmetic, he must awaken the minds of his 
pupils, he must interest them, he must give them occasional 
glimpses of the wonderful things that are not described in 
their little readers. Thus, in the course of the year, many 
readings were given 1n geography, in history and in the 
natural sciences. ‘The opening and broadening effects of 
these readings upon the minds of the pupils were often sur- 
prising. They opened new worlds of thought, and the pupils 
longed to explore them.

BOSTON, MASS., June 1, 1899. 
Hon. JostaAn Quincy, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir, — Pursuant to the provision of chapter 3, section 24, 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, and the order of the 
City Council of January 3, 1899, I herewith submit a detailed 
report of the transactions of the Printing Department for the 
financial year beginning February 1, 1898, and ending 
January 31, 1899. 

In order to understand clearly the result of the past year’s 
operation of the Municipal Printing Department in all its 
bearings, I deem it necessary to make some special obser- 
vations. My report for the year ending January 31, 1898, 
which contained the details for the first eleven months’ 
operation of the department by the city, showed that after 
allowing for depreciation in value of material at the rate of 
10 per cent. per year, a net gain to the city treasury was 
made of $8,004.30, as compared with the work as previously 
done by private parties under the contract system. This 
result was obtained by making a comparison of the same 
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rates of charges made by this department to the other depart- 
ments of the city, as had been paid for the last twenty years 
according to the terms of the contract mace. 

The department has been conducted in a_ business-like 
manner, and with a proper regard to the rules of the Typo- 
graphical Union. In some respects the employees have been 
treated with consideration beyond that accorded their fellow 
workmen in the service of most private printers. As an 
instance of this I may say that holidays throughout the year 
are enjoyed as part compensation for services rendered ; that 
during the months of May, June, July, August, September 
and October of last year all the employees were allowed the 
Saturday half-holiday without loss of pay, making the hours 
of labor 49 hours per week for six months of the year, and 
54 hours per week for the remaining six months. The 
granting of these holidays resulted in greater efficiency and 
a desire on the part of the employees to show their appreci- 
ation for the consideration accorded them. I can safely say 
the department lost nothing, as the difference in the working 


time was substantially made up by increased diligence and : 


care on the part of the employees. 

At certain seasons of the year the work of the department 
necessitates the temporary employment oi a large number of 
compositors. These are readily obtained, and they under- 
stand, when engaged, that they are to remain only until such 
time as the extra work is completed. 

Without doubt the Printing Department or any other de- 
partment of a city can be conducted in a negligent, ex- 
travagant or wasteful manner just as a private business of 
like nature. The measure of success in carrying on any 
branch of industry is determined chiefly by the method pur- 
sued. Ifthe method is a bad one in any respect the result 
will not be a success. 

It is my opinion, based on what has been accomplished, 
that the methods adopted in the Municipal Printing Depart- 
ment are the best known, though the department is con- 
stantly on the lookout for opportunities for improvement. 

It is with pleasure I point to the men and women who 
perform the respective duties to which they are assigned in 
this department of the city. For intelligence, competency, 
and faithfulness they will compare favorably with those 
employed in the best printing houses of the country. They 
render faithful service for fair wages and generous considera- 
tion, and the result undoubtedly indicates that the city has 
gained financially by doing its own work in this regard 
instead of having it performed by private concerns as for- 
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merly. And far beyond the mere financial gain is the spirit 
of content and satisfaction among the workers, which is due 
in no small degree to the fact that they feel they are secure. 
in their positions so long as they are capable and faithful. 

A summary of the doings for the past municipal year end- 
ing January 31, 1899, may be briefly stated thus: 


The total business performed during the year amounted to 
$152,136.72. The operating expenses for the year agore- 
gated $137,967.85, of which $78,024.87 was on account of 
pay-roll. Allowing for depreciation in the value of the 
material of the Plant at 10 per cent. per annum, the rate 
considered fair by the most reliable judges, we find that the 
city has saved the sum of $10,386.08 during the year by 
attending to its own printing. 


That there be no question, I desire to state that these 
figures are deduced by a comparison of the prices charged to 
the departments by this department, and prices paid by the 
city to the firm which had the contract for doing the city 
printing previous to the establishing of the City Printing 
Plant. This department has been charging precisely the 
same rates to other departments for printing as was paid by 
them to the former City Printers with whom the city had 
a contract, and which contract was in operation for over 
twenty years. 

In other words, had the same amount of printed matter of 
like quality been produced under the terms of that contract, 
the city would have paid $10,386.08 more than it has paid. 
It will therefore be seen that during the first twenty-three 
months of municipal operation of the Plant a saving has 
been effected amounting to $18,390.38. 

I point to this pleasant and satisfactory showing with not 
a little pride, and invite the closest scrutiny of all interested 
into the statements here made and the working of the 
department in every particular. 

The experimental stage in operating the Municipal 
Printing Plant of the city has passed. It has been proven 
to be a practical success, and I point out these important 
facts, justifying as they do the faith of the Chief Executive 
of the city in the undertaking, and his promise to the citi- 
zens of Boston that the city would be a larger gainer in it. 

In this connection I desire to recommend that the rates at 
which some of the charges are made to the different depart- 
ments be revised and reduced in order to correspond more 
nearly with the present condition of the printing industry. 
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Some of the tates were made many years ago, and though 
still in use in the department they were made necessary, 
as I have already explained, in order to get a proper basis of 
comparison. 

In accordance with the policy established by you at the 
beginning, the books of accounts and the transactions of the 
year have been examined by a committee of experts, consisting 
of Messrs. H. G. Curtis, Chairman, President of the Old 
Boston National Bank, George H. Ellis, Frederick Mills 
and Thomas P. Nichols, members of the Masters Printers’ 
Club. 

Their report covers the operations of the Plant for the 
financial year ending January 31, last. The financial statis- 
tics of the report cover in detail the facts which I have given 
in a general way in the foregomg. The report of the com- 
mittee, which can be found commencing on page 41, speaks 
for itself. 

That its progress has been watched with keen interest 
throughout the country has been made manifest by the hun- 
dreds of inquiries received by mail at this office, from city 
officials and other interested persons, respecting the cost of 
the Plant, the system of management and such other infor- 
mation as might serve the object of the inquirers. A number 
of visitors also, not only from many cities in the United 
States but some from European cities, have called personally 
to investigate, and to see the working of the department. I 
have endeavored, as far as practicable, to meet the desire of 
every one seeking information on the matter. 

The rather unfair and bitter opposition that the experiment 
of municipal operation encountered at the start has served a 
very good purpose. It aided to attract and concentrate wide- 
spread public attention to the experiment. Already in some 
localities propositions have been made to establish like public 
institutions; in many places the subject is mooted and 
thought is quickened and ripening upon it. 

Reckless opposition in Boston has practically died out. 
All citizens in view of the accomplished facts must be grati- 
fied at the progress achieved. In a special manner the 
present Chief Executive of the city, who took the official 
initiative toward establishing the Municipal Printing Plant — 
the first of its kind in the country — should feel gratified. 

The excellent showing which is made, in my judgment, 
amply justifies the claims of its advocates, and there is no 
sound reason why as great if nota greater measure of success 
should not attend the working of the Plant in the time to 
come.

Drar Sir, — The committee appointed to examine the accounts, 
finances and operations of the Printing Department of the city 
of Boston for the financial year ending on January 31, 1899, beg 
leave to submit the following report : 

All charges for work done during the past year have been 
made on the basis of the old contract in force at the time the 
work was taken over by the Printing Plant, and, while this basis 
was high at that time, it is more nearly correct now when all the 
larger printing establishments in Boston are on a nine-hour basis, 
which materially increases the cost of production. It is presumed 
that had the work continued under contract there would have 
been a provision for a material increase in price in the event of 
the adoption of nine hours. 

By the unanimous desire of the other members of the commit- 
tee, Mr. Thomas P. Nichols of Lynn, a member of the Boston 
Master Printers’ Club, investigated the details of the work of the 
Plant, including a careful examination of every charge for work 
done, the amount of stock on hand,-and the work in process on 
the first day of February, and Mr. William Franklin Hall was 
engaged as an accountant to examine the financial condition. 
Mr. Hall’s report is herewith appended, and is incorporated as 
a part of this report. 

One item of this report is, in the opinion of your committee, 
wrongly placed. The 11 of the cost of extraordinary repairs 
(see Mr. Hall’s report), amounting to nine hundred and six dol- 
lars and twenty-seven cents ($906.27), which Mr. Hall has added 
to the cost of the plant, should either be charged to the expenses 
of the past year or (which would be more fair) be made a separate 
account, to be included in the expenses of the next year, thus 
leaving the actual value of the plant, as it should stand on the 
books, at forty-three thousand and nine dollars and eleven cents 
($43,009.11). 
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No charge was made by the Plant for storage. Under the 
old contract there was an annual charge of nine hundred dollars 
($900). Adding this saving to the profit for the year, as shown 
by Mr. Halls report, the net profit would be nine thousand 
nine hundred and fifty-one dollars and twenty-six cents 
($9,951.26). If we deduct from this amount the 44 of the cost 
of extraordinary expenses, thus charging the whole cost into the 
running expenses of the past year, the net result would be nine 
thousand and forty-four dollars and ninety-nine cents ($9,044.99) 
profit. 

The errors in charges referred to by Mr. Hall are such as are 
liable to occur in any establishment, and aggregate a total of less - 
than two hundred dollars ($200) for the year.

Str, — In compliance with the ordinance relating to the 
Public Buildings Department Ihave the honor to submit 
the following, which is the annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Buildings: 

The public buildings in charge of this department, belong- 
ing to the City of Boston, number 125, together with 2 leased 
buildings and 40 rooms in different buildings, variously 
occupied for city purposes. The City Hall is occupied 
entirely by the various departments and offices of the city. - 

The Fire Department requires for its service the use of 
65 buildings, occupied as follows: 


42 Engine-houses. 8 Ladder-truck houses. 
6 Chemical-engine houses. 1 Repair-shop. 
4 Combination wag on- 3 Fuel-houses. 

houses. 1 Headquarters. 


The buildings in use by the Police Department number 
20, 12 of which are in use for police station-houses and 8 
for lock-ups ; the remaining police stations, which number 5, 
are in other city buildings. 
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This department also has charge of the City Hall 
(Charlestown District), Faneuil Hall and Faneuil Hall Mar- 
ket-house, Charity Bureau, Old State House, and stables of 
the Department of Sanitary Police. 

Estates numbered 62, 64 and 37 Pemberton square, rooms 
in Tremont Building, and 994 Washington street, were 
occupied for city offices. 

The amount expended the past year for rents and taxes 
for outside property has been $18,124.16. 

The public buildings occupy 1,187,692 square feet of 
land. 

The school-houses owned by the city number 206, oceupy- 
ing 4,041,882 square feet of land. 

In addition, 36 buildings were leased for school purposes 
at a rental of $33,736.86, and contained 67 school-rooms. 

The Court House and County Jail are used for county 
puposes alone. . 

The Municipal District Courts number seven, and occupy 
rooms in city buildings in various sections of the city. 

The county buildings cover 232,165 square feet of land.

Almost all of this work has been done on the basis of 10 
per cent. over the net cost of material and labor, and out of 
this 10 per cent. and the profit made on some work on which 

estimates had been given the division has paid all its expenses 
and made a net profit of $11,922.66. 

Estimates have been given in many cases against outside 
contractors, and were nearly always lower, thus showing that 
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the city can save money by having repairs done by this 
division. 

The quality of work done is of the very best, as none but 
first-class mechanics are employed, and the division is to-day ' 
in a position to execute any work which it may be called 
upon to perform.

Among some of the principal jobs are the following: 

Heating and plumbing of Laundry Building, City Hospital 
(the character of which work was highly commended by the 
Superintendent); foundations and finishing of Veterinary 
Hospital for Fire Department; Wood Island bath-house ; 
floating bath-house, located at Harvard bridge, and said to 
be the finest in the country, was built by this division ata 
cost of $3,500, which is $500 less than has been paid for 
the old style floating-baths; gymnasium at Commonwealth 
park; alteration of Mayor’s and City Clerk’s offices; altera- 
tion of Ladder 12; building of twenty wooden booths for 
the Election Commissioners at less than $200 each; ex- 
tensive alterations at House of Reformation, Rainsford 
Island, and rebuilding of bridge and wharf, carried away by 
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storm of November 27; alterations at Austin and Pierce 
Farms and building coal run at Pumping Station. 

Efforts have been made by the division to obtain some of 
the repairs on school buildings, but so far have been unsuc- 
cessful. I feel certain that if the division was given a 
chance at this work we could save money for the School 
Committee, and I have hopes that later on we may be given 
at least a trial to show what we can do. 

The difficulties which this division has had to encounter 
by reason of strong opposition from various sources have 
been pretty well overcome, and to-day it is in a healthy and 
prosperous condition.

The sum of $20,000 was appropriated for current ex- 
penses of this division for the year 1898. 

Of this amount $19,786.59 has been expended, leaving a 
balance of $213.42, ) 

This expense of $19,786.59 covers, beside the usual office 
expenses, the cost of maintaining a system of Inspection and 
testing of wiring and apparatus owned by the city, including 
tests for electrolysis in the subway. 

And also the expense of preparing and moving into new 
quarters at No. 11 Wareham street. 

In my last report I called attention to the advisability of 
maintaining a careful system of inspection and records of the 
city’s electrical apparatus, and this work has been carried on 
during the past year with excellent results, and much valu- 
able information has been obtained and many defects cor- 
rected. Unfortunately this work cannot be continued this 
year owing to lack of appropriation. | 

On Novemer 1, 1898, attention was directed by the Tran- 
sit Commission to liability of damage to the subway by elec- 
trolysis. 

Complete and thorough examinations have been made by 
this division, showing that the leakage at the present time 
is very slight, and not liable to do damage unless neglected 
and allowed to increase. 

As this leakage may become serious at any time, and may 
be disastrous to the structure, I recommend that provision be 
made for a continuance of the work.

ELECTRICAL CONSTRUCTION DIVISION 
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On April 6, 1898, the division moved into its new quar- 
ters at No. 11 Wareham street, and now has an excellently 
equipped electrical construction stock-room and office. 

Many of the city departments have availed themselves of 
the services of this division in the preparation of plans and 
specifications for electrical work, such plans and_specifica- 
tions having been furnished free of expense. 

Principal among the above are the following: 

Boston Publie Library. — Extensive alterations in heht- 
ing, the addition of an electric elevator, an electric book hoist, 
three ventilating fans, and miscellaneous work. 

Boston City Hospital. — Plans for lighting the new laun- 
dry building. 

Rainsford Island. — Plans for an electric plant, capacity 
350 lights. 

Fanewil Hall. — Plans for installing a new lighting sys- 
tem and ventilating motors. 

Bath Department.— Plans for lighting the Dover-street 
Bath-house and D-street Gymnasium. 

Insane Institutions Department. — Plans and estimate for 
lighting the Austin and Pierce Farms. 

City Hall. — Estimate for electric lighting plant for City 
Hall and Old Court House. 

Pauper Institutions Department. — Plans and estimate for 
enlarging and moving electric plant. 

Street Department. — Plans for electric plant for ferry- 
boat “Noddle Island.” Plans for electric plant at Main 
Drainage Works, Old Harbor Point. 

New electric plants have been installed as follows: 

Main Drainage Station.—Old Harbor Point. One en- 
gine and generator for 125 incandescent and twenty-eight 
are lamps. 

Repairs Division and Electrical Construction Division. — 
Plympton and Wareham streets. One engine and generator 
for 150 incandescent and four are lamps and six motors. 
(Motors used to drive all machinery in both divisions. ) 

Ferry-boat “Governor Russell.” —Two engines and gen- 
erators for 150 incandescent lamps. 

Ferry-boat ‘Noddle Island.” — One engine and generator 
for 150 incandescent lights. 

As in previous years it has been the policy of this division 
to do all work in the best possible manner, and I feel con- 
fident that an inspection of our work will bear me out in 
the claim that the city of Boston is getting as good, if not a 
better class of electrical work than any city in the country.

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LEGISLATION. 


The Legislature of 1899 passed few laws affecting this 
department, but the Acts will be found in the Appendix. 
Some progress has been made in regard to official seals, 
though the result is imperfect. Permission has been given 
by chapter 354 to use typewriting machines on public rec- 
ords, a scheme of doubtful utility on such records as are kept 
in this office. Chapter 197 transfers the jurisdiction in the 
case of minors or young persons of doubtful age to the 
Probate Courts, and proceedings therein are much more 
dignified, competent and satisfactory than the investigations 
of any city or town clerk can be. By chapter 887, the 
powers of Justices of the Peace to solemnize marriages has 
been greatly curtailed, and it seems that this step is in the 
right direction. Beyond doubt many irregularities have 
occurred in the past, and in a rapidly increasing ratio. 

I beg leave to refer to my former reports for statements of 
legislation greatly needed, to which successive Legislatures 
have turned a deaf ear. 

An important ruling by the Commissioner of Pensions is 
here given :

The same rule would apply to town clerks if they were 
custodians of the records spoken of, and were authorized by 
law to use a seal. If copies of said records are certified to 
over their signatures, and under seal of their official office, 
the same would be received as evidence.

LEGISLATION OF 1899. 


CHAPTER 197 OF ACTS OF 1899. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO MARRIAGES OF MINORS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section two of chapter four hundred and one of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-four is hereby amended by inserting after 
the word ‘‘ order”’ in the tenth line, the following words: — Said judge 
of probate may also after due hearing make such an order in the case of 
a person whose age is alleged to exceed that specified in the preceding 
section, but who is unable from any cause to produce an official record 
of his or her birth, to overcome the reasonable doubt of the town or city 
clerk or registrar, as exercised under the provisions of section two of 
chapter four hundred and nine of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-four, —so as to read as follows: — Section 2. The judge of 
probate in any county, after due hearing, may make an order allowing 
the marriage of a minor under the age specified in the preceding section: 
provided, that said minor resides in a city or town within the county 
wherein said judge holds court; and provided, also, that the father of 
such minor, or in case of his death the mother, has consented to such 
order, and that in case neither parent is alive and resident in this Com- 
monwealth a legal guardian has been appointed, whose consent has been 
given to such order. Said judge of probate may also after due hearing 
make such an order in the case of a person whose age is alleged to exceed 
that specified in the preceding section, but who is unable from any cause 
to produce an official record of his or her birth, to overcome the reason- 
able doubt of the town or city clerk or registrar, as exercised under the 
provisions of section two of chapter four hundred and nine of the Acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-four. On the receipt of a cer- 
tified copy of such order by the clerk or registrar of the town or city 
where such minor resides, he shall receive the notice required by law 
and issue a certificate as in other cases. [Approved March 28, 1899. 


CHAPTER 256 OF ACTS OF 1899. 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF CITY AND TOWN SEALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Srcrion 1. The city government of every city not already having a 
seal shall by ordinance establish a seal of the city and designate the 
custodian thereof. 

Srecr. 2. Within one year from the passage of this act every town 
not already having a seal shall, by such method as may be adopted by 
vote of the town at a meeting duly called for the purpose, establish a 
seal of the town, which seal shall be in the custody of the the town clerk; 
and any paper or document emanating from any officer or board of a 
town shall, whenever it seems necessary or desirable, be attested with 
the town seal. 

Sect. 3. Section two of chapter three hundred and eighty-nine of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight is hereby repealed. 
[Approved April 10, 1899. 
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CHAPTER 354 OF ACTS OF 1899. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO INKS FOR PUBLIC RECORDS AND TO MAKING 
SUCH RECORDS BY MEANS OF TYPEWRITING MACHINES. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

SECTION 1. No person having the care or custody of any public rec- 
ordsin any department or office of the Commonwealth, or of any county, 
city or town therein, shall use or permit to be used upon any public rec- 
ord written by him or under his direction, any ink excepting such as is 
furnished by the commissioner of public records: provided, however, 
that printing by typewriting machines may be allowed upon such rec- 
ords, subject to the provisions of section four herein. 

Sect. 2, Said commissioner shall from time to time advertise for 
proposals to furnish the several departments and offices of the Common- 
wealth, and of the counties, cities or towns in which public records are 
kept, with ink of a standard, and upon conditions to be established by the 
said commissioner, at such periods and in such quantities as may be 
required, and the commissioner may contract for the same. 

SEecr. 3. The inks so furnished, before being accepted by said com- 
missioner, shall be examined by a chemist, to be designated by the 
commissioner, and if at any time any of said inks shall be found to be 
inferior to the established standard the commissioner shall have 
authority to cancel any contract made for furnishing such ink. 

Sect. 4. No person having the care or custody of any public records 
mentioned in section one of this act shall use or permit to be used upon 
such records any ribbon, pad or other device used for printing by type- 
writing machines, or any ink contained in such ribbon, pad or device, 
except such as is approved by the commissioner of public records. 
Such approval shall be withdrawn by the commissioner whenever he 
finds that an article approved falls below the standard established by 
him. 

Sect. 5. Any person violating the provisions of sections one or four 
of this act shall be punished by fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Secr. 6. Chapter three hundred and seventy-eight of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-four and chapter five hundred and 
ten of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight are 
hereby repealed. 

Secor. 7. This act shall take effect on the first day of September in 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine. [Approved May 9, 1899. 


CHAPTER 387 OF ACTS OF 1899, 
AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGES. 


Beit enacted, etc., as follows: 


Srecrion 1. No justice of the peace shall solemnize a marriage in 
this Commonwealth unless he also holds one of the following offices: 
City or town clerk or assistant city or town clerk; city registrar or 
assistant city registrar; clerk of a court or assistant clerk of a court; or 
unless he shall have been specially designated by the Governor as 
hereinafter provided. 

Srecr. 2, The Governor may, at his discretion, designate justices of 
the peace who may solemnize marriages in the city or town in which 
they severally reside. The number so designated shall not exceed one 
to every five thousand inhabitants of the city or town; provided, how- 
ever, that one such justice may be designated in each town. Such 
designation may be revoked by the Governor at any time for cause. 

Sect. 38. Each justice of the peace designated as provided in section 
two shall receive a certificate of such designation, for which he shall 
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pay to the secretary of the Commonwealth a fee of five dollars; and he 
shall not solemnize a marriage until he has received such certificate 
and qualified thereunder. 

Snot. 4. The Secretary of the Commonwealth shall annually in 
January send to the several city and town clerks and city registrars a 
list of all justices of the peace designated under thisact, with the dates 
of termination of such designations. 

Srcr. 5. This act shall take effect on the first day of July in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine. [Approved May 23, 1899,

Section 1 of chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876 provides that 
the sealer of weights and measures shall annually give pub- 
lic notice, by advertisement, or by posting notices in one or 
more public places, to all inhabitants or persons having a 
usual place of business therein, who use scales, weights, or 
measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, to 
bring in their scales, weights and measures to be adjusted 
and sealed. 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the sealer of weights and 
meaures no fees shall be charged for such services.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section, 
it is customary for the sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publish- 
ing the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this 
office their scales, weights and measures, to be tested and 
sealed. 

Section 2 of chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended by 
section 2 of chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides that 
at any time after said notice the said sealer of weights and 
measures shall go to the houses, stores and shops of persons 
mentioned in the foregoing section, who have neglected to 
comply with the notice given thereunder, and having entered 
the same, with the assent of the occupants, shall adjust and 
seal their scales, weights and measures, and shall be entitled 
to receive for said service the compensation set forth in 
chapter 51, section 14, of the General Statutes. 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights and measures were in use; and 
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having informed the owners thereof that it was optional with 
them whether their scales, etc., should be tested at this office 
or at their places of business, and in the former case no 
charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent to test and seal the same.

OF THE 


STATISTICS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1899. 


Boston, February 1, 1899. 


Hon. JostaH QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, —In compliance with the provisions of the Revised 
Ordinances, we have the honor to submit the following re- 
port of the work of this department for the year ending 
January 31, 1899: 

In our last annual report, we outlined a variety of work 
which this department might profitably undertake, but we 
were unable to report the completion of any definite 
undertaking. The year just finished has been devoted to 
the accomplishment of certain specific pieces of work, in 
accordance with the suggestions outlined in our last report. 
While we have accomplished only a part of the things which 
it would be desirable for us to undertake, we have com- 
pleted and published two important sets of tables. 

We suggested the advisability, in our last report, of 
separating the accounts of the city into four parts which 
should deal respectively with (1) ordinary receipts and 
expenditures, (2) extraordinary receipts and expenditures, 
(3) trust funds, and (4) book-keeping items, thus enabling 
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any one, who wished to study the finances of the city, to 
eliminate at a glance the items which were immaterial to his 
purpose, and to find in print a statement of the important 
items so arranged that they could be separately considered 
and compared from year to year. 


SPECIAL PUBLICATION, No. 1. 


In our Special Publication, No. 1, we presented to the public 
a Classified exhibit of the ordinary expenses of the city. This 
showed (1) the ordinary expenses in their relation to the total 
expenses of the city; (2) the several items of ordinary 
expenses in their relation to the total ordinary expendi- 
ture; and (8) the expenses of each department in a 
series of comparative tables covering a five-year period. 
The last showed not only the actual expenditures of the 
departments, but the estimated expenditures on which the 
appropriations were based, and the difference between appro- 
priation and actual expenditure which resulted in leaving a 
balance on hand at the end of the year or in making an in- 
crease of the appropriation necessary. It is interesting to note 
in this connection the net amount of additional appropriations 
which was required in each year. Thus, the actual expend- 
itures were less than the appropriations and other available 
resources of the departments in 1892-93 to the extent of 
$364,051.93, in 1893-94 to the extent of $174,069.42; 
while the actual expenditures exceeded the appropriations 
and other resources to the amount of $56,299.57, in 1894-95 ; 
in 1895-96 to the amount of $45,103.39, and in 1896-97 to 
the amount of $178,326.02. It was possible, during the last 
three years mentioned, to exceed the original appropriations 
to such an extent by reason of’ the fact that the actual 
income largely exceeded the estimates of income made at the 
beginning of the year. 

The publication also showed that the following amounts 
had been expended out of ordinary income for extraordinary 
purposes, that is to say for permanent work: in 1892-93, 
$49,453.71; 1893-94, $35,782.69; 1894-95, $93,515.51; 
1896-97, $48,553.30. On the other hand, in 1895—96 ex- 
traordinary revenue, being chiefly the proceeds of the sale of 
real estate owned by the city, was used for ordinary pur- 
poses to the amount of $114,629.82. 

The publication further classified in a general way the 
expenditures of each department. It was not possible to 
make such a classification in any great detail, for the reason 
that the classifications contained in the Auditor’s Report 
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vary from those contained in the reports of the several 
departments, and the latter have themselves varied from 
year to year. Only such comparisons were made, therefore, 
as could be made with a reasonable degree of accuracy. It 
was, not attempted to show the relation between the expend- 
itures and the work accomplished, because no satisfactory 
results in that line were obtainable within our means. The 
publication, however, well serves as a convenient index both 
to the Auditor’s Report and to the department reports, in 
either of which the expenditures may be traced in further 
detail. 


SPECIAL PUBLICATION, No. 2. 


Later in the year we issued Special Publication No. 2, 
containing an account of the ordinary revenue of the city. 
This contained (1) a general statement showing the relation 
between the ordinary revenue and the whole revenue of the 
city in each of the five years, and (2) an analysis of the 
ordinary revenue for each year, showing how much of it 
was derived from taxes, and how much from lcenses, fees, 
rents and other sources. The Auditor’s Report already 
contains a statement showing to what extent the several 
items of income are derived from the different departments, 
and it did not, therefore, seem worth while to republish a 
table of that kind. The detail tables show in a comparative 
form, for a period of five years, the history of each particular 
class of the city’s income. The tables of income from taxa- 
tion, show not only the general taxes, but all special taxes, 
with references to the statutes under which they are col- 
lected, the amount of abatements and the amount and 
promptness of collections. It is creditable to the depart- 
ments that the amount of the abatements is so small, and 
creditable both to the Collector and to the citizens that taxes 
are paid with such promptness and regularity. 

While both of these publications are interesting in them- 
selves, they are especially valuable as a basis for further 
investigations. In attempting to ascertain the cost of any 
work carried on by the city, it is of the utmost importance 
that all the expenditures which have been incurred in rela- 
tion to it should be taken into consideration. In order to 
be sure that this has been done with thoroughness and 
accuracy, it is necessary, as a preliminary to the discussion 
of any item in an account, that its relation to the other 
items should be definitely known; and any person wishing 
to examine the expenditures of a particular department must 
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do all the work that has been done in compiling these publi- 
cations, in order to insure the accuracy of his detailed inves- 
tigations. Consequently, these publications are a necessary 
ground-work for further study. It is our intention that they 
shall be issued annually, showing always the receipts and 
expenditures for the five years preceding their publica- 
tion. It will be readily seen that four-fifths of the context 
in any one year will be a reprint, while the remaining one- 
fifth will be new matter, and will contain the latest informa- 
tion. Such a reprint, showing‘ the ordinary receipts and 
expenditures of the city for the five-year period ending with 
and including the year 1897-98, is now in the hands of the 
printer. 


EXTRAORDINARY RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 


It is especially desirable, in view of the question now so 
frequently discussed by the public, as to whether or not the 
city is borrowing money for purposes which it would be 
more prudent to provide for out of taxation, that a careful 
comparative statement of the extraordinary receipts and 
expenditures of the city should be compiled and published. 
The department has, therefore, worked steadily to that end, 
and has in view the publication of a statement, showing the 
extraordinary income of the city from the sale of bonds, 
from the sale of its real estate, water-works and other assets, 
and from sundry items incidental to the carrying on of such 
undertakings as are provided for by loan; and, on the side 
of expenditures, showing not only those permanent improve- 
ments which are provided for by loan, but also such as are 
provided for out of taxation, under the head of special 
appropriations, and outside of the ordinary work of the 
departments. The labor involved in compiling a clear and 
concise presentation of these expenditures is much greater 
than we anticipated; but the fact that several months of 
uninterrupted work by the larger part of the force employed 
in this department have been necessary to enable it to state 
intelligently the manner in which the city has expended the 
proceeds of loans in the last five years, is an eloquent argu- 
ment for the necessity of such work. 

Two years’ experience with the published accounts of the 
city has now given our office force a training which enables 
them to deal intelligently with those accounts and to unravel 
their mysterious difficulties. They know that to ascertain 
the cost of any particular street, which may have amounted 
to only $25,000, it is necessary to analyze and balance out 
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(1) the appropriations for “‘ Blue Hill and Other Avenues,” 
and for the ‘“Laying-Out and Construction of Highways,” 
each involving several millions of dollars; (2) the appropri- 
ations for street improvements by wards; (3) the appropria- 
tions for street improvements by aldermanic districts; (4) 
any special appropriations for this particular street (bearing 
in mind that the name may have been changed during the 
progress of the work); (6) the appropriations for the Sewer 
Department under various acts; and (6) the general mainte- 
nance appropriations of the Street Department. It is then 
necessary (7) to ascertain the cost of the street, as deter- 
mined by the Street Commissioners, in order to find out 
what proportion of the cost has been charged to the abutters, 
and the final result is the cost of the street to the city. 
As frequently a street is not constructed until some time 
after it is laid out by the Street Commissioners, and as the 
period of cpnstruction often extends over more than one year, 
it is not sufficient to examine all these accounts for one year, 
but they must be examined for a series of years. All this 
would take an ordinary citizen about six months, provided he 
knows how to go at it. The department proposes to do 
this work for him, so that by turning to an alphabetical list 
he can ascertain immediately the whole history of any street 
on which any work has been done within the past five years. 

Should the citizen be more interested in school-houses 
than in streets, and be tempted to look at the appropriation 
for some particular school, he will be surprised to find how 
little it cost. Perhaps he will be still more surprised to find 
that he overlooked (1) an appropriation for purchasing a 
site for a school-house in his ward ; (2) an appropriation for 
grading the site for a school-house on a particular street; 
that he did not see (8) an appropriation for furnishing a 
school-house with an entirely different name; or (4) that a 
year or two later, asum had been set apart for alterations 
and additions, or (5) for additional furnishing and equip- 
ment. Yet all these appropriations may relate to one and 
the same piece of work, although there is nothing within any 
one of them to furnish a clue to the others. We propose 
to bring all these appropriations together so that any person 
can see at a glance what the real cost of the property has 
been. Moreover, this publication will include a convenient 
summary of results, showing the general purposes for which 
the city has borrowed money during the period. 
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ANALYSIS OF CITY ACCOUNTS SINCE 1822. 


It was partly for the purposes outlined in the foregoing 
paragraph, and partly for the purpose of ascertaining what 
proportion of the extraordinary expenditures of the city had 
been met by taxation and what proportion by loan, in various 
years, that the department began an examination of the 
accounts of the city from 1822 (the date of the City Charter) 
to the present time. The preliminaries of this work have 
been completed, and the department now has in its possession 
five volumes of ledgers, and a volume of trial balances 
taken off every five years, which together exhibit the ex- 
penditures of the city for permanent improvements during 
a period of seventy-six years. A reference to the ledger 
shows immediately the amount that has been expended upon 
any particular piece of property orfor any particular piece of 
work; and, if the property has been sold within that time, 
it shows whether the sale was made at a profit or" at a loss. 
The trial balances show, in summary form, the amount which 
has been expended by the city in every period of five years, 
under a dozen general headings such as streets, bridges, 
parks, school-houses, etc. These volumes, even in their pres- 
ent condition, are of value. They furnish a satisfactory 
basis for a scientific study of municipal expenditures, and 
they are serviceable to the members of the city government 
who may wish information in regard to any particular piece 
of property. As an instance of the latter form of use, it 
may be mentioned that this department was able to furnish 
to the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, at afew hours’ 
notice, a statement of the amounts which had been expended 
for the various public institutions on the islands in the 
harbor, at South Boston, Charlestown, West Roxbury and at 
Pierce Farm. The work which has been done in this direc- 
tion, however, is not sufficient to warrant publication as yet. 
It has been done entirely by one individual, and has not been 
verified. Certain difficulties, arising from a change in the 
hame or use of various properties, have not been solved; 
and altogether the figures, while interesting and instructive, 
must so far be regarded as tentative only. Our experience 
in analyzing the expenditures in the past five years for ex- 
traordinary purposes has clearly demonstrated the necessity 
of thorough and exhaustive study of the material and a 
careful verification of all work before entering on publica- 
tion. So far, however, as relates to the last five years, our 
study of the material is already well under way, and we 
expect to publish it during the coming year. 
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It will thus be seen that, within the year, the department 
has published in part and taken a long step towards complet- 
ing and publishing, a critical analysis of the ordinary receipts 
and expenditures and of the extraordinary receipts and 
expenditures of the city. The compilation of the figures 
relating to trust-funds and to book-keeping items will be 
easily accomplished, and the department hopes to be able to 
publish next year a volume which shall contain a complete 
analysis of all the receipts and expenditures of the city 
which passed through the hands of the Auditor. 

If we can go further and include the transactions of the 
Board of Commissioners of the Sinking Funds and _ the ac- 
counts of such trust-funds as are vested in the Trustees of 
the Public Library and in other boards of trustees in their 
corporate capacity, we shall be able to present a complete 
financial history of the city, for a period of five years, in a 
form which can be annually brought down to date and re- 
published. The department will then be in a position to use 
these tables for comparative work, and for a detailed ex- 
amination of the expenses of the departments and of their 
relation to the work accomplished. Our experience has de- 
monstrated that about three years of preparatory work are 
necessary in order to make possible an intelligent and scien- 
tific study in detail of the finances of the city. 


CLASSIFICATION OF ACCOUNTS. 


In our last report, we referred to the fact that although 
the total expenditure of any department, as stated by 
the Auditor, and as stated in the department report, cor- 
respond, the details of this expenditure do not correspond, 
for the reason that the items are not classified in the same 
way in the two reports. A form of classification of the ex- 
penditures of the several institutions departments was recom- 
mended, and has presumably been followed during the past 
year, so that the forthcoming reports of those departments 
will correspond, in respect to the classification of their 
accounts, with the Auditor’s Report. 

We also referred to discrepancies existing in the names 
and descriptions of lands and buildings belonging to the city, 
as used in the different department reports. Some of these 
discrepancies have been brought to the attention of certain 
departments, and a greater degree of uniformity will doubt- 
less be found in their reports for the coming year. Some- 
thing further remains to be done in this direction, in order 
that a piece of city property may be traced through several 
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years of its history by a single designation, which may 
identify it, no matter what use the property is put to. It 
frequently occurs that the name of a_ school-house is 
changed, or property is abandoned for school purposes, 
and used for an engine-house or otherwise. It would 
seem to be desirable to assign a number to each piece 
of property belonging to the city, according to some general 
scheme of classification, as, for instance, numbering the 
school-houses from 1 to 500, the police stations from 500 to 
600, engine-houses from 600 to 700, etc., or the properties 
might be numbered according to the year in which they 
were acquired. ‘Thus properties owned by the city when it 
received its charter in 1822 might be numbered 2201, 2202, 
etc., and those acquired last year might be numbered 9801, 
9802, etc. We are not prepared, however, to suggest defi- 
nitely any scheme of this sort until our examination of the 
assets of the city is completed, and the cost and history of 
each property can be assigned to it, together with a corres- 
ponding number. It is not intended to do away with the 
hames commonly in use, but simply to furnish a convenient 
means of identification. 


MorE ComMPLETE Maps NEEDED. 


We also referred in our last report to the desirability 
of securing more complete maps of the city, and more 
accurate and carefully arranged statistics as to areas, so 
as to show the extent to which municipal equipment, such 
as streets, schools, engine-houses, etc., in any given district, 
has already progressed or must be provided in the future ; 
and in order to show, in greater detail, the cost of main- 
taining the streets, the density of population in relation 
to the accessibility of parks, playgrounds, schools, ete., 
and other similar facts. It was intended to use as a basis 
for such maps the surveys already made by the Street Com- 
missioners, acting as a Board of Survey, but their plans 
cover only certain districts of the city, and in the districts 
which they have not yet covered the base lines have not 
been ascertained. It did not, therefore, seem desirable to 
attempt a compilation of details until the foundations of the 
work had been properly laid. The Street Commissioners 
have been interviewed on this subject, and have expressed a 
willingness to do such preliminary work, during the coming 
summer, as may be necessary to enable us to proceed. We 
have, however, contributed from our appropriation the sum 
of $615 toward the preparation of a map of the City 
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Proper under the direction of the City Engineer, but it does 
not seem fair that the whole cost of such a map should be 
borne by this department; and the work has progressed 
more slowly than we could wish, on account of the necessity 
of securing contributions from the Water Department and 
the Street Department. 


PERIODICAL PUBLICATIONS. 


We also referred to the desirability of publishing a 
monthly bulletin, containing, in statistical form, the most 
recent information regarding the affairs of the city. 
Such a monthly bulletin would furnish a convenient basis 
for an annual compilation of statistics. Pressure of other 
work has prevented our carrying this plan into execution, 
but the work of gathering material for the coming year has 
already begun, and it is hoped that we may soon be in a 
position to issue a modest publication of this sort, the scope 
of which may be increased from time to time as additional 
information becomes available. : 

«* The City Record,” the official gazette of the city of 
Boston, has been published weekly during the year, and 
an index of its contents has been carefully compiled. 
As an official record of executive action, it is a means of 
preserving, in convenient form for reference, much valuable 
information. ‘There has appeared in it from time to time 
statistical information in regard to the city of Boston, or 
relating to other cities, which has proved both useful and 
interesting to those who were especially interested in the 
subjects to which it related. 

The publication of the “ Municipal Register,” which has 
hitherto been undertaken by the Committee on Printing of 
the City Council, was this year intrusted to this department. 
It was late in the year before it was known that we were to 
undertake the work, and as numerous errors were found in 
the text of the previous editions, it was thought necessary 
to carefully examine and revise the whole material. For these 
reasons, and owing to some delay in printing, the volume 
was not published until late in the year. Much less labor 
will be involved in the preparation of this year’s edition, and 
we have every reason to believe that it can be issued soon 
after the appointment and confirmation of those officials 
whose term of office begins on May first.

MISCELLANEOUS INQUIRIES. 


In addition to the foregoing work the department has 
been asked, upon several occasions, to furnish information to 
His Honor the Mayor or to heads of departments concerning 
special subjects. Among these may be mentioned: 


(1.) An inquiry concerning the methods employed by the leading 
institutions of the country in recording facts and compiling statistics 
relating to paupers, prisoners, neglected children and the insane. A 
circular letter was sent to 110 of the principal institutions in the 
United States devoted to the care of the classes mentioned. Based 
upon the replies received and upon an investigation of the institution 
records and statistics of the city of Boston, a special report upon 
institutions statistics was made to His Honor the Mayor. 

(2.) An inquiry addressed to the city engineers and boards of 
public works of certain of the principal cities of the country in 
respect to the organization and administration of departments 
charged with levying special assessments for the construction of 
sewers and the watering of streets. 

(8.) An inquiry, by means of letters sent to fifty-one cities in the 
United States and Canada, and to some of the principal cities in 
Europe, in regard to the equipment and maintenance of public play- 
grounds in city parks and open spaces. 

(4.) A circular letter was sent to thirty-six European cities and 
five cities in Canada, and letters of inquiry were addressed to the 
school boards of several American cities, requesting information as 
to the general administrative and economic features of the schemes 
in practical operation for the purpose of providing retiring pensions 
and superannuation allowances for aged and incapacitated municipal 
officers and employees, and for aiding the families of deceased mem- 
bers of the civil service by grants or gratuities. 

The replies to our request were unexpectedly full and numerous, 
so that the department is now in possession of authentic reports as 
to the character, cost and administration of the most typical forms 
of thrift-fund, benefit association, and pension scheme thus far 
adopted by British and Continental cities for the benefit of munici- 
pal civil servants, teachers and workmen. Complete and detailed 
salary schedules have been received from several important cities, 
which afford valuable and instructive data for a comparative study 
of the compensation of municipal officials and employees. 


The correspondence of this department in respect to letters 
of inquiry from students and city officials in various parts of 
the world, and by reason of the letters referred to it for 
answer by the Mayor and the heads of departments is already 
considerable, and is increasing. 


EXCHANGE AND COLLECTION oF DOCUMENTS. 


One of the duties devolved upon this department is to 
facilitate the distribution of the public documents of the city 
among libraries and the executive departments of other 
cities, and to secure city-government and department reports 
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and publications in return. Our collection of general and 
special reports and of statistical publications is constantly 
growing in size and value, and already contains much ma- 
terial which is not contained in other libraries. 

During the year 335 persons or institutions have received 
one or more of our publications (exclusive of their regular 
distribution among the departments of the city); and there 
are included in the foregoing statement eighty-one cities and 
forty-four statistical offices. Thanks to the facilities afforded 
us by the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, our ex- 
change of documents and publications with foreign cities, 
etc., has been effected with a minimum of expense and 
trouble. We have forwarded to our correspondents, through 
the Smithsonian Institution, 156 packages, including seventy- 
eight sets of executive documents, for the year Loh 

Our office force now consists of a secretary, chief clerk, 
editorial clerk, special, clerk, stenographer and office boy. 
We append a statement of expenditures and copies of the 
ordinances relating to the department.

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REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1898.— CHAPTER 37.* 


STATISTICS DEPARTMENT. 


SEcTION 1. The statistics department shall be under the charge 
of a board to be known as the statistics trustees, consisting of six 
trustees, one of whom shall be the city engineer, ew officio; said 
board shall collect, compile, and publish such statistics relating to 
the city of Boston, and such statistics of other cities for purposes of 
comparison, as they may deem of public importance. 

Sect. 2. Said board shall publish, at least once a week, an official 
gazette of the city, to be designated ‘*The City Record.”’ Said publica- 
tion shall contain a copy of every advertisement or public notice 
issued by the several departments, a summary of all proposals 
received in response to the same, and a statement of all awards of 
contracts; and shall also contain such record of official action, and 
such other matters of interest to the city as said board may from 
time to time, with the approval of the mayor, direct. Said board 
shall cause said publication to be distributed regularly to the mem- 
bers of the city council, the several departments, and the press, as 
soon as published, and may provide for the sale to the public, by 
subscription or otherwise, of such number of copies thereof as the 
board shall deem expedient. .

Str, —In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the Street 
Department for the ear 1898 is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department during the past year ‘has 
been carried on under the same organization that was effected 
when the consolidated department was created in 1891 and 
as amended in 1895, the several divisions of the department 
being as follows: 


Central Office. Paving Division. 

Boston and Cambridge | Sanitary Division, 
Bridges. Sewer Division. 

Bridge Division. Street-Cleaning Division. 

Ferry Division. Street-W atering Division. 


Each of the above divisions, with the exception of the 
Central Office and the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, is in 
charge of a Deputy Superintendent. 
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The Boston and Cambridge Bridges are managed by two’ 
commissioners, the Superintendent of Streets being the com- 
missioner for the city of Boston, the other commissioner being 
appointed by the Mayor of the city of Cambridge. 

More extensive study than is given under this réswmé of 
the year’s work, with detail of figures and expenditure, will be 
found in the division reports of the Deputy Superintendents. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for Street Department work the past 
year was made available under the following appropriations: 

First. — Maintenance: At the commencement of the finan- 
cial year, February 1, the department estimates of the 
amounts necessary for the proper maintainance of the various 
divisions are submitted to His Honor the Mayor, who makes 
such recommendation as he may deem proper to the City 
Council.

In the past eight years Boston has undergone many and 
great changes, and along lines of broad and progressive 
development; and the citizens of Boston should fully ap- 
preciate the splendid work of these last few years, and as a 
result the tremendous possibilities for the future of the city. 
This work although costly, has built the foundation for the 
most desirable city for business or residence in this country. 
The foundation was built none too soon; and what has been 
accomplished, had the work been undertaken a few years later, 
would in part have been impossible, and in every way would 
have been vastly more expensive. 

In these eight years have been brought to a conclusion — 
or are well under way — the abolishing of the railroad grade 
crossings, the building of the subway, the completion of the 
great Southern Terminal Station, the development in part of 
the vast new dock system, the improvement of the harbor, 
the building up of the park system, the perfecting of the 
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water supply, the beginning of the great new bridge to. 
Charlestown, and the extension of the electric car service in 
all parts of the city; and in addition and in close connection 
with all this development has followed the work of the 
Street Department. 

In the Street Department the work of the past three years 
has been the greatest in its history in amount and importance. 
In these years have been built the five great boulevards, 
which, branching out in different directions, have brought 
the outlying sections of the city in close touch with the city 
proper over well-built roads, supplied with sewer, water and 
gas, so that great areas of most desirable residential land are 
now available for the rapidly growing city. The increase in 
population in these years has been large, and through the 
development of its own territory this increase has been made 
possible, for the reason that the city has made it attractive 
for its people to stay within its borders. 

In addition to the boulevards a great number of assessable 
streets have been built which greatly add to the value and 
beauty of the outlying wards. In the down-town section 
many of the most important thoroughfares have been repaved 
in the best manner. But fully as important, though, owing 
to its nature, not so much noted by the citizen, has been the 
work of perfecting the Boston sewerage system, so that now 
there is no other city in the country where the sewer system 
is so complete, and the difficulties to be overcome in the fu- 
ture so few. Prior to 1896 no action had been taken looking 
to a general relief from the very pressing need for surface 
drainage in the outlying districts ; the great problem of Stony 
brook was ‘only cared for in part; the large down-town Canal 
Street Relief Sewer, which served the needs of a large and very 
congested district, and the broken-down and bad condition of 
which had been reported on for years, was daily becoming 
worse ; the Main Drainage Works plant, on the efficiency of 
which depended the health and comfort of the entire city, 
and the condition of which daily threatened most serious dan- 
ger to the sewerage system of the city had received no at- 
tention for years; no connections had been made with the 
North Metropolitan system, although rent was being paid 
therefor by the City of Boston to the State, and the fouling 
of the shores of Charlestown and East Boston had become a 
serious nuisance; and the capacity of the basins at Moon 
Island was greatly overtaxed. All these conditions have 
been corrected, and the sewer problems of the future are now 
of the ordinary nature, which can be well cared for within a 
reasonable appropriation, and little is left undone that appears. 
as a menace to the general health of the community. 
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In the matter of the removal of offal and other refuse 
the methods of a half a century were still pursued. All this 
has been changed, and the system now in use surpasses in its 
sanitary completeness and general arrangements that of any 
city in this country. | 

New methods in the Street-Cleaning Division have accom- 
plished better results than ever before. 

The Kerry Division has been thoroughly equipped with 
new slips and drops, two boats have been built and another 
is under way. 

The only division which has not kept pace — owing to 
lack of appropriations — with the general work of the depart- 
ment and the growth of the city has been the Bridge 
Division. Many of the bridges are old, and should receive 
attention ; but the City Council has not been able or seen fit 
to provide the necessary moneys. 

The whole scheme of street watering has been changed, so 
that now every public street in the city is watered by the 
department, and the cost assessed on the abutters, thus doing 
away with the old haphazard way of doing the work by pri- 
vate subscription, and results have been attained not possi- 
ble under the old system.

From the maintenance appropriation of this division there 
was built a new stone crusher in the Brighton District, with 
a capacity of two hundred and twenty-five tons daily, with 
arrangement of bins for the storage of stone, and the whole 
plant is a very complete one. 

In this division excellent results were accomplished as far 
as financial conditions would allow, but owing to the very 
considerable decrease in the moneys appropriated, the work 
was much less than conditions called for. This department 
for the past two years has advocated a general policy of the 
reconstruction and repaving of the down-town streets, so that 
Boston might take its place with other advanced munici- 
palities as well paved and well cleaned. The amount made 
available, however, was only sufficient to do some of the 
more necessary work. 

The average appropriation for new work under the general 
law (not assessable), since the consolidation of the depart- 
ment, which took place in 1891, has been $850,000 per year. 
The appropriation for 1898 was $448,000. 

Work on the boulevards has made satisfactory progress 
and Columbus avenue is now completed with the exception 
of a short section between Centre and Ritchie streets, where 
one side is left uncompleted, work having been suspended in 
consequence of the cold weather. 

On Blue Hill avenue no work has been done on the final 

ection, owing to the failure to take action of the commis- 
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sioners appointed to make arrangements for the abolition of 
the grade crossing of the New England Railroad. 

On Commonwealth avenue considerable work has been 
done, and the present Legislature, by the passage of chapter 
236 of the Acts of 1898, has authorized the expenditure of a 
sum estimated as sufficient to complete the paving, with the 
added condition that the work be brought to a close before 
the year 1900. ‘The plans of the avenue have been revised, 
and some changes made which, while lessening the cost, will 
be of benefit to the abutting estates and make the avenue 
much more attractive. 


On Columbia road, from Blue Hill avenue to the New 


England Railroad, the road is completed and in use. Work 
has not been commenced upon the railroad bridge. From 
the bridge to Edward Everett square a large amount of work 
has been done. ‘The grading is substantially completed, and 
nearly all the sewers, water-pipes and gas-pipes have been 
laid, and some work has been done on the surfacing. The 
contracts for construction require the work to be completed 
- by July 1, 1899; and with the exception of the bridge above 
named, the progress already made indicates that it will be 
substantially completed at that time. 

Work is also in progress on the erection of the bridge over 
the Plymouth Division of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad, and on the filling of the section of the 
road and parkway between Covington and I streets. Pro- 
posals have been received for completing the grading of the 
section between Mercer and Mt. Vernon streets. Consider- 
able filling has been done during the year on the latter 
section, under several small contracts. 

On Ipswich street, the bridge over the Fens waterway, the 
abutments of the bridge to carry the park driveway over the 
street, a retaining wall along the line of the railroad, and iron 
fences on both sides of the street at the crossing of the Fens, 
have been finished, and a temporary wooden bridge to carry 
the park drive over the street has been erected. 

The most important paving work was the reconstruction 
of Hanover street between Court and Washington streets, 
Howard street, Tremont street from Boylston street to 
Pleasant street, and Commercial street from State street to 
South Market street. These were paved with granite blocks, 
with pitch-joints, on a concrete base. 

Other jobs of considerable size were Bunker Hill street, 
Charlestown, Tremont street, Roxbury, Norfolk avenue and 
Parker street, granite blocks on gravel base. Asphalt was 
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laid on portions of Shawmut avenue, Broadway, and Hay- 
ward place. 


SoutH UNION STATION. 


During the past year the sea-wall on Dorchester avenue 
extension has been completed from Federal street to Summer 
street extension, and the street has been filled in, the tem- 
porary sidewalk built, and the roadway temporarily paved 
with granite blocks excepting a narrow strip adjoining a por- 
tion of the property of the Boston Terminal Company upon 
which the buildings and other structures have not as yet 
been so far completed as to allow the paving to be done. 
The work of widening Federal street bridge to connect it 
with the new street has also been done. 

Summer street: extension in front of the new station has 
been paved and the sidewalks built. The square formed by 
the intersection of Summer street and Atlantic avenue has 
been regraded and temporarily paved, the centre of the square 
having been raised about two and one-half feet. Atlantic 
avenue, between Summer street and Kneeland street, has 
been put in condition so that it can be used. 


REMOVAL OF SNOW. 


The regular work of the Paving Division has been con- 
siderably handicapped by the drain made upon the mainte- 
nance appropriation owing to the heavy expense of snow 
removal, the amount of snowfall exceeding any in the 
history of the department. 

The loss of life and property caused by storm was so 
excessive and unusual that the story of the year’s snow 
work in some detail is herewith given. 

The new year of the department was ushered in by the 
great storm of January 31. Monday afternoon, January 31, 
the thermometer was stationary at about 32°, and the snow 
on the ground from the storm of January 26 was about six 
inches. In the late afternoon, the Weather Bureau reported 
that it might turn to rain or continue to snow; but there 
was no intimation given of the severe and unusual storm 
which followed. In the early evening it looked very 
threatening, and, as a matter of precaution, extra teams were 
ordered to report at 7 A.M. in the shopping district, the 
intention being to have that section of the city covered in 
the very early morning. All through the night the storm 
continued to increase, and by 1 A.M. traffic was practically 
suspended. ‘The cars were stalled, the streets blocked by 
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fallen poles and wires, and from that time on, the snow, 
which had been wet—at times almost rain — continued. 
By early morning the thermometer had fallen to 20°, and 
continued falling until it reached 5° on the morning of 
February 2. - 

At 5.30 on the morning of February 1, the Street Depart 
ment officials made arrangements for the work of the day: 
The department was greatly handicapped, however, from the 
fact that it was impossible to reach more than one or two 
districts by telephone, all overhead wire service being dis- 
abled. It was necessary to communicate with the district 
foremen, owners of teams and others, by messengers. By 
7 o'clock a considerable force of contractors’ teams and 
teams of the Paving and Street-Cleaning Divisions were at 
work on the main thoroughfares, and clearing away from 
the fire-houses. By 8 o’clock the Sanitary Division teams 
and men had been reached, and were added to the force of 
workers. As soon as possible, as many Sewer Division men 
as could be notified were ordered to report on snow work, so 
that by afternoon the entire available Street Department 
force and teams, and such additional contractors’ teams as 
could be secured, were actively engaged in removing the 
snow. Thus, with the full force of the Paving, Street- 
Cleaning and Sewer Divisions, and a portion of the Sanitary 
men, work was carried on night and day, including Sunday. 

As many men and teams were worked as could be to 
advantage. The number of dumps substantially regulates 
the entire work as only a limited number of teams can be 
used to advantage at each dump; and the number of men 
profitably engaged in work is in proportion to the number 
of teams. The difficulties of handling snow in Boston are 
increased by the scarcity of dumping-places. In this storm, 
owing to its severity, dumping was allowed on the Common, 
which greatly assisted in the work. In addition to the 
regular dumps, a small dump was also secured at Long 
Wharf, and at night the Sanitary dumping-wharf at Fort 
Hill was made available. 

In Boston, unlike New York, the department must take 
into account the fact that the larger part of the teaming 
immediately goes on runners as soon as there is a substantial 
snowfall, and it is therefore not permissible to take the snow 
out of the streets entirely. 

The conditions of the storm were a damp, heavy fall of 
snow, amounting to about 15 inches, followed by several 
days of low temperature, the thermometer ranging between 
0° and 20°, thus creating a firm bed of packed snow which 
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turned to hard ice. As the temperature rose, this bed 
became full of cradle-holes, and the streets in some parts of 
the city, where the heaviest travel was, were almost impas- 
sable until the department had cleaned them to the paving. 
To do this it was necessary to pick the ice, and so, sub- 
stantially, every business street in the city had first to be 
picked, before the bed of snow-ice could be removed, adding 
greatly to the cost and labor. 

Another factor which made removal of the snow difficult 
and expensive was that, owing to the wet conditions at the 
time of its fall, the snow was banked on the roofs, and, on 
account of its weight, it was found necessary to shovel more 
than the usual number of roofs; and, as reported by the 
district foreman, who for a great number of years has had 
charge of the down-town district, more snow was thrown into 
the streets from roofs and areas than had ever been the case 
in his experience. ‘This made it necessary, in a great num- 
ber of streets, to do the work three times over.

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In addition to the work as above, the department worked 
on snow Friday, February 4, Friday night and Saturday, 
February 5, and on Sunday, February 6, the entire force, 
including the Sanitary teams. The larger portion of the men 
of the Paving and Street-Cleaning Divisions, however, were 
continued on the final cleaning up of the snow until Thurs- 
day night, February 17. So to the above should be added, 
as an estimate, $20,000 for the week’s labor and teams, mak- 
ing a total cost of $108,249.40. 

The number of single loads removed, as reported from the 
dumps, is as follows:

The United States weather reports show that the snowfall 
amounted to 14.3 inches. The mimimum temperature on 
Monday, the day of the storm, was 5°, and the maxunum 
32°, On the succeeding day, February 1, the thermometer 
ranged from 32° down to 10°; and this was followed by 
three days of very low temperature. 

The second great storm of the financial year commenced in 
the evening on November 27, 1898. This storm is referred 
to as “the November blizzard,” and the damage to shipping 
and the loss of life at sea was the greatest in the history of 
Boston and Massachusetts Bay. On the evening of Novem- 
ber 26 the steamer “Portland,” leaving Boston at 7 o’clock 
was caught, it is supposed, in the gale at some point below 
Cape Ann, and was lost somewhere in the bay, none surviv- 
ing of upwards of 170 passengers and crew. The following 
is the story of this storm: , 

Saturday, November 26, was cloudy; wind north-east, 
velocity 11 miles per hour; the average temperature was 
29°, Snow commenced falling at 7.37 P.M., wet and heavy. 
During the early morning hours of Sunday, the 27th, the 
wind increased to a hurricane, and by morning there was a 
heavy fall of snow, which in many places was badly drifted, 
and the city streets were almost blocked. Many of the over- 
head wires were broken, and the telephone and other service 
greatly disarranged. On but few lines of the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company were the cars running. The Street 
Department commenced work early Sunday morning, but the 
snow continuing, and the wind blowing with great force, it 
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was not possible to do much more than open lines of com- 
munication between the most important fire-houses and 
streets that had been made passable by the plows of the 
Boston Elevated. 

At 1.45 P.M., Sunday, the snowfall amounted to twelve 
inches. On Monday, the 28th, with the thermometer at rN Bee 
there was a slight additional snowfall of a half an inch, 
Tuesday was clear, and the thermometer registered 33°. 
Wednesday there was a further fall of snow, amounting to 
9.3 inches, making a total snowfall to be cared for of nearly 
18 inches ; and the record shows that on Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 30, at 8 P.M., there were sixteen inches of unmelted 
snow on tie ground where no work had been done. 

All the force of the department, Paving, Street-Cleaning, 
Sewer and Sanitary divisions, men and horses, were substan- 
tially put on snow work, the Sanitary forces being returned 
to their own work as the streets were opened up so as to 
make it possible for them to get access to the houses. Work 
was continued night and day throughout the week. 

In streets where the travel was heavy the snow cradled 
badly, requiring the use of picks; and, in effect, from every 
downtown street the snow had to be carted, the temperature 
at no time through the week rising higher than slightly above 
the freezing point. The hill streets were impassable for two 
days, until the department was able to give them attention. 

The work in the outlying districts was made heavy in 
some places by the tremendous drifts. Fortunately, however, 
the temperature did not at any time become excessively cold, 
so that by Sunday night a high wind and warm rain assisted 
greatly in bringing the streets back to a normal condition. 

As compared with the snowfall of February 1 of this same 
year, the amount was slightly in excess; but the weather 
conditions were much more favorable to snow removal, so 
that, while the storm of February, 1898, cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $100,000, the storm of November cost approximately 
$50,000. The cost of snow removal for the financial year 
1898-99 exceeds that of any year in the history of the depart- 
ment. 

The scarcity of dumps has continued a serious obstacle in 
the way of the rapid and low-cost removal of the snow. The 
long hauls to, and the long waits at the dumps make much 
waste and extra labor. 

The following is a statement of the number of days labor, 
number of days teaming, and the number of loads of snow 
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removed by the Street Department from Sunday, November 
27, to Monday, December 5, 1898, inclusive :

In addition to the above, the greater portion of the Paving 
and Street-Cleaning forces were engaged on snow work for 
the following week. 

The large amount of money required for snow work the 
present year emphasizes the recommendation made in the last 
two annual reports of this department that some provision 
be made for caring for snow, outside the maintenance appro- 
priations of the Paving and Street-Cleaning Divisions. The 
maintenance appropriation of the Paving Division should be 
for the maintenance and care of the streets, and such other 
kindred duties as come within its regular province, for two 
reasons: first, that the cost of street maintenance from year 
to year could be compared; and secondly, that it might be 
possible, in making up the annual estimate of cost, to have a 
basis on which to figure. 

This year the regular work of the Paving Division has 
been badly crippled the entire year in consequence of the tre- 
mendous inroad made on its maintenance appropriation by 
the storm of February. By careful management, it would 
have been: possible, however, to end the year in this division 
-almost within the appropriation, had it not been for this 
unusually early fall of snow. The snow cost in this one 
year was $172,963. 

It is not fair to those charged with the conduct of the 
work that, through conditions such as these, it should appear 
when the year is ended that they have been unable to so 
manage the finances of their department as to live within the 
appropriation allotted by the City Council; nor is it fair to 
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the citizen who expects a certain amount of street work to 
be done that, owing to weather conditions, he should be 
neglected. It is impossible to so plan the work that the off- 
cials in charge of the different districts of the Paving Divi- 
sion can be instructed or informed as to the amount which 
may become available for their regular work. Under the 
present arrangement, dependent upon the fall of snow in 
the early part of the financial year, the summer work is 
more or less governed; and there is no way of figuring what 
will come at the very end of the season in the way of cost 
of snow removal. 

I urge at this time, with the experience of the past year 
as a lesson, that in the coming year appropriation be made 
for the regular work of the Paving and Street-Cleaning 
Divisions, and that some arrangement of moneys be made so 
that the cost of snow removal, whatever it may be, can be 
provided for from such further sum as may be set aside for 
that purpose. 


Pusuic ALLEYS. 


In Boston, as in other cities, there are a great number of 
back passageways, known as alleys. With few exceptions, 
these were owned by private parties, and the city had no 
jurisdiction over them, either as regards cleaning or enforce- 
ment of city ordinances in reference to the throwing or 
sweeping of ‘wastes into the street, and no power to bring 
about sanitary or safe conditions of paving. In some in- 
stances these created a most undesirable state of affairs. 

These alleys in many cases are as important to those hay- 


ing occasion to use them for the delivery of goods as are the_ 


public streets. In a number of instances the department 
was appealed to by individual abutters, asking that some 
action be taken looking to repaving. Owing to the fact that 
it was oftentimes impossible for a number of abutters to jointly 
agree to do the work, but few alleys had been put in condi- 
tion; and it was thought desirable on the part of the city 
authorities to ask legislation which would bring about a 
system of control. As a consequence, chapter 298 of the 
Acts of 1898 was passed by the Legislature. Under its pro- 
visions, any alley or passageway not exceeding twenty-five 
feet in width can be laid out and constructed at the expense 
of the abutters, in the same manner as an assessable street, 
such alleys not to be kept in repair, but to be cleaned at the 
expense of the city. Under this act twenty-three alleys and 
passageways were laid out as public alleys, and will be prop- 
erly reconstructed during the coming season. 


a 
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Another serious source of inconvenience can be controlled 
under this act, and that is the blocking of these alleys with 
snow. It has been customary in certain districts of the city 
for the abutters to throw the yard and roof snow into the 
alley, thus making it impassable. In some alleys, by agree- 
ment, this snow was removed by contract; but in others, 
where agreement was not possible, the snow was allowed to 
remain to the great inconvenience of the city sanitary teams, 
as well as the various classes of merchants and_trades- 
people who found it necessary to use the alleys for the 
delivery of goods. An effort was made to secure the con- 
sent of the abutters to the removal of this snow by the city, 
the cost to be assessed on the individuals, but only in a few 
instances was this acceptable. The blocking of the alleys 
with snow, however, is now prevented by requiring a per- 
mit from the Superintendent of Streets to place this snow in 
the alley, and one of the conditions of the permit is that the 
applicant shall produce an agreement with some reliable 
contractor that the snow to be placed in the alley will be 
immediately removed. 

In my opinion, the act should be amended so that authority 
would be given to the city to clear the alleys of snow at the 
expense of the abutters, for the reason that, as I believe, it 
could be done at-less cost and more systematically than 
under the present plan of private contract. 

Following is the text of the act: 


[CHAPTER 298 oF THE ACTS OF 1898.] 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO ALLEYS IN THE CITY OF 
BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


SECTION 1. The board of street commissioners of the city of 
Boston may, under the provisions of chapter three hundred and 
twenty-three of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
one and acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto, lay out 
and construct any alley or passageway in the city of Boston not 
exceeding twenty-five feet in width as a public alley, and the 
provisions of said chapters shall, so far as applicable, apply to 
the laying out and construction of public alleys and the paying of 
the assessable cost thereof, as if they were laid out as highways, and 
any moneys applicable to the laying out and construction of high- 
ways under said act may be used for paying the expenses of laying 
out and constructing public alleys. 

SECT. 2. Said city shall not be liable for any defect or want of 
repair in any public alley, nor be required to keep the same free 
from snow, but shall be required to keep the same free from any 
substance which is liable to cause sickness or a nuisance. 
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SECT. 38. Whoever drops or places and suffers to remain in any 
public alley any snow or ice, or any rubbish or obstruction of any 
kind, shall be fined not exceeding fifty dollars for each offence. 

SEoT. 4. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance by the 
city council of the city of Boston.—[ Approved April 8, 1898. 

Accepted by the city council and approved by the Mayor, June 
27, 1898. 


PERMITS. 


The matter of granting permits required by ordinance to 
be taken out for various kinds of work or occupation of the 
streets has received a great deal of careful attention; and 
with the co-operation of the police the system has been 
operated most successfully. Until 1897 no charge was made 
for permits, but that year, commencing with the first of 
January, a small charge was established; for instance, a 
charge of one dollar for permits to open and occupy the 
streets, and. for the various minor permits twenty-five cents. 
It is estimated that this will return to the city the sum of 
twenty thousand dollars per year, which will about cover the 
cost of maintaining the Permit Office. 

The following is the notice giving the cost of permits :

Occupying streets for erecting and repairing buildings, and other 
purposes connected with buildings, when they do not become a 
part of another permit ;

Placing coal-holes and vaults under the sidewalks ; 

Moving buildings ; 

Feeding horses ; 

Selling fruit, ete., from buildings ; 

Selling fruit, etc., from areas ; 

Occupying sidewalks for more than ten minutes for the purpose 
of loading and unloading goods (yearly permit) ; 

Driving cattle ; 

Wearing advertising coat and hat (yearly permit) ; 

Making emergency openings.

In the last annual report. was printed a copy of the Act 
Relative to the Sewerage Works of the City of Boston, 
passed in 1897. ‘This act has made it possible to accomplish 
much valuable sewer work. As this law is now under fire 
from two different directions, first in the Legislature, and 
secondly in the Supreme Court, where its validity is to be 
tested, the following explanation of the reason and purpose of 
this act is desirable as a matter of record, and also in fairness 
to this department: 

In February, 1896, the writer of this report assumed the 
office of Superintendent of Streets. His first duty was the 
study of the conditions and needs of the several divisions of 
the department. As a result of this study a report was 
presented to the Mayor showing that the conditions as 
regards sewerage works were such as to demand immediate 
action. 

For many years sewerage works of the greatest importance 
and most urgently needed had been postponed from year to 
year until the time had arrived when further delay might 


bring about the most disastrous condition. The great pump- 
ing plant at the Cow Pasture, which had been in continuous 
operation for fifteen (15) years, had received so little 
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attention in the way of repairs that at any time a break might 
occur that would disable the entire sewer system of the city. 
The storage basins at Moon Island had more than reached 
their capacity, and the plan of discharging on the ebb tide 
could only be carried out in part. The so-called Canal Street 
Relief Sewer, serving the most thickly settled and important 
section of the city, referred to in the Street Department 
report of 1891, by Superintendent Carter, as in such condi- 
tion as might bring about an outbreak of cholera unless at 
once attended to, was still on the list for attention. The 
sewage of Charlestown and East Boston was still being 
poured unon the shores of those districts, creating a most 
menacing nuisance; although the Metropolitan system of 
sewers, intended for the relief of these sections, was available, 
and rent to the State was being paid therefor, no connections 
therewith had been made. Several of the largest overflow 
sewers were broken down at the outlet, so that at times of 
storm entire districts were backed up and flooded. The 
problem of surface drainage, which had been troubling the — 
department for some years, was unsolved. The demands 
of the citizens in the newly-developed parts of the city for 
house sewers could be met only in part. 

This was the condition as regards the construction work. 
In the matter of proper maintenance of sewers, the depart- 
ment was also handicapped. The new features of this act 
were that a certain definite sum was annually authorized for 
the construction of sewers, and such money as might be 
needed for the maintenance of the sewers was made an assess- 
able charge, according to the use of the sewer by the tax- 
payer. 

No branch of municipal work has such close relations to 
the health and comfort of the community as the sewer system 
of a great city. Only those who have had the care, respon- 
sibility and direction of the sewerage system of Boston can 
appreciate the immense benefit which has come from the con- 
ditions made possible under the new sewerage act of 1897, 
which has been so criticised, so misrepresented, and which 
has been the subject of legal attack, and is now before the 
Supreme Court for decision as to its constitutionality. 

It is a well recognized fact that to properly frame legis- 
lation for the building and assessing of sewerage works 
that will be satisfactory in all its workings is a most difficult 
proposition in every municipality. 
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SEWER LEGISLATION. 


The first legislation on this subject affecting Boston was 
an Act past in 1709. All sewers and drains at that time 
were constructed and maintained by private individuals, and 
this first act simply required that permit be obtained from 
the selectmen of the town so that the “inconveniences and 
damages by frequent breaking up the highways, streets, and 
lanes,” “for the laying and repairing of drains, or common 
shores, and of differences. arising among partners in such 
drains, or common shores, about their proportion of the 
charge for making or repairing the same” might be prevented. 

Various acts and ordinances were passed succeeding this, 
but not until 1837 was an ordinance enacted establishing 
the office of Superintendent of Sewers, and placing the 
matter under the control and direction of the city. After 
this, several acts and ordinances were passed in the attempt 
to more properly arrange for the building and assessing of 
these sewerage works. 

In 1896, when Josiah Quincy became Mayor, the work of 
building sewers was carried on under the authority of chap- 
ter 418, of the Acts of 1892, and amendments. Under this 
act the assessment for house sewers was not to exceed $4.00 
for each lineal foot of sewer built. The overplus came from 
the general tax levy; and should the sewer cost less than 
$4.00 per lineal foot the abutter received the benefit of the 
lower cost. Thus each year there was a very considerable 
deficit in the assessments, and the individual was benefited 
at the expense of the general tax-payer. The fund from 
which assessable sewers were built was the appropriation 
known as the “323 Act,” which provided $3,000,000 for the 
building of assessable streets and sewers. All sewerage 
works such as the Main Drainage Pumping Station, and 
reconstruction of sewers and outlets, must be provided for 
by concurrent vote of the City Council, and the money 
obtained by loan within the debt limit. Under this system 
the real estate holder, in sections of the city entirely unpro- 
vided with sewerage, was taxed in his general tax-bill for the 
construction, building and maintenance of sewers from which 
he could derive no benefit. Personal property — which cer- 
tainly could not be affected by the construction and main- 
tenance of sewerage works also stood its burden of the cost. 
Moreover, under this system, it was impossible for the City 
Council, with the very limited amount at its disposal — even 
if other demands more attractive to the ordinary city legis- 
lator did not take precedence —to properly provide for the 
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very pressing demand for sewerage works. An attack was 
made on the city by the Metropolitan Board of Sewerage 
Commissioners, and an effort made in the Legislature to take 
away from Boston all control of her sewerage works, and a 
part of the plea was that Boston did not adequately care for 
her sewerage system. 

Another question which was becoming of such vital im- 
portance that some action became imperative was the problem 
of how to care for the surface drainage in the outlying dis- 
tricts. The old water courses had become obstructed by 
building operations, the sewers were not originally designed 
to take the surface flow, and whole districts were suffering in 
the wet season from lack of drainage. There was no provi- 
sion of law whereby this matter could be taken in hand by 
the department. 

Thus the problem presented was a serious one. The mat- 
ter was taken in hand and carefully studied by experts and 
officials of the Sewer: Division, and the results submitted to. 
the city Law Department, with a view to perfecting an act 
which would give adequate relief, and at the same time 
assess the expense on those benefited by the construction 
and maintenance of sewerage works. As a result of this. 
study, what afterwards became chapter 426 of the Acts of 
1897 was formulated, introduced into the Legislature, and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Metropolitan Affairs, who, after 
careful consideration and hearings, reported favorably, and 
the act was passed. 

This act in substance provides that the City Council for 
the city of Boston shall annually appropriate sums not ex- 
ceeding one million dollars in any one year for constructing 
sewerage works in said city, and shall also appropriate, to be 
met by annual charges such sums as the Mayor of said city 
should deem sufficient for maintaining and operating the 
sewerage works. All sewers, drains, pumping stations and 
other works for the collection or disposal of sewage or sur- 
face or ground water in said city shall be included in the 
term sewerage work as used in the act. It further provides 
that the Board of Street Commissioners, with the approval 
of the Mayor, shall order the construction of sewers or 
drains; that streams or water courses within the limits of 
said city may be filled up or diverted, widened, deepened, 
paved or covered by the order of said Board. Said Board is 
authorized to make takings for sewers, water courses, ete. 
The Superintendent of Streets or such other officer as the 
Mayor of said city shall from time to time direct. shall 
carry out such orders. The Treasurer of said city, to meet 
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the expenses incurred in constructing any sewerage works, 
shall from time to time and on the request of the Board of 
Street Commissioners, issue sewerage bonds. The Board of 
Street Commissioners, with the approval of the Mayor, are 
empowered to annually determine just and equitable sewer- 
age charges to be paid by estates of said city for the con- 
struction, maintenance and operation of the sewerage works, 
as caused by each estate, the amount of use thereof, if any, 
by the estate or its occupants, and the benefit received there- 
from by the estate. 

Early in the year the Board of Street Commissioners 
authorized the Superintendent of Streets to submit to them 
a study and plan of making assessments under the act, and 
the subject was taken in hand by the Sewer Division of the 
Street Department. <A special detail of department engineers 
and expert assistants with a sufficient clerical corps prepared 
the plans and figures, which were later submitted to the 
Board of Street Commissioners, and accepted by them, 
with the approval of His Honor the Mayor, and of the city 
Law Department. 

The preparation. of the plans and figures involved an 
immense amount of detail work; but early in September the 
figures and plans for the assessment were delivered to the 
Board of Street Commissioners, the Street Department keep- 
ing the control of the engineering account in connection with 
the sewer assessment work, this engineering force preparing 
the plans and obtaining the data on which future assessments 
will be based. 

The system of assessments put into operation covering the 
expenditures of the past year is as follows: 

The assessment was divided into two parts — 

1. Maintenance and operation. 

2. Construction. 

For the first part, the maintenance and operation, the city 
government allowed $350,000. One-quarter of that amount 
is assessed on all the estates of the city of Boston on the 
basis of land valuations, for the reason that all the estates in 
the city derive some benefit from sewerage works, through 
the maintenance of sewers, water courses and catch-basins 
which care for the surface water from the streets, and also 
for the benefits they receive from the use of public buildings, 
which are exempt from assessment. The remaining three- 
quarters is based on the water tax, and in this city it has been 
found that the proportion which this assessment should have 
to the water tax is about 1 to 5. 

There are something over thirty classes of water-takers, and 
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allowance is made in each special class for such amount of 
water as is notreturned to the sewers. The proceeds of this 
assessment are used for the care and maintenance of all the 
sewerage works. | 

Class 2, Construction, is sub-divided into three classes. 

The first class. is composed of main drainage, main chan- 
nels and other large works of which the whole city derives a 
part of the benefits. This is assessed on all the estates 
according to their land valuation. 

The second class of sewers, which are designated as dis- 
trict sewers or sub-mains, are assessed on district areas, the 
engineering force of the Sewer Division having divided the 
entire city into distinct drainage areas, and for the purpose 
of sewerage works each district is carried in a separate ac- 
count. . | 

Third, lateral sewers, which are assessed on frontages to 
the amount of $1.25 for each assessable foot, any cost in ex- 
cess of this amount being charged on the district area; and, 
in case of any sewer costing less than $1.25 per foot, the area 
is credited with the difference. 

The assessment for construction is the amount of the sink- 
ing fund charges and interest on 30-year bonds. 

This, in a general way, explains the method of determining 
the sewerage charges. It may be that in practice the plan as 
adopted is not perfect in all its details, and some changes 
may be necessary in future assessments. The assessment, 
however, is determined by the Board of Street Commissioners 
each year, so that any defect in the present plan can be cor- 
rected, and but slight hardship entailed by any assessment of 
the past year. 

As stated above, owing to the inability of the city under 
the old sewerage law to provide the necessary moneys to 
properly care for and extend its sewerage system, many large 
and difficult problems must be met and taken care of at the 


outset. Ina few years, however, these larger works of con-. 


struction will have been accomplished, the city provided with 
a perfect and comprehensive system of sewerage works, and 
the annual charges be greatly decreased. | There will of course 
be some opposition to the tax, which comes as a new burden; 
but if the large tax-payers and real estate owners were to 
thoroughly consider the entire subject, I believe that they 
would be convinced of the great value of this act, whereby, 
without great hardship to any one, it is possible to perfectly 
develop and maintain the most important branch of city work. 

During the two years that the department has been able 
to conduct its work under this act, the problems which had 
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been presented to every superintendent and administration 
for fifteen years were substantially cared for ; and the city to- 
day is in a condition, as regards its Main Drainage System, 
the large overflows, the most expensive part of the great sur- 
face drains, and the rebuilding of certain broken-down sewers 
most important to the general health, which never could have 
been reached without this legislation. The problems of the 
future are comparatively unimportant, except as regards quan- 
tity, — that is, conditions dangerous to public health and 
safety have been remedied. There still remains to be cared 
for, however, the tremendous demand for house sewers which 
has been brought about by the building of the new avenues 
and the construction of certain lines*of main drains. 


SANITARY DIVISION. 


Haxpenditures. 
$008,152.88. 


The past year the collections of this division were as fol- 
lows: 394,937 loads, 54 cubic feet each, of house dirt and 
ashes, 57,764 loads of house offal. 

The principal changes or improvements made in this 
division during the past year have been as follows: 

A contract has been closed with the New England Sani- 
tary Product Company for the utilization of about 78 per 
cent. of the swill collected in this city daily (the bulk of 
which was heretofore sold to farmers), with provisions for 
taking the balance whenever it is convenient for the city to 
deliver the same. The plant is located in an isolated section 
of the city which is known as the Cow Pasture, was started 
on the 15th of November, is now treating daily about 130 
or 140 tons, and in a very short time (as soon as the new 
dumping place on the Roxbury Canal is completed) will take 
the balance of the amount contracted for, while in the near 
future the swill now collected in the East Boston and Dor- 
chester districts will be treated in the same manner. 

There has also been put in: force a third separation, viz., 
separating the papers and other combustible waste from the 
ashes. ‘The disposition of this class of waste has heretofore 
been a great nuisance to this department, as it is not desira- 
ble for filling, and, when towed to sea, it often floated back 
upon the neighboring beaches, causing considerable annoy- 
ance and some complaint. 
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This waste is now being separated in 55 per cent. of our 
daily collections of ashes, and the same carted to a new plant. 
which has recently been erected near Fort Hill Wharf, and 
which has just gone into operation. The matter there will 
be sorted, the marketable portion culled out, and the balance 
burned. 

In making this third separation the hearty co-operation of 
the public is desired. 

There have also been purchased 30 new steel- bodied dump- 
ing wagons for collecting offal, which have displaced a like 
number of the old wooden ones heretofore used. 

There has also been built a new dumping-plant at Fort Hill 
Wharf for the more expeditious and sanitary handling of. the 
garbage. A similar plant, for a like purpose, is also being 
constructed on the Roxbury Canal at the foot of East Canton 
street, and will be ready for operation in a very short time. 

With these changes in the methods of collection and dis- 
posal of garbage the system in Boston now surpasses that in 
use in any other city in this country. It is the purpose of 
the department during the coming year to still further im- 
prove the service, and by January 1, 1900, there will be 
little room left, as far as can be seen, for improvement. 

The horses of the division are in excellent condition, many | 
of the older ones having been replaced by the purchase of 
new animals. The stables have received such attention 
as has been possible from the maintenance appropriation, and 
the condition, while not all that might be desired, is fair. 

The series of pictures shown in connection with the San- 
itary Division illustrate the change from old to new methods. 
The first two pictures show the old way of collecting mixed 
waste materials, with the rag-pickers overhauling tbe barrels. 
This made a continual litter on the streets, besides being ob- 
jected to by the Board of Health, on the ground that this 
material, carried into the houses, was likely to spread dis- 
ease. Under the pew system, householders and storekeepers 
are required to keep their combustible waste separate from 
the ashes. The police have stopped the overhauling of 
barrels. by rag-pickers, and the improvement as regards clean- 
liness of streets is quite notable. . 

The third plate shows the interior of the plant where the’ 
combustible waste is cared for. . What appears in the centre 
of the plate as a trough is the revolving belt, with the ma- 
terial carried past the men, each sorting into a chute (also 
shown in the picture), the material then passing below into 
the basement, where it is baled for shipment. The next. 
plate shows the continuation of the belt, carrying the refuse, 
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which is of no value, into the furnaces, where it furnishes 
the fuel to operate the plant. The next plate shows the 
building erected for the purpose of handling the combustible 
wastes. 

The next plate shows the loading of the farmers’ wagons 
at the South End swill yard under the old system. It can 
be easily seen*that this method was most objectionable.’ In 
the first place the city wagons dumped the offal in great 
masses on the platform. This, being shoveled over into 
the farmers’ wagons and again carted through the streets, 
was the source of constant and proper complaint. The offal 
from the central down-town section of the city was carried 
by barge and dumped in the bay, creating a constant nuisance 
and source of complaint to the dwellers along its shores. 
The next plate shows the offal wagons dumping their loads 
into the scow at the South End wharf, and there is also shown 
in this picture the change from the wooden box-carts to the 
iron carts. It will be noted that the old-fashioned box-carts, 
so long in use in Boston, are emptied by the men shoveling 
out the contents, whereas the new iron cart is simply dumped, 
and the load is disposed of in a few seconds. 

The next picture shows the plant of the New England 
Sanitary Product Company at the Cow Pasture. 

The shop work carried on under the direction of the 
deputy of the Sanitary Division has been continued with ex- 
cellent results, the greater part of the shoeing of the horses, 
building and repairing of carts, harnesses, etc., of the depart- 
ment being done by this division. 


STREET-CLEANING DIVISION. 


KHapenditures. 
$316,052.73. 


Removed 131,705 loads of dirt. 

The appropriation for the Street-Cleaning Division work 
remaining about as in past years it has not been possible to 
extend the service, as recommended in the last annual report, 
to Dorchester, Brighton and East Boston. The work in 
these districts now is either done by the Paving Division — 
which in the busy season is unable to give it proper atten- 
tion — or a portion of the street-cleaning force is sent weekly 
or bi-weekly into these districts. 

A change has been made in the manner of doing the work 
in the West and North ends of the city from machine sweeping 
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to hand sweeping, and the results attained have been so 
excellent that this method will be extended. The old way 
was to sweep the streets at night, two, three or four 
times a week, by machine. Under the present method the 
streets are divided into small sections, and swept by hand 
continuously. The expense has been but slightly greater, 
and the increase in cleanliness very apparent, as, under the 
old way, within a few hours after sweeping, paper and litter 
thrown into the streets would create an untidy appearance. 

I again call attention to the failure on the part of the 
police to enforce the ordinances in regard to throwing waste 
materials into the streets, which, in certain sections of the 
city, makes it impossible to bring about better conditions 
without an expenditure of money which is unnecessary and 
unwarranted. 


EMERGENCY WAGON. 


Suggested by an occurrence which happened early in the 
year, a so-called emergency wagon and emergency corps have 
been, established within the department. In February, 
during the progress of a fire, a building collapsed, carrying 
down with it a large number of firemen. This happening at 
an early hour/in the morning it was not possible to at once 
get together a force of street department men to assist the 
firemen and police in their efforts to clear away the ruins. 
It was rot until almost 7 o’clock that the men could be sum- 
moned to the work, when they were able to render substantial 
assistance. 

After perfecting the organization the following letter was 
sent to the Fire Commissioner, and a similar letter to the 
Board of Police: 


Boston, October 4, 1898. 
Cou. H. S. Russett, Mire Commissioner : 


Drar Sir, — I desire to notify you that this department has 
put into service a so-called emergency wagon, and that arrange- 
ments have also been made so that such a number of men as 
might be needed on an emergency call could be furnished from 
this department. The wagon is equipped with ropes, jacks, 
shovels, crowbars, axes, saws and such wrecking and other tools 
as might be of service ‘in ease of a falling building, fire or other 
accident. 

Should occasion arise where this department can be of assist- 
ance to your force, a telephone message to City Hall 25 (West 
End Stables, North Grove street) will bring the wagon and such 
number of men as may be deemed necessary. 


Le 
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The arrangement for summoning the men is as follows: 

On call from the proper authority, the watchman at the yards 
will send, through the men living nearest to the yard, cards to a 
certain number of the men on the district to report at the yard. 
From that point they can be sent wherever needed. Those in 
charge of these men are instructed to report at the place of call 
to the officer in charge, and to take all instructions from him. 

On very short notice quite a considerable number of men 
could be brought together in the down-town district, and the 
limit of the available force is not reached until a thousand or fif- 
teen hundred men are called for. 

Trusting that, should occasion arise, you will not hesitate to 
call upon this department, I beg to remain

In the Bridge Division, owing to the fact that absolutely no 
new money was appropriated except for the regular mainte- 
nance, there has been no work of any considerable importance 
undertaken. I cannot too strongly call the attention of the 
City Council to the necessity for action in relation to many 
of the bridges. Some are in need of almost entire recon- 
struction, and others should be thoroughly overhauled. 
There is also need for additional and improved machinery on 
several bridges to assist in the passage of vessels through the 
draws. The maintenance appropriation is but barely suffi- 
cient to care for the running expenses, such as the payment 
of draw-tenders, the purchase of supplies, and the most ordi- 
nary repairs. It is only by the most careful attention on the 
part of the deputy in charge that the bridges have been kept 
in running order, and accidents avoided.

The new boat, “Governor Russell,’ just ready to go into 
commission, was purchased by the United States govern- 
ment for war purposes, for the sum of $71,000, the exact 
cost to the city. Also, the propeller ferry-boat “ East 
Boston” was taken for the same purpose, for which was paid 
the sum of $57,500, making a total of $128,500. A contract 
was made for another new boat, which will be completed by 
February 15, 1899. Contracts for two new drops and tanks 
have been made, and these are now being put in place. This 
will make all the drops practically new, as the eight drops 
have been built since 1894; and it is expected that no new 
drops will be required for at least twenty years. Two slips 
have been sheathed at an expense of about $4,000. This 
work was necessary, as if it had been left undone much 
longer new piling would have been required, which would 
have cost at least $10,000 more. The work done in this line 

hould last for ten years. 

The boats, slips, tanks, landings and head-houses, with the 
exception of the South ferry, East Boston side, are in good 
condition, and no extraordinary expense will be required for 
some years. 
|. Another new boat should be built, unless both the boats 
sold to the United States government should be repurchased. 
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STREET-WATERING DIVISION. 
Expenditure. 


$138,728.57. 


Miles of streets watered, 409.95. 

Prior to 1891, any watering of the city streets was done 
by private subscription. In that year a change was made, 
the city undertaking the watering of all macadam streets, 
leaving the paved streets to still be watered by the abutters. 
The appropriation for this work was taken from the general 
tax levy. 

This method was unsatisfactory in many ways, for the 
reason that on the paved streets the difficulty or neglect of 
the individual abutters making arrangements led to very 
uncertain conditions, and also distributed the cost very uh- 
evenly. 

The past year another change was inaugurated, the city 
undertaking the watering of all public streets, whether 
paved or not, assessing the cost of the work on the abutting 
estates, under authority of the statute authorizing all cities 
of 50,000 inhabitants and over to do street-watering by 
special assessment. Under this act, however, it was not 
possible to assess by districts. It was therefore thought 
best to omit, as far as possible, from the assessment 
the more sparsely settled districts of the city, where the 
frontages were very considerable and the cost might bear as 
« burden upon the estates. The line was drawp to substan- 
tially include the territory within four miles of City Hall, © 
and all estates within this line abutting on public streets 
were assessed five cents per front fcot for the street-water- 
ing, the portion of the city outside of the four-mile limit 
being cared for out of the general tax levy. 

The statute should be amended so that it would be 
possible to assess the watering by districts, in order that the 
sections of the city requiring and receiving the greater 
service and the greater benefit should pay proportionally. 

As a result of the change the service rendered by the 
Street;-Watering Division has given great satisfaction, and 
this very important branch of the public service has been 
maintained at its proper standard. 

In the report of the Division Superintendent (see Appen- 
dix G) this ground is more fully covered, with the detail of 
the figures and the act giving authority for doing the work 
in this manner. 

One electric watering car was in service during the 
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season, and gave excellent satisfaction. It was not possible 
to extend the system, owing to certain uncontrollable condi- 
tions. 

SMOKE NUISANCE. 


Under the authority of an act passed by the Legislature in 
1895 in relation to the preventing of smoke nuisance, the 
Mayor appoints the Superintendent of Streets as the official 
to enforce the law. The matter is handled by an inspector, 
and two assistants. I think there is less trouble from this 
source in Boston, perhaps, than in many other large cities. 
At the same time, it is only constant activity on the part of 
the Street Department that prevents the growth of the evil. 

The department keeps well in touch with the owners of 
large steam plants, and also with the coal dealers. There 
has been very little friction, and all seem willing to co-operate 
as far as possible in keeping good conditions. At certain 
times, owing to the scarcity of proper grades of coal, there is 
a temptation on the part of both dealers and consumers to 
substitute low-grade smoky coal. In these times the work 
of the departrrent is made more difficult. | 

The report of the Chief Inspector, Appendix I., gives the 
uumber of inspections and general detail of the work. 


PURCHASE OF SUPPLIES. 


A most important factor in the proper administration of 
a large department is the purchase of supplies. This branch 
of the work has been given most careful and faithful attention 
by the Purchasing Agent of the department, to whom war- 
rants for all stock and materials are sent, and, with the 
approval of the Superintendent, purchases made for all 
divisions. 

The volume of business can be understood from the fact 
that in the past year 9,659 requisitions were made for sup- 
plies ordered by the various divisions. Advantage has been 
taken of the market, when possible, and goods bought by the 
quantity. 


Boston AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


By an act of the Legislature, chapter 467, Acts of 1898, 
in addition to the bridges already under their charge, all 
bridges between Boston and Cambridge were placed under 
the care of the Commissioners for the Boston and Cam- 
bridge bridges, thus taking from the Boston Bridge Division 
and putting under the control of the Boston and Cambridge 
Commissioners the following additional bridges : 


i 
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Essex street, Cambridge street, North Harvard street and 
Western avenue bridge to Cambridge. 

As substantially all the bridges are old and in more or less 
poor condition, constant attention and supervision are re- 
quired to avoid accidents and keep them in good condition 
for travel. I have again to thank my fellow Commissioner, 
Mr. William J. Marvin, of Cambridge, for the excellent 
results and conditions which have been brought about by 
his careful and constant work. 

I would earnestly recommend the building of a new bridge 
between old Cambridge and Brighton at North Harvard 
street. This street has been widened and constructed on 
both the Boston and the Cambridge sides, and the connection 
is made by an extremely narrow and old bridge. As this is 
the bridge leading to the Soldiers’ Field, where the college 
sports are held, and is also the main thoroughfare connecting 
Cambridge with the new Metropolitan park, and also with 
Boston, some action should be taken at the coming session 
of the Legislature to provide a more suitable bridge. 

A special commission, consisting of Hon. Josiah Quincy, 
Mayor of Boston, Hon. Edgar R. Champlin, Mayor of Cam- 
bridge, and E. D. Leavitt, Consulting Engineer, was appointed 
under an act of the Legislature to. construct the new West 
Boston bridge to Cambridge; and plans for this structure 


are well in hand, and other work will be proceeded with the 


coming season. 
Craigie’s Bridge. 

On the south side of the Boston end of this bridge the 
sidewalk had settled, and hard pine, eight by twelve inches, 
was placed the whole length to keep it in place. 

A new bulkhead and fence have been built on the north 
side of the Cambridge end of this bridge four hundred feet 
in length, commencing at the draw. A brick sidewalk has 
been laid, curbstone reset, and roadway paved from the curb 
to the track. The paving on other parts of the bridge has 
been repaired, and the brick sidewalk on the old part has 
been relaid. The fence on the north side of the bridge and 
part of that on the south side has been given two coats of 

aint. 

: The roadway has been swept and cleaned; the bridge 
watered three times every day when necessary, from April 
to November. 

The draw has been sheathed. 

Ordinary repairs and sweeping and cleaning snow from 
the sidewalks are done by the draw-tender and assistants. 
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Before deciding the grade to be established on Bridge 
street, near the entrance to Austin street, where the city of 
Cambridge and Boston and Maine Railroad Company are to 
build an overhead street, it would be well to consider what 
the rise of grade will be and the width and the side to be 
widened when a new bridge will be built to take the place of 
the present Craigie’s bridge. A part of this bridge on the 
Boston end and also on the Cambridge end, is in very poor 
condition. Some of the piles in the Cambridge end have 
been in position about one hundred years. ‘Trusses have 
been put under it, holes cut in the bridge, and piles driven 
through to strengthen it. 

The draw is worn out. It is also too narrow. Teams 
and cars cannot pass over together. 

The traffic on this bridge is immense and increasing every 
year. One-half of the travel comes from places outside of 
Cambridge. 

By the time the new Cambridge bridge is built to take the 
place of West Boston bridge, a new bridge, as wide and as 
good as this new bridge will be, will have to be built to take 
the place of Craigie’s bridge. 


Harvard Bridge. 


In November, 1897, the roadway for the entire length of 
the bridge was newly sheathed. Heretofore this sheathing 
was renewed every year, either in October or November. 
This year by looking after it carefully and patching when 
necessary, we expect to carry it through until spring. By 
putting down new sheathing in April we will have a smooth 
surface all summer which will be much better for vehicles 
and bicycles. We required more room for storage, etc., at 
house on pier, and added to the present structure twelve feet 
by fourteen feet, one story, and painted it and the building 
connected with it. The greater part of the work was done 
by the draw-tenders on the bridge. ‘The iron work under- 
neath the surface of the bridge, where the salt water comes 
in contact with it, rusts very badly. We had the worst 
places scraped and painted. ‘The work was done by the men 
on the bridge. Next year all the ironwork the whole length 
and width of the bridge will have to be painted. 

Other parts of the bridge are in fairly good condition. In 
April the Welsbach light on the Boston end of the bridge 
was put on. The contract expires in April, 1899. 

The bicycle path put down last November, three feet wide 
on each side of the bridge near the curb, seems to give good 
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satisfaction to the riders of these vehicles. Ordinary repairs 
on the bridge, keeping the electric light globes clean and in 
order, the sidewalks free from snow in winter and cleaning 
the bridge, is done by the draw-tender and his assistants. 


Prison Point Bridge. 


This bridge is kept in as good repair as is possible. It 
being old we do not care to expend a large amount on it. 
We expect the Boston and Maine Railroad Company will 
soon build an overhead street. When they do anew draw 
will then take the place of the old one. 

The draw-tender keeps the bridge clean, and does ordinary 
repairs.

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West Boston Bridge. 


The Boston end of this bridge had settled. To keep it in 
place three trusses were put under the roadway. 

The under plank on the roadway of the draw were re- 
placed by new three-inch plank, and new sheathing laid over 
them. The bridge is in very poor condition, and is going to 
be replaced by a new one. No more work is done than is 
necessary to make the bridge safe for travel. The bridge 
was watered three times daily from April 1 to November 1. 

The ordinary repairs, repairing, paving, and cleaning the 
bridge have been attended to. 

The draw-tender and assistants have swept and cleaned 
the snow from sidewalks and piers, when necessary, and have 
made the repairs. 

A temporary bridge is being built on the south side of this 
bridge to take its place while building the new one. This 
new bridge, when completed, will be named the Cambridge 
bridge. 

Cambridge-street Bridge. 


This bridge is in fair condition. New chains for hoisting 
the draw were put in place. Repairs were made on} the 
bridge, draw and piers; and the small houses on the piers 
were repaired. 

One are light has been placed on the Cambridge end of 
this bridge. 

Essex-street Bridge. 


This bridge is in very good condition, having been rebuilt 
two years ago. 

‘The draw-tenders do all ordinary repairs, such as sweep- 
ing the bridge and repairing sheathing on bridge and draw. 
A small building for tools and storage was placed on the 
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pier; the work was done by the men employed on the 
bridge. 
’ New chains for hoisting draw were put on. 

The bridge was poorly lighted. There were only two are 
lights the whole length of the bridge, and travel at night 
was unsafe. Three new arc lights have been added, two 
Boston side, one Cambridge side. 


North Harvard-street Bridge. 


Repairs have been made on this bridge, draw, piers and 
small houses on piers. 

This bridge ought to be replaced with a new, wider and 
more modern one. Cambridge has widened Boylston street, 
Boston is now widening and sais the grade of North Har- 
vard street. 

The park on the borders of Charles river, on Cambridge 
side, is very fine. 

Extensive improvements now being made on the Boston 
side of the Charles river for a park and speedway, when all 
are completed, will make this part of the river quite orna- 
mental. A bridge at this place should be in keeping with 
the surroundings. 


Western-avenue Bridge. 


Repairs were made on the roadway, draw and small 
houses. 3 
The planking in the waterway, piers and guard were re- 
paired. 
One arc light has been placed on the Cambridge end of 
this bridge.

The usual statement is appended showing the number of 
draw openings and the number of vessels which passed 
through. 

The amount of revenue received for rents, dockage, 
repairs to Boston Elevated Railway Company’s tracks, etc., 
has been $1,292.40, and one-half, $646.20, has been paid to 
each city.

SUMMARY OF WORK DONE. 


BRIDGE DIVISION. 


Overhauled and repaired the following bridges, viz. : 

Broadway, Charles river, Congress street, Mt. Washington 
avenue, Warren, Ferdinand street and Hyde Park avenue 
over Stony brook. 

Talbot-avenue bridge was completed this year, the entire 
work of grading and building the bridge so as to allow the 
street to pass under the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad (Midland Division), being done by the railroad 
company at an expense to the city of $25,000. 


FERRY DIVISION. 


One boat was hauled out on the railway and stripped and 
calked. 

Two new drops and tanks were built and placed in posi- 
tion, and two piers were stripped and planked. 

One new ferry-boat, “Governor Russell,” was built and 
with the “ East Boston” was sold to the United States Gov- 
ernment, and a contract made for another boat, which is now 
building. 


PAVING DIVISION. 


Paved and regulated 14 streets with granite blocks, 
41,491 square yards on concrete base and 96,247 square yards 
on gravel base, or a total of about 137,788 square yards. 

Thirty-seven thousand two hundred and eighty-four square 
yards of gutters paved, 162,809 linear feet of edgestone set 
and reset. 
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Hight thousand five hundred and thirty-nine square yards 
asphalt on a concrete base.

DEAR Srr,—I herewith submit my annual report of the 
expenditures, income and operations of the Bridge Division 
of Street Department for the financial year ending January 
31, 1899. 

The sum of $130,000 was appropriated for the care and 
maintenance of this division during the year. The total 
number of bridges in charge of this division previous to the 
enactment of chapter 467 of the Acts of 1898 was 73. 
Chapter 467 of the Acts of 1898 authorized the appointment 
of a commission by the cities of Boston and Cambridge to 
construct and maintain a bridge over the Charles river, to be 
known as the Cambridge bridge, at, upon or near the site of 
the so-called West Boston bridge, and provided that said 
bridge and draw and all other bridges and draws between the 
two cities should be maintained by Boston and Cambridge 
under the care of this commission. 

In accordance with this Act, on July 1, 1898, four bridges 
of this division, viz., Essex street, Cambridge street, North 
Harvard street and Western avenue bridge to Cambridge 
were transferred to this commission, thus leaving 69 bridges 
in the care of this division. This number does not include 
culverts. 

The total number of bridges in Boston is 132, 32 of which 
are supported wholly by railroad corporations, 100 are wholly 
or in part supported by the city of Boston, including. the 
four transferred to the commission. There are eighteen 
tide-water draw-bridges, of which six are operated by steam, 
four by electricity, and eight by hand power. 

The inland bridges have been given a careful inspection, 
and every effort made to keep them in a safe condition. 
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They have been thoroughly swept, and kept free and 
clean. 

Good discipline has been maintained among the men. 
They have faithfully and efficiently performed their respect- 
ive duties, and no accidents have occurred through neglect 
of duty. 

I would recommend that the following-named bridges be 
provided with proper machinery to assist vessels through the 
draw, and thus obviate largely the inconvenience to public 
travel, — Chelsea North, Federal street, Dover street, Mt. 
Washington avenue, Meridian street, and Malden bridge.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE FERRY DIVISION. 


Nortu Ferry, East Boston, February 1, 1899. 


Mr. Bens. W. WELLS, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures, income and operation of the Ferry Division 
of the Street Department for the financial year ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1899. 

South Ferry, East Boston side, located at the termination 
of Lewis street, covers an area of 58,725 square feet of land 
and water. On these premises are one head-house, one coal- 
shed, one work-shop for carpenters, machinists and black- 
smith, one gate-room and oil-room, all in very poor condition ; 
three piers, which form the two ferry-slips, two drops and 
tanks, and one dock, where boats are laid when not in use 
or while undergoing repairs. 

South Ferry, Boston side, located at the termination of 
Eastern avenue, covers an area of 28,135 square feet of 
land and water, upon which are one head-house, with canopies 
extending over driveways, one gate-room, three piers, which 
form the two slips, and two drops and tanks. 

The wharf property adjoining these premises was leased 
by the East Boston Ferry Company April 30, 1853, for 999 
years, at a rental of $4,000 per year, which lease was 
assigned to the Ferry Department. This entire wharf is 
sub-let to the Public Institutions Department for $2,000 
per year, making a net loss to this division of $2,000 per 
year, which should be borne by the Public Institutions 
Department. 

North Ferry, Boston side, located at the termination otf 
Battery street, covers an area of 45,000 square feet of land 
and water, upon which are one head-house, with canopies, 
one gate-room and steam-room, three piers, which form the 
two slips, and two drops and tanks. 
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North Ferry, East Boston side, located at the termination of 
Border street, covers an area of 62,138 square feet of land 
and water, upon which are one head-house, with canopy, 
boiler-room, oil-room, stable and coal-shed, three piers, which 
form the two slips, two drops and tanks. 

There are eight drops. Two new drops and tanks have 
been put in the past year—one at North Ferry, Boston 
side, and the other at South Ferry, East Boston side — 
thus making all the drops practically new, so that no more 
will be required for at least twenty years. There are twelve 
piers. Two of them have been stripped and planked the 
past year at a cost of about $4,200. 

The rest are in fair condition, with the exception of south 
pier, North Ferry, Boston side, which should be entirely 
rebuilt. 

The landings and head-houses are in good condition, with 
the exception of South Ferry, East Boston side, which is in 
a deplorable state. The coal-shed at this place is in a very 
dangerous condition, so much so that we are unable to store 
coal in it any longer. It is imperative that something be 
done with this landing before long. 

During the past year the ferry-boat ‘“‘ Revere” has been 
hauled out on railway, and stripped and calked, at a cost of 
about $1,000. Owing to her age it was deemed advisable 
not to copper her. 

One new propeller ferry-boat, the «*Governor Russell,” 
was built the past year, but was sold to the United States 
Government, being required for war purposes, for the sum of 
$71,000, before she could be given her trial trip. The pro- 
peller ferry-boat ‘* East Boston” was also sold to the govern- 
ment for the sum of $57,500. 

A contract was made for a new ferry-boat, which is now 
building, and should be completed by the middle of Feb- 
ruary; and another new boat must also shortly be contracted 
for, unless one of the boats sold to the government is to be 
repurchased.

Three thousand letters, postal cards and notices have been sent 
to storekeepers and householders, in connection with selling from 
doorways, windows etc. 

There have been 10,484 notices sent the various foremen dur- 
ing the year, directing them to repair defects in the public streets, 
which have been reported by the police and others; also 1,055 
notices to private parties to repair work improperly done when 
permits had been granted to open streets, and to owners of estates 
where coal-holes and sidewalk lights were defective. 

There have been 216 notices sent to departments and corpora- 
tions regarding proposed street improvements. _ 

Three hundred and forty-three new bonds have been filed dur- 
ing the year. 

Ten thousand two hundred and sixty-three dollars and fifty 
cent for permits has been received and deposited with the City 
Collector. 

There is $7,473 due for permits at this date from corporations 
and departments. . 

Street numbers have been assigned to the estates in the differ- 
ent districts as follows: 
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East Boston District. ; 1 whole, and 27 parts of streets.

Five thousand five hundred and ninety-seven figures were re- 
quied for this work. 

Numbers were changed on 210 estates, 31 streets are now 
listed and ready to be numbered, and 3 to be renumbered. 

All street openings made during the year have been examined 
as to repaving, etc., and where defects were found the parties 
making the opening were notified to put the paving in a con- 
dition satisfactory to the Superintendent of Streets. In all, four 
thousand one hundred notices were sent by the Superintendent 
of Inspectors in regard to these defects. 

Inspectors were detailed to serve on work done by the various 
corporations, to be present at all times while work was in pro- 
gress, and to make a weekly report, in writing, covering the 
work done and its condition.

The work of the Sanitary Division includes the removal of house 
offal and the removal of house dirt and ashes accumulated from the 
burning of materials for heating buildings and for domestic pur- 
poses. 

This work has been done on practically the same basis as in 
former years, although there have been some changes made in the 
interests of economy and better service. The method of collecting 
ashes by what was known as the route system has been abolished in 
the section of the city north of Massachusetts avenue, and the more 
satisfactory and less expensive method of collection by districts or 
divisions substituted. The offal will be handled in the same manner 
during the summer months, and more frequent collections will be 
made. 

The cost of disposing of the 1,500 loads of refuse collected daily 
is constantly increasing, as owing to the undesirable character of 
much of it for use as filling it is difficult to obtain suitable dumping 
places. 'The low lands contiguous to the thickly settled parts of the 
city have for the most part been filled, and the only available dumps 
are so far distant from the points of collection that the expense of 
hauling is abnormally increased. In fact, the economic disposal of 
this kind of refuse, namely, ashes, is becoming a ‘serious prob- 
lem, and unless it can be made of commercial value in the near 
future it will be necessary to secure additional dumping places on 
the water front, so that it may be towed to sea. Much progress has 
been made toward this end in the separation by householders and 

' storekeepers of the combustible portion of the waste, which has

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been placed by them in a third receptacle, and otherwise tied in 
bundles for convenience in handling. It is collected by the paper 
carts, and delivered at the plant of the City Refuse Utilization 
Company on Atlantic avenue. Here the various grades of paper, 
rags, twine, etc., are culled out, put up in bales and sold as merchan- 
dise, the balance being burned in a Morse-Boulger furnace specially 
esigned for the purpose. This plant hus been in successful opera- 
tion since January, 1899, and was designed to utilize all combustible 
refuse collected in the city proper north of Massachusetts avenue, 
which has been estimated at about 300 cubic yards daily. It is obvious 
that the disposal of clean ashes, separated from lighter, but more 
bulky, refuse — such as paper, etc. — is a comparatively easy matter 
to handle. In the short time that it has been tested, most satis- 
factory results have been obtained, and I would recommend its exten- 
sion to other sections of the city, where smaller and less expensive 
plants might be centrally located for treating refuse of this kind. 

The separation has been brought about largely through the distri- 
bution of circulars calling the attention of housekeepers to the 
matter, and when they understand more fully its object their 
co-operation will be of invaluable assistance to this division. 

During the past year a new method has been adopted for the 
disposal of the two hundred and fifty tons of offal collected in the 
city daily. In past years it has been the custom to sell to farmers 
each day as large a portion as possible of the collections, the balance 
remaining unsold being towed to sea; but, as stated in the report for 
1897, a contract was made for a period of ten years with the New 
England Sanitary Product Company for the utilization of this ma- 
terial, and on November 15, 1898, their plant was put into operation, 
and they are now treating from 180 to 200 tons of refuse daily, 
which we deliver to their boats. The balance, about fifty tons, is 
collected in the outlying sections of the city, and is disposed of 
there by the contractors. 

I would respectfully call your attention to Barney Dumping Boat 
No. 1, which has been in service in this city for more than twenty 
years. The boat is unseaworthy, and will not admit of further 
repairs. Attention is also called to the stables in charge of this 
division, which are very much out of repair. Special appropriation 
for their reconstruction is recommended, as also for the purchase of 
a new boat.

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HOUSE OFFAL. 


There are employed in the removal of house offal two hundred 
and thirty-four men and ninety-eight wagons. The offal is removed 
from dwelling-houses twice a week during the summer, and once a 
week during the winter months, and from hotels, markets and restau- 
rants daily. The men are required to enter yards, collect the offal, 
empty into wagons and deliver at the depots, located as follows: 
One on Albany street; one at the Almshouse, Charlestown; also to 
the dumping boats located at Fort Hill Wharf on Atlantic avenue, 

Four sections of the city are done by contract, as follows: The 
collection of house offal in East Boston, by T. Mulligan; Dorchester 
District, by John Bradley; Brighton District and a portion of West 
Roxbury, by George T. Barnes. 

The revenue received from the sale of house offal for the past five 
years has been as follows:

Each load of offal is equivalent to filty-six (56) cubie feet, and has 
a maximum weight of one and a quarter (14) tons at certain seasons 
of the year. 

Of the amount, 57,764 loads, collected during the year 1898, 
3,726 were collected by the East Boston contractor, 1,472 by the 
Brighton contractor, 6,058 by the Dorchester contractor, and 805 
loads by the West Roxbury contractor, leaving 45,703 loads collected 
by city teams. 

The collection of this material is attended to in winter by an 
average regular force of 71 city offal carts and 169 men, and on 
contract work 27 offal carts and 65 men, making a total of 98 offal 
carts and 234 men. 

The disposal has been made during the year in the following 
manner: The offal from the markets and the offal that had decayed 
was put on board a scow and towed to sea; that of Charlestown was 
taken to the yard at Malden bridge and there disposed of to farmers; 
that of East Boston was collected by a contractor and removed to 
Revere; the offal of the city proper, Roxbury, a part of West 
Roxbury and South Boston was conveyed to the yard at the South 
End and disposed of to farmers, who removed it daily; a portion of 
the West Roxbury offal was collected by contract and removed to 
Needham; that of Brighton was collected by contract and disposed 
of outside of the district; and that in Dorchester was collected by a 
contractor and seld to farmers.

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During the year a contract was made with the New England 
Sanitary Product Company, for the utilization of the offal collected in 
the city daily; and commencing November 15, 1898, the offal collected 
in the South Boston, Charlestown, City Proper, Roxbury, and part 
of West Roxbury districts, in all about 80 per cent. of the total daily 
collections, was sent to Fort Hill Wharf and deposited on boats 
owned by this company. In order to carry out the provisions of 
this contract it was necessary to construct a new wharf at the foot 
of Oliver street, at an expense of about $6,000, and also to purchase 
twelve new steel dumping carts. 

Out of 57,764 loads collected during the past year in the city and 
suburbs, 34,141 loads, or 59 per cent., was fed to hogs, and 23,652 
loads, or 41 per cent., carried in dumping boats to the sea.

The money received from the sales of house offal is deposited 
monthly with the City Collector, and then credited to the sinking 
fund of the City of Boston. 


HovusE Dirt AND ASHEs, 


In the collection of house dirt and ashes there are employed 380 
men and 163 carts. This material is removed from hotels, tenement 
houses and stores daily; from dwelling houses once a week. 

The City Ordinances of 1898 (chap. 38, sect. 1) require that 
house dirt and ashes shall be kept in an easily accessible place for 
their removal, the men being obliged to enter the yards and remove 
the receptacles to the sidewalks, where their contents are dumped 
into the carts. The receptacles are then placed in their original 
position. The material is disposed of, if possible, on low lands, 
being used for filling, and is also dumped on scows, to be carried to 
sea. Of the amount collected last year, 28 per cent. was carried 
to sea. 

The collection of house dirt and ashes in four sections of the city 
is done by contract, as follows: South Dorchester, by Denis Flynn, 
and North Dorchester by Patrick J. Lyons; East Boston, by W. F. 
Hedrington, and a part of West Roxbury by John J. Moore. 

Of the 394,937 loads of ashes collected during the past year, 
234,223 loads, or 60 per cent., were deposited on low lands in the 
outlying districts of the city; 113,528 loads, or 28 per cent., were 
towed to sea, and the balance, 47,186 loads, or 12 per cent., 
were collected by contraetors and used on low lands for filling. 

Good results were made in the collection of store-sweepings in 
what is known as the business section of the city, the occupants of 
stores, etc., being requested, by the distribution of printed notices,

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to put 6ut all waste material previous to 7.30 A.M.,so that the 
collectors could remove it while the streets were passable, much 
annoyance and inconvenience which had previously existed being in 
a large measure prevented. 

Several complaints have been received concerning the failure of 
the division to promptly remove offal and ashes; investigation 
of these has usually shown that either offal has not been properly 
separated from ashes or other refuse, as is insisted upon by the 
department, or else that the receptacles were kept in some inacces- 
sible place, or were larger than the ordinances provide and the 
regulations of the department permit. 

In order that householders might understand these regulations 
and that the work be not unnecessarily delayed, the following 
circular was issued: 

Notice is hereby given that the new plant erected for the inciner- 
ation of combustible waste will be in operation at an early date, and 
the following regulations in regard to the three separations of refuse 
will be enforced by this department: 

1. Ashes must be kept free from all other refuse matter and in 
metallic vessels. 

2. House offal or garbage must bé kept free from all other refuse 
matter (except food cans and food bottles) and in suitable vessels. 

3. <All other refuse, such as paper, rags, excelsior, straw, mat- 
tresses, old clothes, pasteboard boxes, carpets, etc., must be kept 
free from ashes and garbage and in suitable vessels, or in bundles 
firmly fastened so as to prevent the rubbish from being scattered in 
handling, and must be protected from the weather until collected by 
the proper authorities. 

The above rules must be complied with, or refuse will not be 
removed. 

The removal of ashes and other refuse is governed by the fol- 
lowing provisions of law: 


Acts OF 1892, CHAPTER 419, SECTION 112. 


All receptacles for ashes, waste and other substances, liable, by 
spontaneous combustion or otherwise, to cause a fire, shall be made 
of incombustible material, satisfactory to the inspector. Every 
building used as a tenement, or lodging house shall have outside, and 
appurtenant to it, a suitable space, satisfactory to the inspector, for 
the temporary deposit of garbage and other refuse matter. 


REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1892, CHAPTER 43, SECTION 14. 


No person shall keep in his house, or on his land, any house offal, 
unless the same is placed in a suitable vessel, free from ashes and 
other refuse matter, and so placed as to be easily removed. 


REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1892, CHAPTER 43, SECTION 17. 


No person shall place or keep in or near any building, ashes or 
cinders in such a manner as to be liable to cause fire, nor mix them 
with other substances, nor place or keep them except in metallic 
vessels, so placed as to be easily removed.

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It will be noted that the circular also requires a third separation, 
viz., that all refuse other than household ashes or offal be placed in 
a third receptacle. This was done in anticipation of an arrangement 
for caring for the combustible waste separate from the heavy ash 
by incineration. 

The annual spring cleaning of the entire city was undertaken 
with good results, and the following notice issued to the public:

Notice to Housekeepers and Tenants. 


Housekeepers and other occupants of dwellings are requested to 
place their house and cellar dirt and sweepings in the streets 
opposite their premises between the hours of sunrise and 2 o'clock 
P.M. of the following days: Monday, May 2; Tuesday, May 3; 
Wednesday, May 4; Thursday, May 5; Friday, May 6; when they 
will be removed by the city carts. After which times no person will 
be allowed to place any dirt, ashes, filth or rubbish of any kind 
whatever in any of the ways, streets or places of the city, without a 
permit from the Superintendent of Streets. 

Dirt of any kind not to be placed in the streets on Saturday.

NoTe.—This circular, printed in English, Hebrew and Italian, was posted in 
prominent places by the regular bill-posting companies, and for a week was also 
carried on the sides of all the wagons and carts owned by this division. 


Special Notice. 


On and after above-named days, ashes, etc., in order to be 
removed by city carts, must be placed in receptacles not larger than 
an ordinary flour barrel, and in a position on a level with the grade 
of the adjoining sidewalk. 

Vault filth, offal, bricks and mortar, gravel and earth, garden 
rakings and shrubbery are not included in the above, and will not be 
removed by the city if placed in the streets. 


REMOVAL OF ASHES AND HOUSE DIrrvT. 


The removal of ashes, house and store dirt has been attended to 
during the year by.a minimum force of three hundred and eighty 
men and one hundred and forty-two city carts, also by six carts 
with the East Boston contractor, twelve carts with Dorchester con- 
tractors, and three carts with the West Roxbury contractor. 

This work shows a constant increase from year to year, as will be 
seen in the following table, and is an indication of the actual growth 
of the city:

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PLANT AND PROPERTY IN CHARGE OF THE SANITARY DIVISION. 


South City Stables, Shops and Sheds. 


Situated on Albany street, opposite Newton street. The lot 
belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, and con- 
tains 90,780 feet. 

The stable and buildings connected therewith are of brick. There 
are also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for storing wagons, 
etc. The stable is two stories high, with French roof, and has 
accommodations for 100 horses. Twenty-three horses are kept in 
sheds. Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, paint and 
harness-makers’ shops, in which the wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., 
used by the department are constructed and kept in repair; also a 
horseshoeing shop for shoeing the horses of the department located 
in this section of the city. 

Offal Depots. 

Erected in 1864, on the wharf fronting on Albany street, opposite 
Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from that used 
by the Paving Division. The lot which the building occupies and 
the yard attached to the same contains 39,511 feet, and belonged to 
the city before being used for this purpose. Total original cost 
of building $18,578.89. This building is used for the deposit of 
house-offal daily collected in the city carts, and from which it is 
thence conveyed without the city limits by purchasers. 


West Stable and Sheds. 


The stable is a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 
50, located on North Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable out- 
buildings attached to the same. It has accommodations for 90 
horses, in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 45,152 square 
feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing shop was established for 
the purpose of shoeing the horses of the department stabled in this 
section of the city. 

Highland Stable. 


With accommodations for 72 horses, on the old Almhouse lot, 
Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. There is 
on this lot a brick stable, which cost $88,594.13. On this lot is an 
offal shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 

During the year the stabling of horses in the basement of this 
building was abandoned, and 15 stalls were placed in the second story 
of the building at a cost of $3,000. April 1, 1897, the offal shed 
erected in 1875 was abandoned and renovated for the purpose of 
storing wagons and carts. 


Charlestown Stable, 


with accommodations for 25 horses, is situated on Rutherford 
avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; stable built in 1875, 
cost $5,083.07; sheds and out-buildings built in 1879. 


Fort Hill Wharf. 


Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the Sanitary 
Division, used as a dumping station for the city’s garbage and 
refuse and as a landing-place for scows, which convey this stuff to 
sea. There are two dumpiug-boats, known as the Barney dumping- 
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scows, and these are in continual use for the above purpose, and 
are towed to sea by the Street Department steam-tug boat 
‘¢Cormorant.’’? The tug-boat is also used by the Sewer Division. 

A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning Division as 
a locker for push patrol-carts, etc.; a part is in charge of the Paving 
Division, and a portion occupied by a tenant. 


Hecht’s Wharf. 


Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic avenue, containing about 35,460 
square feet, placed in charge of the Sanitary Division under a lease 
dated March 1, 1898, and extending for a period of ten years. This 
wharf adjoins. and is next to Fort Hill Wharf, and is occupied in 
part by the New England Sanitary Product Company as a berth for 
their scows ; also by the buildings of the City Utilization Company, 
for the disposal of waste and rubbish. 


Gibson Street Plant. 


Containing 42,000 square feet, and situated in Dorchester district, 
which has been used and occupied by the New England Construction 
Company for the treatment and disposition of offal, and which is 
now closed. 

The Sanitary Division cares for the horses of the Street Cleaning 
Division located at Rutherford avenue and Highland street, bearing 
a proportionate share of the cost of maintaining both of these 
stables.

The Sewer Division has charge of the following work : 

1. Construction and maintenance of all sewerage works, 
including Main Drainage Works. 

2. Construction and maintenance of the channels of Stony 
brook. 

3. Preparation of plans, and the engineering and supervision 
required in the construction and maintenance of sewerage works. 

4, Investigation of complaints in regard to defective sewerage 
and surface drainage. 

5. The granting of permits for all connections to be made 
with the common sewers, and the custody of bonds filed by drain 
layers authorized to make such connections. 

The following table shows the maintenance appropriation of 
this division for the past ten (10) years: 
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A general statement of the work done during 1898, and work 
necessary to be done, is given in the succeeding pages. 
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SoutH Boston. 


During the past year the rebuilding of the Kemp-street outlet 
has been started and 600 feet completed. B-street sewer between 
Dorchester avenue and Fourth street was rebuilt, affording a 
proper outlet for sewers in that vicinity, and allowing the rebuild- 
ing of many small tributary sewers as the future may demand. 

Dorchester-avenue sewer, between D street and Dexter street, 
and the sewers in Dexter and Ellery streets were also rebuilt, 
thereby obviating a long-standing source of complaint, and doing 
away with the temporary sewer overflow into the South bay at D 
street, the whole flow of this territory being carried to the B and 
Seventh-streets overflow, which was built last year. 

The H-street sewer and overflow were rebuilt between Eighth 
street and tide- water, affording an adequate outlet for a large dis- 
trict in time of heavy storm, and doing away with the numerous 
complaints the division has received in the past, of water backing 
up into the cellars. 

In regard to future work the first thing that demands our atten- 
tion is the effect which the change in location of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company will have upon the 
sewer system. The sewer in Blake street will have to be rebuilt, 
as it is not strong enough to stand the jarring of the trains which 
will pass over it. The sewers in Dorchester avenue, Powers 
street and Boston street are not large enough for the future 
requirements of the district, but as they will answer for a number 
of years it is perhaps better policy not to attempt to rebuild 
them at the present time in anticipation of the raising of the grades 
of the streets, but to leave this matter for the future, and when the 
district becomes so well developed as to overcrowd these sewers, 
to relieve it by running a large main sewer around the artificial 
hill caused by raising the grades of the streets, finding a location 
for this sewer. in streets which will have to be laid out in the 
vacant land either to the east or west of Dorchester avenue. 

As the filling of Columbia road between City Point and Mt. 
Vernon street is nearing completion it would be advisable to 
build the sewers in this road as soon as possible. 

The Commonwealth lands on South Boston flats, which by 
reason of their proximity to the new Union Station will shortly be 
placed on the market for commercial purposes, will therefore 
require the attention of this division during the coming year. 

The sewer in D street, between Dorchester avenue and Ninth 
street, and also between Second street and Broadway, should be 
rebuilt as the sewer is broken down and settled in many places, 
and is in a bad condition. 


East Boston. 


Connection with the Metropolitan sewer has been made at 
Eagle square and work is in progress at Chelsea street and at 
Curtis street. The connection with the Metropolitan sewer will be 
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made at Chelsea street early in the coming year. The sewers in 
Bennington and Chelsea streets, between Eagle square and Putnam 
street, are too small to properly drain the territory and should be 
rebuilt. House sewers and surface drains are needed in the East 
Boston parkway. 

The East Boston low-level sewer should be built as soon as 
possible to drain the low lying territory at Orient Heights, and to 
afford an outlet for the sewers in the proposed Bennington-street 
boulevard and the sewers and surface drains ought to be promptly 
begun if the construction of this boulevard is ordered. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


All connections with the Metropolitan sewer have been made 
in this district, except in Beacham-street district. The Beach- 
street overflow is in progress, and will be finished early in the 
coming year. The Beacham-street district should be connected 
at an early date, and the sewers rebuilt on the separate system 
using those now in existence for surface drains as far as it is 
possible. 

The sewers in Main and Cambridge streets, from Beach street 
to the Somerville line, are in a very leaky condition and much too 
small to satisfactorily drain the territory through which they run. 
They should be rebuilt at the earliest possible date, or at all events 
before the grade of Cambridge street is raised in abolishing the 
grade crossings at this point. 


BRIGHTON. 


About 600 feet of six feet six inches by seven feet, and 400 
feet of six feet by six feet brick conduit for Salt creek, and 
1,600 feet of thirty inches by thirty-six inches brick sewer in 
Cambridge street, between Seattle street and Charles river were 
built. The outlet for house sewers and surface drains for the 
part of Commonwealth avenue, between Summit avenue and 
Kinross road, has been started, and the house sewer system for 
the Aberdeen district practically completed. During the coming 
year Commonwealth avenue, between Warren street and Chestnut 
Hill avenue should have a complete system of house sewers and 
surface drains, and the surface drainage system for the Aberdeen 
district should be built. 

The Shepard-street brook should be taken in a covered conduit 
from the pond at the wool-scouring establishment on North Beacon 
street, near the iron bridge to Shannon street and the Faneuil 
Valley brook should be improved by deepening and widening from 
the same pond to Lake street. 

The conduit for the Salt Creek brook should also be finished 
from Charles river to its present terminus at Gardner street. 


West Roxpury. 


On Goldsmith brook, between Washington and South streets, 
there were built about 1,600 feet of brick conduit, principally eight 
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feet six inches by six feet nine inches. This is the portion of the 
brook which was subjected to continual flooding at every rain. 

Surface drains in Keyes and Lee streets and a conduit in Calder 
street for Franklin park branch of Stony brook are in progress, 
as well as house sewers in Walter and Jones streets, South street, 
near Congreve street, Congreve street, Wachusett street, and 
outlets for Temple and Perham streets, all of which will be com- 
pleted early in the coming year. During the coming year sewers 
should be built in Mendum street, Gardner street, between the 
Metropolitan sewer and Baker street, and a surface drain in Baker 
street from Spring street brook to Gardner street. Goldsmith 
brook conduit should be extended to West Roxbury parkway. 
Sewers and surface drains in Spring street, between Centre street 
and Gardner street, are needed, and the West Roxbury low level 
sewer should be extended beyond Forest Hills. 


DORCHESTER. 


The most important work done in Dorchester during the past 
year has been in the way of surface drains of large size to carry 
the somewhat large brooks which pervade this territory. 

This is in pursuance of the recommendations made in former 
reports. ‘The old sewers, built many years ago, on the ‘‘ com- 
bined” system, were professedly designed only for a small per- 
centage of the total storm-water of the district. Now that new 
streets are being laid out in every direction, each one with its 
catch-basins taking the surface water from the gutters, the old 
sewers refuse to longer carry this additional load. Therefore, 
a separate system of surface drains for storm water only is 
imperatively demanded; and this division has made a 200d 
beginning in this direction. 

The large surface water drain to carry the water of ‘¢ Tenean 
creek,” commencing (at the lower end) at what is known as 
‘* King’s Mill pond,” in the neighborhood of Harrison square, has 
been finished nearly up to Charles street, near Field’s Corner 
Station. This will drain out the so-called ¢ Clay-Pits ”? (back of 
the car stables), a long standing nuisance, and will afford good 
surface drainage to Bloomfield and Tonawanda streets and Geneva 
avenue, and the whole of that neighborhood. A branch of this 
drain crossing Gibson and King streets and running up through 
Rosemont street has been well carried up towards its final desti- 
nation on Carlisle street. For a considerable portion of the way 
this was built in the same trench with the new outlet house sewer 
for this region. 

A branch of this last-named drain should be extended during 
the coming season through Shawmut park (now Florida street) to 
Edwin and Templeton streets. 

One thousand seven hundred and fifty linear feet of these drains 
were built in 1898, making, with what was built in 1897, a total 
length of 1,960.5 linear feet of conduit, running from 14 feet « 12 
feet to 6 feet x 6 feet 6 inches in size, built to date. 
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Another improvement of great importance has been commenced 
on the ‘‘ Canterbury branch’ of Stony brook, between the West 
Roxbury boundary line at Harvard (formerly Back) street, and 
the upper large culvert on Lauriat avenue. 

With a view to immediate relief of this district from the win- 
ter and spring floods, this improvement, so far, has taken the 
shape of an open ditch (the excavation for which will all be 
utilized in building a more permanent channel), with the excep- 
tion of the portion lying in Callender street, between Lyons and 
Don streets, where a brick conduit ten feet in diameter is being 
constructed at a grade of from fourteen to twenty-two feet below 
the surface; the cutting being in solid rock. This solid construc- 
tion is adopted so that the grading and curbing of Callender street, 
under chapter 323 of 1891, can be proceeded with, as ordered by 
the Board of Street Commissioners. 

The whole territory, also, between Lauriat avenue and Norfolk 
street, especially in the neighborhood of Dumas, Mascot and 
Willowwood streets, is in a state of bad flooding in storms; and 
although the open ditches we are now cutting there will be inval- 
uable for temporary relief, yet they are shifty and unreliable for a 
term of years. ‘They should be superseded by brick or concrete 
channels in the same excavation as soon as funds will allow. 

An important feature of this same Canterbury branch, namely, 
** Oakland Garden Fork,” has been under construction all the 
way from the Franklin Field ditch upward. With the com- 
pletion of Columbia road from Blue Hill avenue to Stanwood 
street and of many streets in this vicinity, a large amount of sur- 
face water was necessarily carried to this water-course; and 
during the past year the improvements have been started in 
several places and should be completed the coming year, so as to 
take care of all the water coming down from the north-east cor- 
ner of Franklin Park and through the former Oakland Garden 
territory, which water has heretofore done much damage by 
flooding. 

Work has also been nearly completed for the surface drain to 
carry the water of Mattapan brook from Norfolk street through 
Capen and Fuller streets, near Fairmount, and through Selden 
street to Morton street. There it can empty into an unoccupied 
swamp until such time as the construction of the remainder of 
the ‘*‘ Blue Hill avenue boulevard” provides for the improve- 
ment of this brook down to its extreme lower end at the Neponset 
river. 

The whole of the large valley of ‘‘ Davenport brook,” em- 
bracing all that territory between Lower Mills and Ashmont, is 
practically destitute of any system of surface drainage; and the 
erowing demand for catch-basins here, and the bad flooding 
occurring under the present arrangement, make a large amount 
of construction imperative here as soon as the necessary funds 
are provided. 

The necessary takings have been made for the improvement 
of what is called the Freeport-street brook, between Dorchester 
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bay and Freeport street; this improvement should be started 
this coming year; and the brook channel, between Talbot avenue 
and Blue Hill avenue, should receive the attention of the division, 
as we have received many complaints from the same. 

The improvement of the surface drainage for the Devon-street 
district should also receive our early attention. 

The separation of the surface water and the house sewage in 
the district drained by the Dorchester brook sewer is a very im- 
portant matter and should be carried along to completion, as 
we have already started to apply this principle at the upper end 
of this district. 

With the building of the proposed Columbia road at Mt. Ver- 
non street, the old brook channel, between tidewater and 
Edward Everett square, will necessarily have to be improved, 
thereby affording an overflow for the Crescent-avenue sewer, 
which in time of storm is very much overtaxed. 

It will be necessary to make an extensive study during the 
coming year for a gravity outlet for the system of sewers which 
is now taken care of by the Lyons-street pumping station. When 
these sewers were built it was the intention of this division 
eventually to provide an outlet to take their flow by gravity to a 
tunnel sewer in the vicinity of Park street connecting with the 
Dorchester interceptor, but during the last year the Metropolitan 
Sewerage Commissioners have made an extensive study for a high 
level sewer which will pierce the Stony brook divide in the 
vicinity of Mt. Hope Cemetery, and will be deep enough to 
afford an outlet for this system of sewers and to connect the 
Lyons-street pump wells with the Metropolitan high level sewer ~ 
at this point; this sewer can probably be built considerably 
cheaper than the proposed Park-street tunnel, and it will there- 
fore become necessary to make surveys to find the best route for 
such a sewer. 

In connection with the building of the south branch of Tenean 
brook, the new outlet for Carlisle street, which is designed to re- 
lieve the Centre-street tunnel of a part of its overload, has been 
extended 3,345 feet, making a grand total of 3,460 linear feet to 
date; 1,820 feet of which are combined with the Rosemont-street 
surface drain in the same trench. 

This outlet will undoubtedly be completed during the coming 
season, so as to afford much desired relief to the Centre-street 
tunnel. 

One of the most conspicuous cases of house-sewer construction 
in this district includes the Adams and Richmond-street sewers 
at Lower Mills, of which 5,295 linear feet in all have been built 
in 1898. 

This will practically round out the sewerage of ‘ Lower Mills 
Village’ for the present; leaving only scattered small portions 
to be built as called for by future needs. 

During the past year the sewer system for Columbia road be- 
tween Franklin Park and Edward Everett square has been car- 
ried on, and with the exception of the outlet in Ceylon street is 
ready for house connections. 
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The sewer system for the northern half of Savin Hill has been 
started and will be pushed to completion during the coming year. 

An unusual amount of sewer work was completed this year on 
account of the improvement of many streets under chapter 323 of 
the Acts of 1891, etc., and these streets necessarily required 
attention from the division. 


Roxpury. 


The sewer system in Columbus avenue, between Northampton 
street and Franklin Park, is now complete; the point between 
Roxbury crossing and Dimock street being the connecting link. 

The sewer in Hemenway street has been built and also part of 
the sewer in passageway in rear of Boylston street that has caused 
so much trouble. 

The surface drain and house drain have been built in Peter- 
borough street; before either can be used it will be necessary to 
provide an outlet for this street. 

The sewer in Halleck street, that has been so often reported in 
a dangerous condition, has at last collapsed. The sewers in this 
district are all too high, and to rebuild this sewer at its present 
grade onthe combined system would be a mistake, but in order to 
lower it it would be necessary to rebuild the 8 feet 9 inches x 4 feet 
brick sewer in Ruggles street and Halleck street to the railroad, 
which is in good condition but too high. It has been decided to 
build a house sewer in Ruggles street and Halleck street, which 
will be connected with the intercepting sewer in Ruggles street at 
the railroad, and build it low enough to be extended all over the 
district. This has been done in Ruggles street as far as Halleck 
street, and when the Halleck-street sewer which is over 1,000 
feet long is being constructed, the house sewer will be built in the 
same trench and used as an underdrain, thereby saving the cost 
of pumping the large quantity of water which is discharged at the 
breweries. When the proper time arrives the sewers in this dis- 
trict can be changed into the separate system. 

When the water in the Back Bay Fens was lowered for the 
construction of the Ipswich-street bridge, the deposit brought 
down by the Stony Brook channel was exposed. The odors aris- 
ing from this deposit were so objectionable that it was decided to 
remove it. A large centrifugal pump, boilers, engines, etc., and 
flexible discharge pipe were built in pontoons and the deposit be- 
tween Stony Brook channel and the Agassiz bridge was pumped 
into the Stony brook covered channel below the gate-house and 
flushed to Charles river, where it was dredged into scows and 
carried to sea. The cost of this work was $25,000. 

It has been recommended in several previous reports to build 
house sewers along the side of Stony Brook channel, between 
Huntington avenue and Elmwood street. This work has not yet 
been started. 

The Muddy River conduit in Brookline ayenue should be re- 
paired and a considerable portion of it rebuilt. This will be very 
expensive work.

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A surface drain should be built in Heath street, between Hunt- 
ington avenue and Lawn street. When this work is done there 
will be less trouble with the syphon at the Parkway which is con- 
tinually being cleaned of the gravel which washes from Parker 
Hill. 

The surface drains in the South Huntington avenue system are 
still connected with the sewer in Heath street. 

Nothing has been done about the overflow or surface drain for 
the Vila street district. 

Jersey street is to be the outlet for the entire surface drain 
system of the Back Bay lands, bounded by Brookline avenue, 
B. & A. R.R. and the Parkway. The outlet will drain into the 
Muddy River conduit in Brookline avenue; it will be a 4 feet 
9 inches circular brick drain. This size is required to provide for 
water which should drain into the Muddy river channel (the natural 
outlet) through smaller drains. This will be a very expensive piece 
of work. Piles from 20 to 35 feet in length will be required for a 
foundation. An expensive tide-gate will be required to keep the 
tide which may rise to grade 15 from flooding the passageways, 
yards and cellars. The catch-basins in the passageways will be 
grade 13. This drain should now be built, as the drains built on 
Boylston street, Peterborough street and Ipswich street now 
drain on to private land. The house sewer for Jersey street will 
be in the same trench as the surface drain. 

Boylston-street extension is in an unfinished condition. The 
house drains have not been built. The surface drain discharges 
on to the land at the side of the street and cannot be provided 
with an outlet until Jersey street drain is built. 

Peterborough street sewers and drains are built, but there is no 
outlet. A sewer is required in Jersey street, connecting this 
sewer with the Boylston street sewer; and the catch-basin drain 
must wait for the Jersey street drain. 

Ipswich street has allits sewers and drains built, with the excep- 
tion of the house drains. This sewer is connected with the Boyl- 
ston street sewer, but the surface drain discharges on to the land 
and must wait for the Jersey street system and a surface drain in 
a proposed street, from Jersey street, parallel to Boylston-street 
extension. 

Sewers and surface drains have been built in the Francis street 
district, which is to be changed into the separate system. A 
surface drain has been built which drains into Muddy river, and 
a house sewer has been built in the Riverway drive which is to 
connect with the Brookline sewer at Francis street the coming 
year. 

Sewers in the old Francis-street district are on the combined 
system and discharge into the Brookline sewer without an over- 
flow ; on account of the elevation of the district above the outlet, 
there has been no flooding. 

Streets in the low part of the district (which lies to the south 
of Francis street) have been built, and, if the sewers were to be 
built on the combined system, they would receive the storm water 
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from the old district and cellars would be flooded. It has there- 
fore been decided to build new sewers on the separate system and 
run a system of surface drains over the old district. 

The outlet for these sewers is carried across Muddy river to the 
Brookline sewer; this outlet is too small for the whole district and 
will have to be enlarged; this will be done by carrying another 
pipe across the river alongside the present sewer; if complica- 
tions had not arisen with the Boston and Albany Railroad, this 
would have been done during the present year. 

The most important sewers completed during the past year in 
the southern part of this district were the relief sewer for the 
Notre Dame street district which has suffered for many years 
from floods of surface water; the rebuilding of the Haskins street 
sewer which was found in a very bad condition and from which 
we have received numerous complaints in the past; the much 
called for sewer in Benton street, thereby abating a nuisance of 
long standing, and the completion of the long-needed Harrison 
avenue sewer, thereby allowing the city to rectify the sewer sys- 
tem of the adjacent territory. 

During the past year we have received numerous complaints 
from the sewers in Cottage terrace and Marshfield street, and, 
after an examination of the same, found that they should be re- 
‘built, as they have settled and become so distorted that it is 
impossible to clean them. 

The outlet for the proposed sewer in Ritchie street has been 
completed during the past year, and by building the sewer in 
Ritchie street we will relieve a large area from which we have 
received numerous complaints. 

During the coming year the Sherman street district should be 
attended to, as the sewers in this district are much too small and 
a suitable outlet should be built, thereby relieving a large 
district. 

This matter has been recommended for the past seven years 
and is a much needed public improvement. 


Ciry PRopPER. 


The Canal Street Relief Sewer was built in 1896 in Central 
street; it has been carried on through India, Commercial and 
Clinton streets; this year it was builtin Fulton and Cross streets. 
As fully described in last years’ report, the route of the sewer was 
changed from Blackstone street to Cross street. In crossing 
Hanover street, a section was built which will allow the proposed 
subway to pass over the sewer. It was found to be impracticable 
to construct this crossing without making a syphon with a depres- 
sion in grade of at least eleven inches. The arch of the sewer 
is flat, being constructed of iron ‘‘I’’ beams embedded in con- 
crete. The sewer has been constructed to within about one 
hundred feet of Endicott street and will be completed the coming 
year to Canal street at Traverse street. 

The Kneeland street sewer has been completed; the South 
street sewer is within a few feet of completion at Harvard street ; 
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and the district regulator in Dewey square is ready for its machin- 
ery. When these things are finished, and the small regulator at 
Oswego street is built, the change in the sewer system at the 
Southern station will be completed for the present, but eventually 
this district should be changed to the separate system. The 
district regulator at Dewey square, when completed, will take 
the place of the present regulator at Dover street, and should 
greatly help the district between Dover street and Essex street, 
covering an area of 164 acres which will then be below, instead 
of above, the regulator. This benefit will be more fully appre- 
ciated when the changes in the Pumping Station and the extension 
of the Reservoirs at Moon Island are completed. 

That portion of the intercepting sewer which was in the line of 
the subway, on the Terminal Company’s ground near Federal 
street bridge, has been destroyed and a new sewer 235.5 feet 
in length has been built by this Division and paid for by the 
Terminal Company. 

Work has been started on the sewer system of Charlestown 
street. The eighteen-inch pipe sewer on the east side, from 
Causeway street to Stillman street, has been built, but will not be 
in use until the Canal Street Relief Sewer reaches this point. The 
sewer on the west side cannot be built until the buildings are 
removed. 

Canal street has been laid out, the catch-basins have been built 
and connected with the old sewer which will be rebuilt when the 
Canal Street Relief Sewer reaches this street at Traverse street. 

The old wooden sewer in Way street, destroyed by the widening 
of the Boston and Albany location for the N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R., 
has been replaced with a twelve-inch pipe sewer by the N.Y., 
N.H. & H. R.R., at their expense. 

A sewer is needed in Albany street from Wareham street 
toward Plympton street. 

The sewer in Hanover street crosses Washington street under 
the subway in a syphon and discharges through the Friend street 
sewer which is seven feet higher than the syphon. The grade of 
the syphon was so placed that the sewer from its outlet could be 
carried down Hanover street to the Canal Street Relief Sewer in 
Cross street, when the relief sewer should reach that street. The 
Canal Street Relief Sewer is now ready and the connecting sewer 
should be built, unless the proposed subway in Hanover street is 
going tobe built immediately, in which case the sewer should be 
built in connection with it. 

Sewers in North street, India street, Milk street, and adjoining 
streets, Commercial street to Clark street, and Salem street, should 
be rebuilt. 


Moon ISLAND. 


Of the estimated amount of excavation to be done on the 
extension of reservoir, 152,497 cubic yards, or about 95 per 
cent., have been taken out. The easterly wall of the reservoir 
is completed, and one-third of the southerly wall. Three-quarters 
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of the easterly division wall is completed, and one-third of the 
foundation of the centre division wall is in place. The masonry 
is completed in gate chamber No. 4. 

The roadway embankment at southerly end of reservoir has 
been filled to grade 17, and the gravel filling and ballast on slope 
is in place. Two-thirds of the ballast placed is covered with 
rip-rap. 

Two hundred and ten linear feet of flushing sewer have 
been built; 610 linear feet of ten-inch and fifteen-inch drain 
pipe have been laid, and three (3) manholes built. 

The twenty-four-inch iron and earthen pipe for tide gate 
chamber outlet has been laid. 

About 111,000 cubic yards of waste material have been 
deposited for filling back of sea wall. 

The storm of November 27 did considerable damage to the out- 
fall sewer embankment between the island and Squantum, by 
washing away the gravel above the rip-rap to the extent of about 
4,000 cubic yards. As there was some wash above the rip-rap 
before by storms of less magnitude, it was considered advisable, 
when repairing the bank, to place slope paving on the bank to 
grade 18, to protect it in the future. Four hundred linear feet of 
filling and paving have been placed to date. 

The floor of the gate-house at the outlet was destroyed, and 
the joints of the masonry started during the same storm. 

On account of the possibility of greater damage being done by 
some future storm, it is advisable to extend the sea wall, now 
building, for a short distance on the opposite side of the gate- 
house, to allow for filling on all sides of the foundation, except 
the face, and insure the stability of it in the future. 

There are several necessary things about the island that should 
be done before the work of extending the reservoir is completed. 

The bluff on the north-easterly side of the island, which is 
over 100 feet in height, washes and furrows badly each year, 
carrying large quantities of material into the water. N ow, that 
the sea wall is built on this side of the island, with a fill behind 
it to an established grade, it will be necessary to grade the bluff 
to such a slope that a sod can be grown on it to protect it from 
the action of the rains and frost, or the grade of the filling at its 
base cannot be maintained, and will always present an unsightly 
appearance. 

A portion of the rip-rap around the island should be relaid as 
the action of the ice, together with the storms, has moyed it so 
much in places that the ballast beneath it is liable to be washed, 
and endanger the embankment in which the outfall sewer is built. 

The wharf at the island should be extended about forty-five 
feet, and a channel dredged from it to deep water. The depart- 
ment boat cannot land at the wharf if the water is below half-tide. 
A run should also be built alongside the wharf, so the small boat 
can be launched under any conditions of weather. The old boat 
and house for same were carried away by the storm of Novem- 
ber 27, 1898. 
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The automatic tide gauge should be set up at the wharf, so that 
a continuous and correct record of the height of the tide can be 
preserved. Aside from the need of it in connection with the 
works, its usefulness is demonstrated by the repeated requests for 
such information by the different city departments and others. 

A registering gauge should also be placed at the east end of 
the tunnel to obtain data in regard to the waves that occur there, 
so that the same may be determined if possible. 

The lack of facilities for keeping the outfall sewer clean has 
long been felt, and I would recommend laying a six-inch water 
pipe from the gate-house to the connection chamber, with hydrants 
on it, so that salt water may be used for the purpose. 

The old stable, which should have been replaced long ago, 
cannot be used with economy any longer. Aside from its tumble- 
down condition, it will not properly accommodate the horses, and 
there is no chance to get the wagons under cover. <A new stable 
should be built, with proper accommodations and in keeping with 
the other buildings on the island. 

During the summer season, the island is becoming quite a 
favorite place for people to visit in carriages and on bicycles, not 
only to see the work, but to get the sea breezes and the fine view 
of the harbor that may be had from the top of the hill. If the 
proposed boulevard in Quincy and Squantum becomes a fact, the 
number will increase, and a driveway around the island and to 
the top of the hill, with the grounds about the reservoir graded 
in proper shape, would greatly add to the appearance of the 
plant and the pleasure of the public. 

I think it advisable at this time to consider the necessity of 
increasing the capacity of the reservoirs beyond the limits of the 
present contracts, in the near future. If the proposed design for 
a high level sewer is adopted, and constructed by the State, it 
will be several years before it will be in operation, and the increase 
in the amount of sewage received before these works are com- 
pleted may necessitate storage capacity equal to the capacity of 
the tunnel. 


Stony Brook. 


During the past year, extensive studies have been made of 
what is known as the Stony brook drainage area. ‘The district 
has been thoroughly surveyed, and a complete system of drainage 
for this area designed. ‘This is the largest drainage area in the 
city of Boston, and should be completed as soon as possible. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


Sewer assessments have been made by this division for the 
year ending January 31, 1899,in accordance with chapter 402 of 
the Acts of 1892, and amendments thereto, to the amount of 
$147,335.37, and the bills have been deposited for collection with 
the City Collector. 

Bills for sewer assessments, amounting to $759.87, have also 
been deposited for collection, representing those estates assessed 
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under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, and amendments thereto, 
which have been connected with the public sewers during the year ; 
making the total amount of assessments deposited for collection, 
$148,095.24. 

There remain on the books of this division, at 5 per cent. 
interest, $24,548.37, representing the assessments under the Acts 
of 1889, and amendments thereto, for those estates which have 
not been connected with the sewer for which they were assessed, 
and bills for which will be deposited for collection as the connec- 
tions are made. This sum represents 18.5 per cent. of the total 
assessments made under those Acts. Entrance fees to the 
amount of $3,350.06 have been collected from estates upon which 
no sewer assessment was ever paid, in accordance with chapter 38, 
section 10, of the Revised Ordinances. 

Three thousand and fifty-eight permits have been issued to 
licensed drain-layers to make connections with the public sewers, 
and the work done under these permits has been inspected, and a 
record of the same made on the plans of this division, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of chapter 38, section 6, of the Revised 
Ordinances.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE STREET CLEANING DIVISION.

Mr. BENJ. W. WELLS, 


Superintendent of Streets, City Hall, Boston : 


Sir, —In submitting the annual report of the Street Cleaning 
Division of the Street Department for the year ending January 31, 
1899, I beg leave to call yourattentionto some few features of last 
year’s work, which deserve more than a perfunctory notice. 

Tabulated statements and even carefully computed totals are not 
always exhaustively descriptive of work done; a better proof of 
which cannot be found in this report than in those figures which 
appear to show the operations of the hand sweeping force-in Dis- 
trict 10, the West and the North End sections of this city. 

Hand sweeping, or what may be called the bag-carrier system, 
was introduced in this city for the first time about the middle of last 
September and has been continued with unqualified success up to 
the present. Its tentative period, if, indeed, it was ever deemed an 
experiment, has passed; if it was on trial the verdict is in its favor. 
No figures of cost, nor tables of mileage, can tell its story. The 
results are clean streets for the first time in that section of the city 
covered by this force. The streets, which under the old system of 
machine sweeping were cleaned but three or four times a week, and 
which it was once deciared impossible, even with large forces of 
men and teams, to keep free from dirt for any length of time, are 
now being constantly cared for from seven till five o’clock every work- 
ing day of the year. General, and almost absolute cleanliness, is the 
result. It is only a question of time and larger appropriations, when 
hand sweeping will be so extended as to embrace at least the entire 
business section of the city; and it is simply in recognition of the 
splendid results of the work of this system that I urgently recommend 
its extension, and that you ask for more money for this division. 

The work of flushing asphalt streets in the Back Bay District was 
not of sufficient magnitude to warrant an assurance of its success as 
an economical method of street cleaning in this city; and thisis, ina 
great measure, attributable to the fact that the conditions which make 
it such in foreign cities, do not exist here. The hydrants, which are 
a prime factor in this scheme of flushing in continental cities, are so 
located and constructed as to contribute to the work of the street 
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cleaners; they are a part of the street cleaning plant; whereas, in 
our city, they are placed and fashioned for the sole use and pur- 
poses of our Fire Department. Under existing conditions, I would 
not care to recommend flushing on. a large scale. 

In the matter of recommendations for the future, which I now 
make agreeably to your request, in addition to that of a large appro- 
priation for the extension of the hand-sweeping system, I respect- 
fully but earnestly remind you of the need of new and more stable 
room. All our stables are old, some of them dilapidated and none 
of them in first-class condition. It will cost a few thousand dollars 
to put them in good repair. Provision should be made towards 
acquiring new quarters for our South Boston force, as it seems prob- 
able that the stables now occupied by us at the corner of Vale and 
Burnham streets must soon be vacated. It isto be hoped also that 
the idea of establishing a force in East Boston will be realized. It 
may be well to mention in connection with this subject, that my 
stable equipments are as complete as the appropriation would allow. 
All the street carts have been put in first class condition, and are, 
for all my purposes, as good as new, —the equal of any lot of carts 
in. any department. 

The patrol system force of this division has never had suitable 
accommodations. Their old station at the foot of Oliver street was 
unfit, unsanitary and not safe. At the old Public Library building, 
where I succeeded in locating them towards the close of the year, 
they have large rooms, plenty of light and air and many of the 
modern improvements. 

I do not like to close this annual report until I have paid my 
tribute of praise to all the men who have helped to make this a prom- 
inent year in the history of this division. My assistants in the 
office have always and quickly responded to every suggestion; the 
foremen have worked as a unit and in harmony; the humblest 
laborer has done his duty; and I have ‘no hesitation in declaring 
that the Street Cleaning Division force is a well organized and dis- 
ciplined body.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE STREET WATERING DIVISION.

Mr. BENS. W. WELLS, Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I herewith respectfully submit the annual 
report of the expenditures, income and operations of the 
Street Watering Division for the financial year ending 
January 31, 1899. 

Street watering commenced this season on April 10 and 
ended November 24, and was carried on in accordance with 
chapter 419 of the Acts of 1897. The late start was due to 
the unsettled policy of street watering to be pursued during . 
the year. The season was about the average in weather 
conditions. Much difficulty was experienced during open 
weather in December, January and February. The thermom- 
eter was usually so low during these months that watering 
could not safely be attempted. So disagreeable were the 
conditions during January of this year that carts were used 
in watering on the 21st, 22d, 23d and 24th on the broad 
thoroughfares of the city proper. They were operated from 
9 A.M. until 3.30 P.M., but it must be understood that the 
temperature was favorable, registering at least 38°. The 
purpose of the division in the future will be to provide for 
such conditions, notwithstanding the inconvenience of turn- 
ing on and off the water and equipping standpipes. 

During the season 409.95 miles of streets were watered by 
this Division. This is an increase of 103.82 miles of streets 
over last year, due almost entirely to the assumption of the 
care of paved streets. The new work entailed much extra 
labor upon the supervising force in the measuring of routes, 
locating stand-pipes, and incidental details. 

Street watering now extends throughout every section of 
the city. Practically every accepted street which was accessi- 
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ble and the roadbed in condition was watered. ‘The complete- 
ness and thoroughness of the work is unequalled anywhere 
in this country. Nearly all of the streets within a radius of 
four miles of City Hall were watered four times daily; and 
some five and six times; those outside that limit twice, and 
the main thoroughfares outside three and four times, making 
a very satisfactory service. The carts used in the work were 
all of modern manufacture. 


THE CAR SPRINKLER. 


The car sprinkler proved after trial that it would be a 
satisfactory addition to our street watering force. The 
American Car Sprinkler Company furnished the car for the 
test free of charge, and the only expense incurred was that for 
labor, freight and insurance. The experiment extended from 
June 15 to the end of the season. From close observation 
the following appears to be the utmost daily working capac- 
ity of the car: : 


Macadam or asphalt streets, 3.66 miles 6 sprinklings 
Paved streets, Tekeu te 4 v 
Water capacity of car, 2,000 gallons 
Number of loads required, 42 loads 


To do the above work it is assumed that hydrants are 
conveniently located, that is, about 4,500 feet apart. In 
treating macadam or asphalt streets, six sprinklings are 
necessary. A fifty-foot roadway is the extreme width of a 
street which can be taken care of by the car; anything wider 
will be left dry near the gutter. The car does its best work 
on paved streets, and can be worked to the best advantage 
in the outlying sections. One car does the work of three 
and one-half ordinary watering carts. . 


ASSESSMENTS. 


As an introduction to the subject of assessments it may 
be interesting to review briefly the past experience of the 
department in street watering service. 

Previous to this year the expense of watering macadam 
streets has been paid for from the general tax levy. Paved 
streets were watered at the expense of the abutter, that 
is, certain districts in paved street sections of the city 
were given to responsible street watering contractors, who 
rendered service upon agreements entered into with the 
abutters. This method of watering paved streets was 
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objectionable for two reasons: First-— The service was not 
compulsory. Second —The expense was borne by the abutters 
while on macadam streets the abutters received street water- 
ing free of charge. 

The effect of the non-compulsory, subscription method of 
watering paved streets is apparent when it is noted that only 
one-half of our paved streets were watered under that sys- 
tem. Many abutters by refusing the service, although their 
neighbors might be willing, prevented the watering of the 
street, or if they did not prevent it obtained a service the 
expense of which they did not share. A great many of the 
citizens objected to the subscription plan because it did not 
appear to them equitable that the cost of watering macadam 
streets should be borne by the city, and the expense of water- 
ing paved streets be paid for directly by them. , 

The necessary extension of the service in the macadam 
sections has of late years made the question of the annual 
appropriation a serious one. With the necessary increased 
demands of the large departments upon the money yearly 
available for municipal purposes the Street Department has 
been curtailed, and with its other divisions the Street Water- 
ing Division was affected, the appropriation being reduced 
from $100,000 to $70,000. This latter sum was becoming 
more and more inadequate with the growth of the city, and 
with the paved street question, it became desirable that the 
whole matter be considered as a new proposition. 

The important question involved in the solution of the 
problem was, how should money for the expense of first-class 
service be provided? The sum annually available from gen- 
eral taxation was insufficient for the increasing needs of the 
macadam streets. No proof was needed to show that the 
watering of paved streets could not be assumed and the 
expense paid for by the city out of the general tax levy. It 
was also recalled that previous to 1891 the expense of water- 
ing macadam streets was in the main borne directly by the 
abutters. It is quite true that the Paving Division prior to 
1891 always devoted a part of its appropriation to street 
watering, but this service was not general and only pretended 
to care for newly surfaced macadam streets. The Paving 
Division hardly employed more than one watering cart in 
each district. 

While other cities of the United States have never 
watered their streets as extensively as Boston, yet what 
they have done has been generally at the expense of the 
abutters, on the principle, it is presumed, that street watering 
is a special benefit to property and should be paid for 
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by them according as they receive the advantage, and not 
from general taxation. In other words watering by subscrip- 
tion or assessment has been the rule, and Boston has simply 
been, in part, an exception. Investigation in other cities 
has shown that street watering, primarily, has been consid- 
ered a matter resting with the abutters as to its performance, 
and the unsatisfactory method of subscriptions to private 
individuals for the work has wholly or in part prevailed. 
When municipalities have undertaken the work they have not 
relieved the abutter of his duty to pay for the service. Their 
interest at all times has been simply to prevent exorbitant 
charges to the abutters, and when assuming the work to do 
it at the least possible cost. 

In determining assessments tor street watering the divi- 
sion was governed by chapter 419 of the Acts of 1897, 
an act applying to the watering of streets in the cities 
of the Commonwealth. Under the authority of this 
act the Superintendent of Streets by direction of the city 
government proceeded to water all accepted streets, and 
assess the expense of the same upon the abutter according to 
the linear foot of frontage of his estate. 

It was deemed proper that the area assessed be limited to 
that within four miles south, and three miles north of 
City Hall. The section outside of the limits named was paid 
for out of the general appropriation, and the service furnished 
was of necessity not as complete as within the assessed 
district. ' 

In ascertaining the cost of the assessment the division 
proceeded upon the basis of first-class service, and the 
work was outlined with that purpose constantly in mind. 
The assessment of five cents per linear foot of frontage of 
estates was found to be the figure at which the work could 
be done. This figure was sufficient, and abutters upon paved 
streets have been agreeably surprised at their watering charge 
for a season — lower in many instances than what they used 
to pay a month to private contractors. ‘There is no question 
that the experience of last season shows the wisdom of 
watering by assessment. The charge was small, and very 
little burden upon the taxpayers. 3 

The levying of the assessment involved a large amount of 
detail work, which was performed in connection with the 
sewer assessment and under the same supervision. 

The watering of streets is a matter of much concern to our 
citizens. It is a necessity involving the health and comfort 
of the people. It is a great benefit to the residential portions 
of the city, and a little attention to the subject will show that 
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even to unimproved property it has its advantage in that the 
street is kept in condition longer by reason of the service. 
The relation of a well kept roadbed to the value of abut- 
ting property, whether improved or unimproved, is too well 
known to need comment. And the fact that street watering 
preserves the surface of streets, the maintenance of which is 
paid for from the general taxation, necessarily benefits all 
taxpayers. Hence the objection that unimproved property 
receives no benefit from street watering is upon examination 
of the question not sustained. 

The legality of the street watering act is about to be tested 
before the Supreme Court of this State in the case of Joshua 
M. Sears vs. Board of Aldermen and the Superintendent of 
Streets of the City of Boston, in a writ of certiorart to quash 
alleged illegal assessments. [wo questions are involved in 
the case. (1) The constitutionality of the act as a method 
of taxation by assessment. (2) The constitutionality of the 
mode of assessment.

Nore. — During the year 1897 the sum of $76,930.40 was expended for 
the water used in 1896 and 1897. This expense was not paid in previous 
years, nor was it paid last year, and for the purpose of comparison it 
has been omitted from the expenditures of 1897 given aboye. In 1898 
the care of paved streets and the increased frequency of watering mac- 
adam streets almost doubled the amount of work and accounts for the 
increased cost. The paved streets were watered in previous years by 
the subscription method at the expense of the abutter.

The above summary indicates the completeness of the 
work done by the division. The number of carts was in- 
ereased from 116 to 197, and the miles of streets from 
306.18 to 409.95, an increase of 81 in the number of carts, 
and an increase of 108.82 miles of streets. This increase 
in a great measure was due to the care of paved streets, 
which in the past have been watered by, and at the election 
of, the abutters.

Str, — I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done under my direction for the Street Department during 
the year 1898. 

The work covers the same ground as heretofore, namely, the 
supervision of the construction of assessment streets, boule- 
vards, street paving and consideration and reports upon vari- 
ous questions which arise concerning the work. 

The repairs upon asphalt pavement have been supervised, 
and a table is annexed giving the amount of repairs and the 
cost in detail on all asphalt pavement upon which the main- 
tenance guaranty has expired. ‘The table showing details of 
all asphalt streets in the city has been corrected to date. 

On Columbus-avenue extension the work has been in 
progress throughout the year, and the avenue was so far com- 
pleted as to be in use in December. 

Columbia road construction has been in progress during 
the year. ‘The first section extending from Blue Hill avenue 
to Stanwood street has been completed, and the prospect is 
good that the work will be finished to Edward Everett 
square in the time allowed in the two remaining contracts, 
on or before July 1, 1899. No work has been done on the 
bridge at the crossing of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad. 

The filling done during the year, other than that done by 
the Park Department, has been at the foot of Mercer street 
and along Ninth street. About 21,000 cubic yards of earth 
have been deposited at the foot of Mercer street under several 
small contracts, the material having been brought from the 
hills of South Boston. 

On October 25, 1898, a contract was made with Simon J. 
Donovan for filling that portion of Columbia road between 
Atlantic and I streets. Under this contract 16,267 cubic 
yards have been deposited. 
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On December 28, another contract was made with Mr. 
Donovan for filling the section of the road between Mercer 
and Mt. Vernon streets, and building an extension of the 
culvert under the railroad. A small amount of filling has 
been done and work begun on the culvert. 

On October 10, 1898, a contract was made with Dennis 
F. O’Connell for building the abutments and pier of the 
bridge to carry Columbia road over the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, and also over the new Columbia 
avenue. The foundations and about one-half of the stone 
masonry have been built and the excavation made for the 
pier. 

IPSWICH STREET. 


On account of the laying out of this street across- the 
Fens the following structures were required : 

A retaining-wall on the northerly line of the street, which 
line was also the southerly line of the location of the Boston 
and Albany Railroad, for a length of 530 feet easterly from 
the easterly line of the Fens. 

A bridge over the Fens waterway and a bridge to carry 
the park driveway in Charlesgate West over Ipswich street. 
All the masonry work in these structures was built under a 
contract with Messrs. Holbrook, Cabot and Daly, dated 
November 29, 1897, and the work was completed on Sep- 
tember 13, 1898, at a total cost of $40,528.99. 

The retaining-wall along the railroad serves to support the 
street, and has a height above the railroad varying from 1 foot 
6 inches to 6 feet and a length of 530 feet. It is a rubble 
wall with a cut coping 2 feet wide by 1 foot 6 inches high. 
Owing to the small height of this wall no piles were used, the 
foundation extending only 4 feet below the grade of the 
railroad. 

The bridge over the waterway, so far as the masonry is 
concerned, is an extension of the abutments and piers of the 
bridge on the railroad. The foundation consists of a pile 
and timber platform extending the full width of the water- 
way and abutments, the upstream end being protected by a 
line of 4-inch sheet piling. . The platform is at grade —0.6 and 
the tops of the piers are at grade 12.25. There are two 
piers each 3 feet wide and three openings for the waterway 
each 17 feet wide. A supplementary agreement was made 
with the contractors for the masonry for building the super- 
structure of this bridge except the railing. The bridge is 
built of steel beams of depths varying, to conform to the 
crown of the roadway, from 10 inches in the gutter to 
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20 inches on the outer lines of the bridge; they are spaced 
from 2 feet to 3 feet 2 inches apart; the spaces between the 
beams and above them to within 24 inches of the surface of 
the street are filled with Portland cement concrete; sheets 
of expanded metal are imbedded in the concrete 2 inches 
above the under surface, this surface being flush with the 
bottoms of the beams; on top of the concrete an asphalt 
covering was laid 24 inches thick. There is a sidewalk 8 
feet in width on the southerly side of the bridge, but none on 
the northerly side, a curb being placed on this side one foot 
from the outer line. The depth of the bridge is 20 inches on 
the outside lines, 19 inches at the sidewalk curb and 14 
inches in the gutter. The surface of the bridge is 61 feet 
in length by 50 feet in width. 

For building the bridge on Charlesgate West it was nec- 
essary to remove a portion of the old retaining wall on the 
easterly line of the Parkway, and the whole of the wall on 
the westerly line of the Parkway down to the sub-grade of 
Ipswich street, excavate the earth within the lines of the new 
street and the bridge abutment, build a new face on the back 
of the abutment of the bridge over the railroad and build 
a new abutment on the southerly line of the new street. 
The Parkway was originally graded by filling with coarse 
gravel from the original grade of the flats, which was about 
grade 2, to grade 34, Borings taken after the required 
excavation was made, showed that the soft mud underneath 
the filling, which previous to the filling was 14 feet in depth, 
had been either compressed or displaced so that the filling 
extended down to grade —6. 

Great difficulty was experienced in driving the piles for 
the abutment on account of the character of the filling; 
where the attempt was made to drive all of the piles called 
for by the plan it is probable that not more than one-half 
of them reached the natural hard bottom which was at grade 
—28. The piles were driven in a trench excavated to grade 
4 or about 10 feet below the grade of the ground in front of 
the abutment and about 26 feet below the undisturbed sur- 
face in the rear of the abutment. Many of the piles were 
broken in driving, and some that were drawn up after being 
driven were found crippled and broomed at the points. A 
water jet was tried, but the filling was so coarse that the jet 
had no effect upon it; iron shoes were used on the piles, but 
still they were crippled; finally only every alternate pile was 
driven and these seemed to reach hard bottom and to so 
compact the material that no more piles could be driven. 
The piles were spaced, according to the plan, 2 feet apart 
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on centres in each direction, there being 9 piles in each row 
at right angles to the face of the abutment; 329 piles were 
driven out of 621 called for by the plan. No settlement has 
been detected in the masonry. It is probable that the great 
weight of the filling 38 feet in depth which has rested on the 
mud for the past 15 years has so consolidated it that it is 
able to support the masonry with the help of a smaller 
number of piles than would otherwise be necessary. 

The abutment is 106 feet in length at the ground lne and 
has a retaining or wing-wall returned on the westerly line of 
the Parkway, a distance of 35 feet, for the purpose of pre- 
venting the fillmg on the Parkway from encroaching on the 
street. The easterly end of the abutment is connected with 
the old retaining-wall. The foundation is 18 feet wide, pro- 
jecting at the bottom 6 feet 6 inches in front of the exposed 
‘face of the abutment. The piles were cut off 1 foot above 
the bottom of the trench or at grade 5. The masonry from 
gerade 4 to grade 11 was of American cement concrete com- 
posed of 1 part cement, 2 parts of sand and 5 parts of gravel. 
The concrete had a width on top of 14 feet 8 inches, the 
front line being 3 feet 2 inehes in front of the exposed face 
of the wall. On this was laid a footing course of granite 
2 feet thick and 13 feet wide, projecting 2 feet in front of 
the wall above it. 

The masonry above the footing course is of quarry-faced 
Rockport granite laid in horizontal courses in American 
cement mortar with l-inch joints. The back of the old 
abutment of the bridge over the railroad was faced with 
quarry-faced ashlar, by cutting away the backing of the two 
lower courses sufficiently to allow laying two courses of 
stretchers above the old foundation; the lower course was 
bolted to the backing of the same course by two 14-inch bolts 
to each stone and this course and the next two above it were 
clamped to the old work by two 24-inch wrought iron clamps 
to each stone. The bridge seat courses of both abutments 
are of cut stone 2 feet rise and 5 feet wide; these are sur- 
mounted by cut stone parapets, the tops of which conform to 
the shape of the roadway and walks. Ballast of quarry 
chips was placed in the rear of the abutment. 

A temporary wooden bridge was erected to carry the park 
drive over the street at a cost of $565.57, and the drive was 
opened to travel on July 18. 

On July 25, 1898, a contract was made with the James 
Russell Boiler Works Company for building iron fences on 
each side of Ipswich street across the Fens. On the waterway 
bridge there is a railing 5 feet 6 inches high of three 2-inch 
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wrought iron pipes with cast iron posts; the remainder of 
the fence consists of two rails of 23-inch < 34-inch wrought 
iron posts of 23-inch X 1-inch wrought iron set in cast iron 
bases, and palings of #-inch round iron spaced 44 inches apart; 
the fence is 6 feet high. The work was completed on No- 
vember 7, at a cost of $889. 


The table showing lengths and areas of paving on accepted 
streets and public alleys has been brought up to February 1, 
1399- 

Street paving has been supervised in all cases where 
requested. All paving laid on the before-mentioned avenues 
is included in the quantities given. All granite block pav- 
ing on concrete base has been laid with pitch and pebble 
joints except 1,702 square yards which on account of un- 
favorable weather, was laid temporarily with gravel joints. 

Granite block pavement on a concrete base, laid with 
pitch and pebble joints, 39,789 square yards. 

Granite block pavement on a gravel base, laid with pitch 
and pebble joints, 2,676 square yards. 

Granite block pavement on a concrete base, laid with 
gravel joints (temporarily), 1,702 square yards. 

Granite block pavement on a gravel base, laid with gravel 
joints, 57,050 square yards. 

Trinidad lake asphalt, with a binder course of asphaltic 
cement concrete, on an American cement concrete base, 
5,166 square yards, at an average cost of about $35.00 per 
square yard. 

Sicilian rock asphalt on an American cement concrete base, 
2,804 square yards, at an average cost of about $3.00 per 
square yard. 

Asphaltina, on an American Portland cement concrete 
base, 569 square yards, at a cost of $2.93 per square yard. 

The cost per square yard of asphalt given above does not 
include the cost of preparing roadbed, except in the case of 
Asphaltina pavement, the price for which includes all work. 
All asphalt is laid with a maintenance guaranty for five 
years, except that Public Alley No. 437 is laid with a 
guaranty for ten years. 

Edgestone set, 85,818 linear feet; gutter paving laid, 
23,035 square yards; brick sidewalks laid, 27,883 square 
yards; crushed stone sidewalks constructed, 25,390 square 
yards. 

Artificial stone sidewalks, 37,310 square feet; flagging

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Beacon street, from 98 feet east of the easterly line of 
Gloucester street to 128 feet west of the easterly line of Glouces- 
ter street, was paved with 2 inches of ‘Trinidad lake asphalt, 
with 14 inches of bituminous concrete binder, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company. The old pavement was removed, roadway excavated, 
edgestones reset and crosswalks laid by the Street Department. 
Former pavement was Hastings asphalt blocks on a gravel base, 
laid in 1892. 

Brattle street, Court street to Washington street, was re- 
paved with old granite blocks on a gravel base, with pitch and 
pebble joints. The old blocks were barred out and bed prepared 
by the Street Department. Roadway was repaved, edgestones 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by H. Gore 
& Co. With the exception of a small portion near Washington 
street, for which it paid for by agreement, The Boston Elevated 
Railway Company repaved its track. 

Brighton street, Lowell street to Leverett street, including 
tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was payed 
with large granite blocks on a gravel base with pitch and pebble 
joints. The old pavement was removed and bed prepared by 
the Street Department. Roadway paving was laid, edgestones 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by Dennis 
J. Kiley. The Boston Elevated Railway Company, by agree- 
ment, paid for the portion within its tracks. Former pavement 
was old ganite blocks on gravel bed and gravel joints. 

Bunker Hill street, Chelsea street to Elm street, including 
the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 
The old pavement was remoyed and bed prepared by the Street 
Department. Roadway paying was laid, edgestones reset, brick 
sidewalks and flagging crosswalks were relaid by John Turner & 
Co. The Boston Elevated Railway Company, by agreement, 
paid for the portion within its tracks. Former pavement was 
old granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. Eight 
new catch-basins were built; three of them were Bradlee head 
pattern and five cast-iron D-frame pattern. 

Commercial street, State street to Clinton street, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base with pitch and pebble joints. ‘The old pavement was re- 
moved and roadway excavated by the Street Department, con- 
crete base laid by Perrin & Carter, roadway paving laid, edge- 
stones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks laid by H. 
Gore & Co, Former pavement was old granite blocks on gravel 
base, with gravel joints. 

Hanover street, Court street to Washington street, includ- 
ing tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was paved 
with ‘*Philadelphia” size granite blocks on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base with pitch and pebble joints. The old 
pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the Street 
Department, concrete base laid by Perrin & Carter, roadway

paving laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging cross- 
walks laid by H. Gore & Co. The Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, by agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks.

Hayward Place, Washington street to Harrison avenue, was 
paved with 2} inches of asphaltina (a patented coal tar produc- 
tion) on a 6-inch American Portland cement concrete base by the 
Boston Paving Company.

‘The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Patrick O’Hara & Co. Work under this 
contract was begun April 27, 1898, and completed August 3, 
1898, at a total cost of $1,993.09. It is a 6-inch macadam road 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and 
straight edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor. Circular edgestone was fur- 
nished on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractors. 
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Bernard street, Harvard street to Talbot avenue, is about 
1,406 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
the street was awarded to John A. Whittemore’s Sons. Work 
under this contract was begun April 21, 1898, and completed 
August 9, 1898, at a total cost of $3,207.98. It is a 6-inch 
macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks, in part. Crushed 
stone and edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor. Gutter blocks were furnished 
on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor. Artificial stone sidewalks (4 feet wide) were 
laid by W. A. Murtfeldt Company on the easterly side between 
Park street and Talbot avenue, and on the westerly side from 
Kerwin street to beyond Helen street, a total length of 806 feet. 

Burt street, Washington street to Ashmont street, is about 
1,365 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this 
contract was begun August 17, 1898, and suspended December 4, 
1898. 

Canal street, Haymarket square to Causeway street, is about 
1,097 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
the street was awarded to Jones & Meehan. Work under this 
contract was begun October 15, 1898, and suspended December 
24, 1898. 

Carlos street, Lauriat avenue to Chapman avenue, is about 
300 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of the 
street was awarded to Patrick O’Hara & Co. Work under this 
contract was begun July 5, 1898, and completed September 1, 
1898, at a total cost of $788.38. It is a 6-inch macadam road 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and 
edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled to the site 
of the work by the contractors. Flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractors. 

Chamblet street, Hartford street to Magnolia street, is about 
446 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of the 
street was awarded to John Connors. Work under this contract 
was begun April 27, 1898, and completed May 23, 1898, at a total 
cost of $1,142.18. It is a 6-inch macadam road with artificial 
stone sidewalks (cost of sidewalks not includedin the above cost). 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edgestones were furnished by 
the city and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor. 
Flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. Arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks were laid by W. A. Murtfeldt Company. 

Elizabeth street, Norfolk street to Astoria street, is about 
264 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of the 
street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this contract 
was begun June 30, 1898, and completed August 18, 1898, ata 
total cost of $649.82. It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed 
stone sidewalks. Crushed stone and edgestones were furnished 
by the city and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor. 
Gutter blocks were furnished on the work by the city, and flage- 
ing crosswalks were furnished by the contractor. 
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Fairmount street, Morton street to Washington street, is 
about 2,657 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of the street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this 
contract was begun November 16, 1897, and completed October 
27, 1898, at a total cost of $7,084.51. It is a 6-inch macadam 
road with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone and edge- 
stones were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; gutter blocks were furnished on the 
work by the city and flagging crosswalks were furnished by 
the contractor. 

Hamilton street, Bowdoin street to Homes avenue, is about 
944 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of the 
street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun October 26, 1898, and suspended December 13, 
1898. | 

Harold street, Munroe street to Walnut avenue, is about 748 
feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of the street 
was awarded to Patrick McGovern. Work under this contract 
was begun November 21, 1898, and suspended December 1, 1898. 

Hewins street, Columbia road to Erie street, is about 701 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of the street 
was awarded to Philip Doherty.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF SMOKE INSPECTOR. 


64 PEMBERTON SQUARE, BosToN, February 1, 1899. 
Beng. W. WELLS, EsaQ., Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Srtr,—I herewith submit a report of the work per- 
formed under chapter 389, Acts of 1895, chapter 175, Acts 
of 1897, and section 99, chapter 47, Revised Ordinances 1898, 
relative to the smoke nuisance in this city. 

During the past year the coal market has been in a some- 
what unsettled condition, due to various causes, and notwith- 
standing the fact that large quantities of low grade bitumi- 
nous coals were used from time to time, considerable success 
was met with in the abatement of the smoke nuisance under 
the present statute law. 

This has been accomplished, not alone by the rigid enforce- 
ment of the ordinance relating to the equipment of new 
boilers, but by the activity on the part of the observers in 
reporting chimneys emitting smoke from time to time, not 
always in violation of the law, but sufficient to warrant the 
owner’s attention being called to it. These reports or com- 
plaints when investigated were found in many cases to be 
due to the coal, while others were due to carelessness on the 
part of those in charge. While we have been obliged at 
times to treat owners of steam plants with considerable 
leniency, they have always shown a willingness to co-operate 
with the departmént in the abatement of the nuisance. 

The result of these complaints from the observers also 
show that the smoke nuisance to-day is enlisting the attention 
of steam users tosuch an extent that many of them keep 
better informed of the condition of their chimney, as from 
time to time I found the object of my visit already occupying 
their attention. 

Since August, 1894, the department in co-operation with 
the Building Department has been enforcing section 99, 
chapter 3, Revised Ordinances 1892 (section 99, chapter 47, 
Revised Ordinances 1898), whereby all boilers using 
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bituminous coal for the purpose of generating steam must be 
provided with a smoke consuming device. The legality of 
the ordinance was tested before the Board of Appeal in 
September, 1897, since which time it has been embodied in 
the application for a permit. During the past year there have 
been received from the office of the Building Commissioner, 
385 notices of applications, 8330 agreeing to burn hard coal 
and 33 adopting the use of smoke consuming devices. A 
record is made of every application, giving street and 
number, and kind of fuel or device used. At the close of 
this year 1,352 applications have been acted upon, and 1,134 
applicants have signed to burn smokeless fuel. 

Previous to August, 1894, boilers had been installed in 
buildings for heating purposes, equipped with grates to burn 
hard coal, but after a time bituminous coal was adopted, thus 
creating a smoke nuisance. Since the enforcement of this 
ordinance these conditions have been changed, so that to-day 
they do not practically exist, as frequent visits are made to 
plants where it is possible to burn soft coal. Since October, 
136 boiler plants which are operated only during the cold 
weather were visited, and several cases were found violating 
the conditions of their permit, but their attention being called 
to it, they immediately complied with the requirements of 
the ordinance. 

As the majority of these boilers are so constructed that 
they cannot be equipped with the smoke consuming devices 
at present in use in this city, they will be obliged to continue 
the use of smokeless fuels, which will provide against any 
future smoke nuisances from this class of boilers. 

Sixteen complaints were received and satisfactorily ad- 
justed, as shown in reports on file. 

One hundred and seventy-one short observations of one 
and two firings, and thirty-five long observations lasting from 
two to nine hours were taken on various chimneys through- 
out the city; eleven of these latter observations were made 
at the request of owners of steam plants, who having equipped 
their boiler or boilers with a smoke consuming device desired 
the city to inform them if the same was acceptable and com- 
plying with the law; these tests take from five to seven days 
to complete, reports of which are on file. 

The importations of Nova Scotia coal recorded at the port 
of Boston for the year ending January 31, 1899, shows 20,247 
tons as against 41,730 tons for the year ending January 31, 
1898, very little, if any, of which was used within the city 
limits. 

A weekly weather record of the temperature, humidity,

DEAR Sir, —I herewith respectfully submit a report of 
the work performed by mein connection with the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission of Massachusetts, together with a statement 
of the force employed and eligible for employment for the 
year ending January 28, 1899. 

During the year 82 applications were made upon the State 
Commission for 222 men of various grades and occupations ; 
of this number 11 were for promotions and 4 were for the 
reinstatement of 4 men. 336 names were submitted, of 
which number 239 were selected and appointed, of whom 5 
were chosen under the Veteran’s Preference Act of 1896, 
and 42 provisional appointments were made under Civil Ser- 
vice Rule No. 36. Of the 11 applications made for promo- 
tions 10 were granted, 1 failing to pass the examination, and 
on the 4 requests for the reinstatement of 4 employees, 3 
were granted and 1 rejected. 

During the year 101 transfers were made, which the Com- 
mission approved, of which number 30 were from Transit, 8 
from Water, 9 from Public Grounds, 28 from Park, 1 from Im- 
proved Sewerage, 23 from Public Buildings, Repairs Division, 
1 from City Engineer, and 1 from Metropolitan Water 
Board. ; 

Notices of 208 discharges from the Department rolls were 
forwarded to the Commission. 

The Department records show that there are now 3,473 
persons eligible for employment in the several divisions and 
of that number 3,208 were upon the January, 1899, pay 
rolls.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1898. 


Boston, February 1, 1899. 
Hon. JOSIAH QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Srr,— The Board of Street Commissioners present the 
following as the report of the Street Laying-Out Department, 
including a statement relating to public lands in their care, 
for the year ending January 31, 1899: 


Under the orders for laying out, widening and extending 
streets passed by the Board during the year, land to the 
amount of about 595,543 square feet was taken for street 
purposes; the total estimated damages amounted to $129,- 
436.75. Streets having a total mileage of 5.68 were made 
public ways. Under authority of the Act of the Legislature 
of 1891, for the assessment upon abutting property of the 
cost of laying out and constructing streets, there has been 
assessed, upon five streets, a total of $60,367.69. 

The Board has issued eighty-nine orders of notice of inten- 
tion to lay out, widen, extend and discontinue streets, or 
parts of streets, calling for public hearings. It has received 
and considered seventy petitions for street improvements, 
and for hearings in the matter of the payment for damages 
occasioned by street improvements twenty-one petitions. 
Upon petitions in the matter of payment for damages eighteen 
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hearings have been given and ninety-four settlements reached. 
Seven petitions for release of sewer assessments have been 
received, and six releases made by the Board, under authority 
of the act empowering them to release parts of estates from 
assessments for sewers and sidewalks upon payment of the 
proportional parts due upon the parcels released. 

Under authority of chapter 426 of the Acts of the Legis- 
lature of 1897 the Street Commissioners have passed orders 
for the improvement and relocation of various natural streams 
or water-courses, and have supplied surface drainage for terri- 
tories needing it as follows: Sections of the water-course in 
Dorchester, known as Tenean creek or the Smelt brook, have 
been ordered widened, deepened, paved, covered or relocated 
between Tremlett street and Stratford street, between King 
street and Centre street, between Gorham street and Dor- 
chester avenue, from Brent street to Kenwood street, from 
Park street to the main channel, from Ashmont street to 
Shelton street; the Canterbury branch of Stony brook, in 
Dorchester and West Roxbury, has been ordered relocated 
and improved between Franklin field and the main channel 
of Stony brook, near Brook street, in Wes Roxbury, and 
between Morton street and Middleton street, in Dorchester ; 
the Oakland Garden fork of the Canterbury branch of Stony 
brook, in Dorchester, has been ordered relocated and im- 
_ proved in Kilton street, between Park street and Harvard 
street, and between Colonial avenue and Franklin field, 
including the arm extending to Wheatland avenue; Gold- 
smith brook, at West Roxbury, between Keyes street and

Chapter 298 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898 pro- 
vided that the Street Commissioners might, proceeding in the 
manner prescribed for the laying out of highways in chapter 
393 of the Acts of 1891, and in acts in amendment of or ad- 
dition thereto, lay out and construct any alley or passageway 
in the city not exceeding twenty-five feet in width as a pub- 
lic alley, and that the provisions of such acts should apply to 
the laying out and construction of public alleys and the pay- 
ment of the assessable cost of the same as if they were laid 
out as highways, and that moneys applicable to the laying out 
of highways under such acts might be used for the laying out 
and construction of such public alleys. By the second section 
of the Public Alleys Act the city is relieved of liability for de- 
fect or want of repair in any of them, and of the responsi- 
bility of removing snow, but is directed to keep them free 
from any substance liable to cause sickness, or a nuisance. 
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Section three makes it an offence punishable by fine for any 
person to drop or place or suffer to remain in any public alley 
any snow or ice, or any rubbish or obstruction of any kind. 
The deplorable condition into which go many of the back 
alleys of the city have fallen, and for a long time remained, 
owing to the neglect or inaction of householders and business 
people controlling them, has induced those abutting upon 
such passageways who desire cleanliness and order in their 
surroundings to hasten to secure the application of the act in 
various parts of the city. Concerted action by abutters for 
the repair and cleansing of these private alleys is a thing very 
difficult to bring about; the number of owners favoring proper 
and decent maintenance of any of these private ways, if any- 
thing is undertaken with a view to their improvement, being 
left to bear the whole cost by their indifferent or impecunious 
neighbors. The appearance of these alleys does not seem to 
vary with localities so much as is the case with the streets 
in different parts of the city, some of the rear ways in the 
districts of good classes of residents being left in a state of 
filth and disorder that is not seen where property is of less 
value and the population is greater in equal areas. The con- 
dition of these alleys relates so closely to the health, con- 
venience and decent living of the citizens that the Street 
Commissioners believe the use of the Public Alleys Act will 
be of the greatest value to them and well worth the cost that, 
in an equitable division among property owners abutting upon 
these ways, they will be called upon to pay. As the act is 
intended for alleys, or back passageways, to houses having 
designatory numbers on the streets they front, and as the 
rear doors of such houses always carry such street numbers, 
no additional numbers being needed or wanted for the backs 
of the houses, it has been found convenient to number, in- 
stead of attempting to name the alleys, giving them official 
standing as “Public Alley No. 10,” ete. To avoid high 
numbering and to ina way mark the locality in which the 
alleys may be found by officials, conveyancers, etc., the city 
has been divided into districts. Five of these cover the city 
proper to Massachusetts avenue. One hundred numbers are 
given to each district, and as petitions are received numbers 
within this hundred are given to the passageways mentioned 
in the petitions in the districts where they are located. The 
details of these districts are shown on maps of the city in the 
departments in City Hall concerned with the care of streets, 
and it is intended to provide one for the Registry of Deeds 
for the use of conveyancers, ete. This method of designating 
the alleys the Street Commissioners believe will prove 
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sufficient for the official use of the departments in searching 
for liens upon estates created by the laying out of these alleys, 
and for all descriptive purposes in the writing of deeds and 
other instruments in real estate transactions. | 

The passageways laid out as public alleys since the passage 
of the act included in District No. 5, which is bounded by 
Charles river, the Public Garden, Boylston street, Berkeley 
street, the Boston and Providence Railroad, and Massachusetts 
avenue, are the series leading from Arlington street to Mas- 
sachusetts avenue, between Beacon street and Marlborough 
street ; the series, also from Arlington street to Massachu- 
setts avenue, between Commonwealth avenue and Newbury 
street ; and the passageways from Irvington street to the rear 
of estates on the northeast side of Massachusetts avenue, 
between Huntington avenue and St. Botolph street, with the 
cross passageway running from Huntington avenue to St. 
Botolph street, in the rear of the Massachusetts avenue es- 
tates. The series first above-mentioned number from 414 to 
421 inclusive, and the public alleys between Commonwealth 
avenue and Newbury street number from 430 to 437 inclu- 
sive. ‘Those from Irvington street to the rear of Massachu- 
setts avenue are numbered from 401 to 404 inclusive, and the 
cross alley from Huntington avenue to St. Botolph street is 
No. 405. 

In District No. 4 Public alley No. 801 has been laid out 
upon what was formerly River street place, from the end of 
River street to’ Pinckney street; in District No. 2 the pas- 
sageway known as Chair alley has been laid out, from Cross 
street to Richmond street, as Public Alley No. 101; and in 
District No. 21, in East Boston, the passageway leading from 
Marginal street to Webster street, southeast of Cottage street, 
has been laid out as Public Alley No. 2001. 

The construction ordered in the foregoing public alleys is 
chiefly asphalt in passageways where no attempt has been 
made at construction by the owners, and the repaving and 
regulation of the various forms of vitrified brick, flagging, 
stone and asphalt found in some of the passageways in the 
territory between Arlington street and Massachusetts avenue 
that had been placed there by the owners of abutting estates.

An order passed by the Board February 7, 1898, giving 
the name of Hemenway street to that part of Parker street 
between Boylston street and Huntington avenue, was con- 
firmed by the Board of Aldermen F ebruary 14, 1898, and 
took effect under the provisions of law governing the matter 
March 1, 1898. 

An order passed by the Board February 11, 1898, giving 
the name of Whittier street to the public way at Roxbury 
called Culvert street, was confirmed by the Board of Alder- 
men February 18, 1898, and took effect under the provisions 
of law governing the matter March 1, 1898. 

An order passed by the Board February 11, 1898, giving 
the name of Hamilton street to the public way, at Dorchester, 
called Barrington street, was confirmed by the Board of Alder- 
men February 18, 1898, and took effect under the provisions 
of law governing the matter March 151898; 

An order passed by the Board February 11, 1898, changing 
the names of the streets at Dorchester known as Hudson 
street and Pontine street, forming a continuous thorough-

SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The number of men employed in the Surveying Division 
during the year has been about the same as during the 
previous year. 

The three surveying parties detailed to make surveys in 
connection with sewerage works during a part of 1898 have 
continued that work during the whole of the past year for 
the City Engineer, and reference is made to the report of the 
Engineering Department for a detailed account of that 
work. 

Thirty-six sectional plans have been filed during the year, 
which represent the completed work in new territory. 

In addition to the surveys necessary for the filing of new 
plans, much work has been performed in connection with the 
refilmg of plans in accordance with authority given the 
Board of Street Commissioners by the Legislature, Acts of 
1898, chapter 210. 

Considerable time has been spent in making laying-out 
plans of streets in conformity with lines plotted in previou 
years. . 

The new sections filed include portions of Dorchester, 
West Roxbury and Brighton, and are given in greater detail 
farther on in this report. 

Much attention has been given to exact measuring, espe- 
cially in connection with the triangulation. 

For many years the city standard, as laid down on the 
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sidewalk in the rear of City Hall, has been used as the basis 
for all city work, and for all purposes of surveying within 
small areas, has shown no appreciable degree of inaccuracy, 
but when applied to the large area included in the survey of 
Boston, the multiplication of a very small error develops 
into a very substantial and conspicuous one. 

It has been the purpose from the beginning of the survey 
to make it fit into the coast survey system. It has, there- 
fore, been important that the measurements should conform 
to the national standard. 

The Surveying Division is under great obligations to the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey; also to ex-Superintendent Men- 
denhall for facilities afforded in making the comparison 
between the city standard and the legal one; also for as- 
sistance in preparing a new accurate standard. 

This new standard will be laid off on a single bar of steel, 
which has been placed on the west side of the Old Court 
House, in Court square. 

The work of setting stone monuments has been carried on 
during the year. This work, however, is by no means up 
to date, and it is quite important that more than the ordinary 
amount of this work should be carried on during the coming 
year. 


Triangulation Work. 


Considerable time has been devoted to triangulation work 
during the year. The following table gives the number of 
times the several stations were visited, and the number of 
angles taken at each position :

During the past year the work was confined principally 
to the finishing in detail of the studies made during the 
previous year, no new system for development having been 
projected and no second hearing on the plan was given. 

The sections representing the finished work and filed dur- 
ing the year show an adjustment of new streets introduced 
for development, with the old ones lying in the territory 
adjacent to the north side of Franklin field and which is 
traversed diagonally by Talbot avenue. 


bo 
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The prominent features of the system shown are the ex- 
tension of Kingsdale street to Talbot avenue, with a 40-foot 
street leading from that avenue to Nightingale street, 
designed to be extended by future filing ultimately to 
Harvard street, opposite Wales street, making practically an 
extension of the latter to Talbot avenue. One of the plans 
filed (X 84) extending west of Blue Hill avenue represents 
the initial filing of a system for the development of the area 
bounded by Harvard street, Austin street, Canterbury street 
and Blue Hill avenue, the only feature of which being shown 
is a 60-foot street departing from the circle at the junction 
of Blue Hill avenue, Harvard street and Talbot avenue, and 
is intended in a measure to be an extension of the latter, 
which is prohibitory in a direct line to Franklin park with- 
out practically levelling the small hill which lies in line on 
the westerly side of Blue Hill avenue. This substitute 
street follows closely around the southerly foot of this hill 
at an easy grade of about 4 per cent. to Canterbury street, con- 
necting with Franklin park. This street forms the base 
from which the supplementary streets depart. 

Two hearings were given during the year under authority 
of the Acts of the Legislature, chapter 210 of 1898, on the 
following dates: May 13, 1898, and May 20, 1898. 

The hearing of May 13, which was also the first hearing 
held under this law, was on section numbered X 17 and in 
relation to the extension of Harvard avenue to Washington 
street, and is also in relation to a change in the lines of 
Millet street. 

The changes in relation to Harvard avenue were made in 
accordance with the petition, and filed October 19, 1898. 

The hearing of May 20 was held on territory shown on 
sections numbered X 20, X 21, X 22 and X 24, and 
related to a relocation of the lines of School street at Athel- 
wold street, and a reduction of the width of Waldeck street 
from 50 feet to 40 feet. 

The changes were made on X 21 in relation to the 
reduction in the width of Waldeck street, and filed August 
31, 1898. 

The changes were made on X 24 in relation to the lines 
of School street and Athelwold street in accordance with 
the petition, and filed October 19, 1898.

One second hearing was given on this plan, on November 
25, 1898, on territory bounded approximately by Dorchester 
and Vinton streets, the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, Crescent and Dorchester avenues, Columbia road, 
Boston and Howell streets and Dorchester avenue. 

This teritory had been previously provided with systems 
of streets which were practically ample for any future devel- 
opment, and under them the locality had gradually been 
assuming a character conforming to the lines of the larger 
avenues and to the location of the Old Colony Railroad. 

Under a decree of the Superior Court, abolishing the 
grade crossing of Dorchester avenue and the railroad of the 
Old Colony Railroad Company, leased to the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, filed June 23, 
1898, was introduced a disturbing element to the previous 
lines of development. 

The territory made the subject of this hearing is crossed 
diagonally by this new location for the railroad, while the 
old location abandoned will be used as a thoroughfare, prob- 
ably in connection with Columbia road. 

On either side, 110 feet from and parallel with the new 
railroad location, have been placed new streets; the one 
lying upon the southerly side being made of a width of 50 
feet, between Dorchester avenue and Crescent avenue, while 
the one upon the northerly side will be fixed at 80 feet, with 
a view of its utility as a thoroughfare, leaving Dorchester 
avenue at its junction with Kemp street and continuing 
parallel with the railroad to the old location of the railroad, 
merging into and passing over it under Columbia road to 
Mt. Vernon street and the Cow pasture. 

On the south side of the railroad the 50-foot street located 
100 feet from it will continue parallel with it from Dor- 
chester avenue, crossing Columbia road at a sub-grade and 
continuing to Crescent avenue, affording the territory which 
lies south of Columbia road, and at a lower grade a more 
direct northerly outlet. 

With the exception of the introduction of this 50-foot 
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street, the territory lying between the new railroad, Columbia 
road and Mt. Vernon street will be developed on the lines 
which have existed for many years. 

One of the most notable features of the proposed cevelop- 
ment is a suggested widening of Preble street to 70 feet, 
making, with Swett street widened to that width, a contin- 
uous thoroughfare of uniform width from Columbia road _ to 
Massachusetts avenue, and thence directly across the city to 
Harvard bridge and to Cambridge. 

Midway between Hyde street and Kemp street has been 
located a 40-foot street running from Dorchester avenue to 
Columbia road; the streets shown in the old arrangement 
of plotting which have been retained are Hyde street and 
Kemp street and. Washington avenue. From Washington 
avenue and from the previously mentioned 80-foot street are 
located 40-foct streets at equal distances of 200 feet apart 
from Kemp street. 

Buttonwood court will be widened on either side, making 
it 25 feet, and will be extended to Moseley avenue and con- 
nect with it at right angles. | 

No provision has been made for connecting Carson street 
with Columbia road, as the grade for such is quite imprac- 
ticable, and it is the intention to keep it at a lower and 
more favorable grade and connect with the 50-foot street 
which will run parallel with the railroad’s new location. 

From the bend in Cargon street a new 40-foot street has 
been located over an old sewer location, running thence to 
Moseley avenue. 

Another 40-foot street, departing from Crescent avenue 
opposite Newport street, will continue nearly parallel with 
Carson street as far as the new street parallel with the rail- 
road new location. 

West of Dorchester avenue, and between it and Boston 
street, the old system will be continued. 

One hearing was held under authority of chapter 210 of 
the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, on July 15, 1898, on 
territory shown on sections numbered M 81, M 82, L 90, 
L 91, M 98, M 99, M 100, T 1 and U 10, in relation prin- 
cipally to the lines of Swett street and its intersecting streets.

A second hearing was held on this plan, on November 11, 
1898, on territory bounded approximately by Brooks street, 
Fairbanks street, Washington street and Nonantum street, 
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the boundary line between the cities of Boston and Newton 
and the Charles river. 

A large proportion of this territory consists of quite an 
elevation locally known as Bigelow Hill, accessible at the 
present time only by streets possessed of extremely heavy 
gradients. 

In the study of this territory an effort has been made to 
modify in a measure these grades by the introduction of new 
streets providing easier access to the summit as well as 
offering development for the rear of the already excessively 
deep lots, and opening up the land on the westerly slope 
towards the Charles river reservation and to the Newton 
line. 

Among the features displayed at this hearing is the loca- 
tion of a new thoroughfare 50 feet in width, to depart from 
Brooks street in the vicinity of Faneuil station, thence over 
Parkman street, widened to that width and by a new street in 
a curved line connecting with Newton street ; thence over the 
latter, also widened to 50 feet, to the intersection of Charles- 
view street, from which point it is continued in a curved line 
along the rear of the deep lots fronting upon Bigelow street, 
enabling the owners to utilize them; thence on the lines of a 
proposed 50-foot street and continuing as far as Burton street, 
where it is proposed to terminate it. Ag the exigencies of 
the future may require it the street may be continued to 
Hunnewell avenue in the city of Newton. 

The portion of Richards street running north and south 
has been extended in a parallel manner with the proposed 
Newton street extension until it reaches the northwesterly 
base of Bigelow Hill, which it rounds and continues along- 
side the location of the Boston and Albany Railroad, and 
parallel with the Newton-street extension, but at a grade 
some 80 feet below it and terminating at Faneuil Station 
on Brooks street. From this street depart two streets 40 
feet wide, 100 feet from and parallel with the railroad and 
200 feet apart. 

Another thoroughfare is projected from Oak square over 
Champney street, which is widened to 60 feet as far as 
Shedd street, also widened to the same width and extended 
at quite an angle to the Newton boundary line with the in- 
tention of connecting with Hunnewell avenue, in the city 
of Newton, at Elmhurst. street, forming with this avenue 
a fine connection with easy grade, between .Oak square 
and Newton. 

It is proposed to extend Stratton street, with a slight 
bend in same, in order that it may connect with Matchett 
street at right angles, 
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Webster street has been treated in a similar manner. 

Between Webster street and Hardwick street there has 
been projected from the above-mentioned Newton street ex- 
tension a 40-foot street, midway between Webster street 
and Hardwick street, to Dunboy street. 

The block bounded by Webster street, Dunboy street, 
Faneuil street and Bigelow stfeet has been provided with 
streets so projected as to properly meet the requirements of 
future growth. 

From Hardwick street, about 200 feet from Bigelow 
street, a street for future development has been introduced, 
which continues at about that distance from and_ parallel 
with Bigelow street and Dunboy street, and connects again 
with Hardwick street at a point farther east. 

Gerrish street, at present a mere passageway in the rear of 
the lots on Newton and Bigelow streets, it is proposed to 
widen to 40 feet, and utilize as a street, permitting front- 
ages for the rear land which can be used for building 
purposes. | 

A short street parallel with Faneuil street, and about 200 
feet from it, connects Brooks street and Dunboy street, and 
a street is located 200 feet west of Brackett street, connect- 
ing Washington street and Faneuil streets. 

A street 40 feet wide has been located from Oak square 
to the Newton boundary line, midway between Washington 
street and Tremont street. 

Sections O 31, O 82 and O 33 comprise a portion of the 
finished work of the year, and were among the plans filed. 

They show the completion of the studies and the practical 
completion of the work in detail for Nonantum Hill and the 
entire territory lying south of Washington street, at Oak 
square, extending back to Kenrick street, and westerly from 
Lake street to the Newton boundary line. 

The preliminary studies for this work were explained fully 
in a previous report, and the completed work shows but 
little change or modification. 

A compromise study has been made to meet the objection 
of some of the owners, and as a result the elimination of 
Crescent avenue has been abandoned, and the plans as filed 
appear to meet the approval of all. 

A height of the, steepness of Nonantum Hill can be 
treated satisfactorily in but one way, and that is in following 
its contours, which has been done with 40-foot streets at 
equal distance of about 200 feet apart. The straight por- 
tion of Crescent avenue from the Newton boundary line is 
extended northeasterly in a curved line intersecting the 
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streets which follow the southerly slope of the hill, and con- 
necting with the northerly street at the summit. The 
avenue for the entire length will be made 50 feet wide. 

Three hearings were given during the year under authority 
of the Acts of the Legislature, chapter 210, of 1898, on the 
following dates: June 10,1898; July 8, 1898; January 27, 
1899. 7 ‘ 

The hearing of June 10, 1898, was held on territory 
shown on sections numbered O 77 and O 78, in relation to 
the line and the extension of Ayr road, and in the introduc- 
tion of Orkney road.

A second hearing was held on October 21, 1898, on terri- 
tory bounded approximately by the West Roxbury Parkway, 
West Roxbury Branch of the Old Colony Division of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad, Centre street, 
Corey street, Garden street, Maple street, Weld street, Arthur 
street, Dunbar street and the Brookline boundary line. 

Another second hearing was held on November 4, 1898, 
on territory bounded approximately by Baker street, the 
boundary line between the cities of Boston and Newton, and 
Arnold, Gould, Dunbar, Walker, Weld, Maple, Garden, Corey, 
Vermont, La Grange, Glenham and Perham streets. 

These hearings exhibited the extension and amplification 
of the systems shown at previous hearings. 

An exception can be noted of the large tract of land located 
between the West Roxbury parkway, Centre street, Willow 
street and Weld street. 

These thoroughfares enclose quite an elevated tract of land, 
a remnant of the old Weld estate, and owing to the steepness 
of several points, presents quite a little difficulty in treat- 
ment. The obstacles have in a measure been overcome and 
a system devised which it is to be hoped will give satisfaction. 
A 40-foot street has been located from Weld street to Centre 
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street, parallel with the West Roxbury parkway. Church 
street will be widened to 60 feet from Centre street to the 
Brookline boundary line. From Weld street on the south of 
the parkway, a street is located parallel with the parkway, 
which will be 40 feet as far as Church street, from which 
point it will be made 60 feet to Centre street. From this 
street and from Centre street, depart at regular intervals of 
200 feet, streets 40 feet in width, extending to Weld street, 
while these streets will be intersected at right angles and at 
proper distances apart (600 feet) by two 40-foot streets. 

Midway from Willow street and Maple street, in the rear 
of the deep lots fronting on those streets, has been introduced 
a 40-foot street, extending from Centre street to Weld street. 

Most of the territory shown at these hearings had been pri- 
vately planned many years ago, and much of it is built 
upon. LEffort has been made to preserve as far as possible 
these old plottings. Scarcely if any new features in the 
way of thoroughfares have been introduced, other than pre- 
viously mentioned, a simple filling-in or a sub-dividing of the 
larger tracts being ample for the ordinary purposes. 

The prominent thoroughfares subjected to treatment on the 
plans filed are Centre street, with a proposed widening to 80 
feet; La Grange street, with a proposed widening to 80 feet;

The work done during the year on this plan was confined 
principally to the working out in detail of the system which 
had been presented at hearings and which has been previ- 
ously described. The sections filed show a widening of 
Perkins street to a width of 40 feet, mainly upon the 
southerly side, and an extension of Catalpa street (South 
Huntington avenue), entering Centre street nearly at right 
angles, opposite Boylston terrace. An extension of Boylston 
street, at a width of 50 feet, to Jamaicaway is a feature 
of the plan for development. 

These streets, with the proper intersecting streets, form a 
system which is satisfactory to owners and to the city. 

Two hearings were held, under authority of the Acts of 
the Legislature, chapter 210, of 1898, on the following dates : 
June 7, 1898, and August 19, 1898.

ANNUAL REPORT 


WATER DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1899. 


OFFICE OF THE WATER COMMISSIONER, 
Ciry Hau, Boston, February 1, 1899. 


Hon. Jostan Quincy, Mayor: 

Srr, —I submit a report of the doings of the Water De- 
partment for the year ending January 31, 1899. 

The net income of the department shows a decrease as 

compared with last year. ‘This is due to the amc of a 
portion of our system by the State. 

The work of the department has been of a more varied 
nature than in previous years. In addition to the usual de- 
tail work thirty-three and six-tenths (383.6) miles of main 
pipe were laid, eight (8) miles of which were relaid. 

The extension of our distribution service has so improved 
the supply in the Dorchester district that the Wayne-street 
pumping station at Elm Hill has been abandoned. 

The laying of pipes in Columbia road has progressed 
favorably, and the new line of pipe for supplying the islands 
in the harbor has been almost laid to the sea-wall on Moon 
Island opposite Long Island. 

The water service in West Roxbury and other portions of 
the city has been materially improved by the extension of 
mains in those localities. The system of salt-water mains 
(as an auxiliary fire service) has been extended so as to 
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enable the fire-boats to make connections with the system, 
and its success thoroughly demonstrated by tests. 

The relaying work costs higher year by year, owing to 
the more crowded condition of the streets. 

The apparatus for taking frost out of the ground that was 
used in the department last winter has been much improved. 
We are now able to lay main pipe in the winter as well as in 
the summer. 

We have changed our method of excavating main pipe 
trenches. It was the practice to dig the whole length of 
the main pipe trench as wide as it must necessarily be at the 
’ bell-holes. Under the new system the portions of the trench 
between the holes are made just wide enough to enable the 
pipes to be laid. The trench also narrows as it tends toward 
the bottom. A saving is expected from this change, not 
only in the first cost of the work, but in the maintenance of 
streets after the pipe is laid. 

A system of numbering hydrants throughout the city has 
been adopted, so that hereafter they will be known by their 
numbers, and the record of each is kept, showing the cost of 
maintenance, when and by whom inspected, ete. In addi- 
tion, in order to show what gates are division gates, and 
what gates control main, service, fire, motor and elevator 
pipes, all gates are to be marked and numbered. It will be 
possible by this plan of numbering to keep a proper super- 
vision of the hydrants and gates, and to locate them quickly. 

There were established during last summer ten cold water 
fountains, so that water could be furnished to the public in 
summer weather at a temperature pleasant for drinking pur- 
poses. This was accomplished by chilling the water by run- 
ning it through small reservoirs and pipes surrounded with 
chopped ice, the ice and the pipes being enclosed in a box 
insulated on the outside by a patent material. The cost of 
supplying these fountains with ice was nominal, as they con- 
sumed less than 500 lbs. each per day. On warm days 
the average number of people supplied per hour was over 
600 for each fountain in the congested parts of the city. 
These fountains were found to be very acceptable to the 
public, and their patronage was so great as to create a de 
mand for the extension of the system. It is the intention 
of the department to increase the number of cold-water foun- 
tains in the coming summer. In order that this may be 
done at a minimum of cost, we have cut more than suffi- 
cient ice from our reservoirs in Brookline and East Boston 
to supply our fountains for the coming season. The 
ice is stored in houses constructed on the grounds. We 
estimate that it will be possible to supply at least forty cold- 
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water fountains. Through the courtesy of the Eastein 
Cold Storage Company, Walter L. Hill, president, plans for a 
cold water fountain connected with their pipe line have been 
prepared, and the fountain will be located in Faneuil Hall 
square, and in use during the coming summer. If it works 
successfully — and I have no doubt it will— it is proposed 
to still further utilize the cold-storage system in connection 
with our cold-water fountains. ‘The drinking fountain which 
has been adopted and will be in use hereafter is artistic 
in its construction, and has received the approval of the 
Art Commission. 

Owing to the establishment of the Metropolitan Water 
System the department will not hereafter maintain the 
pumping stations at West Roxbury and East Boston. 

The Deacon service has been transferred trom the Distri- 
bution to the Income Division. The methods in practice in 
the Meter Division, to which allusion was made in last years’ 
report, have been changed, and the accounts there, as well 
as in the rest of the department, are now being kept cor- 
rectly. The improvement in keeping records and accounts 
can be best realized from the fact that previous to February 
1, 1896, the reports which formed the basis of the records 
and the accounts of the department were mostly unsigned, 
and were not made upon the ground where the work was 
done, but were transmitted by word of mouth to a foreman 
stationed in the yard at Albany street. Their accuracy de- 
pended wholly upon the memory of those who made them, 
and their knowledge of what was required for the basis of a 
proper record. 

We now have a system of individual and original reports. 
These reports are signed by some employee of the depart- 
ment who has personal supervision of the work. Since the 
inauguration of this system the utter inadequacy of the old 
system has been forcibly demonstrated, and it is easy to 
understand why, previous to February 1, 1896, the records were 
not correctly kept. Isubmit the reports of Andrew Stewart, 
Examiner of Accounts, showing the changes and improve- 
ments that have been made in the records and accounts of 
the department, and the present condition of the same. (See 
Appendix A.) 

The department has paid constaut attention to electrolysis, 
and in the Engineer’s report will be found the facts in 
detail. 

Under the head of the pressing needs of the department, 
I would again respectfully call your attention to the crowded 
condition of the yard of the Distribution Division at 710 
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Albany street, where there is a lack of sufficient area to 
perform the work in an economical manner. All castings, 
pipe, lumber, etc., used by the department are received in 
this yard and thence distributed wherever the work may 
require. A year ago a part of this yard was transferred to 
the City Hospital. This transfer has increased the expense 
of handling our pipe and stock of all kinds. Iam of the 
opinion that our present wharf facilities should be increased 
at least one-half. 

It is essential to completely modernize the machinery of 
our present machine shop. By the adoption of new and im- 
proved machinery the work can be done at a great, deal less 
cost than at the present time. 

The style of post hydrants in use in the department 
should be replaced by more modern hydrants. Now when 
an engine attaches toa post hydrant it is necessary to shut 
down the hydrant, in order that another engine can attach 
to the same hydrant. A few of our hydrants, however, are 
arranged with independent shut-offs to each outlet, which 
does away with the necessity of shutting down the hydrant 
as each engine attaches to it. The general adoption of this 
latter system of hydrants is the one which I recommend. 
This can be done gradually at a cost of about $8,000 to 
$10,000 a year. 

To meet the needs enumerated above, | would recommend 
the making of a special appropriation. 

On February 1, 1896, I qualified as Water Commissioner. 
On the department roll dated January 30,1896, there were 868 
men eligible for employment, and of these about 600 were 
at work. Commencing with the latter part of December, 
1895, the balance had been suspended from time to time, 
in accordance with the yearly practice of the department. 
These suspensions did not reach all grades of labor; they 
affected only those who were least able to bear it and whose 
services the department is least able to dispense with, viz.: 
the laborers on trench work and main pipe laying. 

For the last three years all the men of the department 
have been employed in winter as well asin summer, and not 
laid off on two-thirds, one-half or one-quarter time, as was 
the practice previous to your administration. On January 
26, 1899, the last pay-day of the fiscal year 1898-99, there 
were on the pay roll 885 men, or every man who was able to 
work. In order that the full force might be employed con- 
tinuously, more day work has been done by our own em- 
ployees in each of the three years of your administration 
than in 1895. It would be natural to expect that under these 
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conditions the yearly expenses of the department would be 
increased, but such is not the fact. The amount of money 
expended during each of the fiscal years 1896, 1897 and 
1898 is less than that expended in 1895, and the character 
and the amount of work done during any one of the years 
1896, 1897 and 1898 will compare more than favorably with 
that done during 1895. The appended statements of money 
expended and work done during the years in question will 
substantiate this statement.

The work of pipe laying in the heart of the city is diffi- 
cult and very costly. Of the total mileage of pipe laid 
during each of the last four years the amount of main pipe 
laid in the downtown streets was far less in the year 
1895-6 than in either of the three subsequent years, as the 
following comparative statement shows :

Relaying pipe, no matter in what part of the city, is always 
difficult work, and expensive compared with ordinary pipe 
laying, as the house connections, hydrants, etc., have to be 
transferred from the old to the new mains. When the re- 
laying is in the City. Proper, added to the usual cost is the 
expense of night and Sunday work. This means extra cost 
in the way of compensation to the men and other incidental 
expenses. Very little relaying was done previous to 1896, 
and, as a consequence, work which should have been done 
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then was begun and completed during the years 1896, 1897 
and 1898. ‘This work should never have been delayed as 
long as it was, as the pipes were found in a poor condition 
and a source of danger to the community. 

The following is the amount of pipe relaid for the last 
four years:

The work in the machine, carpenter and blacksmith shops 
in each of the past three years was very much more than it 
was in 1895, and the same is true of the general work of 
the department, such as establishing and abandoning gates, 
hydrants, air-cocks, water posts, etc., the increase in some 
instances being from 100 to 200 per cent. over the year 1895. 
Again, the work has been more varied during the last three 
years, especially during 1898. In this latter year we built 
two ice-houses, one at East Boston and the other at Brook- 
line, and cut and stored the ice needed to supply the foun- 
tains next summer, built and macadamized roads, established 
nineteen fountains and abandoned eight. Of the nineteen 
fountains, eight were cold-water fountains, and two were 
old fountains to which cold-water attachments were made. 
In addition to maintaining these cold-water fountains, we 
have performed a variety of work which the department 
has not done heretofore. 

I am of the opinion that the doing of so much day work 
has been beneficial to the city, as the work done was of the 
best quality. This is illustrated by the laying of the salt- 
water mains for the extra fire service. The department laid 
about one mile, which, at completion, was tested under a 
pressure of 180 to 220 pounds to the square inch, and no 
leak was shown.

Boston, February 27, 1896. 
Hon. JOHN R. MurpuHy, 


Water Commissioner of Boston ;: 


DEAR Sir, — As requested by you, we have made an ex- 
amination of the cash transactions of the Water Depart- 
ment of the city of Boston, and have reached the following 
conclusions. In the first place it may be well to give the 
reasons for the receipt and payment of money in the office 
of the Water Commissioners, and to describe as briefly as 
possible the methods pursued in the handling of it. 

The system of ‘Money Deposits” in your department 
originated (by vote of the Water Board) because of losses 
incurred by the city through furnishing labor and material, 
and afterwards not being reimbursed for the outlay. The 
amount of money in each instance required for deposit is 
governed by rules made by the Water Commissioners —a 
fixed sum being required in some cases, in others the amount 
of work and material furnished forming the basis for the 
charge. These sums of money are held by the Water De- 
partment as security, pending the execution of the various 
jobs. Upon the completion of the work, and the payment of 
the bills therefor, the amounts which have been advanced are 
refunded upon application. For instance, to be more explicit, 
for “Service Pipes” (until recently) a deposit of $20 has 
been required; for elevators, motor pipes, repairs of service 
pipes between street mains and street lines, and for sales of 
old materials, deposits have been required according to esti- 
mates. Recently the rule in regard to furnishing §8-service 
pipes has been changed, so that all that is now required is a 
deposit of $10, for which amount the city guarantees to do 
the necessary work. The greater part though of the “ De- 
posit Money” has been, and is, obtained from deposits upon 
“Main Pipes.” In all instances before the main pipes are 
laid in a street the cost of the work is determined, as nearly 
as possible, and if the income will not equal 5 per cent. 
for five years, or 25 per cent. of the amount invested 
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by the city, the applicant is obliged to deposit the differ- 
ence between the income assured and 5 per cent. for five 
years on the investment. As soon as the amount required 
is being guaranteed the city by increase of income, the 
amount of the deposits is refunded. If at the expiration of 
five years the amount received has not equalled the 5 per 
cent. necessary, the deficit is forfeited to the city. In addi- 
tion to the sums derived from deposits as above stated, money 
is received from rents of houses and pastures, and from sales 
of grass and certain other odds and ends. ‘This money, 
together with the balances of deposits on main pipes, and the 
money now received from service pipes, is turned over to the 
City Collector from time to time. As nearly as it was pos- 
sible for us to determine, up to 1892, the average amount of 
money held by the Water Board was about $5,000. Since 
that time the amount has averaged about $15,000. The bulk 
of the money has been kept in either the First or the Central 
National Bank of this city, but no interest has been obtained 
upon it at any time from either of these banks. Upon an 
average balance of $5,000 kept during the past year with the 
Beacon Trust Company, interest has been allowed, but we fail 
to see why interest was not secured by the Commissioners 
from the other banks, as it is the common custom to require 
interest on all funds of the city deposited in banks. 

As the consequence of this neglect the city is poorer by 
many hundreds, if not some thousands of dollars. 

The cash accounts of the Water Department have been 
kept by the Clerk of the Board, and he has had the entire 
care of the moneys, subject to the orders of the Commis- 
sioners. The bank deposits stand in his name as clerk, and 
he alone has the power to draw checks. Of his absolute 
fidelity we have, after close scrutiny, no question, but of the 
discretion of the members of the Water Board for the past 
twenty years, we have some. Only the faithfulness of the 
custodian of these funds has stood between the city and pos- 
sible heavy losses, for at times the balance in his hands has 
been as large as $25,000, and his accounts, until now, have 
not been audited for thirteen years. Furthermore, these 
funds, which should have remained untouched, except for the 
purposes for which they were established, have been used by 
the members of the Board for payment for current expenses. 
To be sure, the money so taken was afterwards returned at 
intervals by its repayment by the City Treasurer on vouchers, 
but the practice is pernicious and fraught with danger, and 
should be immediately discontinued. Doubtless some money 
is needed in the office for petty expenses, but a small contin- 
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gent fund would serve all purposes. The easy accessibility of 
so much ready money has apparently had a tendency to waste- 
fulness, and a decided extravagance in expenditure has been 
the rule during the past few years. The deposit money 
should be used for no purpose whatever but for the redemp- 
tion of the receipts outstanding against it. 

The following table shows the amounts spent year by year 
since 1889 by the Water Boards for travelling and miscel- 
laneous expenses, and are instructive by way of comparison. 
The miscellaneous expenses are chiefly for entertainment and 


expenditures in connection with trips to the water works :

Our examination of Mr. Swan’s accounts has covered a 
period of about five years, and has been thorough, and we 
have adjusted and balanced his books up to the present time. 
We found very few errors, and everywhere indications of care 
and painstaking. He has in his possession all the money his 
books call for, and $27.02 to spare. To be sure that all the 
money received from rents and sales of materials and for- 
feited balances on main pipe deposits, etc., had gone into the 
City Treasury, we checked all the items of such character 
for a period of three years from the books of the Clerk of the 
Water Department to the books of the City Collector, and 
found that every sum had been properly accounted for in that 
office. There are improvements that can and ought to be 
made in the methods of transacting this money deposit busi- 
ness and in the way of keeping the accounts, and about those 
matters, as you have requested, we will make suggestions 
later. 

Our time has been so occupied with the investigation of 
the cash transactions, hereinbefore alluded to, that the thor- 
ough examination in the methods of the general books, which 
involve no money matters, directly, has been held in abey- 
ance. We will look into that and report specifically. The 
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subject matter of these books is mainly the recording of bills 
of all material purchased for the department — all bills being 
rendered in duplicate, one of which, approved by the Board, 
goes to the City Auditor, and being, in due course, paid by 
the Treasurer. 

Our opinion is that these books and methods can be 
abridged, much in the direction of simplicity, perspicacity 
and economy. 

The methods of the ‘‘ Income Division ”’ will be looked into 
with the view of criticism, abridging, altering or improving, 
if such seems to be necessary. It would have been done this 
week, but the rush of business always attendant upon the 
last week in February, when the sixty days’ grace expire, 
rendered the books practically inaccessible.

DEAR Sir, — Having completed our investigation of the 
cash transactions of the Income Division of the Water De- 
partment, formerly known as the Water Registrar’s Depart- 
ment, we respectfully submit to you our report as follows: 

The period covered by this examination began about the 
time the Water Department was divided by ordinance in 
1890. By this division two departments, known respect- 
ively as the Water Income Department and the Water 
Supply Department, were created. The Water Board had 
charge of the Supply Department, and the Income Depart- 
ment was under the control of the Water Registrar, and thus 
the two distinct departments existed up to July 1, 18965, 
when the act consolidating the departments under the control 
of one Water Commissioner took effect. 

Under date of February 27, we reported our conclusions as 
to the management of the cash affairs of the Supply Depart- 
ment, and the present report has reference only to the cash 
transactions of the Income Department. 
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At the time our investigation began, and up to June, 
1892, Mr. Davis was Water Registrar, and the purposes for 
which deposits of money were received in his department 
were almost identical with those of the Supply Department, 
which were set forth in detail in our other report. The sys- 
tem and methods used in conducting this business during 
the above period were, in our opinion, very inadequate and 
most unbusinesslike. The balances of deposits due the city, 
and the balances due the depositors, should have been 
kept entirely separate, the former eventually to be sent to 
the City Collector’s, and the latter held in the control of the 
Registrar, to be paid the holders of receipts upon application. 
Instead, the method pursued was to send the balances due 
the depositors — if they delayed at all about calling for them 
—as well as the amounts due the city, to the City Collector, 
and when the owners of the balances so treated, subsequently 
from time to time presented their receipts at the Registrar’s 
office for redemption, they were paid apparently out of the 
money which the Registrar at the time happened to have on 
hand — funds really applicable, of course, to later deposits. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Davis’s incumbency all the money in 
the office, which was composed chiefly of amounts, the final 
disposition of which had not at the time been determined, 
was dumped into the Collector’s instead of being turned over 
to the incoming Registrar. The result of this was that 
all the balances due depositors at that time were tied up 
in the Treasurer’s hands, their final resting place probably 
having been in the Sinking Fund. Thus Mr. Doherty began 
his term completely handicapped, with no money at all on 
hand to meet the claims of the holders of receipts with 
balances due them. In that condition the matter has re- 
mained to the present day, resulting of course in reproach 
being cast upon the department because of receipts presented 
not being honored, and in the loss, so far, to the depositors 
of the sums due them. To adjust these accounts accurately 
would require certainly weeks of time, and the amount 
involved is not large enough to warrant the required expend- 
iture upon the part of the city. We think, though, that 
some arrangement should be made so that outstanding re- 
ceipts could be redeemed upon presentation, and would 
suggest that the simplest way would be to have the holders 
of these old receipts render bills for the amounts due them, 
these bills to be paid out of the Water Department appro- 
priation. We saw no evidence whatever of any dishonesty, 
and have reason to believe there was none, but the methods 
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pursued were such that confusion and annoyance were 
inevitable. 

After Mr. Doherty became Registrar, which was in July, ' 
1892, the question arose as to which department ought to 
receive deposits for pipes, etc., other than main pipes, and 
the matter was finally decided by the Water Board assuming 
control of these funds, so that from January, 1893, to July, 
1895, all deposit moneys were received in the office of the 
Water Commissioners, and the moneys received by the Water 
Registrar were confined to amounts paid for the letting on 
and shutting off of water, and occasional sums for the use of 
water from hydrants for contractors or for travelling shows. 
For the six months or so that Mr. Doherty had the charge of 
the general money deposits of the Registrar’s Department — 
though he had to begin under great disadvantages, as stated 
— there was an improvement in the system, and it was pos- 
sible for us to prove the accuracy of his accounts to our 
entire satisfaction. Since July, 1895, when the Water 
Registrar's Department became the Income Division of the 
Water Department, there have been no receipts of money in 
that division except for letting on and shutting off water. 
For the six months ending December 31, 1895, the total 
amount received from these sources was only about $1,000. 
The custom is to turn over these receipts to the City Col- 
lector once a week. Owing to the peculiar nature of this 
income we see no better way of collecting it than that now 
in operation, but would suggest that the money received in 
these ways be paid to the City Collector daily instead of 
weekly, and thus any danger of loss to the Water Depart- 
ment from the handling of it would be infinitesimal. 

We will continue our examination into the other branches 
of the Water Department, as arranged, as rapidly as possible, 
and report our findings to you at our earliest convenience.

DEAR Str, —We present you herewith our final report of 
the investigation of the book-keeping and accounting affairs 
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of the Water Department of the city of Boston, the same 
being supplementary to our reports to you of the twenty- 
seventh of February and eleventh of March, 1896. 


GENERAL OFFICE. 


The scheme of the books kept in the office of the Water 
Commissioner is very good, though it impressed us as being 
somewhat over-elaborated, yet as no information is furnished 
by the books that may not be desired at some time, we did 
not think it best to suggest much here in the way of change. 
These are the central books of the system of accounts of the 
Water Department, the books elsewhere being tributary to 
them, so that all matters pertaining to the finances of the 
department converge here. We made an audit of them for 
the period of one year, and were able easily to prove their 
correctness, one with another, and all with the Auditor. The 
work has been and is being admirably done. There is every 
evidence of this, and no evidence of anything else. 


INCOME DIVISION. 


We found the general system of work in this office satis- 
factory, but the application of it not altogether so. The books 
were more than sufficiently expansive in some ways, and yet 
lacked very desirable detail. Not enough attention had been 
paid, either, to the necessity of having the accounts tally with 
those of the Collector. The mass of detail in this office is 
something enormous, the books and papers dealing largely 
with matters of record and reference and schedules. We 
have made a careful survey of all things pertaining to this 
office, and feel satisfied that when the changes in methods 
and books contemplated by the Superintendent are made, — 
all of which have our hearty approval, —all necessary in- 
formation will be easily obtainable. We think that the 
meter books kept by Mr. Freeman are not at all indispen- 
sable, as there are regular department books which deal with 
the same subject in an adequate manner. 


EASTERN DIVISION. 


At the headquarters of this division on Albany street, 
some of the most essential clerical work of the department is 
performed. ‘The necessity for efficient service there is very 
great, and for this reason, and also because we soon discerned 
that important matters — especially during the past year — 
had been conducted in an unsatisfactory manner, we made a 
careful and critical examination. 
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The cause of the trouble, we think, was two-fold. First, 
an inadequate and clumsy system of keeping the stock ac- 
count; and second, the removal or transfer of the chief clerk 
of the division. While Mr. Donnelly remained in charge no 
trouble occurred, on account of his special knowledge and 
skilful management; but the advent of an inexperienced man 
presaged the confusion of the past year. When one takes 
into consideration that the stock kept at the Albany-street 
yard is not only promiscuous, but so great in quantity as to 
be worth at the present time considerably over $100,000, one 
sees readily that a good system steadily adhered to is indis- 
pensable. We have given much thought to this subject, and 
feel assured that if the methods formulated and explained by 
us are carried out there will be no more trouble about this 
matter, or it will certainly be reduced to a minimum. We 
have confidence in the ability and faithfulness of the new 
chief clerk and his assistants, and will be surprised if our 
prophecy is not speedily realized. As to the other matters at 
issue, we think it is only necessary to state that we have 
advised changes which will consolidate the accounts, and 
which will prevent needless repetition of work performed at 
the general office; thus saving valuable time and causing 
better service to be rendered. The system of keeping the 
pay-rolls not only in this division, but throughout the Water 
Department, we consider well conceived and well executed. 


Mystic DtIviston. 


This division having been recently absorbed by the Eastern 
Division — and being conducted at present as a branch of it 
—the conditions being similar, the same methods will apply. 
The amount of stock to be taken into consideration is com- 
paratively small, amounting at present to about $4,000 worth. 
We have made suggestions to the book-keeper in regard to 
the necessary changes, so that his books will be uniform with 
those of the Eastern Division, and having entire confidence 
in him, believe that in a short time he will have things in 
satisfactory shape. 


CHESTNUT HI. 


At Chestnut Hill is the headquarters of the Western 
Division, and the system of book-keeping there is similar to 
that used in the other offices of the department, with such 
variations as are made necessary by some additional require- 
ments. The accounts of the pumping stations are kept there 
also, and much work in the way of tabulation of statistics is 
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required by the engineer for comparison and estimation. The 
amount of detail is considerable,-but all clerical work is per- 
formed in a manner both conscientious and creditable. We 
saw little to criticise and much to commend. 

In conclusion, we wish to say that we are satisfied that 
the changes you have personally made in the methods of 
transacting business, and which you requested us to examine, 
are all in the direction of increased efficiency, and _ will 
bear good results. We also think it only fair to say that, 
without exception, during this investigation, we have been 
treated with the utmost courtesy by the clerks of the Water 
Department, who have been more than willing, at all times, 
to render us all assistance in their power.

DEAR Sir, — In compliance with your request I have made 
recently a survey of the books and accounting affairs of the 
Boston Water Department, this examination being supple- 
mentary to that made at your desire shortly after you became 
Commissioner. In a city department of such magnitude, 
with ramifications so numerous and extensive, no complete 
audit could be accomplished except by one with nothing but 
that to do. Therefore, my aim has been to see, so far as 
possible under the circumstances, if the accounting matters 
of the department were being conducted faithfully and hon- 
estly, to ascertain if the improvements suggested a year ago 
were being carried forward, and to discover the remaining 
imperfections in the system. 

I am pleased to be able to say that I found a decided im- 
provement all along the line, both as to methods pursued and 
the execution of them. In our report to you of the 27th of 
February, 1896, we said in regard to the use of money received 
from charges on account of service pipes, and deposits on 
account of main pipes, for current expenses, that “the 
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deposit money should be used for no purpose, whatever, but 
for the redemption of the receipts outstanding against it.” 
This dangerous abuse, which had continued for years, has 
been abolished. The fund on the first day of May, 1897, 
amounted to $21,913.37, which amount I found to be 
deposited in bank to the credit of the Water Department. 
In the past, interest on this fund had not been required of 
the banks holding it, but now is required, and about $400 
has been received from this source since you made that rule. 

A year ago we called attention also to the great increase 
in the expenditures of money by the department for travel- 
ling and miscellaneous matters during the past few years, and 
by way of comparison I submit the following figures taken 
from the books :

We said in our report to you of the 21st of May, 1896, in 
regard to the Income Division, that “we found the general 
system of work in this office satisfactory ; but the application of 
it not altogether so.” This criticism could not be made at the 
present time, for there have been many improvements in- 
troduced, which have been intelligently designed, and are 
being faithfully carried out. For instance, now all applica- 
tions for service pipes must be filed at the office of the gen- 
eral superintendent, and these applications must be made 
either by the owners of property or their authorized attorneys. 
Heretofore contractors, plumbers or any one could make apph- 
cations, which system resulted in epelier entries and con- 
sequent confusion. 

Now all entries of assessments, abatements and rebates 
are footed up on the ledgers, and carried forward continu- 
ously, and may be very easily compared with the figures of 
the City Collector, and the meter accounts are so arranged 
that the quarterly accounts committed to the Collector can be 
quickly examined. 

New books have been provided for the recording of nec- 
essary data in connection with the elevators and motors in 
service, and also new records of all fire pipes connected with 
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the water works, and a book has been opened which gives a 
summary of assessments, abatements, collections and out- 
standing balances. These are only some of the excellent 
improvements which have been made, resulting in placing 
this division upon a very satisfactory basis. 

There is a question inherited from former administrations 
which, I am convinced, demands speedy settlement. For 
years it has been customary, if not obligatory, for the Water 
Department to do considerable work for other city depart- 
ments, and also for corporations, in the way of laying water 
pipes and making changes in the locations of pipe lines, etc., 
the expense of the work performed belonging properly to the 
corporations and other city departments, whose operations 
necessitated these changes. Prior to 1894 the cost of such 
work was charged to the Water Department appropriation, 
and bills were rendered to the parties for whom the work 
had been done, and the amounts due having been paid to the 
City Collector, were credited to the Water Department, but 
were used for the benefit of the water sinking fund, and 
were, consequently, valueless thereafter, so far as application 
to the general work or maintenance of the department was 
concerned, for which purposes the moneys would have been 
used had they not been diverted on account of this work 
done outside the Water Department. Thus the cost of main- 
taining the department from year to year appeared to be 
greater than it really was because of these methods. In the 
year 1894 a large amount of this outside work having been 
done, particularly for the Park Department, some one whose 
stock of ingenuity was greater than his knowledge of book- 
keeping conceived the idea of having the bills for the work 
done offset by the payment of Water Department pay-rolls 
by the debtors from time to time to the amount of their 
obligations. While this scheme has had the desired effect 
of saving the appropriation from its former losses, it has 
been the cause of so impairing the accounts of the Water 
Department that they are absolutely misleading in certain 
ways. I believe these troubles can be remedied — and 
remedied they should be without question — by the passage 
by the City Council each year of an order allowing the 
moneys received by the city for outside work done by the 
Water Department to be appropriated and expended for the 
general uses of that department. I think this would reach 
the root of all the trouble, having not only the effect of 
keeping the appropriation intact, but also of making it possi- 
ble to keep the books so that they shall show the exact 
transactions of the department. The only other alternative 
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I can think of would be a refusal to do any work not purely 
departmental work. 

In reviewing the work of the year nothing has pleased me 
so much as the great reform in the important matter of the 
keeping of the stock account. In our report to you of May 
21, 1896, we said that we found at Albany street “an inade- 
quate and clumsy system of keeping the stock account.” 
The truth of this statement had been completely demon- 
strated when, at our,suggestion, you had an account of stock 
on hand taken shortly after you became Commissioner. The 
revelation made by this was almost startling, for while the 
books called for $62,529.54 worth of stock, there was found 
to be on hand $114,040.89 worth,—a difference of 
$51,511.85. We formulated a system for keeping this 
account, and that it has been faithfully executed is proved 
by the fact that when account of stock was taken at the 
close of the fiscal year, $120,485.81 worth of stock was 
found to be on hand, while the books called for $119,912.77 
worth, —a difference of only $5738.04. Further comment 
would be superfluous, I think, in the light of these figures. 

Certain improvements ascertained to be essential have 
been made in the system of meter accounting. The old 
ways were well enough, so far as they went, but specific 
information about meters could not be obtained without 
much trouble and delay. The system has been expanded so 
as to cover these deficiencies. ‘Take, for instance, the matter 
of repairs of meters. Meter repairs should be divided into 
three classes, — repairs in service, in the shops of the depart- 
ment, and in the factories of the makers. No correct nor 
satisfactory statement of the ultimate cost or the relative 
merits of meters could be obtained from the meter books, 
because of the absence of these vital details which could be 
obtained only by taking these divisions into consideration 
always. In the future, because of methods recently devised, 
it will be possible to give at short notice a complete record 
of every meter which may be owned by the department from 
the time of its purchase to the time of its condemnation. 
Furthermore, the correctness of all repair bills rendered by 
the meter companies will have to be vouched for by the 
foreman of the meter department, one of whose duties will 
be to know definitely the details of those repairs. 

I notice that there is no “holiday” account kept upon the 
books, and as I do not think that the money paid on. account 
of holidays should be charged to main pipe laying, or some- 
thing else of that sort, just the same as if there had been no 
holidays, I would advise the opening of an account with 
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holidays on the maintenance book, so that their cost can be 
shown the same as the cost of anything else. 

In the matter of work done for the department by outside 
teamsters I find improvements have been made which will 
serve as checks to dishonesty, should any be attempted. 

For instance, heretofore, no record was kept of the outside 
teams employed on work for the department, except whatever 
memoranda the superintendents in charge kept for their per- 
sonal use, they having had to vouch — and they alone — for 
the amount of bills rendered for outside teaming. Instead 
of this free-and-easy arrangement, it is necessary now for the 
driver of each team, in every instance, to secure a ticket 
from the foreman of the job where his team is employed, 
giving the particulars of the work performed. When the 
owners of the teams present their bills for payment, these 
tickets must be presented with the bills as vouchers, and in 
addition to this, as a further safeguard, the foreman must 
render a daily report to the department in which is given an 
account of what he has done, and among the different items 
of information which he furnishes is a- statement of the 
number of hired teams used, and this also must correspond 
with the bill rendered. So, should fraudulent practices be 
attempted, they would be much more certain of quick detec- 
tion. This is a fair sample of many improvements which 
have been made here and there, where there were weak spots, 
which it is not necessary for me to describe in detail. Un- 
necessary books have been eliminated and necessary books 
and papers have been added. Accounts have been condensed 
where practicable, but where greater detail seemed essential 
they have been amplified without hesitation, for there was 
too much trusting altogether to the hazard of people’s 
memories heretofore.

DEAR Srr, —In accordance with your desire, I have care- 


fully reviewed the clerical work of the Water Department 
for the year 1897-98, and have also studied the operation of 
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the methods introduced by you to promote the efficiency of 
the book-keeping and general accounting of the department, 
and have the honor to report as follows: 

I found on hand April 1, the amount of money —- 
$21,135.72 — required by the books for the redemption of the 
receipts given to people on account of deposits made by them 
for main and service pipe laying. This fund is not now, and 
has not been, used duriig your tenure of office for any pur- 
pose but the legitimate one for which it was created. 

I said to you in my last report, under date of May 15, 
1897, that “I notice that there is no ‘holiday’ account kept 
upon the books, and as I do not think that the money paid 
on account of holidays should be charged to main pipe lay- 
ing, or something else of that sort, just the same as if there 
had been no holidays, I would advise the opening of an ac- 
count with holidays on the maintenance book, so that their 
cost can be shown the same as the cost of anything else.” 
This has been done as suggested. 

I also said in the same report: “There is a question in- 
herited from former administrations which, I am convinced, 
demands speedy settlement. For years it has been custom- 
ary, if not obligatory, for the Water Department to do con- 
siderable work for other city departments, and also for 
corporations, in the way of laying water pipes and making 
changes in the locations of pipe lines, etc., the expense of the 
work performed belonging properly to the corporations and 
other city departments, whose operations necessitated these 
changes. Prior to 1894 the cost of such work was 
charged to the Water Department appropriation, and bills 
were rendered to the parties for whom the work had been 
done, and the amounts due having been paid to the City Col- 
lector, were credited to the Water Department, but were 
used for the benefit of the water sinking fund, and were, 
consequently, valueless thereafter so far as application to the 
general work of maintenance of the department was con- 
cerned, for which purposes the moneys would have been 
used had they not been diverted on account of this work 
done outside the Water Department. Thus the cost of 
maintaining the department from year to year appeared to be 
greater than it really was, because of these methods. In the 
year 1894, a large amount of this outside work having been 
done, particularly for the Park Department, some one whose 
stock of ingenuity was greater than his knowledge of book- 
keeping, conceived the idea of having the bills for the work 
done offset by the payment of Water Department pay-rolls by 
the debtors from time to time to the amount of their obliga- 
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tions. While this scheme has had the desired effect of saving 
the appropriation from its former losses, it has been the cause 
of so impairing the accounts of the Water Department that 
they are absolutely misleading in certain ways.” These 
crude and unsatisfactory practices have been abolished, and 
the matter is now treated in a straightforward and business- 
like way. 

The general clerical work of the Commissioner’s office I 
found to have been conducted as heretofore in a creditable 
mamier. 

At the office of the Distribution Division, formerly the 
Eastern Division, on Albany street, the accounting affairs 
have been further systematized, so that now there is order 
and method and discipline where I found two years and a 
half ago certain conditions bordering on the chaotic. 

The gain noted last year in the keeping of the complicated 
stock account has been held; and, indeed I saw no sign of 
any backward step in any direction. 

As to the Income Division of the Water Department, I 
wish to say that the changes and new methods initiated last 
year have all proved to be practicable and in the line of 
progress. The gain, though, in the keeping of the meter 
accounts has been really noteworthy. 

On August 28, 1897, the Meter Service was consolidated 
with the Income Division, thus bringing under the charge of 
this division all work of setting, repairing, taking out, chang- 
ing and testing of meters. In order to bring the Meter 
Service branch of the department to a proper degree of effi- 
ciency it was necessary to make a number of changes in the 
methods of handling the business, a few of which I mention 
below. 

A competent man was placed in full charge of field work, 
such as applying, changing, repairing in service and taking 
out of meters, and the same sort of man was placed in full 
charge of all shop work, provided with the necessary authority 
and assistance to procure good repair work and accurate 
tests. 

A system of thorough examination of all meters coming 
into shop, both from factory and from service, was established, 
also a system of thorough examination, repairing and clean- 
ing of meter registers in shop, thus reclaiming a large num- 
ber of registers that had been thrown aside. 

A system of repairing meter register boxes, glasses and 
seals and of keeping the same in proper repair was organized, 
thus insuring meters against improper interference either by 
persons connected or not connected with the service, and also 
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a system of checking the readings of meter registers going to 
or coming from service, thus assuring accuracy in water 
takers’ bills. 

The capacity of the shop for repairing, testing and adjust- 
ing meters was enlarged, and meters are now repaired in shop 
at less cost than was involved by the old method of sending 
them to the factory, and many meters have been reclaimed 
that had been condemned. 

These are illustrations of the improvements made during 
the past year in the working of the Meter Service, and 
will convey some idea of the great gain made during that 
period. 

As to the card system of meter accounting, instituted some 
months ago, I have nothing to say, after a careful inspection 
of it, but words of commendation. It has already proven 
itself to be a great advance upon the former method of book 
accounting. 

As an effect of the improved: systems, it soon became 
evident that the hydraulic elevators and motors in use in 
this city had been running for some years practically unsu- 
pervised, with defaced clocks, leaky joints, valves and cylin- 
der heads neglected, and, futhermore, that nothing was being 
done towards verifying the accuracy of the clocks. Accord- 
ingly, during the past year, a complete inspection of all 
elevators in use in the city was made, andit was found that 
the elevator cylinders were of varying dimensions and numer- 
ous in character and make; that many of the attached clocks 
were of obsolete patterns, and were located often in inaccessi- 
ble places, and that the clocks were constantly breaking 
down,by reason of long service and crude repairs, thus caus- 
ing them to become inoperative. Of these facts no records 
were formerly kept, and so far as known the owners were 
never requested to make repairs. 

In order that the department might possess positive 
knowledge of the actual condition of affairs, all data obtained 
through the above-mentioned inspection was recorded in a 
book provided for that purpose. The displacement of each 
elevator cylinder was carefully computed and the registration 
of the clock compared therewith, and out of some 465 eleva- 
tor cylinders in the city only four were found to be correct, 
all others showing either gains or losses to the clepartment. 
In cases where the registration of a clock was found to be 
incorrect the owners were requested to have the same adjusted, 
and all defective clocks have been replaced by new ones, also 
leaks and defects in mechanism have been remedied, thus 
preventing waste of water. At present, for the first time in 
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the history of the Boston Water Department, there is in the 
possession of the city a complete record of each elevator and 
the displacement of its cylinder, and all elevator clocks have 
been adjusted to practical accuracy. 

Then, as to fire-pipes, it was found that the records 
relating to the fire-pipe service of the city were about worth- 
less as records. If any inspection of the numerous systems 
and their valves and outlets was made, no record was kept of 
it. There has been established a system of inspection of fire- 
pipes by which some 5,000 valves and hydrants are regularly 
inspected and kept sealed and tagged, and something 
resembling a recognition of the rules of the Water Depart- 
ment by property-holders is now observable. A system of 
permits for breaking seals on fire-pipes, requiring that no 
seal be broken without first obtaining a permit, has been 
adopted, and the department is thus enabled to follow all 
cases of unsealed valves until they are again resealed. 

That so much has been accomplished in so short a space 
of time is abundant testimony to the willingness and faith- 
fulness of the emyloyees of the Water Department, when 
properly and intelligently directed. And in this connection I 
trust that you will permit me to say, what I very much desire 
to say, that in the two years and a half that I have been 
going in and out of your department, consulting with you as 
to its needs and making suggestions as to the improvement 
-of its accounting transactions, I can think of no reform 
suggested that you have not had executed in its letter and 
spirit. That the books and accounts of the Water Depart- 
ment are to-day in a condition so admirable is owing solely to 
your resolution to have them placed upon a_ businesslike 
basis, regardless of all difficulties in the way.

DEAR Srtr,—In accordance with your desire, I made 
during the past weeks a survey of the accounting affairs 
of the Water Department for the fiscal year 1898-99, and 
herewith submit to you my report of the same. 

I found on hand the amount of money — $18,114.74 — 
required by the books for the redemption of the receipts 
given to people on account of deposits made by them for 
main and service-pipe laying. 

This fund is not now, and has not been, used during your 
_ tenure of office for any purpose but the legitimate one for 

which it was created. : 

The general clerical work of the Commissioner’s office I 
found to have been conducted as heretofore in a creditable 
manner. 

At the office of the Distribution Division on Albany street 
the accounting affairs have been still further systematized, 
and the business of the division is being conducted in a very 
orderly and methodical manner, all of the improvements 
which I noted in my report to you last year having been 
held and many others having been consummated, some of 
which, as follows, are worthy of specification. 

The system of accounting for the expenditure of the yearly 
appropriations in vogue heretofore, consisted in charging the 
money expended in labor and stock to one or more of the 
many subdivisions into which the work of the department is 
classified. These subdivisions were not specific enough to 
give one a comprehensive idea of the cost of certain kinds of 
work; for instance, the main pipe work was formerly sepa- 
rated into three subdivisions, viz., Extension, Relaying and 
Repairs. Originally the term « relaying” was intended to 
cover the work of renewing mains worn out in service, but 
for want of a broader term it became the custom to charge 
under this heading, not only the work of renewing the old 
mains worn out in service, but also the replacing of mains 
insufficient to supply the demand made upon them by those 
of a larger diameter, relocating mains in the way of some 
public improvement, and raising or lowering mains to conform 
with new grades. Now these different kinds of work are 
provided for under the heading « Changes, Renewals and 


WATER DEPARTMENT. 45 


Improvements,” which give opportunity for proper and cor- 
rect analysis. 

Furthermore, the term “extension”? now represents upon 
the books of the department what it was meant to represent, 
namely, the linear extension of the system, and not in any 
way the diametrical extension. 

All kinds of hydrant work were formerly designated by the 
title “ Hydrant Repairs ;”’ now this work is classified under 
the headings “« New Hydrants,” “ Changes in Style and Loca- 
tion” and “ Repairs.’”” When water was delivered through 
hydrants to contractors the labor was charged wrongly, for 
want of a proper subdivision, to « Hydrant Repairs.” The 
labor should have been charged to the “ Collection of Water 
Revenue,” and that is what is being done now. 

Service-pipe work was formerly divided into two classes, 
viz., “New Services” and “Service-Pipe Repairs,” and a 
most important element of service-pipe work, namely, the 
changing of size and location, was not accounted for sepa- 
rately, but was included in one or the other of these two sub- 
divisions. A subdivision covering this sort of work is now 
provided. 

Work done on water-posts was formerly charged under 
“ New Services” or “Service-Pipe Repairs.” It is now ac- 
counted for in a class by itself, and the considerable amount 
of work done on this order of fixture is properly exhibited. 

The accounts necessary because of fountains were imper- 
fect, for the indefinite term “ Fountain Repairs” had to cover 
everything. Now the divisions comprise “ New Fountains,” 
“Changes in Style and Location,” “Furnishing Ice for 
- Fountains” and “ Fountain Repairs.” 

As to the expenditures of the department on account of 
holidays, sickness, etc., much has been accomplished in the 
right direction. 

Each foreman is now supplied with a time-book containing 
all the subdivisions, so arranged as to allow of his charging 
the smallest fraction of a day to any particular kind of work. 
Formerly, outside of the Yard, nothing but a plain time-book 
was used, showing only whether a man worked or not, and 
giving no idea as to the kind of work on which he was em- 
ployed. 

Overtime was formerly given to men on their simple state- 
ment that they had worked so many hours overtime, said 
statement, of course, approved by some one in authority, who 
must have depended upon his memory largely as to the cor- 
rectness of the same. Now, before payment, the charges are 
checked with a report of the work done, and must correspond 
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with the labor on the report. This method not only checks 
the overtime, but also insures a correct report, that is as far 
as the labor is concerned. It was not uncommon heretofore 
to have the overtime paid omitted from the report of the work, 
and if the work was chargeable the charge, based upon the 
report, was, as a matter of course, insufficient, and the de- 
partment was underpaid for its work. 

As to the stock accounts, which in the past were the pro- 
lific cause of untold annoyance and anxiety, the gain noted 
last year has been more than held. 

Heretofore the teamsters were not obliged to show a re- 
ceipt for the stock which they took from the Yard. Now 
they are given a blank receipt, which must be returned signed 
by the foreman in charge of the work for which the stock is 
intended, which certifies to the receipt of the stock. The 
time that the teamster leaves the Yard is noted by the Yard- 
master on the blank. The time that he arrives with the 
stock where the work is being done, and the time he leaves 
there to return to the Yard, is noted by the foreman of the 
job, and the time he finally arrives in the Yard is noted by 
the Yardmaster, thus giving a correct record of his move- 
ments and showing the total amount of time consumed in de- 
livering the goods, thus making it easy to discover any at- 
tempt on the part of the teamster to kill time. 

Those in charge of the outlying yards have been given re- 
ceiving and delivery books in which they are to record the 
receipt and delivery of everything going in or out of their 
yards. This makes it possible to check the statement of 
“stock used” on their reports of work done. <A_ special 
stock account with each of the outlying yards and the “ ser- 
vice-pipe gang” is being kept, and at the end of the year it 
will be possible to tell just how much stock on hand each 
should have. 

Heretofore the work of the carpenter and machine shops 
was reported in a rather general way, which gave no idea of 
the cost of any particular job. Now the almost innumerable 
jobs, varying in magnitude from the construction of a build- 
ing complete to the sharpening of a knife or the driving of a 
nail, is reported in detail, showing the exact cost of each. 
This, of course, entails considerable work and greatly in- 
creases the amount of record matter. 

Up to the present year the records of the different kinds of 
work performed by the department were crowded into about 
five books, and to one unacquainted with these books it was 
a difficult matter to find the details of work done. During 
the past year the records have been classified and books made 
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that are adapted in every particular to each class of work. 
This elaborate system was formulated as a result of a thorough 
investigation and progressive treatment of the requirements 
of the department. 

I think it nothing but just to say here that for the good 
work accomplished in the Distribution Division, as stated, 
the Chief Clerk and his assistants are deserving of great 
credit, for without their earnest and intelligent diligence and 
faithfulness but a very small part of the things done in such 
a Short time could have been done. 

As to the Income Division, including the Meter Service 
Division of the Water Department, I found that the improve- 
ments in methods and systems noted in my report to you of 
10th of last September had all been adhered to and are prov- 
ing satisfactory.

Realizing that the condition of the meters in service is a 
matter of vital importance, both to the department and to the 
water-taker, a great amount of careful work has been done 
by the Meter Service during the past year. The amount of 
work performed upon meters is much increased over former 
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years, which fact is not shown by a greater number of opera- 
tions, but rather by the quantity and quality of the work 
performed upon each meter undergoing repairs at the De- 
partment shop being greatly increased andimproved. Meters, 
when prepared for service are much more accurate than 
formerly, and their condition is such that they will not need 
repairs nor adjustment for years, barring unpreventable acci- 
dents. 

The effect of the present methods of examinations, tests 
and repairs is already apparent, and will increase as the pres- 
ent system embraces all the meters in service, and the 
efficiency and accuracy of meters in service will then be 
advanced to a degree which has heretofore been deemed 
unattainable. 

The work of the Meter service is set forth in the follow- 
ing tables:

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DEACON SERVICE. 


The Deacon Meter Service was transferred from the Dis- 
tribution Division to the Income Division on December 9, 
1898; the following report, however, covers the work of the 
entire year, ending January 31, 1899. 

The Deacon meters were placed in operation for the year 
on March 30, 1898, and their work ceased November 28, 
1898. During this period 63 meters were operated, from 
which 717 diagrams were obtained, being 349 readings of 24 
hours each and 368 night tests, giving the results of readings 
and tests of 152 sections. These diagrams were delivered to 
the City Engineer for compilation. 

The Deacon meters in Charlestown could not be operated, 
on account of the high service having so many dead ends that 
it was impossible to work a section without interfering with 
the water supply of surrounding streets. 

A second operation of the meters in South Boston could 
not be made, owing to the delay in the changing of pipes and 
connections from the Cochituate to the Metropolitan supply. 

The construction of Columbia road prevented the use of 
the Columbia street and Boston street meters early in the 
year, hence second readings in Dorchester meters could not 
be obtained. 

The work of the inspection corps in detecting waste was 
confined to sections of the city where the meters had 
indicated excessive waste of water, excepting during the 
months of December, 1898, and January, 1899, when the men 
were working in sections of the city where the meters could 
not be operated.

REPORT OF THE DISTRIBUTION DIVISION.

Hon. Joun R. Murpny, 
Water Commissioner : 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Distribution 
Division for the year ending J anuary 31, 1899. 


MAIN PYIpr. 


There were laid during the year 33.6 miles of main pipe. 
This amount includes 3,220 feet of private mains laid for 
various parties, 8,273 feet of hydrant, blow-off, and reser- 
voir pipe, 44 feet of Deacon meter pipe, and 1,806 feet of 
main pipe lowered, raised, and moved laterally, which do 
not affect the length of the distribution system. 

Nine and one-tenth miles of pipe were abandoned, making 
the total length of our distribution system 689.2 miles. 

Of the 33.6 miles laid, 8 miles were relaid. 

The 30-inch high service main for the Dorchester Dis- 
trict was continued from the point in Geneva avenue, near 
Blue Hill avenue, where we stopped last year, through 
Geneva avenue, Bowdoin and Washington streets, to a point 
in Washington street, near Bowdoin street, and there capped. 
During the coming year it will be extended further in a 
southerly direction, thus giving a much better service 
throughout the Dorchester District. The small portion of 
this line at the junction of Columbus avenue and Centre 
street, referred to in last year’s report as not being laid, was 
laid during the early part of the past year, and gave the 
Elm Hill District a direct supply that allowed the abandon- 
ment of the Wayne-street Pumping Station. 

In Columbia road, from Blue Hill avenue to Edward 
Everett square, 24-inch, 20-inch, 16-inch, 12-inch and 6-inch 
lines have been laid, which will give, when connected, to this 
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boulevard and the territory adjacent to and connected by, a 
most sufficient supply. 

The West Roxbury high service was extended by a 24- 
inch line from the Forest Hills Station, through South street, 
to the Arnold Arboretum, and there connected to a piece 
previously laid. The line was then carried through Walter 
and South streets to Roberts street and there temporarily 
ended. Connections were made at the junction of Walter 
and Weld streets and at the junction of South and Roberts 
streets, thereby permitting the substitution of the Fisher 
Hill high service for the tank service on Skinner Hill. At 
the present writing we are engaged in extending this 24-inch 
line to give to the district an ample supply. 

A 16-inch main was taken off the above mentioned 24- 
inch main and laid in Roberts street as far as Corinth street 
and there temporarily capped. This is to supplement the 
supply of the eastern portion of West Roxbury. 

A 16-inch line was laid from Ashmont street at Train 
street, through Ashmont street to Neponset avenue, and 
there reduced to 12 inches and continued through Neponset 
avenue, across the bridge, through Hancock street, Quincy, 
to Atlantic street, through Atlantic and Squantum streets 
to Beach road, through Beach road to Moon Island road, 
and through Moon Island road to the sea-wall on Moon 
Island, opposite Long Island, where at some later date it will 
be continued under water to Long Island. This line will 
give to the various islands in the harbor a much needed 
supply for fire protection and domestic use. 

A 12-inch main was laid in Mt. Vernon street, West Rox- 
bury, f:om Temple to Baker streets, giving an additional feed 
to that extreme portion of West Roxbury and reinforcing 
the service in that section that was previously wholly de- 
pendent upon Centre street for its supply. 

A 20-inch line has been laid in Third street, between Dor- 
chester street and Q street. This is a great step towards 
the completion of a connecting loop in the low service sup- 
plies of South Boston and Dorchester. | 

The 8-inch low service main in Summer-street extension 
was relaid with 12-inch and extended from its former end at 
Gilbert place to Dorchester avenue, and in that street for a 
distance of about 1,500 feet towards the bridge. The 8-inch 
high service main in Summer-street extension was relaid 
with 12-inch and extended from its former end at Gilbert 
place with 10-inch pipe to Dorchester avenue, and in that 
street for a distance of about 1,400 feet towards the bridge. 
A 12-inch private line was laid across the yard of the new 
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terminal and connects the above mentioned 12-inch low 
service in Dorchester avenue with the 16-inch low service in 
Atlantic avenue. 

About 680 feet of 12-inch salt water main was laid in 
Central Wharf, from Atlantic avenue to the water front. 

Prominent in the relaying work performed during the 
year was that in Shawmut avenue, where the 6-inch main 
was relaid with 12-inch from Newton street to Massachusetts 
avenue, and with 16-inch from Massachusetts avenue to 
Vernon street ; in Guild street, Roxbury, where the 4-inch 
main was replaced by a 12-inch; and in Heath street, 
Parker street, Bromley Park, Wensley street and Bickford 
avenue, where the old mains have been relaid with larger 
ones. All this work considerably increases the efficiency of 
the fire service in the vicinity of these streets. 

A great deal of complicated work was carried on in the 
West Roxbury District, where, on account of the abolition of 
grade crossings along the line of the N ENS ewe Rane 
our system had to be adjusted to the new conditions. 

In Sterling, Weston, and Newbern streets, Roxbury, 
about 900 feet of. old Jamaica pond aqueduct pipe was 
abandoned and replaced with larger sized modern pipe. We 
hope in the near future to remove the remainder of this 
objectionable system. 

Where desirable and practicable, dead ends were abolished 
by connecting, thus giving better circulation and preventing 
pollution of the water at those points. 

Unusual precautions have been taken against freezing in 
mains laid in exposed places, principally on bridges. 

In Francis street, Brookline avenue, and Washington 
street, near Arnold street, we found blow-offs that were not 
connected with the sewer, but opened into private property, 
thus exposing the same to damage. This dangerous and 
useless arrangement constructed in former years has been 
remedied in these instances, and we are now investigating 
similar defects at other points. 

During the year 2,503 feet of abandoned 12-inch pipe 
were taken from the ground and being in good condition 
have been utilized again in place of new pipe. This 
resulted in a saving to the department. 


GATES OR Stop—Cocks. 


Six hundred and sixteen gates were established and 173 
abandoned; of the former 16 were “ blow-off” and 23 were 
private gates, and of the latter 4 were “blow-off” gates. 
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This makes the total number of gates in use, exclusive of 
“blow-off ” and private gates, 8,339. The gates have been 
thoroughly looked after, as will be seen by reference to our 
statement of miscellaneous work performed, wherein it is 
stated that 16,250 gate inspections have been made, 8,791 
locations of gates marked and remarked, 219 gates oiled and 
cleaned in service, 7,220 salt deposits made on gate covers to 
prevent freezing, 824 boxes repaired in service, and 291 
boxes renewed in service. During the coming year the 
covers to all gates will be so marked as to show at a glance 
whether or not the gate is a division gate, or if it controls a 
main, service, fire, motor, or elevator pipe. Insome sections 
of the city there is a complex. arrangement of pipes and 
gates, and in order to facilitate a correct operation of the same 
they are to be numbered on the box covers correspondingly to 
numbers of the same gates represented on plans in our office. 
Thus by consulting the plans one can get the numbers of the 
gates to be operated in order to achieve certain desired results 
and when upon the ground he can by simply referring to the 
numbers on the covers locate these gates and carry out his 
purpose with no delay and considerable certainty. We have 
already numbered in this way the gates at Roxbury 
Crossing. 


AIR—COCKS. 


During the year 17 air-cocks were established and two 
abandoned in various parts of the city. 


BLOW-OFF COCKS. 


Ten of various sizes were established and one abandoned. 


DEACON METERS. 


One was established at Long Island; one was abandoned 
at Castle street, corner of Tremont street, and one was 
abandoned at Columbia road, corner of Sayward street. 


HYDRANTS. 


Five hundred and thirty-three hydrants were established 
and 388 abandoned. Of the number established, 12 were 
salt-water hydrants and have no connection with our system. 
The total number of hydrants connected with our system up 
to date is 7,368. During the year we abandoned 150 Boston 
hydrants, and in almost every case replaced them with 
either Lowry’s or Post’s. This is a distinct gain to the fire 
service of the city, as the Boston hydrant is of insufficient 
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capacity, and very rarely used by the Fire Department. The 
usual attention was given the hydrants during the year. <A 
glance at our schedule of miscellaneous work performed will 
show that 150,000 hydrant inspections were made during 
cold weather and 7,014 repairs of a miscellaneous character 
made on the hydrants. Three thousand one hundred and 
thirty-three bags of salt were purchased by this department 
and delivered to the Fire Department, to be used on hydrant 
covers during the cold weather. 


WATER Posts. 


During the year sixty water posts were established and 
thirteen abandoned, making a total now in use of 455. 
This surpasses all previous records of the number established 
and abandoned in one year. The customary attention was 
given to their proper maintenance. 


FOUNTAINS. 


Nineteen drinking fountains were established and eight 
abandoned. The total number in use is 96. A table giving 
the number, style, and location of each is attached. Of the 
number established 10 were cold water fountains. We also ~ 
fitted two ordinary fountains with cold water attachments. 

In connection with the cold water fountains we cut and 
stored, for use during the coming summer, about 1,700 tons 
of ice in Brookline and East Boston Reservoirs. 


SERVICE PIPES. 


Two thousand three hundred and sixty-six service pipes 
(52,866 feet) have been laid during the year, and 263 
(7,006 feet) abandoned, showing a net increase of 2,103 
service pipes (45,859 feet) for the year, and making the 
total number of pipes now in use 84,129, with a length of 
2,343,425 feet. 

Under the law governing the laying out of new streets, 
we were obliged to lay to vacant lots 589 service pipes, from 
which no revenue is at present derived. 

It has frequently happened that in laying mains in private 
ways or in streets that were formerly private ways, we have 
met with service pipes laid irregularly, 7.e., from a point not 
directly opposite the premises they supply, and when it was 
practicable to doso we relaid them in a regular manner free 
of charge. We shall continue to do this in all similar cases.

MAINTENANCE. 


We have made 3,432 repairs on pipes of all sizes during 
the year, for causes of which see table appended. We have 
had more stoppages by fish this year than for several years 
previous. They have been especially prevalent in the 
Charlestown and East Boston -Districts. Steps should be 
taken to eliminate these animals from our supply, as they are 
a source of inconvenience to consumers and are certainly not 
agreeable things to associate with our drinking water. 

The statement of miscellaneous work performed represents 
a vast amount of work of a miscellaneous character necessary 
to the maintenance of our system. 

Attention has been given this year, as usual, to the opera- 
tions in the public streets of corporations, ete., to protect 
our interests if necessary. Alterations of advantage to us 
were made by said corporations, contractors, ete., in their 
original plans, which would not have been made but for 
vigilance upon our part. 
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HARBOR SERVICE. 


The mains in the harbor and on various islands located 
therein have been looked after with that care that is most 
necessary with this branch of our service. We have re- 
peatedly replaced bulkheads and earth material washed away 
from our pipes by the heavy seas. <A sea-wall is now being 
built at Moon Island and when completed it is expected to 
serve as a protection against heavy weather, and to render 
the continual replacing of the covering of our pipes laid in 
the shore of the island, unnecessary. On Long Island a four- 
inch private main 731 feet long was laid for the Pauper In- 
stitutions from the reservoir to the piggery and ice pond. 
Services were also laid to the various institutions and to the 
fortification on the island. 


RESERVOIRS AND STAND-—PIPES. 


Hast Boston.— This reservoir is in good condition. A 
most substantial building for the storage of ice was erected 
here the past winter by the department. It has a capacity 
of about 875 tons. 

Parker Hill. — This property is in first-class condition. 

Fisher Hill. — The buildings here have been thoroughly 
overhauled and repaired, and the grounds graded, fertilized 
and put in good condition. A road about 800 feet long has 
been built by this department through the grounds, thus 
giving vehicles an opportunity to approach the reservoir 
and the buildings located about it, without driving over the 
lawn as was heretofore the case. 

Brookline Reservoir. — A new wooden fence 1,468 feet 
long was built on the Walnut street side of the reservoir. 
The fence on the Boylston street side was repaired for a dis- 
tance of 1,071 feet. The stone wall on this side was repaired 
for a distance of about 600 feet and on Warren street a wall 
69 feet long and 8 feet 9 inches high was erected. Upon the 
grounds a stable, an ice-house, and several small buildings for 
storage purposes were erected. ‘Two wooden bridges were 
built across the brook. The gate-house was painted inside. 
The ground was fertilized and two crops of hay raised and 
harvested. A considerable quantity of property which the 
Metropolitan Water Board refused to take with other things 
transferred to their keeping upon January 1, 1898, had to 
be removed from Chestnut Hill Reservoir to Brookline and 
Fisher Hill Reservoirs for storage until we can dispose of it 
to advantage. 
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Mt. Bellevue Stand-pipe. — This building is in good con- 
dition. During the year 5,180 people visited it for observa- 
tion purposes, it being located on the highest land in the city 
of Boston. 


FIRE RESERVOIRS. 


During the year the reservoir at the corner of Pearl and 
Franklin streets was abandoned on account of the operations 
of this department. The reservoirs connected with our 
system were maintained in the usual manner. 


PUMPING STATIONS. 


West Roxbury. — During the year this station was kept in 
good order, repairs of minor importance being made from 
time to time. The steam supply pipe to the pumps was en- 
larged, thereby increasing the efficiency of the same. This 
station was to-day transferred by lease to the Metropolitan 
Water Board, who take it as part of their supply system. 

Wayne street.— This station was rendered unnecessary 
by the completion of the 86-inch high service line through 
the Elm Hill District and was accordingly abandoned. 

Kast Boston. —'This station was rendered unnecessary by 
the increased supply given East Boston during the year. It 
has been put out of use, but is still held by the department 
until a permanently satisfactory supply is assured. 


YARDS. 


Albany street.— As this yard was in good condition at the 
beginning of the year nothing of importance has been done 
since. There still exists the necessity for more room. The 
steam heating system formerly confined to the offices is now 
being extended throughout the shops. The various outbuild- 
ings situated in the yard have been painted and one was re- 
modelled into a wheelwright shop and a wheelwright’s furnace 
constructed adjacent thereto. A hospital stall was built in 
the stable and a larger hot water boiler substituted for the 
old one. 

Charlestown, West Roxbury, Brighton, Dorchester and East 
Boston. — With the exception of certain sanitary improve- 
ments made in the Charlestown yard nothing of importance 
was done in these yards, as they were in good condition at 
the beginning of the year. 
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ELECTROLYSIS. 


Electrical tests upon the water pipe system throughout the 
city have been continued this year. Tests have been made 
upon hydrants and upon service pipes. During the fine 
weather the hydrants have been tested to determine the elec- 
trical potential difference between them and the surrounding 
earth, and also to ascertain the direction of the tendency of 
electrical flow. Plans are being prepared showing the results 
of the tests made at each hydrant. These plans will show 
the changes in the electrical conditions from time to time, will 
enable us to determine the points of danger, and will assist 
in the study of the elimination of the trouble. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN KEEPING RECORDS AND ACCOUNTS. 


As an indication of the thorough manner in which the 
records and accounts of the department are now kept, as com- 
pared with previous years, I need only state that in 1898 
61,834 reports of various kinds were made, as against 18,105 
in 1895. 

Appended you will find tables showing details of the work 
performed.

REPORT OF THE ENGINEER. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT, 
50 Ciry HAuwtL, February 1, 1899. 
Hon. Jonn R. Murpny, 
Water Commissioner : 
Sir,— I hereby submit the following report of the work 
done and records kept during the past year: ° 
On January 1, 1898, the Metropolitan Water Board, under 
the provisions of chapter 488 of the Acts of 1895, made 
takings of the entire Boston Water Works system westward 
of Chestnut Hill Reservoir; of Chestnut Hill Reservoir and 
that part of the adjoining lands included within the road en- 
circling the reservoir; of Chestnut Hill Pumping Station 
and a portion of the land easterly of the Pumping Station ; 
of the Mystic system west of and including Mystic Reservoir 
on College Hill, Medford, and a portion of the mains of the 
Mystic System. On the same date water from the Metropol- 
itan System was supplied to the City of Boston, and Mystic 
Lake as a source of water supply was abandoned. On April 
21, 1898, the Metropolitan High Service was supplied to East 
Boston, and the local pumping station was abandoned. On 
Febuary 1, 1899, the Metropolitan Water Board began the 
operation of the pumping station, supplying the double high 
service in West Roxbury. 


DISTRIBUTION. 


During the past year 33.6 miles of water pipes were laid 
and 9.1 miles were abandoned, making a total of 689.2 miles; 
this total length includes mains belonging to the city of 
Boston only, and does not include the systems of Chelsea, 
Somerville and Everett, and that portion of the Boston 
system acquired by the Metropolitan Water Board, all 
of which were formerly included in the reports of the 
City Engineer under the heads of Cochituate and Mystic 
Divisions. 
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The changed conditions occasioned by the Metropolitan 
supply caused some anxiety in regard to the safety during 
the winter season of the large mains supplying Charlestown 
and of those over Warren bridge; where formerly a well 
defined current had existed it was thought that the present 
slow movement of water in the pipes might be insufficient to 
prevent freezing, and some of the lines were shut off and 
emptied during the cold weather. Daily determinations 
were made of the temperature of the water in all mains 
where danger was supposed to exist and thermophone read- 
ings were taken in the bottoms of siphons on lines that had 
been emptied. These readings were plotted daily and 
afforded opportunity for careful study of the existing condi- 
tions. When the readings became dangerously low, means 
were taken to increase the circulation in the pipe in danger. 

The year has been an active one, as the record of pipe 
laid shows; for all work done plans have been made and 
lines and grades have been furnished where necessary. 

The Dorchester high service line was completed to Wash- 
ington street, via Geneva avenue and Bowdoin street, at 
Columbia road, the size being reduced to 30 inches; connec- 
tions were made with 24-inch and 16-inch lines in Columbia 
road, with a 12-inch line in Bowdoin street and with a 
12-inch line in Washington street. The 36-inch pipe in 
Geneva avenue from Grove Hall to Columbia road was laid 
under contract by H. P. Nawn. 

The 24-inch high service in West Roxbury was extended 
from Forest Hills through South street to the Arnold Arbore- 
tum, and thence through Weld street to South street, con- 
necting with the 8-inch line in Weld street and the 16-inch 
in Roberts street; sufficient increase of pressure resulted 
from this extension to allow the Skinner Hill district to be 
taken off the supplementary high service. 

A large amount of work was done in Columbia road ; new 
service mains were laid on each side of the road for practically 
the entire distance from Blue Hill avenue to Edward Everett 
square; a 24-inch high service main was laid (with the 
exception of a gap at the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad) from Geneva avenue easterly; at Quincy street it 
reduces to 20-inch and so continues to Upham’s Corner. 
A large portion of the 20-inch and 16-inch mains were relaid 
from Upham’s Corner to Edward Everett square. 

In Roberts street a 16-inch main was laid, designed for 
future extension easterly to Dorchester. | 

In South Boston the 20-inch low service main was carried 
to City Point by way of Dorchester and Third streets, giving 
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an abundant supply of water for fire purposes in a district 
where the protection had been inadequate. Connections were 
made with the pipes in Dorchester, L., P. and Q. streets. 

The water supply at Thompson’s, Long, Rainsford’s and 
Galloup’s Islands and at Fort Warren has been unsatisfactory 
for several years; this fact, added to the possibility of the 
batteries on Long Island and Fort Warren being called upon 
for service against a Spanish fleet, called for prompt action, 
and a 16-inch pipe was laid in Ashmont street and Nepon- 
set avenue to the Neponset River, replacing a 12-inch pipe, 
and a 12-inch was laid from the river to Moon Island in 
addition to the 6-inch in service. A connection was also 
made with the Quincy system on Hancock street for use 
in an emergency. 

The most important piece of relaying was on Harrison 
avenue, where the old 6-inch pipe was replaced with a 12-inch 
from West Newton street to Massachusetts avenue and with 
a 16-inch from Massachusetts avenue to Vernon street. 

In all 8.0 miles of old and small pipe have been relaid. 

It is the practice of the Street Department to notify the 
different departments of the city of its intention to build or 
rebuild streets; in all cases the pipes, hydrants, ete., upon 
such streets were adjusted. This practice caused a large 
amount of work, particularly in the city proper. 

During the year an effort has been made to abolish “ dead 
ends’ with aresulting improvement both in the domestic and 
fire service. One hundred and fifty Boston hydrants have 
been taken out. In this connection I would urgently recom- 
mend the adoption of an independent valve post hydrant 
with two large steamer outlets running parallel with the line 
of the street. Such a hydrant would prove much better 
adapted to the needs of the Fire Department than the type 
of post hydrant in service. 


THE CORROSION OF PIPES BY ELECTROLYSIS. 


There has been no marked change in electrical conditions 
in the water pipes during the past year. Serious damage from 
electrolysis is undoubtedly a possibility and safety can be 
hoped for only through systematic and continued investiga- 
tion. ‘The protective measures employed in the past have 
in a measure proved effectual; yet it is very possible that 
more radical steps must be taken in the near future to guard 
against disaster. The subject has been carefully studied 
during the year by Messrs. Stone & Webster, by whom many 
observations were made throughout the city. The following 
is their report:

DEAR Sir, — At your request we have made during 1898, 
as In previous years, electrical surveys in all parts of the city 
of Boston covered by the electric car tracks, in order to deter- 
mine the progress of electrolytic corrosion of water pipes. 

Heretofore we have relied upon readings taken between 
the water pipes (at fire hydrants) and the ground as the 
most accurate index to the locality of trouble. In 1897 we 
also took readings between hydrants and rails, but used only 
the hydrant-to-ground readings in comparing the conditions 
of 1897 with those of 1896. In 1898, however, we confined 
ourselves almost entirely to readings between hydrants and 
rails, as we believe them more reHable for studying the situ- 
ation as a whole. For particular localities, as in the neigh- 
borhood of Freeport street power station, we took ground 
readings also. 

In other cities we have obtained hydrant-to-rail measure- 
ments in investigations made during the year, and find the 
only objection to the method is that the size of the single 
reading is not always a criterion of the amount flowing be- 
tween the points at which the measurement is made. Very 
reliable data can, however, be obtained if hydrant-to-rail 
measurements are made in connection with other readings in 
the same locality, taken under various conditions. The 
objection to the hydrant-to-ground system, formerly used, is 
that the readings vary with the condition of the soil and are 
therefore not as trustworthy for general comparison, as 
hydrant-to-rail readings. 

In diagram I. we give the maximum value of readings 
taken between hydrants and rails. On this diagram we have 
divided the city into convenient sections, shown by the red 
lines. The figures in red give the average voltage through- 
out the various sections for 1897 and 1898. The plus read- 
ings (indicated by + sign) show that the current flows from 
pipes to rails, the minus readings (indicated by O) show the 
reverse. As might be expected, many of the readings are 
fluctuating, and are so indicated on the diagram by a cross 
within a circle. Where no number accompanies a cross ora 
circle the reading was less than one quarter (4) of a volt. 
We have recorded on the diagram readings of one quarter (4) 
of a volt and up to three quarters (}) as if they were one 
half (2) volt, and readings of three quarters (?) up to one 
and one quarter (1}) as if they were one (1) volt; and so 
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with still higher readings; that is, we have recorded the 
nearest even half (4) volt, our purpose being to simplify the 
figures and make it easy to compare them, extreme accuracy 
being neither essential nor possible in an investigation of 
this kind. We have not given the readings where they were 
sometimes positive and sometimes negative. Readings were 
taken between pipes and ground in the neighborhood of the 
Dorchester power station (¢.e., on Freeport and Park streets). 
These are not given on the diagram, but only the signs indi- 
cating the direction of the flow of the current. 

It will be seen that on the average the conditions for the 
past two years have been about the same, the difference being 
slightly in favor of 1897. The general averages are as 
follows: 


Av. positive readings, 1898 -+1.4 Av. negative readings, 1898 —1.4

We wish to call attention to the positive readings along 
Dorchester and Neponset avenues and also along Harrison 
avenue, and to the negative readings along Centre street, 
near the Roxbury boundary, as well as along Centre street 
in the West Roxbury and Roslindale loop, and also on Bunker 
Hill street in Charlestown. 

Large positive readings as shown at the former places 
indicate that much current is flowing off the pipes to the 
rails, This flow will be only increased by improving the rail- 
return system in a district where the readings are positive. 
The source of trouble will be found at some point more or 
less distant, where the track-return system is insufficient, so 
that the current leaves the tracks, seeking a path of less re- 
sistance by the pipes. Therefore, in a “positive” district 
the only direct remedy that can be applied is to make the 
piping system itself a better conductor so as to keep the cur- 
rent from leaving it and flowing through the earth to the 
rails. This remedy, however, should be considered as only 
a temporary expedient since it causes a large flow of current 
through the pipes, thus exposing them to an added danger of 
corrosion at the joints wherever the electrical connection is 
impertect. It may, however, be resorted to in cases where 
the real source of trouble cannot be immediately located and 
where the continual passage of current from pipes to ground 
is causing deterioration. 

With this in mind we advised bonding the water main to 
the return feeder in the power station on Freeport street, 
and also to the underground return feeder near by on Park 
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street. These connections were made November last. Be- 
fore we can be certain that similar connections should be 
made on Harrison ayenue or the Central Power Station dis- 
trict, the results of the bonding in the Dorchester district 
will have to be carefully studied. 

Large negative readings, as observed in some of the sections 
above mentioned, indicate that considerable current is flowing 
on to the water pipes. In these sections better bonding, or 
a more effective return conductor of some sort, should be 
provided. 

On diagram II. are shown the readings taken in the out- 
skirts of the city between hydrants of the Boston system 
and those of adjacent places. We spoke in our last report 
of the advisability of making a special study of this current 
flowing across the border of the city. We have found a 
greater tendency to flow off the Boston pipes in 1898 than in 
1897. The detail results of the 1898 test are shown on 
Diagram II. We expect to give this matter more particular 
attention and hope to be in a position to submit a more 
definite report with regard to it during the coming year. 

For the purpose of investigating the general efficiency of 
the rail-bonding we took several readings along sections of 
track from 1000 to 1800 feet in length, and the figures given 
on the diagram show the fall of potential per 100 feet as 
computed from the data obtained. There was no indication 
of very defective rail-bonding thus revealed, but the readings 
will be of use in giving a standard for comparison on other 
occasions. ‘The variations in the figures are largely due to 
varying numbers of cars in the different sections of the street 
railway system. 

We reported last year that the underground return-feeder 
system of the Dorchester District threatened to cause trouble 
in the service pipes before long, and our investigations since 
then tend to confirm this opinion. Our attention was called 
on March 21 of this year to a broken service on Park 
street, and examination shows that electrolysis is undoubtedly 
the cause of the break. A section of the pipe has been re- 
turned and is kept for exhibit. The readings between this 
pipe and the ground were as high as ;4, of a volt, which is 
unusual for a ground reading. 

In general we think there is much likelihood that electro- 
lytic corrosion is going on in the two danger districts above 
mentioned and to a smaller degree in one or two other places 
where positive readings are shown. Another place in partic- 
ular to which we would call attention is on Hyde Park 
avenue between Walk Hill street and Forest Hills station. 
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Careful watch should be kept of all localities where trouble 
is indicated lest the conditions change for the worse. Occa- 
sional bursting of pipes from single leaks is not to be feared 
so much as the continual wasting that may go on from current 
escaping over large sections.

SALT-WATER FIRE SYSTEM. 


A salt-water system for fire protection was established under 
a special appropriation granted to the Fire Department. It 
consists of a 12-inch pipe, extending from Central Wharf 
through Central and Exchange streets, Post-office square 
and Congress street to Congress street bridge, a total dis- 
tance of about one mile. At Central Wharf the line divides 
into two 10-inch pipes, to each of which is attached a special 
casting, fitted with six 33-inch outlets, with check valves on 
each outlet. This design enables one or both fireboats to 
connect with the pipe through lines of 33-inch hose, varying 
in length from fifteen to thirty feet. A similar boat connec- 
tion will be established at Congress-street bridge. 

With the exception of a short exposed piece of pipe at 
each end of the line the system is maintained full of water 
from a check-valve to Central Wharf to a similar valve at 
Congress-street bridge, pressure being maintained up to check- 
valves and to foot-valves of hydrants by means of a 1-inch 
pipe connecting with a tank in the Post-office building, which 
is fed directly from the city mains. Check-valves in this 
connecting pipe close when fire pressure exceeds the ordinary 
domestic pressure, 

Six-inch relief valves are set on the main pipe to prevent 
the maximum pressure exceeding 200 pounds per square inch. 
In service, when the first hose connection has been made 
between the fireboat and the end of the pipe, the former can 
begin to pump slowly, expelling the air from the empty end 
near the boat through an air-cock provided for the purpose. 
When the requisite number of connections have been made, 
the air has been driven out and the boat is ready to respond 
to a signal from a hydrant to “go ahead.’ Hydrants are es- 
tablished about 300 feet apart, each gated off from the main 
line. ‘The hydrant used was the Bachelder (so called from 
the name of the inventor and patentee, E. J. Bachelder, mas- 
ter mechanic of the Boston Water Department). It is a post 
hydrant of unusually heavy design, with three 3-inch outlets, 
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each controlled by an independent valve. The waste is posi- 
tive and is operated by a wrench from the street surface. <A 
hole is cored out in the side of the hydrant for an electric 
cable, terminating in a recess at the top, forming a signal-box, 
thus affording means of electrical connection in the hydrant 
itself and avoiding the necessity of an independent post for 
that purpose. 

The pipe used was cast-iron, of the general Boston Water 
Works pattern, with the innovation of two lead scores in the 
bell. It was-unusually heavy, being one inch thick, and 
weighing 1,704 pounds per length laying twelve feet. 

Owing to the fact that the system was to be kept full of 
salt water it was decided that the ordinary type of valves built 
of iron arid composition were not suitable, as a destructive 
galvanic action would result. The valves adopted were of 
composition throughout, with flanged ends, and were separated 
from the adjoining cast-iron pipes by heavy rings of pure rub- 
ber. The precautions taken in the case of the hydrants, which 
are empty when not in use, were to separate the composition 
valve-seat from the iron hydrant-pot by a lead joint, also to 
protect the end of the iron valve stem by a composition cap, 
making a tight joint with the rubber-foot valve. 

An electrical duct, laid in the main pipe trench, carries a 
five conductor cable with connections to each hydrant; two 
of these conductors are utilized, forming part of the regular 
electrical system of the Fire Department. Each hydrant is 
equipped with a break key, whereby the code signals can be 
transmitted to the fireboat; portable instruments, consisting 
of Morse key and sounder, can also be connected into circuit 
at all hydrants and boat stations; thus, communication is 
possible at will between the hydrants, boat stations and cen- 
tral office. Two of these portable instruments are carried on 
each fireboat, for use at the boat and at the hydrant in 
service. 

A trial made at a distance of one-half mile from the 
water front, with one boat in service, conclusively proved that 
the system is a valuable addition to the equipment of the Fire 
Department ; with an unlimited water supply and with a nomi- 
nal pumping capacity of 6,000 gallons per minute when one 
fireboat is in service, or double that amount when both 
boats are used, the system can be depended upon to furnish 
a number of streams equal in power to those from the largest 
‘«« Steamers,” and, when necessary, streams of unusual power 
are available, e.g., at the trial mentioned two streams each of 
1,500 gallons per minute were played simultaneously through 
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23-inch nozzles with a nozzle pressure of fifty pounds; three 
lines of 3-inch hose, each 300 feet long, were siamezed in this 
test. | 

All the work of establishing the salt-water system was done 
by the Water Department, with the exception of the electrical 
service, which was installed by the Fire Department.

Hon. JostaAnH Quinoy, Mayor : 


Sir, —I respectfully submit my third annual report, being 
the fifth issued by the Wire Department since its organiza- 
tion, covering the expenses incurred and the work accom- 
plished by it from February 1, 1898, to February 1, 1899. 

In my last annual report I earnestly protested against the 
then existing practice of granting pole rights for the support 
of all classes of electric wires in the public streets and ave- 
nues, to companies and individuals seeking them, from the 
Board of Aldermen. Since that time, however, all applica- 
tions of this kind are, together with the plans, referred to 
this department for examination and approval. The plans 
are first examined, and later the proposed location is gone 
over and examined by an employee of this department and a 
representative of the company or individual petitioning for 
such location. Such deviations from the plans submitted as 
are necessary (and there generally are very many) for the 
public safety and the convenience of the owners or lessees of 
property abutting on the streets in which such poles are to 
be set are made, and corresponding changes drawn on the

plans, which are kept on file for the convenience of the de- 
partment and the information of the public. Two very grati- 
fying results have been obtained by this plan, viz.: First, 
this office is now seldom besieged by irate citizens, who “ de- 
mand why their rights are violated, the value of their prop- 
erty depreciated, and requesting immediate redress at the 
hands of the Commissioner of Wires.” 

Second, this department is now informed of any proposed 
overhead construction, and can enforce any reasonable re- 
quirements before and after it is commenced, thus saving 
unnecessary expense to the companies, annoyance to the 
abutters, and enabling it to maintain a stricter supervision 
over the wires supported thereon. 

In justice to the corporations, it must be said that they are 
not always the aggressors, as there are those who do not 
hesitate to adopt methods that are, to say the least, question- 
able, to annoy them and throw obstacles in their way for 
purposes other than the public good. 

While the situation regarding poles in the streets has 
greatly improved, the same cannot be said of structures on 
the roofs of buildings, particularly where they have been 
abandoned by those who erected them. Large structures for 
the support of electric wires, when used for that purpose, are 
not desirable, but when they are stripped bare of such wires 
they are deprived of their principal means of support, and 
become a source of danger, particularly to the Fire Depart- 
ment in case of fire. 

One glaring instance of this kind occurred during the past 
year, when a large structure endangered the lives of the fire- 
men, and hindered them in the prosecution of their work. 
The Fire Commissioner and the Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department both appealed to this department to know why 
it permitted these unused structures to remain as a menace to 
the Fire Department, and as a sure means of aiding the spread 
of the flames when they once gained a foothold. Both of 
these gentlemen were surprised to find that this department 
was as powerless in the matter of removing said structures 
as was their own. ; 

I would again renew my previous recommendation that 
authority be given to some department or official to remove 
all such unused structures. 

The cry goes up from all parts of the country for more 
stringent building laws and better buildings, particularly 
after such horrors as were caused by the burning of the 
Windsor Hotel in New York, and others of a similar charac- 
ter in different parts of the country.

Boston has a great many first-class buildings that are 
classed as “ fire-proof,”’ but when thousands of feet of lumber 
are permitted to remain on their roofs they are nearly as un- 
safe as the wooden mansard roofs that contributed so much 
to the spread of the flames during the great conflagration 
that swept clean our business district in November, 1872. 
These solid structures, surmounted by such wooden roofs, 
remind one of a man wearing a fine winter suit of clothes, 
while his head is covered by a light straw hat. These fix- 
tures are nearly as great a menace to the safety of the city as 
were the roofs above mentioned, to say nothing of the likeli- 
hood of their being blown down by the wind, or falling down 
during the progress of a fire. 

With the close of the year 1898 underground conduits 
were completed, in which will be placed all the overhead wires 
within the district prescribed by chapter 454 of the Acts of 
1894, and all the wires now remaining over the streets, with 
the exception of the street railway trolley wires and those of 
the long distance telephone, will be removed in the early spring 
of the year 1899. 

Section 6, chapter 454, of the acts of 1894, reads as follows: 
‘Whenever in any of the streets, avenues or other highways. 
in said section, and those mentioned in section 4 of this act, 
the public interests do not, in the opinion of said commis- 
sioner, require the electrical conductors to be placed under 
ground, and whenever it is deemed by said commissioner 
upon examination to be for any cause impracticable or inex- 
pedient for the electrical wires, cables or conductors of any 
person, firm or corporation to be placed or operated under 
ground, then and in either of those cases, it shall be the duty 
of said commissioner to examine and grant the application of 
such person, firm or corporation for permission to deviate 
from such underground system, subject, however, to the 
regulation and control of the mayor and aldermen, of the 
location, erection and maintenance of the poles or structures 
necessary to be used for sustaining such wires, cables or 
conductors.” 

Many of the owners of overhead electric wires interpreted 
this clause as favorable to them, and some sought to avoid 
complhance with the law, claiming that “the public interests 
did not require them to place their wires under ground ;” 
while others in addition to this claimed exemption on the 
score of the great expense and the limited amount of their 
business. 

Due consideration was given to the claims of all parties, 
and it was found that if the requests of all were granted the 
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intent and purpose of the law would be to a great extent 
nullified. The citizens of Boston in seeking for the passage 
of this law, and the Legislature in granting their request by 
passing it, intended that all electric wires, other than those 
specially exempted, should be removed from above the surface, 
of the streets; such exemption applied to but two classes of 
wires — the long distance telephone and the street railway 
trolley wires; the first for purely electrical reasons. The 
state of the art at the time of the passage of the underground 
act was not sufficiently advanced to permit the transmission 
of articulate speech over long distances on wires placed 
under ground ; gradually, however, this difficulty is being 
overcome, and the time does not seem so very far removed 
when the static effects produced in underground cables, 
which has proved such an insurmountable difficulty, will be 
wholly eliminated or greatly reduced, so that it will be 
possible to place long distance telephone wires under ground. 

In justice to the telephone companies it must be said that 
they would gladly hail any improvement that would enable 
them to place long distance telephone wires under ground, as 
recent storms resulting in the total destruction of nearly all 
overhead lines proves beyond a doubt the great value of 
underground electrical: construction. Large amounts of 
money are being spent yearly in costly experiments with this 
end in view, and no doubt when the self-induction of under- 
ground cables can be wholly or in greater part overcome the 
long distance telephone wires and poles will disappear from 
the surface of our streets. Provisions have been made by the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company to place 
quite a large amount of long distance cable under ground, 
conduits having been constructed, and plans for others are 
completed. 

An underground telephone cable has been laid and is being 
successfully operated between Boston and Lynn, which is the 
longest one of the kind I have any knowledge of. Between 
these two points it works successfully, and when connected 
to overhead lines between Lynn and Portland it operates 
very well: but when it is connected to lines extending to 
Bangor it becomes inoperative. 

The expense of this cable is greatly in excess of that in 
ordinary use, owing to the small number of conductors that 
can be contained therein, as the increased amount of insula- 
tion (paper) greatly reduces the space that can be occupied 

y the wire. A considerable improvement has recently been 
made on this kind of cable,and no doubt a much longer 
mileage can be operated under ground in the near future. 


BANK OF TRANSFORMERS ON FIXTURE ON _ ROOF. 
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The attempt to do so will be made during the present 
summer. 

Previous to the passage of the underground act for the 
city of Boston the overhead trolley was universally used for 
the transmission of electrical energy for the propulsion of 
street cars. ‘Three small roads in Europe equipped with 
different systems of open-slot underground conduit con- 
taining the trolley conductors were in operation, and one 
short piece of road in Washington, D.C., but its success 
during the winter season in this climate was at that time in 
doubt, and inasmuch as the adoption of the open-slot system 
would involve an expense that could not at that time be 
estimated even approximately, as it would require the recon- 
struction of the entire roadbed, it was deemed best to permit 
the use of the overhead trolley in the streets of our city. 

While the cost of rebuilding the track for the underground 
system could be accurately estimated the cost of the removal 
of the obstructions in the form of gas, water, sewer and other 
pipes, electrical conduits and other things innumerable that 
lay beneath the surface of the streets within the prescribed 
underground district, was at that time an unknown quantity. 
With the experience gained by this department in the con- 
struction of electrical conduits a fairly accurate estimate of the 
cost of such removal can now be made. Were it decided to 
equip that portion of the street railway in Washington street, 
between the North Union Station and Dover street, with the 
earlier type of open-slot conduit, the cost of removing the 
obstructions would equal the cost of the new system of 
roadbed that would have to be adopted. The later open-slot 
systems have been improved somewhat so that the depth of 
the excavation for the conduit is considerably less, and 
consequently the cost of removing obstructions not so great. 

What is known as the third rail system has been adopted 
by the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, on a 
portion of its Nantasket Beach branch, and also between 
Berlin Junction and New Britain, Conn., both of which are 
operating very successfully. In this system a steel rail is 
laid in the middle of the track which is substituted for the 
overhead trolley wire. As the difference of potential between 
this third rail and the track is 550 volts it would not be safe 
to use this system in the streets of any city or town; con- 
sequently, several attempts have been and are being made 
to overcome this obstacle and adapt the third rail system to 
street railways; nearly all of them are yet in the experimen- 
tal stage, none that I know of having yet heen adopted by 
any of the street railway companies. Some of these promise 
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well, and when their success is demonstrated the overhead 
trolley can be dispensed with at a reasonable cost. 

The above statement answers the queries of some and the 
criticisms of others who question the wisdom of the Legis- 
lature, and the impartiality of this department in permitting 
these two classes of wires to remain overhead while all 
others are obliged to go under ground, the owners of many 
of which are much less able to make the change than the 
powerful telephone and street railway companies. 

It can be said of the former that it needs no legislation to 
compel them to place their long distance wires under ground 
when they can be operated successfully. Over eighty per 
cent. of the local telephone wires were placed under ground 
previous to the passage of the Act of 1894, creating the Wire 
Department; of course the total number of wires now in 
use has greatly increased since that time, and all their wires 
for local service are now under ground within the prescribed 
district, while each year since and including 1894 they have 
placed and are now placing large amounts under ground in 
other sections of the city. 

The Acts of 1894 did not, and the Acts of 1898 will not, 
compel the removal of the overhead trolley, and so long as 
that system of distribution of electrical energy proves satis- 
factory it is reasonable to suppose it will be retained. When 
a system is devised that is more efficient and less expensive 
to maintain, that can be applied at a reasonable cost, and 
that will not be affected by climatic conditions, no doubt the 
overhead trolley will be removed. 

After January 1, 1900, the task of clearing twenty miles 
of the streets of the city of Boston will have to be under- 
taken. ‘The selection of the particular streets where this 
work is to be done is left to the judgment of the Com- 
missioner of Wires. But two miles in length of streets can 
be cleared each year up to and including the year 1910, but 
there is nothing to prevent companies and individuals from 
placing their wires under ground in any portion of the city 
if they desire to do so. 

It will be the duty of this department to cause the removal 
of overhead wires from streets containing the greatest number, 
and where they are the most objectionable owing to their 
poor condition, where they offer the greatest obstruction to 
the Fire Department in the performance of its duties, and 
where they are the greatest menace to life and property. 
There is no doubt but what there will be much more wire 
removed from the streets each year than the amount stipu- 
lated by the Acts of 1898. 


SAME ROOF WITH FIXTURE AND TRANSFORMERS REMOVED. 
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The 1898 district covered a section of the city which con- 
tained but few overhead wires as compared to the other 
districts of the underground section of the city, but notwith- 
standing that fact there was more conduit laid and more 
underground cable drawn into the same than was done in 
any one year since the organization of this department; by 
far the greater part of this was done outside the prescribed 
district by the Boston Electric Light Company and the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company. The former 
has constructed a new power station at the corner of L and 
East First streets, South Boston, where all the electrical 
energy necessary for its business will be generated; a large 
amount of wire and cable was needed to connect this station 
with their circuits in the city proper, and as all of it would 
be outside the limits of the prescribed underground district 
it need not be placed under ground at this time, but the com- 
pany deemed it to be good business policy not to erect lines 
of poles and wires in the streets of South Boston, and so this 
added mileage of electrical conductors has been placed 
under their surface. In addition to these the trunk lines 
now leading from this company’s old generating station in 
South Boston will be removed from above the surface of the 
streets very soon. 

The New England Telephone and Telegraph Company has 
built a very large amount of conduit outside the prescribed 
district each year since 1894, and is likely to continue to 
do so. Like the Boston Electric Light Company it had very 
little to construct in the 1898 district, by far the greater 
amount being constructed in other portions of the city. 

With the increased mileage of underground conductors 
the amount of overhead wires must gradually decrease in 
time, and the amount of care and attention bestowed on them 
by this department will be much less than was necessary in 
the past or will be in the future. As these wires have been 
gradually removed from the prescribed district the depart- 
ment has been enabled to devote much more attention to the 
overhead construction in other portions of the city, and a 
marked improvement therein is gradually taking place which 
will finally result in better construction and a less number 
of fires due to electrical causes. 


OVERHEAD DIVISION. 


The work of this division is, as its name implies, the 
inspection and general supervision of overhead wires, poles, 
fixtures, etc., and the removal of what are known as “ dead ”’ 
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wires, so-called because they are not in use, having served 
the purpose for which they were originally intended, and 
been abandoned by their owners for the reason that the cost 
of removal would exceed their value. This applies princi- 
pally to iron wire; old copper wire having a commercial 
value at all times it is seldom wholly abandoned by its 
owners. ‘This class of wires is a constant source of danger 
to any community, and if it were possible to reach the 
owners thereof severe punishment should be dealt out to 
any person, firm or corporation that deliberately abandons 
any electric wire that has been erected within the limits of 
the city; but, inasmuch as ownership is very difficult to 
prove it would be next to impossible to reach the guilty 
parties except in the case of wires erected since 1894. 

The fourth section of chapter 404, Acts of 1894, reads as 
follows: ‘Any city may recover, in an action of contract, 
of the person or corporation owning any such wire as is 
hereinbefore described, any expense which it may have 
incurred for any removal thereof.” But previous to the 
organization of this department there was no means of 
identifying the great majority of the overhead wires, conse- 
quently it was found to be much easier for it to remove 
those relics of by-gone days and bear the expense, than to 
seek out the owners thereof, and compel them to perform 
this task or foot the bills. 

Abandoned fixtures are also a source of danger, although 
in a lesser degree, than abandoned wires; over them the 
department has very little control, as they are erected on 
private property and cannot be removed without the consent 
of the owners. Ownership of these can usually be deter- 
mined, but as the material of which they are constructed is 
not always suitable for other purposes they are often left 
undisturbed long after they have ceased to serve any useful 
purpose. Again, the owners of buildings very often derive 
a revenue in some form or other for the occupancy of their 
roofs, and so long as they can collect such revenue they 
oftentimes object to the removal of such structures by the 
original owners or this department. 

Abandoned poles can be and are removed from the streets, 
but owing to joint occupancy by the wires and cables of 
many different parties, the task of fixing responsibility for 
the same and the removal of all the conductors therefrom is 
often a tedious one. 

The practice of placing different classes of low tension 
wires on the same poles and fixtures is in no sense objec- 
tionable, but where they are placed on the same poles with 
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high tension wires — such as electric light, power and street- 
railway feeders — they become positively dangerous, and to 
a much greater extent than those that are known to be so 
under certain circumstances. High tension wires are care- 
fully avoided by most people, and for that reason accidents 
arising therefrom are greatly reduced. The members of the 
Fire Department have been advised not to handle electric 
wires of any kind while in the performance of their duties, 
and such advice is being heeded, greatly to their personal 
advantage, but delays caused by the presence of overhead 
wires may at any time lead to serious loss of property that 
otherwise might be prevented. 

While members of the Fire Department are ready to, and 
do, assume great personal risk in the performance of their 
duties, and are ready to brave dangers of which they know 
something, they cannot be expected to battle with the flames 
with confidence where unseen and unknown dangers may 
lurk in every electric wire at the scene of a fire. The possi- 
bility of low tension wires being converted into high will 
continue so long as both are in close proximity on the same 
poles and fixtures. 

The following is the number of poles, fixtures and wires 
removed, with the exception of the trolley wires, from the 
1898 district, which is the last section of the prescribed dis- 
trict established by the Act of 1894:

This is about 5,836 miles. Of this amount 18,488,300 
feet, or about 3,502 miles, can be classed as “dead” and 
abandoned wire, some of which was removed by the owners, 
but nearly all was removed by this department. 

From many sections of the city come bitter complaints 
of the blighting effects of poorly insulated wires on the 
shade trees in the public streets. The answer to all such 
complaints is that this department does not grant rights to 
erect poles and wires in the streets, and has no right to 
revoke them. Where such rights are granted in streets 
blessed with shade trees they must suffer. The insulating 
covering on wires will not withstand the abrasion due to 
contact with the limbs of trees, and insulating supports can- 
not be securely fastened thereto, consequently the trees 
must suffer from the axe of the linemen or the escaping 
current. 


WorRK OF THE INTERIOR DIVISION. 


The work performed by this division of the Wire Depart- 
ment is, without question, of the greatest importance to the 
safety and welfare of the people of Boston. While the 
work performed by the other employees can be seen at a 
glance by the most casual observer, the real value of the 
labors of the interior division can be measured only by the 
results that follow. 
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The removal of unsightly poles (and they are all looked 
upon as such) and wires from the streets is readily taken 
note of, also the wires strung from house-top to house-top. 
The construction of underground conduits cannot escape the 
notice of many people, particularly those who use the streets 
for business or pleasure; but the careful and intelligent 
supervision of the thousands of miles of wire and the thou- 
sands of lamps, motors, rheostats, cut-outs, switches and 
other appliances that go to make up the electrical equipment 
of all classes of buildings can be observed by but few, and 
its great value appreciated by a still smaller number. 

Thorough insulation of high and medium potential con- 
ductors is essential for the safety of life and property, and 
when we consider that the very best of it is of a perishable 
nature, and what a frail barrier it is to erect on the dividing 
line between danger and safety, we can then realize the care, 
thought and judgment that must necessarily be exercised in 
the installations of electric light, heat and power equipments 
in the stores, both wholesale and retail, filled with vast 
amounts of costly material, much of which being of a highly 
inflammable nature, banks, office buildings, warehouses, and, 
last but not least, the homes of the people, containing their 
most valued household treasures. 

Water leaking from pipes seeks by force of gravity the 
sea-level; steam is diffused in the air; but electricity escap- 
ing from a conductor seeks to return to it over the easiest 
path. When it escapes or returns over poor conducting 
material, including air, wood and other fibrous substances, 
heat is generated, often in a sufficient amount to cause fire; 
for this reason great care must be taken to prevent the 
escape of current from or to the conductors contained within 
buildings of any kind. This is all the more important owing 
to the fact that by far the greater portion of the interior 
wires are concealed from view under floors and in those 
modern fire-traps, hollow partitions, and owing to another 
well-known fact that there is no such thing as a reliable and 
durable insulating covering for overhead conductors. Little 
would be lost in insulation if this so-called insulating cover- 
ing for overhead wires was dispensed with, except where 
they come within easy reach of people, where the highest 
grade of insulation must be used and renewed as often as 
necessary. 

The passage of current to and from overhead conductors 
may and does set fire to trees, poles, cross-arms, and some- 
times the exterior walls and roofs of buildings, and while 
overhead wires are used the present state of the art cannot 
prevent it. 
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For the reasons above set forth the greatest possible care 
is insisted on in the insulation and construction of every 
interior equipment. So long as this can be done and a rigid 
supervision maintained over these equipments after they 
have been in use, fires due to electricity will continue to be 
very infrequent. 

The great increase in the use of electrical energy for all 
purposes keeps the small force of men employed in the in- 
terior division fully employed in the supervision of new 
work, so that no time can be devoted to the inspection of 
any electrical equipment after it is first installed. This is 
very unfortunate, and is sure to lead to serious results, owing 
to various causes, a few of which are here enumerated. 
First, mechanical changes in the construction of the building 
or fixture. Second, the perversity of the plumber and gas- 
fitter, who persist in ignoring the fact that actual contact be- 
tween gas, water and waste pipes and electrical conductors 
are not conducive to the safety of the building and contents, 
including the inmates. Third, the so-called “electrician,” 
who has not learned that it is not a safe or proper thing to 
make bed-fellows of the paraffined cotton-covered bell wire, 
carrying the gentle pulsations of a few cells of open circuit 
battery, and its larger brother that may convey enough cur- 
rent to convert cotton, paraffine and copper to the gaseous 
state very quickly under conditions made possible by the 
above-named species of genus. Fourth, the owner or occu- 
pant of a building that has been equipped with electric lights, 
motors and other appliances, who can see no reason why he 
should employ a competent person to make changes or exten- 
sions in wires and fixtures when the man whom he employs to 
sweep his store or shop, or shovel coal under the boiler or 
into the furnace can do it just as well, while any old thing in 
the shape of wire and “ other fixings ” will do as well as the 
most approved article. 

Next comes the self-styled electrical contractor, who may 
have been discharged from the employment of some reputable 
firm for incompetency, or because the market for low-grade 
labor was overstocked, whose principal stock in trade is, to 
use a slang phrase, his “ colossal nerve and cheek,’ combined 
with a willingness to experiment with this subtle force of 
which he knows so little, at what seems to the average citi- 
zen a more than reasonable cost, until later the fire depart- 
ment is called to save his property and the insurance adjuster 
comes to settle what may be a total loss. There are others 
who have more capital, and make greater pretensions who 
are just as ready to excite the cupidity and take advantage 
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of the ignorance of the public of electrical matters as the 
above-named persons. 

These are some of the class that make the lives of the 
inspectors of the interior division a burden, and makes 
necessary almost “ eternal vigilance” on their part to prevent 
not only incipient fires but possible conflagrations, due to the 
ignorance or dishonesty of some and the cupidity of others. 
Happily there are many electrical contractors who are hon- 
orable men, who heartily co-operate with this department in 
its efforts to render the generation and distribution of elec- 
tric energy as safe as possible. 

Not until many human lives had been sacrificed by both 
sewer and illuminating gas were our law-makers moved to 
enact laws compelling plumbers and gas-fitters to obtain a 
license from an authorized board before they could pursue 
their calling. The necessity for similar treatment for elec- 
trical workers is just as great, yet it would seem that more 
lives must be sacrificed and much property destroyed before 
they are compelled to prove their right to pursue a calling 
that requires as great an amount of care and skill as that of 
the gas-fitter and plumber. 

Knowing the necessity for such a law applicable to electri- 
cal workers, this department has instituted and maintained 
a rigid examination of all candidates for positions as inspect- 
ors in the interior division, and up to the present time there 
has been no one so favored as to be able to secure such a 
position until he had demonstrated beyond a doubt his ability 
to perform the duties in a satisfactory manner; hence the 
undisputed success of this particular branch of this depart- 
ment. 

Recruits for this division cannot be drawn from that large 
class of persons who are ever ready to serve the national, 
state or municipal government in any civic capacity, with a 
maximum of salary and a minimum amount of labor attached 
thereto, as that is not the kind of talent required for the 
faithful performance of the very important duties of this 
branch of the department. 

In the past, so-called temporary wiring has. caused this 
division no end of trouble and anxiety, particularly during 
the holiday seasons. Because of the fact that such equip- 
ments were to be used but for a short time, those desiring to 
make them seemed to think that all the safeguards provided 
for work of a permanent nature should be disreg arded, and all 
rules ignored in these cases. 

Most of the people could not realize that serious trouble 
might and could follow in the wake of poor workmanship 
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and poor material, almost immediately, and that show- 
windows and stores filled with inflammable material were not 
the places in which to try doubtful experiments with this 
subtle force, or permit it to step over the bounds within 
which it should be kept, even in the slightest degree, thereby 
endangering the lives of their patrons who, in the mad, 
frenzied rush from real or imaginary danger due to these 
temporary make-shifts, might trample and crush each. other 
out of all semblance to htman form. 

Past experience has proved that “temporary work” often- 
times proves the most permanent, and for that reason and 
those before mentioned this class of work must be done 
with the same care as that of a known permanent character. 
While the cost is increased, the safety of the public is far 
more secure by this position taken by the Wire Department. 

Electricity enters so largely into the productions placed on 
the theatrical stage at the present time that a great deal of 
time must be spent in the supervision of the various devices 
and apphances used in the production of scenic effects; 
many of these have not and will not be approved by this 
department. Great surprise and much indignation are 
expressed by the managers of travelling theatrical companies 
when doubts of the ability of their “electricians” are 
expressed by the representative of this department, and 
some or all of his methods and apphances condemned. All 
tell the same story, viz.: “ No objections raised in other cities, 
the authorities of which know as much and more than the 
Boston Wire Department, or any of its representatives.” 
When this argument fails, compliance with the rules of the 
department is made or open defiance given. In the latter 
case an appeal to the local managers is made, who invariably 
support the department by refusing to permit the introduction 
of anything into their places of amusement that does not 
bear the stamp of its approval. 

I must now call attention to the fact that the number of 
men now employed in this division is not sufficient to perform 
the duties imposed on them by the law creating this depart- 
ment, and that some of the most important work devolving 
on it must be, and is, left undone. ‘All that it is possible to 
do with the present force is to supervise the new work and a 
weekly inspection of the electrical plants in the theatres 
during the amusement season. In addition to these, large 
stores and other places using large amounts of electric energy 
are reinspected at no stated time, but when it is possible to 
do so. All buildings containing electric wires, lights, etc., 
should be inspected and electrically tested twice a year at 
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least, and all large establishments much oftener, because fre- 
quent changes and extensions are made in the wires and fix- 
tures, often by employees who have had no special training or 
experience in this branch of work. In large establishments 
the man in charge of the steam boilers and engines cannot 
remove a gas burner, connect or disconnect a side bracket, or 
piece a gas pipe, or even seek out and stop a leakage of gas 
until he obtains a license as a gas-fitter, yet this same man 
can operate dynamos or motors, and even install them, 
together with lamps, switches, cut-outs and wires or any other 
electric appliances without leave or license from any one 
except his employer. The most conclusive evidence of 
incompetency of many of the employees of the owners of 
large establishments, containing isolated electric plants, or 
large ones to which current is supplied from public lignting 
stations, is found by the inspectors of this division daily ; yet 
the department is powerless in the matter of employment of 
competent men for this purpose. It can only condemn the 
work and shut the current off until fatal defects are remedied, 
and in many cases point out those to be applied, thus acting 
as an educator for these embryo “electricians.” What a 
multitude of sins incompetency and ignorance do cover! 

Great improvements have been made in material used, 
workmanship, translating devices, and methods of distribut- 
ing electric energy in the past few years. So great have 
been the changes (all made in the interest of safety) that 
nearly everything used ten years ago, with the single excep- 
tion of copper wire and safety fuse metal, has disappeared 
from view except where they were installed, none of them 
being now manufactured or sold. The insulating covering 
for wire used in the earlier years is rarely seen and cannot be 
easily procured. 

Hundreds of the best dwellings in our city are equipped 
throughout with these now condemned material and devices, 
for in those earlier years it was only the rich and well-to-do 
that could afford to equip their homes with electrical con- 
ductors and appliances when they were being constructed, 
and in anticipation of the time when an electric lighting 
company would furnish the necessary energy for incandes- 
cent lights. While the material used was the best that could 
be produced at the time, later experience has proved that it 
was and is utterly unreliable as a distributing medium for 
electric currents. Time must have made rapid inroads on 
this inferior material, and the conditions in some of these 
homes are anything but reassuring to the inmates. 

It is within the power of this department to determine the 
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actual conditions in these and other buildings and give timely 
warning, did it have the means to do so, but it has not, and 
as a result cannot fulfil all the obligations imposed upon it. 
We have had within a short time a foretaste of what is liable 
to happen at any time under existing circumstances. 

A modern fire-proof building, so called, equipped with elec- 
tric lights, with the wires installed therein placed in what is 
known as paper conduit; the latter was imbedded in mortar, 
which destroyed it and tlfe insulation on the wires also, per- 
mitting the escape of current to the iron portion of the struct- 
ure, a small portion at first, which gradually increased until 
the transformer was taxed beyond its capacity, causing the 
insulation to break down, permitting current at a pressure of 
2,000 volts to pass over the wires and through lamps de- 
signed for a pressure of 104 volts, resulting in fire being 
started at nearly every fixture. Fortunately the material of 
which the building was constructed was of a slow burning 
nature and these fires were discovered before much damage 
resulted, and fortunately no one was handling any of the 
lamps, sockets, switches, etc., at the time, or loss of life might 
be added to the loss by fire. This accident might have been 
prevented by a careful supervision by this department had it 
a sufficient number of men at its disposal in addition to the 
small but efficient force comprising the interior division.

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Of the twenty-eight fires that occurred in the interior of 
buildings eight were due to the crossing of high and low 
tension overhead wires; two were caused by lightning; one 
was due to the carelessness of workmen who connected (by 
mistake) the two outside wires of a three-wire circuit to a 
two-wire tap, sending a current at a pressure of 220 volts 
through lamps designed for a pressure of 110 volts; one 
was caused by carelessness of some one who sent a current 
at a pressure of 2,000 volts through a recording watit-meter 
designed to register current at a pressure of 1,000 volts. 

At the Berkeley-street bridge a fire occurred burning or melt- 
ing that which is supposed to be fire-proof — steel and iron — 
of which the bridge is constructed, and a cast-iron gas main. 
The pyrotechnical display was quite startling for a short time 
and gave unmistakable evidence of the amount of energy 
that is flowing beneath our feet and over our heads, and 
the amount of damage it can do when diverted from its 
proper course. 

The practice of publishing the record of fires occurring in 
street cars has been discontinued, because most of those 
reported were of a trivial nature, and the department for that 
reason is not warranted’in devoting so much valuable time 
in investigating any but those of a peculiar nature, like the 
one which occurred on August 24, which also gave ample 
evidence of the pent-up energy that is made use of for so 
many purposes.

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Fortunately no human lives were lost during the year. 

Although illuminating gas was found in a number of man- 
holes no explosions were due to that cause, on account of 
the strict supervision maintained, and the prompt action of 
the gas lighting companies in seeking out and repairing 
the same. 

Two explosions of naphtha gas occurred, due to the care- 
lessness or ignorance of employees who permitted the vapor- 
ization of this volatile fluid.

February 1. Fire occurred at the branch office of the Postal Tele- 
graph-Cable Company, No. 9 Stoughton street, at about 1.45 A.M., 
caused by a cross between high and low tension overhead wires. 
Loss considerable. 

February 1. No. 156 Tremont street, slight fire about 2 A.M., in 
the office of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts Knights of Pythias, 
third floor front, caused by a cross between high and low tension 
overhead wires. } 

February 1. No. 165 Court street, slight fire about 4.22 A.M., in 
the building occupied by J. J. McNamara, caused by across between 
overhead constant current and constant high tension overhead wires. 

February 1. Slight fire about 4.22 A.M.,in the premises of W. H. 
Dunbar & Co., caused by a cross between constant current and 
outside high tension overhead wires. 

February 1. Fire on roof of building No. 906 Columbus avenue, 
about 3 A.M., cause being a New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company wire becoming detached during the storm and falling on 
the roof, at the same time coming in contact with an electric light 
wire. 

February 1. Slight fire at Beacon-street bridge, about 4.30 A.M., 
caused by a number of Western Union Telegraph Company’s wires 
getting detached from insulators during the storm and falling over 
Boston Electric Light Company’s overhead wires. 

February 1. Fire at Nos. 105-111 Arch street, caused by the 
failure of an automatic starting rheostat to operate properly, thereby 
leaving a portion of the resistance coils in circuit with the armature 
of the motor, causing the wire to heat sufficiently to set fire to the 
rubber insulation on the leading-in wires, and from these it was 
communicated to the oily woodwork in their vicinity. 

February 1. Slight fire on the outside of No. 33 Temple place, 
caused by the burning out of an arc light cut-out switch, due to the 
effects of the storm in progress at the time. No damage to the 
building. 

February 1. Slight fire in terminal box on pole in front of No. 
40 Dorchester avenue, caused by the wires being in contact with 
high potential wires, due to the severe storm. 

February 1. Slight fire in the house of Engine No. 43, Andrew 
square, caused by the fire-alarm wires being crossed by high poten- 
tial wires, owing to the severe storm. 

February 2. Fire in the office of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company in Boston and Albany Railroad Station on Kneeland street, 
at about 10.30 P.M., for which an alarm from box 56 was given. 
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This fire was caused, no doubt, by high tension current entering over 
the wires of the Western Union Telegraph Company, as a result of 
a cross between their overhead wires and some high potential wires. 

February 3. Slight fire on the roof of the Beacon Oil Works, 
East Boston, caused by telephone wires falling on an are lighting 
circuit and on the zine cornice, melting the latter badly. 

February 5. Shortly before 10 P.M. a live wire of an arc circuit 
owned by the Boston Electric Light Company came down in Myrtle 
street, between Joy and Hancock streets, arcing quite brilliantly, but 
doing no damage. 

February 5. Wires and insulation on fire at the corner of Charles 
and Leverett streets, caused by overhead wires falling on an arc Cir- 
cuit owned by the Boston Electric Light Company. Time, 9.30 
iAlee 

February 5. About 10.30 P.M. a lively arcing and flashing of 
wires occurred at the corner of Staniford and Cambridge streets, 
caused by a telephone wire falling across an arc circuit owned by the 
Boston Electric Light Company. 

February 5. Slight fire at West End city stables, North Grove 
street, caused by a grounded are light circuit. Alarm from box 25, 
This are light circuit was also crossed with a telephone circuit. 

February 5. Slight fire on the roof of building No. 36 Sudbury 
and No. 7 Howard ‘streets, caused by an arc lighting circuit being 
crossed Rs a wire that fell on it. 

February 7. Slight fire in atree opposite No. 23 Broadway, South 
Boston, caused by across between a broken telephone wire that was 
wound around it and a high tension circuit. 

February 7. Slight fire on Harvard bridge, caused by the failure 
of the insulation of the wires of a high tension circuit that supplies 
current to the series of incandescent lamps installed on each side of 
the bridge. Damage slight. This method of lighting this bridge 
has been condemned by this department, as it is a menace to the 
structure and the people who pass over it. 

February 14. Slight fires at No. 50 Lincoln street and Nos. 127 
and 131 Summer street, burning out a recording Watt meter at No. 50 
Lincoln street and the incandescent lamps at Nos. 127 and 131 Sum- 
mer street. This was caused by workmen connecting (by mistake) 
the two outside wires of a three-wire circuit to the two-wire circuit 
that supplied current to the lamps in these buildings, thereby in- 
creasing the voltage from 110 to 220. 

February 16. Slight fire in the building No. 88 State street, 
caused by a cross between the wires of the Boston District Messen- 
ger Company and some high tension wires outside the building and 
the grounding of the insulated wire inside the building at a point 
where it was injured by staples. 

February 20. Slight fire in the doorway of No. 24 Tremont row, 
caused by the failure of the insulation of an arc lighting circuit which 
permitted an escape of current to the front of the building. 

February 22. Slight fire ina tree on Centre street, caused by a 
primary wire of an alternating circuit coming in contact with the iron 
hanger of the insulator through which current passed to the limb of 
the tree, thence four or five feet to the lead covering of a 60-wire 
telephone cable which was in contact with the upper side of the limb, 
which was about six inches in diameter ; this limb was half burned 
off and the lead covering melted away; the insulation of the wires 
burned off and some of them fused together. 
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February 22. Slight fire at No. 31 Motte street, caused by an 
electrical contact between an arc lighting circuit and a metal water 
conductor on the front of the building. A severe rain-storm had 
been in progress several days. 

February 22. Slight fire ina tree in the yard of No. 288 Highland 
street, caused by a contact between one of the limbs and an arc 
lighting circuit. 

February 22. Fire at No. 959 Tremont street, caused by the 
grounding of a primary circuit through the iron case of a cut-out 
box fastened to the outside wall of the building. It was raining 
hard at the time of the fire, and had been for two days previously. 

February 25. Slight fire at No. 124 Tremont street, caused by a 
metal frame for a floral design which accidentally came in contact with 
the binding post of a branch cut-out and a gas-pipe, causing a short 
circuit, which melted the binding post, burned a hole in the pipe and 
ignited the escaping gas. 

March 8. Slight fire on a hanger-board in the hood of an arc 
lamp hanging in front of No. 27 Winter street. This was due to a 
broken wire or a loose connection on the board opening the circuit, 
forming an arc, causing the fire. 

March 8. Flame was discovered issuing from the service ducts 
containing the wires that supply current to the electric lights in the 
building No. 5 to No. 11 Winter street. This was found to be due to 
the fact that the insulation of the wires had broken down, thus es- 
tablishing an arc between the wires and the duct, which ignited the 
insulation. 

March 21. Slight fire in a stand-pipe fastened to the outside wall 
of the Hollis-street Theatre, due to the failure of the insulation of a 
primary alternating service. No damage to the building. 

March 26. Tree fire opposite No. 420 Sumner street, East Boston, 
caused by arc lighting wires breaking away from the insulators and 
falling on the limbs, which were badly burned. 

April 2. Slight fire at No. 139 Broadway, South Boston, caused 
by an arc circuit coming in contact with the metal covering of the 
coping over a sign on the outside of the building, burning the insu- 
lation and scorching the metal. No damage to the building. 

April 15. Slight fire on the outside of the Palace Theatre, No. 
109 Court street, caused by the failure of the insulation of the wires 
of an arc lighting circuit at a point where it rested on woodwork 
that had been painted and bronzed. This might possibly have in- 
jured the insulation. 

April 15. Slight fire at No. 51 Howard street, caused by the 
failure of the insulation of are light wires which were attached to a 
sign by means of split porcelain cleats, current escaping by means 
of the cleat and screw which fastened it to the sign. It was rain- 
ing hard at the time. 

April 19. Slight fire on the outside of building at No. 660 Wash- 
ington street, caused by the failure of the insulation of an arc light- 
ing wire attached to a sign by means of split porcelain cleats. The 
trouble occurred at a joint in the wire which was in contact with the 
sign. It was raining hard at the time. Damage slight. 

April 19. Slight fire in the building No. 180 Summer street, 
caused by sendinga primary current having a difference of potential 
of 2000 volts through a recording Watt meter designed for a differ- 
ence of potential of 1000 volts. Damage slight. 

April 19. Slight fire on a sign on the outside of building No. 180 
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Summer street, caused by the failure of the insulation of an arc 
light wire supported on porcelain cleats. It was raining hard at 
the time. Damage slight. 

May 1. Slight fire in clothing hanging in a closet in the Hotel 
Plaza, No. 417 Columbus avenue, caused by the molten metal of a 
safety fuse flying into or dropping on clothing hung in the closet 
where cut-outs were located. 

May 4. Slight fire in the church of the Holy Trinity, corner 
Shawmut avenue and Cobb street, caused by incandescent lamps 
setting fire to a wooden shelf on which they were resting. 

May 5. Slight fire at No. 51 Troy street, caused by ‘the ground- 
ing of arc lighting wires in the building that were resting « on wet 
wooden beams, and also charging call bell circuits which started fires 
in several places. Damage slight. 

May 25. Slight fire in a tree in Jamaica Plain, caused by the 
primary wires of an alternating circuit being detached from insulators 
and falling on the limbs, burning them badly. 

May 27. Slight fire at the Franklin Park Refectory, caused by 
the failure of the insulation of a transformer which permitted the 
primary current, having a difference of potential of 1000 volts, to 
enter the building over the secondary wires. Damage slight. 

June 4. Slight fire at the base of a telephone pole standing on 
the corner of Heath and Walden streets, to which was attached a 
fire alarm signal box. ‘The fire alarm circuit was crossed by an arc 
lighting circuit, and that in turn crossed by the primary wires of an 
alternating circuit, current from which charged the fire alarm circuit 
and the box, escaping to the earth by means of the ground wire at 
which point ‘the pole was ignited. 

June 8. Slight fire in a tree standing opposite Briggs place was 
caused by the wires of an alternating circuit coming in contact with 
the limbs. 

June 18. Slight fire in a service stand-pipe at Boylston square, 
due to the failure of the insulation on the wires of an arc lighting 
circuit. No damage other than that to the wires and pipe. 

June 14. Slight fire in the hood of an are lamp suspended in 
front of the premises Nos. 17 and 19 Meridian street, East Boston, 
due to an open circuit on the wood hanger-board. 

June 14. Slight fire in a tree standing opposite No. 71 Highland 
street, Roxbury, due to contact between the primary wires of an 
alternating circuit and some of the limbs, burning the latter badly. 

July 8. Slight fire at No. 128 Court street, caused by an electric 
arc being formed between the fixture stem canopy of a ceiling fan 
motor and the metal ceiling. 

July 26. Slight fire on the roof of No. 400 Atlantic avenue, 
caused by the primary wires of an alternating circuit coming in con- 
tact with the tin covering of the roof. Contact was made where the 
ends of the wire were coupled together, the screw-heads of the 
coupling having worn through the insulation. 

July 27. Slight fire on the wooden hanger-board of a street arc 
lamp, caused by the imperfect closing of the switch when the lamp 
was trimmed. 

August 4. Slight fire in the excavation for the new Masonic 
Temple, the only damage resulting therefrom being to the under- 
ground cable of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company. The 
cause was the settling of the cable box, the eartb having fallen 
away from beneath it. 
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August 9. Fire in the metal wire shaft on the easterly wall of 
the Ferdinand street generating station of the Boston Electric Light 
Company, due to the failure of the insulation of the underground 
cables that enter and leave the building at this point. The probable 
cause was the grounding of 11 or 12 circuits at some point, causing 
an undue strain on the cable where it bent at a right angle in enter- 
ing the station. The arc established at this point quickly spread to 
21 of the 34 circuits contained in this shaft, rendering them useless 
for several hours until they were repaired. ‘Four of these circuits 
were commercial, the remainder being for street lighting. Little or 
no damage resulted to the building. 

August 17. Slight fires at No. 56 Lincoln street, caused by light- 
ning entering the building over the electric light wires and seeking 
the ground through the medium of two rather antiquated insulating 
joints, thus establishing a path of low resistance for the passage of 
current, resulting in burning the insulating material between the 
flanges, permitting the gas to escape, when it was ignited, setting 
fire to the insulation on the wires. Damage slight. 

August 19. Slight fire at No. 15 Dorchester avenue, caused by 
an improperly adjusted arc lamp on a low potential circuit, causing 
an abnormal flow of current through the resistance coils, overheating 
them; beyond the injury to the lamp and a slight scorching of the 
sheathing of the ceiling no damage resulted. 

August 19. Slight fire in Boston & Albany grain elevator, 
Grand Junction Wharf, East Boston, caused by lightning striking a 
flag-staff on the building and passing from it to a twin electric clock 
wire, which was in contact with the iron straps that held the pole in 
place ; from the clock wires it jumped to the woodwork, on which 
they rested at five different points, setting fire to the insulation of 
the wire, which was twin, igniting the woodwork. Fortunately, the 
fire was discovered by one of the watchmen, who extinguished it 
with a few pails of water taken from a cask kept filled with water 
for extinguishing incipient fires. Damage slight. 

August 20. An electrical disturbance occurred on the Berkeley- 
street bridge, due to the fact that the fall (a steel wire) of one of the 
derricks used in the construction of the retaining wall on the south 
side of the tracks of the Boston & Albany Railroad coming in con- 
tact with the overhead trolley wire of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company; from this point current from the trolley wire was con- 
veyed over a steel guy wire that was fastened to the iron frame-work 
of the bridge, thence to a 16-inch gas main owned by the Brookline 
Gas Company, which rested on the bridge, melting out a portion of 
the metal about 5 inches in diameter; also badly melting the metal 
plate on which it rested. Flame and smoke were visible from dif- 
ferent portions of the bridge, particularly at the points where the 
Steel guy rope was attached, and where the gas main rested on the 
metal plate. The injury to the gas main was such as to necessitate 
the removal of the damaged length. 

August 24. Fire ina street car owned by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company on Tremont street, caused by a contact between 
the overhead trolley wire and a steel guy rope attached to a hoisting 
crane. Workmen were engaged in changing the position of this 
rope when they lost control of it and it dropped down on the trolley 
wire, which was quickly melted at that point, one end of it remaining 
suspended in the air while the other dropped on car No. 2302. which 
was inward bound and contained a number of passengers; the trolley 
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wire evidently came in contact with the trolley arm, causing an ex- 
cessive flow of current through the car wiring, the insulation of 
which was destroyed, the bolts heated, and brakes and chains 
damaged. The passengers escaped injury. 

August 26. Fire in the hood of a street arc lamp, caused by the 
ignition in some unknown manner of sparrow nests on the top of 
the havger-board. 

August 380. Slight fire in the basement of the building Nos. 67-69 
Summer street, caused by the overheating of the resistance coils in 
a constant potential lamp, which failed to feed properly. 

August 30. Slight fire at No. 199 Commonwealth avenue, caused 
by a short circuit at the base of a three-light electric wall fixture 
igniting a light gauze with which it was covered; from this the fire 
spread to silk wall hangings and the summer coverings placed over 
the same. Loss considerable. 

September 6. A still alarm of fire was given from No. 384 
Boylston street, due to the overheating of the coils of a small elec- 
tric motor, it not having been properly cleaned and oiled. No 
damage. 

September 17. Slight fire at No. 411 Washington street, caused 
by overloading an electric service in the basement; the insulation 
of the wires was burned off and the surrounding woodwork slightly 
scorched. 

September 18. Slight fire at No. 543 Washington street, caused 
by the failure of a series cable beneath the sidewalk. Nothing 
damaged but the cable. 

September 23. Slight fire in a tree opposite No. 100 B street, 
South Boston, caused by one of the wires of an alternating circuit 
becoming detached from an insulator and falling on some of the 
limbs, which were badly burned. 

October 6. Slight fire at No. 83 Bedford street, caused by the 
short circuiting of a flexible cord of a combination gas and electric 
side wall bracket, the arc melting a hole in the pipe and igniting the 
gas that escaped therefrom. 

October 11. Slight fire in a tree standing on the corner of Bowdoin 
and Quincy streets, Dorchester ; caused by a wire of an arc circuit 
coming in contact with the limbs and finally burning itself clear. 

October 18. Fire at No. 124 Tremont street, caused by an ac- 
cidental contact between an electric light wire and a lead gas-pipe 
leading to and connected with the gas meter, through the medium 
of a screw driver in the hands of a workman who was in the act 
of connecting the service wires to the service cut-out; the arc 
formed between the blade of the screw driver, and the lead pipe 
melted a hole in the latter, permitting the gas to escape, which was 
ignited. Ata point about 20 feet distant from where this occurred 
a lead water-pipe was in contact with an iron gas-pipe, and an arc 
was formed at this point which melted a hole in the lead pipe, per- 
mitting the water to escape; all of this transpired in a very few 
seconds. Damage slight. 

November 18. Fire in a tree standing on the corner of B and 
Fourth streets, South Boston, caused by high potential wires being 
in contact with the branches; it was raining hard at the time. 

November 18. Slight fire in the basement of Nos. 45 and 51 Avon 
street. A tunnel was being constructed under the surface of Avon 
street for the purpose of furnishing an underground passage between 
the basement of this building and the one on the opposite side of 
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the street and fronting on Washington street, numbered 450 and 452. 
For the purpose of furnishing light to the men engaged in the con- 
struction of this tunnel a string of two or three lamps were tempo- 
rarily connected to a ceiling rosette located near the opening of 
this tunnel; this connection was not properly made, and, becoming 
loose, an arc formed, causing the wire to overheat and the insulating 
covering to ignite and burn off for a distance of about 5 feet, and 
about the same amount was burned off the wires of an arc light 
circuit which ran just above these wires; fortunately the arc wires 
were not ‘‘alive’’ at the time. As the ceiling of the basement was 
metal lined no other damage resulted. 

November 19. Slight fire in a telephone cable box secured to a 
fixture on the roof of the building No. 7 Beacon street, caused by 
one or more telephone wires falling down on the wires of an alter- 
nating circuit; these wires were connected to an underground cable 
which terminated in this box. The fire was confined to the box 
and a few feet of the underground cable and an aerial cable that 
entered this box from above. It was raining hard at the time this 
fire occurred. 

November 27. Fire on Federal-street bridge. This fire was 
caused by the extraordinary high tide which covered the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company’s feed contact pieces at the draw-bridge; 
these contact pieces are necessary to maintain the continuity of the 
feeder circuits. The salt water coming in contact with this portion 
of the feeders resulted in a short circuit, causing the destruction of 
the contact pieces, seriously damaging the submarine cable at the 
channel, charring and scorching the bridge, and burning the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company’s cable terminal-house. 

December 7. Fire at No. 70 Meridian street, East Boston, 
caused by the burning out of the insulation on the wires of a trans- 
former on the outside wall of the building. No damage other than 
that to the transformer. 

December 8. The woodwork of a pole used for the support of an 
arc lamp for street lighting was set on fire and badly burned in a 
peculiar manner. The base of the pole was connected with the iron 
conduit in which were to be placed the conductors through which 
current would be supplied to the lamp, and for convenience in draw- 
ing the same up through the pole an iron wire was left in it when it 
was bored, the lower end of which rested on the iron pipe while the 
upper end rested on the metal portion of the pole; current in the 
meantime was supplied from an overhead circuit which found its way 
from the upper portion of the pole to the iron duct over the iron 
‘wire; an arc was formed with the above results. 

December 10. Fire in the cable-house of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, situated on the Boston side of the draw of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad bridge, caused by a contact between one 
or more of the telegraph wires and some high potential wire at some 
point unknown. Evidence of trouble was first discovered on the 
Western Union circuit running through Lynn, and next in a Boston 
& Maine Railroad circuit in the same cable and running through 
the same city, and in a few minutes all the circuits were rendered 
inoperative; the cable-house and contents were entirely destroyed, 
seventy-five telegraph circuits rendered inoperative and two other 
small structures on the bridge burned before the fire was extin- 
guished. As the safety fuse in No. 14 circuit in the Western Union 
office at Lynn was melted it is fair to presume that the cross be- 
tween wires must have occurred in or beyond that city. 
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December 12. Fire at No. 445 Boylston street, caused by a 
broken electric light wire which was concealed ina hollow partition; 
an arc was established at the break which ignited the insulating 
covering on the wire, and that in turn communicated fire to the ad- 
jacent woodwork. 

December 16. Slight fire at No. 1145 Washington street, prob- 
ably caused by a loose connection in an are light cut-out switch 
fastened to a wooden wall block on the outside of the building. 
Damage confined to the switch. 

December 20. Slight fire in the building No. 442 to No. 472 
Washington street, due to a loose connection in some temporary 
wiring installed for the purpose of producing holiday effects. 
Damage slight. 

December 21. Slight fire in a tree standing on the corner of War-. 
ren and Sutherland streets. Caused by the wires of an arc lighting 
circuit coming in contact with the branches and burning them 
slightly. 

December 21. Slight fire on the outer wall of building No. 554 
Dorchester avenue, at the point where an arc lamp was suspended, 
caused by the failure of the insulation on the wire where it passed 
through porcelain tubes fastened to the iron crane Supporting the 
lamp, current escaping to the iron, thence to the wall, setting fire to 
the clapboards. It was raining heavily at the time the fire was dis- 
covered. Damage slight. 

December 28. One of the inspectors of the interior division, while 
in the performance of his duties, found a hole burned through a wood 
partition one inch in thickness; upon investigation he found that 
some months previous an incandescent lamp was left hanging against 
this partition while it was lighting ; it remained in this position all 
one night, with the above result. 

December 31. Slight fire at No. 146 Tremont street, caused by 
the failure of the insulation of the wires in the stem of a chandelier 
suspended from a crow-foot attached to the ceiling, the immediate 
cause of such failure being temporary wiring made hurriedly without 
care or regard for consequences. Four strings of incandescent 
lamps, twelve in each string, were suspended across the room, one 
end of each being fastened to the stem of the chandelier; festoons of 
evergreen were wound around each string, which added to the 
weight of the lamps, drew the stem out of position sufficiently to in- 
jure the insulation of the wire contained therein; an arc resulted, 
which burned a hole in the canopy and set fire to the decorations 
suspended thereto. 

January 3. Slight fire at No. 19 Exchange street, at a point 
where electric light wires were fastened to a wall block on the out- 
side of the building by means of split porcelain cleats. 

January 16. Slight fire above the roof of building No. 31 Wins- 
low street, Roxbury, caused by the burning of the insulation on a 
pair of high tension wires becoming slack and Swinging together. 
No damage to the building. 

January 17. Fire in a tree Standing opposite No. 47 and No. 48 
Centre street, Roxbury, caused by the wires of an alternating 
circuit coming in contact with the limbs when they burned themselves 
clear. 

January 17. Fire on an electric light pole used for distribution 
purposes standing at the south-east corner of Dover and Washington 
streets, caused by an improperly insulated primary wire of an 
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alternating circuit fastened to the pole by an iron staple; an arc 
established at this point burned the wire in two, at the same time 
setting the pole on fire. 

January 24. Slight fire on the front wall of building No. 442 
Atlantic avenue, caused by an escaping current from a cut-out 
switch through one of the screws that held it to the wall; it was 
raining hard at the time; water evidently found its way to this screw 
and to the inside of the switch. 

January 25. Slight fire at No. 494 Washington street, caused 
by an escape of current from the wire of an underground are light 
circuit to the lead covering, due to the failure of the insulation. 
Damage slight. This derived circuit through the ground was com- 
pleted to an outside lamp on the same circuit hanging in front of 
No. 92 Essex street, current escaping to the frame of the lamp. 
No damage except to lamp. 


ACCIDENTS. . 


February 1. Two horses owned by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company were killed at the corner of West Sixth street and Dor- 
chester avenue, at 12.45 A.M., by coming in contact with a long 
distance telephone wire that was in contact with a high potential 
wire. 

February 1. At 4 A.M. a horse owned by Hugh Kelley was 
killed on Broadway Extension by coming in contact with a guard 
wire which was crossed with the trolley. Seven horses received 
shocks and were thrown to the ground at several points in South 
Boston by coming in contact with low tension wires that had broken 
under the unusual weight of snow and ice that had accumulated on 
them; when they came down they fell across the bare trolley wires 
and were charged with current at a pressure of 550 volts; these 
horses would have been killed had not the wires on which they fell 
been cut in many cases by the men of this department. As near as 
can be ascertained 15 horses were killed in this manner, as those in 
charge of them did not dare to touch the harmless wires that had 
thus suddenly become so dangerous. 

February 1. About 1 A.M. the fire-alarm box on the house of 
Engine No. 15 became charged and several persons received shocks 
therefrom when they touched it; this was due to a cross between 
the fire-alarm circuit and one of high potential at some point where 
the former was broken by the accumulation of snow and ice. 

February 6. Electrical disturbance at No. 24 Dock square, 
resulting in persons touching the cash carrier system receiving 
electrical shocks while in the transaction of their business. This 
trouble was due to the fact that one of the outside wires of a three- 
wire set of mains in the basement rested on a gas pipe, and at that 
point the insulation failed owing to the damp condition of the base- 
ment; the gas pipe extended to the first floor where it rested against 
the cash carrier system. The day was very rainy, and the floor of 
the store, which is a fish market, was very damp. 

February 24. George H. Forbush received a shock while engaged 
in adjusting the brushes of a three horse power electric motor in the 
basement of building Nos. 5 to 11 Winter street. After the adjust- 
ment had been made he attempted to light an incandescent lamp 
that was suspended from the ceiling; as he grasped the lamp socket 
he received a shock that so startled him that he lost his balance and 
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fell over, his right foot catching in a pulley on the counter-shaft, as 
a result of which his right side and back were severely strained; 
as he fell he grasped a rope attached to the handle of the motor 
switch, opening it and thereby preventing a more serious accident. 
An examination of the socket showed that the flexible conductor 
was in contact with the lamp socket, the insulation having been 
worn off. 

May 12. John Williams, a lineman in the employ of the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company, received a shock that 
threw him from a pole owned by that company standing on Chelsea, 
opposite Bunker Hill street, Charlestown. On this pole was a 
cross-arm to which was attached a pair of primary alternating wires; 
in attempting to pass a rope over the telephone wires he grasped 
one of the iron braces with one hand while he stood on the electric 
light cross-arm; in some way his foot came in contact with a poorly 
insulated joint in the wire, thus permitting the current to pass 
through his body, burning his hand slightly and causing him to fall 
to the ground, a distance of about 12 feet; he was rendered uncon- 
scious for quite a while, but was able to perform light work a few 
hours later. 

June 24. An explosion of gasolene vapor occurred in the man- 
hole of the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company, by 
which one of its employees, a Mr. McDonald, received severe burns 
on his face and arms, while the hair and eyebrows of his helper who 
was standing over the opening were badly singed. The presence of 
vapor in the manhole was due to an open can of gasolene left therein, 
while it was ignited by a lighted gasolene torch used in soldering 
and wiping joints. 

July 14. About 6.30 A.M. John J. Murphy, a lamp trimmer in 
the employ of the Boston Electric Light Company, while engaged 
in trimming the lamp on the pole standing on the corner of Lincoln 
street and Dorchester avenue, Dorchester, received a shock that 
caused him to fall to the ground, striking the pole steps as he fell 
head foremost; his head and shoulders struck the ground with great 
force. He had finished his work on this lamp and had removed his 
belt hooks from the frame and started to go down when he received 
the shock that came near costing him his life; the pole was one of 
the iron death traps that were used exclusively until recently. The 
man’s hands showed no burns, his injuries consisting of two bad 
scalp wounds, and a badly strained back. The cause of this accident 
was as follows: A short distance from this post and on the opposite 
side of the avenue a wooden pole had been set by the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company about a week previous to the time 
of this accident, permission having been granted to do so by the 
Board of Aldermen, and it was set without the knowledge of this 
department; passing by this pole were arc and primary alternating 
wires owned by the Boston Electric Light Company, and this pole 
was crowded so hard against them that they were forced together, 
the insulation finally breaking down, and the arc light circuit that 
should have been inactive at the time the lamp was trimmed was 
receiving current from the alternating circuit; thus, lack of proper 
supervision came near causing the loss of another human life. 

September 19. About 11.45 A.M. A. J. McInness entered a 
manhole near the corner of Kneeland and South streets, for the 
purpose of connecting an underground service to the circuit while 
the same was in operation. While putting a jumper on to short 
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circuit the service loop, one end of it in some way became de- 
tached and dropped on his foot, which was encased in a light 
leather shoe. The latter was wet through and resting on the bottom 
of the manhole, which was covered with water, he being seated on a 
wooden box; just what happened can only be surmised, as the 
other men who were with him were on the street above him, and 
the first indication to them of any trouble was smoke issuing from 
the manhole; as quickly as possible he was removed to the surface 
of the street and then to the Emergency Hospital, where at first his 
life was despaired of, but he rallied later; his leg, however, had 
to be amputated below the knee. 

September 27. Daniel Harrington, an employee of the Boston 
‘Water Department, received a slight shock when he accidentally 
touched a broken telephone wire that had dropped down in the yard 
on Albany street. A contact between this and a feed wire, evi- 
dently made at the corner of Harrison avenue and Concord street, 
making a difference of potential between this broken wire and the 
ground of 550 volts, was sufficient to give any person a severe shock, 
but not necessarily a fatal one. 

September 30. Peter Martin, an employee of the Edison Elec- 
tric Illuminating Company, while placing incandescent lamps in an 
illuminated sign at the Grand Theatre, corner Washington and 
Dover streets, received a shock while climbing to the end of this 
sign, the ends of the fingers of one of his hands accidentally touch- 
ing a bare spot in a primary alternating wire, and as the framework 
of the sign was of iron a derived circuit was established between it 
and the wire through his body fora moment. Fortunately his arm 
was so interlocked in the framework he was not thrown to the 
ground, a distance of about 25 feet. His injuries proved slight. 

November 1. James B. Ward, an employee of the Metal Cornice 
Company, had his hand badly burned by a short circuit in a three 
wire porcelain main cut-out which was located just above a ledge or 
shelf about three feet from the floor ; the exposed parts of this cut-out 
were covered with mica, through which holes had been made by 
frequent ‘‘blowing’’ of the fuse, leaving the terminals bare. On 
this ledge was kept a tin box. Mr. Ward was placing the cover on 
this box when it came in contact with the terminals, with the result 
above stated. 

November 15. Frank Brennan, a cable splicer, was quite 
badly shaken up, his hair singed and his clothing set on fire owing 
to an explosion of naphtha gas in the manhole at the junction of 
Shawmut avenue and Dover street, after he had taken the cover off 
and was about to enter for the purpose of splicing cables therein. 
The presence of the naphtha vapor was easily explained by'an open 
can, partly filled with naphtha, that had been left in the manhole for 
some hours; a sufficient amount of gas was given off therefrom to 
cause an explosion in this manhole and in one opposite No. 232 
Shawmut avenue, about 212 feet distant from the first ; the cover 
of this second manhole was blown several feet in the air, and win- 
dow glass near by was broken by the force of the explosion. Mr. 
Brennan and his assistant insisted that they had no lamp, lantern or 
other form of light near the open manhole at the time of the explo- 
sion ; assuming that such was the case the ignition of the gas can be 
attributed to a spark between the lead covering of the railway cables 
and the unspliced cables that were about to be joined together by 
this man. As the lead coverings of these continuous cables are

connected directly to the negative side of the generators of the street 
railway company at the power house on Albany street, a consider- 
able difference of potential would exist between them and the sec- 
tions of unspliced cables ; sufficient, no doubt, to ignite the naphtha 
gas and cause these two explosions. 

November 27. One of a pair of horses owned by the Boston Cab 
Company that were attached to a cab that was being driven from 
Ashmont was instantly killed, and the other badly injured by coming 
in contact with a broken trolley wire at the corner of Dudley and 
Magnolia streets, Dorchester. The second horse was so severely 
burned that three of his ribs were bare of flesh. The harness and 
hack were badly burned also. 

December 3. Accident to Adams Hoffman, electrician of the 
Grand Opera House, No. 1176 Washington street, in the following 
manner: While standing on an iron stairway his wrist came in 
contact with the blade of a jack-knife service switch placed in the 
secondary service wires. The shock he received was so severe that 
he was unable to free himself, but he was removed from his perilous 
position by two of the stage hands. The current for lighting this 
theatre is furnished from transformers, the difference of potential 
in the primary side of which is 1,000 volts, while that in the secund- 
ary side, which is connected to the lights, is 104 volts. Upon inves- 
tigation the insulation between the primary and secondary coils was 
found to have been burned, permitting the high potential current 
to pass into the secondary wires running to this switch in sufficient 
quantities to give this man a severe shock, which might have 
resulted fatally had he not been promptly removed from his danger- 
ous position. 

January 2. Information was received this day that on the night 
of November 27 (during the blizzard), while Engine No. 20 was 
returning from a still alarm of fire, one of the horses was killed 
and another was burned on the left side of the neck by coming in 
contact with a live wire near the corner of Walnut street and 
Neponset avenue. As this department was not notified of this 
accident when it happened, the character of the wire that 
caused this accident cannot be determined; but as all overhead 
wires were heavily laden with snow, and large numbers of them 
were broken and badly crossed, it is fair to presume it was 
some of the light low tension wires that were the immediate cause 
of this accident. 

January 27. While one of the inspectors of the interior division 
of this department was making an inspection at No. 18 Bosworth 
street he discovered a case of accidental electrocution. One of 
those lively little pests that persist in sharing the homes of rich 
and poor alike, and who carefully avoid the most cunningly devised 
traps and pitfalls set for their especial benetit, unwittingly ran into 
one, the effectiveness of which had not been demonstrated until he, 
failing to exercise the usual caution characteristic of his species, 
closed an electric circuit through his body when crawling across the 
poles of a double pole open jack-knife switch; as a result, animated 
nature quickly became inanimate. 
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UNDERGROUND DIVISION. 


The section of the city in which wires were to be placed 
under ground during the year 1898 is that portion bounded as 
follows : 

Beginning at the junction of Joy and Beacon streets, the 
boundary line runs through Joy to Cambridge street, through 
Cambridge street to the water front; at that point it follows 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line to the extension of the line 
of Berkeley street; thence through Berkeley to Tremont 
street, through Tremont street to Castle square, through 
Castle square to Ferdinand street, through Ferdinand street 
to Columbus avenue, through Columbus avenue to Park 
square, through Park square to Charles street, through 
Charles to Beacon street, and through Beacon street to the 
point of beginning at Joy street. 

This district contained 17,346,300 square feet and is the 
last section of that portion of the city known as the under- 
eround district. 

The total area of the underground district as prescribed 
by chapter 404 of the Acts of 1894, is 46,415,000 square 
feet.

Owing to the construction of new tracks by the Boston & 
Providence Division of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad, between Dartmouth street and the new 
Southern Union Station, and the widening of bridges over 
the same, the electrical conduits crossing these bridges had 
to be relocated, and work of a temporary nature had to be 
resorted to to provide against an interruption of the electri- 
cal service. 

The number of permits and electrical approvals for street 
openings granted by this department in connection with the 
underground work is 1,029. 

The number of inspections made by this division is 3,857. 

The ducts laid this year for the main conduits are of the 

following types:

For service connections made from manholes to buildings, 
poles, etc., wrought iron pipe is used exclusively. 
The total work for the year 1898 comprised: 


112,254 feet of conduit. 
835,180 feet of duct. 
947 service connections. 
556 manholes built. 
1,202,914 feet of cable drawn in. 


One new feature in connection with the underground 
construction during the year has been in the use of sub- 
marine conduits for carrying cables under the channel at 
draw-bridges. 

The first submarine conduit in this city was constructed 
by the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company to 
carry cables under the Charles river at the Warren bridge, 
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between the city proper and Charlestown, and was sunk at 
this point during the month of September of the present 
year. 


DESCRIPTION OF SUBMARINE CONDUIT. 


The conduit, which is in the shape of a letter U, consists 
of 7 wrought iron pipes, each 4% inches in diameter and } 
inch thick, covered with alternate layers of Bermuda 
asphalt and cheese-cloth to a depth of ,°, of aninch. These 
pipes are held in position by means of wooden diaphragms 
(17 inches in diameter) placed from 2 to 4 feet apart, and 
in which there are 7 holes through which the pipes pass, 
separated by a distance of 4 inch. The whole is enclosed 
in a wooden pipe 4 inches thick and 25 inches external 
diameter. 

The dimensions of the conduit are : 


Length from end to end, 115 feet. 
Distance between uprights, 48 feet. 
External diameter, 25 inches. 


This construction provides a permanent submarine con- 
duit into which the ordinary lead covered underground 
cables can be drawn. 


Two other submarine conduits were built during the year 
of entirely different construction to the one just described. 

They were constructed by the Boston Electric Light Com- 
pany for the purpose of carrying a large number of cables 
from the new power station at L and East First streets 
across the reserve channel at the L-street bridge and across 
the Fort Point channel at the Congress-street bridge, and 
were placed in position during the month of October. 

The conduit at the L-street bridge is similar in construc- 
tion to the one at Congress street, and differs only in its 
length. 


DESCRIPTION OF SUBMARINE CONDUIT. 


The conduit is built up of sections of wood, and is rec- 
tangular in cross-section dimensions, 42 x 28 inches, with 24 
holes (33 inches in diameter) passing through from end to 
end. The sections composing the conduit have a uniform 
thickness of 6 inches, but are cut in lengths varying from 
4 to 20 feet, and the following standard widths: 8, 12 and 
14 inches. The surfaces of these sections are grooved so 
that the holes are formed by laying one section on top of 
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another. Galvanized iron bolts and kiln-dried dowel pins 
extend through the conduits horizontally and vertically, 
thus holding the section in place and giving solidity to the 
structure. 

The dimensions of these conduits are: 


Length from end to end, L-street bridge, 143 feet; Con- 
gress-street bridge, 282 feet. 

Distance between uprights, L-street bridge, 83 feet ; Con- 
gress-street bridge, 205 feet. 

Cross section (rectangular), L-street bridge, 42x 28 
inches ; Congress-street bridge, 42 x 28 inches. 


Photographs were taken illustrating the different stages 
in the construction of these submarine conduits, also the 
launching and manner of sinking the same in the channel. 

A large number of photographs were obtained during the 
year showing the most interesting portions of the under- 
ground work. 

The following is a description and report of the under- 
ground work of the various companies for the year ending 
January 51, 1899: 


Boston ELectric LIGHT COMPANY. 


The work of this company during the year has been very 
extensive, for, in addition to laying conduits in the under- 
ground district and extending conduits outside this district, 
it was necessary to connect the underground system in the 
city proper with the new central power station, erected at L 
and East First streets, South Boston. 

Two trunk lines were laid for this purpose, one from the 
power-house through L street, Summer-street extension, 
Fargo, B and Congress streets to Gilbert place, connecting 
with the underground conduits entering the Gilbert-place 
station; the other from the power station through L, East 
First, K, East Second and Dorchester streets, West Broadway 
and A street to West Fourth streét, from which point it 
will be extended next year. 

Each of the trunk lines consists of 24 cement-lined ducts 
with double manholes, 12 ducts entering each manhole. 

The route taken by the first trunk line necessitated cross- 
ing the reserve channel at the L-street bridge, and Fort 
Point channel at the Congress-street bridge. This was 
accomplished by means of a 24 duct wooden submarine 
conduit sunk in the channel at each bridge, connecting at 
cable-houses with the underground conduits.

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Photographs have been taken as heretofore of some of the 
most interesting portions of the work of the department, 
showing the conditions of electrical construction both over- 
head, under ground and in the interior of buildings. 

Plate No. 1 shows a fixture for the support of wires and 
a bank of seven transformers, together with the primary and 
secondary wires leading to and from the same. This entire 
outfit has been removed and the necessary transformers 
placed under ground. 

Plate No. 2 shows the condition and appearance of this 
same roof after the above-named structure and the other 
appliances had been removed. 

Plate No. 3 shows a portion of the ruins of the Fitchburg 
Railroad elevator in Charlestown during the progress of the 
fire which destroyed it on the night of April 17, 1898. 
Many of the wires on the line of poles shown here were 
broken by the falling timbers and walls; the heat was so 
intense that those that were not broken could not be removed 
until some time after the walls had fallen and the fire some- 
what cooled down. On this line of poles were the wires of 
several of the circuits of the Boston Fire Alarm Depart- 
ment; fortunately, however, they were not injured until 
after the necessary alarms had been given for this fire. The 
picture shows the repairs being made on these circuits; it 
also shows a mass of broken wires hanging to the ground. 

Plate No. 4 shows the interior of a telephone cable dis- 
tribution box that was located on the roof of the Houghton 
& Dutton building. The insulation on the wires, the sup- 
ports for the terminal connections and the box itself were 
badly burned by a fire occurring therein, due to an excessive 
flow of current, caused by a contact between one of the over- 
head wires leading from or to this box coming in contact 
with some high potential wire at some unknown point. 

Plate No. 5 is a front view of an illuminated sign which 
was located in one of the largest dry goods establishments in 
Boston. It was of a type that furnished an intermittent 
light, each letter being illuminated successively, and then all 
extinguished, the same operation to be repeated as long as 
desirable; this end being accomplished by means of a 
commutator operated by a small electric motor, which was 
left in operation, through the neglect of some one, after the 
store had closed. Inthe meantime one of the carbon brushes 
on the motor was worn off so short that it failed to make 
contact with the commutator, causing the motor to stop 
when the lights were all burning within the wooden recep- 
tacles; they were soon ignited by the heat radiating from 
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the lamps. This apparatus was improperly constructed, and 
was installed without the knowledge or consent of this de- 
partment. 

Plate No. 6 is a rear view of this same apparatus, showing 
the motor, commutator and the wires leading therefrom ; 
both of these pictures were taken after the fire. 

Plate No.7 shows the effect of dampness on electrical 
connections. This accumulation of metallic salt was found 
in an ice-chest in Faneuil Hall Market. 

Plate No. 8 shows a hole burned through a wooden parti- 
tion by the heat from a 16 candle-power incandescent lamp 
left hanging against it for several hours; this occurred in a 
clothes closet. 

Plate No. 9 shows a double-pole jack-knife switch with 
the body of a dead rat lying across the poles thereof. In 
attempting to crawl between the blades he connected the 
two opposite poles of the circuit, diverting enough current 
through his body to electrocute him. 

Plate No. 10 shows the form of construction of a twenty- 
four duct conduit at the Congress-street bridge in which are 
placed a portion of the conductors for the distribution of 
current from the new generating station of the Boston 
Electric Light Company, situated in South Boston. 

Plate No. 11 shows the method of laying a twenty-four 
duct conduit in Congress street, South Boston; this conduit 
is also owned by the Boston Electric Light Company. 

Plate No. 12 shows the method of construction of two 
submarine conduits sunk, one in the reserve channel at the 
L-street bridge, and one in Fort Point channel at the Con- 
gress-street bridge. These will contain the cables leading 
from the new generating station built by the Boston Electric 
Light Company at L and East First streets, South Boston. 

Plate No. 13 shows the method of floating one of the 
above-named submarine conduits between two scows to its 
destination at the draw of the Congress-street bridge, where 
it is located on the bottom of the channel. 

Plate No. 14 gives a view of another form of submarine 
conduit constructed by the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company for the protection of their cables cross- 
ing the Charles river at the draw of the Warren bridge. 
It consists of seven wrought iron pipes enclosed in a wooden 
U-shaped tube. 

Plate No. 15 shows the method of placing this conduit in 
position. 

Plate No. 16 shows the method of constructing a double 
brick manhole in the conduit system of the Boston Electric 
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Light Company at the corner of Second and Dorchester 
streets, South Boston. 

Plate No. 17 shows a completed double brick manhole 
built in Fargo street, South Boston, before it was built up to 
gerade. These manholes are a part of the Boston Electric 
Company’s system of underground conduits. The new 
generating station in the course of construction can be seen 
in the back ground to the left of the manholes. 

Plate No. 18 is another view of brick manholes and 
conduit in Fargo street, built before the street was brought 
up to the grade line.
